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STANDING RESOLUTIONS 





' I.—The District Superintendents shall constitute the committee 
for making the Missionary Appropriatoins, with the approval of the 
Bishop presiding. They shall nominate the Standing Committees, 
and cause the list to be pubilshed in the Pacific Christian Advocate, 
at least one month before the Conference convenes. 


IIl.—The Secretary and the Statistician shall be the official 
editors and publishers of the Conference Minutes; and they are 
authorized to make provision, by assessment or otherwise, for meet- 
ing this expense and all other secretarial expenses incident to Con- 
ference work. 


III.—Upon receiving from the official Benevolent Societies the 
circulars designating the amounts of money to be raised by this 
Conference for these causes, the District Superintendents shall ap- 
portion the same among the districts upon the following basis: 
(1) Total membership; (2)unincumbered church but not parsonage 
property; (3) total ministerial support, including house rent, but 
not missionary appropriations; (4) total official benevolences which 
were reported for the previous year. 


Hach District Superintendent may call to his assistance a com- 
mittee of laymen or ministers, or both, conveniently near, to make 
the apportionments on above basis to the charges of that district; 
and this shall be reported to the meeting of the District Stewards, 
who shall have the power of a Board of Equalization, provided that 
they shall not reduce the original total apportionments to the district. 


The apportionment for Episcopal and Conference Claimants’ 
Funds shall be included in these reports, and the basis decided upon 
by the Annual Conference shall apply throughout the districts and 
charges. 


IV.—All matter to be printed in the Journal must be delivered 
to the Secretary immediately upon the adjournment of the Confer- 
ence session, 


V.—Immediately following the organization of the Conference 
the Secretary shall call the names of deceased members and a me- 
morial service shall then be held, which shall include a memorial 
address, not to exceed fifteen minutes in length, by some one sge- 
lected by the Committee on Memoirs. The services not to exceed 
one-half hour in time. 


VI.—These Rules and Resolutions shall not be suspended or 
changed but by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting.

Rev. W. I. Cowell was taken sick soon after Conference, and 
though he made a heroic fight for health and all has been done for 
him that medical skill could devise, he is still a very sick man, For 
four months he has been assisted into the church and has been 
compelled to sit in a chair while he delivered the message, being 
unable to stand on his feet that length of time. He must ask for a 
retired relation and I desire that his case be referred to the Board 
of Stewards for their most favorable consideration. 


J. W. Moles has been afflicted for several years with an aggra- 
vated case of bronchitis that has so impaired his health and voice 
that he too must ask for retired relation. I ask that his case be re- 
ferred to the Board of Stewards. 


Pastoral Changes. 


At the close of the Conference session all the charges on the 
District were supplied, but during the year there have been some 
changes. Bellingham Circuit was supplied by G. H. Harrison till 
July, when he gave up the work. Since then H. L. Richardson has 
looked after the churches. 

J. W. Wright resigned his pastorate at Edmonds in May and 
Lee McEven, a young local preacher only eighteen years of age, has 
supplied the charge the past three months very acceptably to the 
people. 

A. N. Raven who was appointed to supply Sultan remained less 
than one month. We were fortunate in securing E. M. Fly, a local 
preacher in our church immediately to supply this charge. He has 
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had a gracious revival adding more than thirty members to the 
church and thus greatly strengthening our cause. 

E. J. Huston was re-appointed as pastor at Sumas, but felt in 
the early Spring that his health would not permit of his continuing 
in the regular pastorate, so at his request we released him from the 
charge. We secured J. L. Grandey, a recent graduate from Drew as a 
supply. He and his excellent wife have found favor with the people. 
Bro. Grandey is recommended for admission into our Conference. 


Revivals. 


Special meetings have been held in many of the charges, re- 
sulting in much good, While quite a number were converted and 
joined the church, many more who professed conversion failed to 
join any church. For some reason it is becoming increasingly dif- 
ficult to get those who profess conversion to join the church. I do 
not know whose fault it is. Our pastors seem to be faithful in look- 
ing after the lambs of the flock. I must say however, Bishop, that 
while I hear very little complaint from the people about the. preach- 
ing, I do hear a good deal of complaint about lack of pastoral vis- 
itation. I hope there may be no occasion for this complaint another 


year. 
Membership. 


The net increase in membership this year will not be very large. 
There have been about the usual number of deaths. A few have 
withdrawn. A large number have been removed by certificate. A 
larger number, over two hundred, as near as I can learn, have re- 
moved without certificate. The number of members lost to the 
church in this way every year ,is growing, until it has become a 
problem. How to prevent this leakage is a question that should re- 
ceive the careful consideration of both pastors and churches. 


Improvements. 


The Main Auditorium and Sunday School room of _ Trinity 
Church, Bellingham, have been completed at a cost of about $52,- 
000. This church is a gem of beauty and a model of convenience. 
No people have ever given more liberally toward a church building 
enterprise than have the members of Trinity Church. The Trustees 
have had to borrow quite a large sum of money to meet immediate 
Hs eamea but there is no doubt but in time the debt will be 
lifted. 

The old church at Mt. Vernon has been sold and a new site 
purchased and a beautiful new church begun that will cost when 
completed, about $15,000. The building is enclosed and the basement 
is being used for all services. So far $8878 has been expended and 
there is only a small indebtedness. We hope to complete the church 
in the next few months. 

Immediately after Conference our little Society in South Everett 
built a very neat bungalow chapel, at a cost of $750. It is now known 
as the Hopkins Memorial Church. We have a good Sunday School 
and a favorable outlook for the future. 

At Haynie on the Custer charge a new church has been erected 
during the year, costing $1000. 

The work among the Nooksack Indians is not all that we 
might desire, but we feel it is our duty to give them the Gospel. To 
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do this successfully, a new church must be built. The W. H. M. S. 
donated lots and the building is almost complete at a cost of about 
$1300. O. R. Anderson, the pastor, has done much of the work with 
his own hands, being assisted by the Indians. Brother and Sister 
Anderson have met with some discouragements during the year. 
There has been much sickness among the people and thirteen deaths. 


The old church property at Nooksack has been sold and a debt 
of $513 incurred when the Methodist and Presbyterian churches 
were united, has been paid and an addition has been made to the 
church they are now occupying, costing $950. 


Other improvements to churches and parsonages in the district 
have been made agegergating nearly six thousand dollars. 


Sedro-Wooley has paid off an old debt of $460 and Lyman one 
of $319. 


Salaries. 


There was very little advance in the estimates for salaries this 
year and the financial stringency has made it hard for our people to 
do as well this year as in the past. I fear there will be some de- 
ficiencies. In some places there is a lack of a good financial plan 
well worked or I believe we might obtain better results. I have 
been urging the use of the Duplex envelope and the every member 
canvass for both current expenses and our benevolences until at 
least our people have been converted to the plan of tithing their 
income. 

Benevolences. 


I am very sorry to report that our Benevolent apportionments 
will not be received in full, I am sure that in most cases our pastors 
have been faithful in presenting these causes and seeking to raise 
all asked. I hope however, that we will be able to report no de- 
crease on the amounts raised last year. We need a thorough and 
general campaign of education for the whole church along the line 
of our benevolent causes. 


Sunday Schools and Epworth League. 


Our Sunday Schools are growing in numbers and I believe 
increasing in efficiency. We will report a creditable increase this 
year. In view of the fact that most of our church members come 
from the Sunday School we certainly cannot emphasize this branch 
of our work too strongly. 

Our Conference Sunday School Superintendent, Rev. C. B. Sears, 
has been very helpful to us in our Sunday School work. I heartily 
approve his plan of refusing to organize Sunday Schools where no 
pastoral care can be given them. 

Our Epworth and Junior Leagues are in a healthy condition. 
We have no more spiritual and helpful organizations in our Church. 
Our Epworth League Convention was held in Snohomish the last 
week in June and was largely attended, there being present one 
hundred and fifteen registered delegates. The papers and sermons 
were excellent, but the special feature was the manifest presence 
of the Holy Spirit. Our young people received a remarkable spir- 
itual uplift. 


Woman’s Work. 


The Ladies’ Aid Societies have becn instant in season and out 
of season, They have quilted and sewed, baked chicken pie and served 
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ice cream and done other work to make it possible to keep the 
church doors open in some places and give some pastors and their 
families the necessaries of life. God bless them. 

The Women’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies are help- 
ing. to spread the gospel in all lands. More than one pastor’s 
family has been made glad this year by the splendid gifts of the 
Wiens NES: ; 

Work of the Men. 


We have but four regularly organized Brotherhoods in the 
Distirct. These are doing very good work, but I feel the need of 
an organized and aggressive campaign for the men of our Churches 
to reach men and win them for Christ. 


Temperance. 


We are in the midst of another local option campaign, peti- 
tions having been filed in both Evereet and Bellingham for a vote 
at the general election, In some other towns that are now wet 
a vote will be taken. It is impossible to forecast the result, but it 
is certainly to be hoped that the forces of righteousness may pre- 
vail. It does not seem possible that self respecting citizens in Bel- 
lingham would vote for the saloons after having lived in a decent 
and prosperous dry town for two years. According to a recent 
edtiorial in the Daily Herald, Bellingham was never as prosperous 
as now. It was stated that two and three quarter million dollars 
of building and reclamation projects were now under way. One 
quarter of a million in streets and water improvements and two, 
three or four millions in traction projects, making Bellingham the 
most prosperous city on the coast. We defy any saloon cursed town 
on the Pacific Coast to show as good a record. 


The Pastors. 


I have refrained from personal notations but permit me to 
say that a more consecrated, spiritual and faithful body of Meth- 
odist preachers cannot be found anywhere than the men who serve 
charges on Bellingham district. My relations with pastors and peo- 
ple have been delightful and if it is my privilege to continue on the 
District another year I am expecting larger results than we have 
had during the past year. To God be all the glory and honor 
for whatever has been accomplished. 


OLYMPIA DISTRICT. 


C. E. TODD, Superintendent. 


The work of the past year has been both interesting and dif- 
ficult. Whatever success or victory history records is due to the 
endeavor of our faithful pastors and their consecrated laymen. 

The Olympia District, being largely a missionary field, has 
problems all its own. Some of the charges located in small 
villages, and farming communities pay meager salaries and the lack 
of adequate missionary money makes it very difficult to support 
pastors in these fields. Other places are being transformed from 
logging and milling camps into farming communities. While the 
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great forests were being felled and made into lumber in these dis- 
tricts, there was plenty of money and the support of a pastor was 
comparatively an easy matter. Now the camps and mills have 
moved on and left the great stump fields to be conquered by the 
farmer, which is a slow and expensive task. But usually after the 
land is cleared and brought under cultivation it produces abund- 
antly. We trust the time is not distant, when, by the Grace of 
God, these new farming districts will be able to offer splendid sup- 
port, but they must be aided until fully established. These are our 
most difficult charges to supply with pastors. 

I have many applicants for places paying salaries ranging from 
$800 to $2000, but no one seems to desire these needy circuits, 
where work is hard and the support is so meager. This is not for the 
lack of consecration in the ministry, but owing to the high cost of liv- 
ing, men feel they must seek places. where a larger support may be 
had. 

Harly in December, McCleary, a new town on the Shelton 
Circuit, asked to be made a station. I transferred Brother R. H. 
Reed from Shelton to this point. A new church is almost ready for 
dedication and a liberal support promised for next year with a re- 
quest for the pastor’s return. 

Robert Johnson, of North Dakota, well recommended by Dr. 
Robert Forbes and others, was secured to take charge of the church 
at Shelton. He has done well with the work. About the middle of 
the year, Brother Kendall, on account of the illness of his wife, 
gave up the work at Chimacum and Hadlock, During the past quarter 
L. D. Cook has been supplying the charge to the satisfaction of the 
people. 

Brother E. Hopkins, one of our beloved superannuated preach- 
ers, though not in charge of a church, has been abundant in labor 
during the year. He has traveled hundreds of miles throughout 
Thurston County, visiting the people and preaching in their homes 
and school houses. Some time we hope to form these isolated places 
into a splendid circuit. 

Early in June, our people, at Aberdeen, opened services in the 
basement of their new church. The work has moved steadily forward 
during the year. 421,000 exclusive of cost of lot has been expended 
on this proposition with enough subscriptions and unsold property 
to cover all obligations to date. 

Soon after the Gypsy Smith meetings in Seattle, Brother G. N. 
Magood yielded again to the call to the ministry and applied to me 
for work. He was appointed to Trinity, Aberdeen. Through his 
leadership rapid advancement has been made. The church has been 
enlarged at a cost of about $1,200 Dr. J. P. Marlatt attended 
the dedication on Haster Sunday preaching both morning and eve- 
ning. 

The Ladies’ Aid Society of Oak Harbor has built a hall at a 
cost of $1000. It is well adapted to our work at that point and will 
be used for all church services until we are able to build. 

Bremerton has reduced its indebtedness about $1000. Colby 
has expended about $60 on parsonage and furniture. Dungeness 
church and parsonage were painted at a cost of $160, Cosmopoils 
‘parsonage has been improved at a cost of $63. Coupeville has 
expended $221 on improvements. Elma has paid out over $300 
in improving their parsonage. Hoquiam First Church contemplates 
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improvements to cost about $4000. Simpson Ave. Hoquiam is 
taking new courage since the mills have commenced operation. Little 
Rock is adding a fine addition to their church. Montesano has paid 
off its debt of $425 and paid out $204 on improvements. Oakville 
should double the seating capacity of their church to meet the grow- 
ing needs. Olympia has cancelled its debt of $500 on the parsonage 
and installed a furnace costing $270. Port Angeles First Church 
has expended about $300 on improvements and purchased lots 
adjacent to the parsonage for a new church. Port Orchard has 
lots clear of debt for new church and parsonage. Port Townsend 
records $150 on improvements. Porter parsonage has been fenced 
and other improvements made to the property. Satsop has expended 
$135 on parsonage and furniture. Shelton is gradually reducing 
the debt on its parsonage. Silverdale has been improving both 
church and parsonage. Tumwater has paid about $60 on an old 
account. 


The pastors of the district have been very active in their Sun- 
day School work. A number of charges are reporting larger average 
in attendance. 


Revivals were conducted in most of the churches by the pas- 
tors, but the results were not very great. The most remarkable 
revival was held at Coupeville where our Secretary has labored 
for the past four years. Brother Hartley was assisted in this meet- 
ing by Rev. E. L. Benedict, D. D., our host. I wish that more of the 
city preachers would take time to help pastors on the outposts of the 
Conference. 


Most of the charges are blessed with a splendid Ladies‘ Aid 
Society, which not only earns some money for the church, but 
helps to extend a welcome to the strangers. 


The Woman’s Foreign and Home Missionary Societies are do- 
ing excellent work in most of the larger churches. 


The District boundaries are such that it is not possible to hold 
district meetings with satisfactory results. A sub-district preach- 
ers’ meeting and Sunday School Institute was held at Montesano 
which proved very helpful to all who could attend. Dr. C. B. Sears 
was with us and greatly encouraged the pastors in the Sunday 
School work. 


It is not possible for me to sum up all the results of the year’s 
work, or to tell of the achivements of the faithful preachers and 
their devoted wives and consecrated laymen. Who knows the value 
of a true pastor to a community? Who can estimate the worth 
of a loyal layman to the church? The recording angel will set 
down to the credit of many, an unheralded deed. With gratitude 
to you, my brothers, for your fellowship and co-operation in this 
great work and with thanksgiving to God for His grace and the 
presence of His Spirit, we turn to the future feeling, 


“Tt is worth while to live 

And spend a splendid day. 

To feel the thrill of power 

And then to pass away. 

Ah! He that knows the war of life 
Would plunge again in such a stirfe.’’ 
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SEATTLE DISTRICT. 
J. P. MARLATT, District Superintendent. 


There are reasons for profound gratitude to God on the part 
of the churches and ministers of Seattle District, for Providence 
has been wonderfully kind to us. During four years no preacher 
has died, none have been even suspected of immorality, and not one 
has failed in health. Among supplies, two greatly honored men 
have been translated, G. M. Irwin and G. W. Carr, the latter clos- 
ing his long and useful career this year at his home in Seattle, 
on March 18th, with heart disease. He was a splendid preacher, 
was president of Morning Side College before Bishop Lewis, was 
blest with revivals everywhere; built 27 churches in his life time, 
and went away lamented by multitudes of loving friends; a very 
humble Christian, a tireless worker, a genuine man, a faithful 
friend, a loving father and husband. Two homes have been in- 
vaded by the death angel this year. The wife of our much es- 
teemed brother, the Rev. A. Atwood, preceded him to the im- 
mortal world, after many years of faithful service in the par- 
sonage, her body worn out by toil and years. The daughter of 
Brother and Sister A. H. Marsh, Miss Lillian, also took her flight 
from the sickness and care of this life to the home where sickness 
is not known. Very trying illness came to the wives of Rev. J. M. 
Denison and the Rev. Dr. D. C. Franklin, and minor afflictions have 
visited other homes of our preachers. MHereafter, the appointing 
powers must remember that there is one more to feed in the homes 
of the Revs. O. F. Krieger, G. R. Abbott, C. J. Kallgren and O. H. 
McGill, while E. L. Benedict is in the same condition, he and his 
wife having become foster parents to a very lovely little girl. The 
common experiences of the ministry, with labors, trials, disap- 
pointments, victories and joys, are the lot of every one of us, and 
we are thankful for the grace that sustains, the Holy Spirit who 
guides and the blessed Bible which comforts and instructs the 
minister and layman alike. 


Revivals. 


Last October Gipsy Smith held a very remarkable meeting in 
Seattle, which inspired our people for a more aggressive life and 
service. About one hundred persons, perhaps a few more, joined 
our churches as a result, other denominations reaping a like har- 
vest. It is very trying to have the results of such meetings grossly 
exaggerated, and in this instance, as in many other, the reported 
converts were over seven times as large as the accessions to the 
churches. Our evangelists must learn that the cards cannot be 
counted as conversions, and the result of this sort of tabulation is 
to discount the evangelist and the whole system of work. A 
supposed convert who will join no church is a very spurious sort 
of Christian. Many pastors were humiliated by the statistical re- 
ports, who would have been rejoicing over the spiritual up-lift 
among our members, if these statistics had been with-held. The 
benefits of such meetings are the help to fraternity among the 
churches; the renewed consecration and activity of believers, and 
a few conversions, immensely fewer than the evangelists are willing 
to concede. Our own Brother Wm. Park, and his beloved wife, 
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brought in nearly as many members into our own Methodist Churches 
with only one-fortieth of the cost. These words are intended as 
a criticism on the method of reporting, and not on the conduct of 
the meetings, which were worth all they cost our city. 

In our Gilman Park, Asbury, Calvary, First, Green Lake, Uni- 
versity, Madison Street, Grace, Shaw Memorial, Lakeside, Rainier 
Beech, Hilman, Foote Memorial and Haven Churches, ‘‘follow-up”’ 
meetings were held shortly after the Gipsy Smith meetings, with 
some results, and the aggregate number of accessions much ex- 
ceeded those of the great union revival. There was also a very 
blessed meeting at Kent with more than two score of accessions, 
and another at Des Moines with nearly thirty new members. A 
measure of success attended similar meeting on Snoqualmie Cir- 
cuit and at Kennydale, while a very excellent meeting was held at 
Renton by the Rev. Wm. Park and wife, increasing both the mem- 
bership and life of the church. The charges named did successful 
work by other methods. 


Sunday School Growth, 


The largest Sunday Schools in the State are found in this dis- 
trict, and a maginficent corps of officers and teachers lead on the 
work with great enthusiasm. Ten schools report from 250 to 1200 
scholars in all departments, and judging by the growth seen in other 
schools, we will be obliged to add several more to this roll very 
soon. The Conference Superintendent of Sunday Schools the Rev. C. B. 
Sears, states that this district has a net gain of 951 for the year in 
the enrollment of the schools, a total of 7592 scholars. This is a 
great army and a great opportunity for our churches. 


New Buildings. 


At Hall’s Lake a new church was built and dedicated February 
4th, which was the pride of the whole community. It cost a little 
over $2400, but early in June it was burned, and was a total loss. 
The County authorities were opening a street in front of it and left a 
fire burning near it at night, from which sparks ignited the roof, 
sometime about two o’clock in the morning. The insurance has 
been collected, the County will make settlement, and the church 
will be rebuilt very soon, There is no other place of worship 
for miles around. Trinity Church has made some progress and is 
able to use the basement of the new church. They have moved the 
main portion of the old building back on the rear of the founda- 
tion, enlarging it, and will make it part of the new structure. Ren- 
ton people completed their church, and it was dedicated on February 
25th. It is the best church building in the town and well adapted 
to their work. On Sunday, March 10th, Calvary dedicated their 
new church building with much rejoicing. It is splendidly adapted 
to all departments of their work and cost them about $9000. A 
good site has been secured at Cedar Falls, and a new lot, large 
enough for an adequate church and parsonage, has been secured 
at Bothell, on which that growing society will soon erect a new 
building. Right here it ought to be noted that sixteen small com- 
munities and villages wait for our services, where no other de- 
nomination is doing anything, but we have been unable to begin 
work for lack of funds. Some of them might soon be organized 
into self supporting circuits, but it is very difficult to organize 
them while we are unable to assure a pastor of support. 
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Parsonages 


The pastoral problem is being partly solved by erecting par- 
sonages as rapidly as possible in every charge. Woodland Park 
built a good seven room house early in the year, and the pastor’s 
family has found it a good home. Ronald charge has a new par- 
sonage under roof, which will soon be ready for occupancy. Eleven 
other charges are in great need of homes for their pastors, and 
all of them will find it very difficult to reach self-support until this 
is accomplished. 


Improvements. 


There have been improvements amounting to several thousand 
dollars in the aggregate, made on the property at Kennydale, Sno- 
qualmie, Des Moines, Foote Memorial, Issaquah, Kent, Wesley Chap- 
el, First Church, Haven Hillman, Rainier Beach, Shaw Memorial, 
Tibbitt’s Memorial, University and Grace Churches. In some in- 
stances the appearance of the property is much enhanced. 


Debts. 


Nearly two-thirds of the indebtedness of this Conference rests 
upon the churches of Seattle district, having been contracted almost 
exclusively during the last four years. This would be reprehensible 
if we had not paid about three times as much for our improve- 
ments aS we now owe on the same. Five of six years ago, when the 
movement for improvement began, we did not possess a church that 
was adequate for our work in the city, and but few in the country, 
counting the lots purchased we have spent over $400,000, but we 
have some of the best churches on the Pacific Coast to show for the 
great outlay. There has been a reduction of the debt in nearly 
every instance during the year, and plans are being made to re- 
finance the most difficult of the enterprises. The heroism and 
self-denial shown have been sublime, and you can depend upon a 
courageous people, resourceful pastors and the “Seattle Spirit,’’ 
with the blessing of God, to pay the last dollar we owe, and to 
build some more churches and parsonages, wherever needed. Uni- 
versity and Thomas are now clear, Interbay nearly so, and without 
naming them, it will be seen that nearly all the other churches 
in debt have paid large sums on their reduction. When better 
business conditions come, and they are coming, these debts will melt 
away like Winter snows before the Spring sun, and congregations 
will spring up as prolific of fruitfulness as the green fields are of 
rich and golden harvest. We mean to win, and some day soon 
the prophets of disaster will forget their dismal doubts, and will 
join the rest of us in the triumphant peans of victory. 


Benevolences. 


The financial depression made it difficult to secure the ben- 
evolent collections, but at the time of writing this report, the pros- 
pect is that Seattle District will meet all claims in full, nevertheless 
it will take a better prophet than the Superintendent to determine 
whether the people will keep all their promises, although there are 
no people on earth more likely to do it than these. The pastors 
have done their duty, and frequently have imperilled their own in- 
terests for the sake of the collections, in many instances being the 
largest contributors. 
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General Interest. 


Our general interests are not neglected by either churches or 
pastors. The Pacific Christian Advocate and Epworth Herald both 
show good gains in the number of subscribers, and are more pop- 
ular than ever before. The Deaconess Home and Training School, 
had a good year; several fine young women were graduated, and 
the prospects for another year are very bright. The Deaconess Set- 
tlement has done splendid work among the people of all nations, who 
live in that neighborhood, a good Sunday School and Sunday Eve- 
ning Service are maintained with much other work, and there have 
been numerous conversions. The Seattle General Hospital has 
reached its limit of service, being always crowded with the sick 
and suffering, to which it ministers with marvelous success, Scien- 
tific medicine and surgery are not in the least danger of being super- 
ceded by the appeal to unreason and superstitution, so persistently 
pushing itself upon the attention of the shallow and credulous minds 
of our day, and no service is more Christian than that given in our 
modern hospitals by highly trained physicians and nurses. 


The University of Puget Sound, our own school, has received 
better support in the collections of this district this year, and the 
growth of faith and sympathy for that cause is very marked among 
all our people. Our City Evangelization Union continues its helpful 
work. 

The Life Boat Mission has been discontinued, because the rey- 
enue that sustained it has ceased and the churches could not carry 
it. The annihilation of the restricted district, vacated many buildings 
which have been occupied by cheap lodging houses, with which our 
own lodging houses could not compete, and we have abandoned the 
field. The City Evangelization Union could not support it without 
abandoning all our other work, and thus it seemed wise to close 
up the rescue work. ' As this result is due to the improved moral 
conditions of the city, we have nothing to regret, especially as the 
field is so well occupied by the Volunteers of America, and the 
Salvation Army. 

The Catherine P. Blaine House has more than justified the 
money and labor required for its founding, and more than thirty 
Japanese women and girls have found it a very blessed shelter in 
a strange land. 

Thanking God for the privilege of another year of work, we 
all face the future with faith, courage and cheerfulness. 


TACOMA DISTRICT. 


Dear Bishop and Brethren. 


At the adjournment of the last session of the conference every 
charge on the Tacoma district was given a preacher, hence, we 
started out the year full handed. 

During the year no changes have been made, save at Algona 
and Pacific charge. Three months ago I sent the fourth preacher, 
for the persent year, to that place. At this writing both preacher 
and people are well satisfied and no change is desired there at 
this session of the conference. I secured for this place a very es- 
timable young man from Boston theological seminary by the name of 
Earle M. Giesy. On this charge we have a church building rapidly 
nearing completion. 
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On Saturday evening, October 8th, our church at Buckely 
burned to the ground. I was called by long distance telephone 
and on Sunday evening was on the ground. I found that the Trus- 
tees had $1600 of insurance on the building placed with the Church 
Mutual Insurance Company of Chicago, Ill. I am glad to take 
this opportunity to say that immediately upon the receipt of my let- 
ter stating the church was burned, they forwarded the amount of 
insurance. The Trustees had a mortgage of $500 on the parsonage 
and the first thing they did was to pay that off, se they could be- 
gin the new church with no debt elsewhere. 

Thanks to the Board of Home Miscions and Church Extension, 
who never fail to come to the rescue, they donated to the Buckley 
church $500. The new church has not yet been started, there are 
yeasons for this, but everything is in readiness to start at once. 
When I arrived at the scene of the fire, I found Brother William 
Park and wife holding special meetings. I have heard before, of 
Methodist preachers ‘“‘striking fire.’’ This surely was the real thing. 
I wish to say that Brother Park and his wife refused any remunera- 
tion for their services, they paying their hotel bills besides. 


We have been making some improvements during the year. 
When J. W. Miller went to Auburn at the last session of our Con- 
ference, he for good and justifiable reasons, refused to move into the 
old parsonage. The result was the Trustees purchased a new build- 
ing and when I went to hold the first quarterly conference Brother 
Miller was in possession. They have since moved the old parsonage, 
onto a lot which was donated, improved it and put it up for sale. 
The Trustees at Fern Hill have sold their old parsonage, and, under 
the skillful management of J. ;A. Sutton, the pastor, they have 
built one of the prettiest houses on the district next door to the 
church, and do not owe one cent of debt thereon. Buckley has im- 
proved the parsonage at a cost of $125. Several other buildings of 
this sort have been made more comfortable for the pastors. 


Many of our churches have been greatly improved. Paul Ste- 
phenson Memorial, at Midland; St. Pauls, Tacoma has been newly 
painted and improved at a cots of $440. Epworth has added two 
large rooms for Sunday School purposes, which, with other work, 
has cost $1500. Prairie expended $500 on improvement. We have 
also been building new churches this year. On December 31st, 1911, 
we dedicated a new church in the City of Tacoma which, with the lots, 
is valued at $5000. The Conference minutes will show a small debt 
but this is all covered by reliable subscription with the exception 
of $120. The name given this church is Bethany. On July 7th, at 
Randle, in Lewis County, we dedicated a very fine church, which 
cost $2500. This takes the place of the old log building, on the 
other side of the Cowlitz river, known as Vance. This church was 
dedicated free from debt. David A. Storey is the pastor and de- 
serves much credit for this enterprise. On July 21st we dedicated 
a small church in the south end of Tacoma known as Arlington 
Park. Joel Vigus, our city missionary, started a work here a couple 
of years ago and tnis building is the result. This was also dedicated 
free from debt. The value is $1250. At Regents Park a very desir- 
able part of the city of Tacoma, we, on the 28th of July, dedicated 
a church, bungalow style, that is valued at $2500. Thousands of 
dollars have been invested in this part of the city by laying side- 
walks and making other improvements, before the lots are sold 
I found that lots had been contracted for by others for a church, 
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but after studying the situation, I was persuaded that we could 
not keep up the payments at the price stipulated. I, therefore, with 
the assistance of the City Missionary, had a new contract drawn 
which will in no way burden us to pay the annual amount. This 
church was also dedicated free from debt. When I went on the 
Tacoma district, three years ago, I found that we had no man, or 
any church, in the whole length of the Tacoma Eastern Railway, 
save a small building at Kapowsin. This we have never had any 
use for in the last three years. This railroad runs to the mountain 
of the Pacific coast known, at our end of the line, as Tacoma. Here 
in Seattle, they call it by another name. The road is sixty-seven 
miles long and all along there are small towns and a little way from 
the road there are logging camps, in which are employed a large 
number of men. We owned two lots at Eatonville, thirty-five miles 
from Tacoma, but had but two or three members and could not 
build. At this place we purchased the only church in the town, in 
an unfinished state, from that branch of the Church of Christ known 
as, and choosing to be called, Christians. We applied to the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension for help, and, as usual, they 
came to the rescue with $250, this with what was subscribed by the 
citizens, enabled us on August the fourth, to dedicate here a church 
worth $2000, also free from debt. George L. Guddy, feeling that 
he could not continue as agent for the Conference Claimants, asked 
me for a small work and I gave him Batonville with five members. 
that being the smallest I had. He has brought the membership to 
thirty-five and to him belongs much of the praise for the success 
of the Hatonville enterprise. A good lady of the town has prom- 
ised $300 for a bell for the new church. This gives us a record of 
dedicating five new churches on the district this year all practically 
free from debt. Besides these mentioned, Algona will be ready for 
dedication early in the Conference year. Old First Church Tacoma, 
has the basement excavated for one of the finest buildings on the 
Pacific Coast. We feel like thanking God and taking courage. In 
the end of the year 1911 we had Gipsy Smith in the city of Tacoma, 
and while no word of mine must be interpreted to mean that I in 
any way would minimize the work done by that man of God, yet I 
am fully persuaded in my own mind, that such gatherings are 
greatly over-estimated. Personally, I believe, if every pastor would 
seek to be an evangelist and get his brother ministers to help him, 
much more good could be accomplished for the kingdom of God. 
I do not believe in closing churches and resorting to other buildings 
at great expense to carry on these meetings. 


We have not neglected the work of evangelism. Nearly all of 
our pastors have held special meetings with decidedly more success 
than was had by the special effort, However, I hope that many were 
reached by the Gypsy Smith meetings that would never come inside 
a church. We have Conference evangelists and they should be em- 
ployed by the pastors if they need help. The General Conference of 
our church very plainly said that a Conference evangelist should be 
appointed for work in his own Conference and there only, but if the 
pastors will not employ them but persist in going outside for help, 
what are these men to do? It should be understood that no pastor 
has a right to employ any evangelist witihout the consent of his 
District Superintendent. No man should be appointed Conference 
Hvangelist because he cannot hoid down a charge. From July 22-27 
an Epworth League Institute was held at Redondo beach which was 
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a decided success. This was conducted entirely by local talent and 
this fact was developed; we have in this Conference men who are 
well qualified to conduct such an Institute, and thus reduce the 
expense to a minimum. This Institute should be an annual affair. 
There were about one hundred and fifty people in attendance on 
this first occasion and this was considered, by those in charge, to 
be very satisfactory. We hope plans will be made early for next 
Summer. We are unable, at this writing, to state the real condition 
of the benevolences but I am of the opinion that they will exceed 
the amount of last year. Answer was made in a practical way to 
the Mission Board in their request for a special offering. Several 
of the charges responded with a special offering. I can say truth- 
fully, that the pastors generally have presented the claims of the 
church to their people and have done their best to raise the appor- 
tionment in full. 


The University of Puget Sound is doing good work for the youth 
of our church. Using the words of the President of our Board of 
Trustees: “‘The outlook was never so good as now for the school.’’ 
Certain propostions have been made to the board which warrant a 
special campaign for endownment in the early Fall. I believe the 
plan is to enter upon this campaign early in October. Let me say 
this word: We have a President there who needs your help, free 
access to your pulpits; kind words from the pastors, introductions in 
person to the laity. Generous support of this kind would work 
wonders for the man and his work. We must all pull together in 
this matter. In the matter of our relationship to other bodies of 
Christians much is said about ‘comity,’ which, I believe, means 
courtesy of intercourse. Applied to our church life it means that 
we should respect the rights of all other denominations, and, as 
far as possible, refrain from entering fields occupied by others. This 
I have learned to be true: Where we have kept out, others have 
kept out also, and where we have entered others have desired our 
company. I could give instances were it necessary. 


My personal opinion is that where a number of Methodist peo- 
ple live and petition a district superintendent for a preacher, he has 
a right to respect their wishes in the matter. The fact that they so 
petition is prime facie evidence that they are dissatisfied with the con- 
ditions as they exist. I have no sympathy with the cry ‘‘too many 
churches.’ The facts are there are not enough real live churches 
in any of our cities or town. There are buildings and names, but 
they have ceased to live. 

Let us emphasize the King’s business. In the town of Buckley, 
which town has a population of twelve to fifteen hundred people, 
there are at least four other denominations, and the only church 
that has had a regularly stationed minister this year is the Methodist 
and he has received less than $500 salary. There are seven saloons 
in this town and it always looks to me as though they were doing 
a flourishing business. When will our people awake and in their 
righteous manhood drive from these towns and cities this curse 
of our American civilization! If each one of these four vacant 
churches had a live minister in its pulpit proclaiming the ever- 
lasting gospel to the sons of men in such a fashion as to meet the 
needs of this twentieth century, there would be fewer saloons and 
each preacher would receive more for his support than has the one. 
Sometimes a preacher’s success is measured by the newspaper art- 
icle, or the notice of his work in the church paper; this should not 
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be. Many a faithful pastor on the Tacoma district will, this year, 
show but small increase in membership, yet his work has been of 
the highest type. This I find to be true: Whereas it has been the 
custom in years gone by to ‘‘pad”’ the church record with names that 
could never be found by the succeeding pastor, the tendency has 
been for the last few years to ‘‘prune’”’ the church_record, and, in 
many cases cases this has been done with the same recklessness 
that governed the padding. This is certainly true: That while we 
may not appear to be gaining in membership so rapidly our mem- 
bership is far more reliable than formerly. 


A few of the charges have raised the salaries of the preachers, but 
I am sorry to say, all have not been paid in full. If I should be asked 
for my opinion as to why some have failed I should unhesitatingly 
say: The Stewards did not start in time to solicit subscriptions from 
members and friends. 

This question of finance is becoming a serious one. Our laymen 
must get a new vision of things. Here are some facts as I have seen 
them: Street improvements in some cases are burdening the churches 
by the annual intsallments, this, with other expenses, lead the lay- 
men to look for a way out, and this is their method: First cut down 
the preacher’s salary and thus make him pay the amount that should 
be apportioned to the entire charge. It is not fair to the pastor and 
he loses heart. I sincerely wish that we could get our laymen to 
the place where they would see to it that the minister was paid 
in full at least once a month. This is his due and he has a right 
to expect it. This could be done by ten people in any given church 
getting together and becoming responsible for the amount. If one 
should say: ‘“‘They might lose by this plan,’’ I desire to say their 
chances would be no greater than are those of the minister and 
each one would lose but one-tenth as much as would he. This plan 
would lead the board to greater activity in the matter of securing 
the salary because they are personally interested. The salaries that 
are paid some of our men are a sad reflection on the church which 
he serves and this is intensified when, even that, is not all paid. I 
have pleaded in quarterly conferences for better methods in securing 
the money for church purposes and, I am glad to say with some suc- 
cess. The “‘Duplex Envelope’”’ system is by all odds the most suc- 
cessful plan yet devised for raising the benevolences. Where this 
plan has been successfully used the benevolences are far ahead of 
preceding years. First Church Tacoma started out early in the year 
to work this system and their benevolences will run $300 ahead of 
last year. It has succeeded wherever it has been faithfully tried. 
I am glad to report that there has been but very little sickness among 
the pastors or their families and no deaths. Brother F. R. Gillette 
and his wife both have been in ill health for some months, and I am 
afraid this has been aggravated by the hard year this worthy family 
has experienced, Brother Gillette feels that he must ask this Con- 
ference for a supernumerary relation. One wedding I have to re- 
port . Our pastor at Firwood and Wesley took to himself a wife 
on Wednesday, September 4th. The estimable daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Wright of Burton, members of our church, has become this 
young Methodist preacher’s wife to share with him the joys of some 
Methodist parsonage. 


I cannot finish this report without saying a word for the Ladies’ 
Aids of the district. Were it not for the help that they have ren- 
dered many a preacher would have gone short in salary. May God 
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richly bless and prosper them. Also all who in any way have helped 
carry the burdens.. 

I have ridden on all sorts of conveyances, from the private 
yacht of Brother Rheim of Dockton with a name that cannot be 
found in any dictionary, to a rowboat, and from observation car, for 
the purpose of observing the country with a view to taking possession 
in the name of the King of Kings, to the slow coach where it has 
taken hours to go a few miles. God has preserved my life. To Him 
be all the glory. Respectfully submitted. 


VANCOUVER DISTRICT. 
SPENCER S. SULLIGER, Superintendent. 


Of the sixteen years I have been privileged to engage in District 
work in the Puget Sound Conference, the work of no one of them 
has been more difficult, nor required more careful supervision, than 
that of the past year. And I have never known preachers and laymen 
to more fully understand the situation, nor give more careful thought 
and hard work to the solution of the problem. At the very be- 
ginning I carefully presented the fact that, if we achieved any 
measure of success, the year must be one of careful, persistent de- 
tail work. Right loyally and royally did almost all settle down to 
the work. Where this was not done we have had great difficulty 
in making anything like a good report. I have not the full sta- 
tistics at this writing, but what I have indicate an advance on the 
district. If this advance be very much it will reflect great credit 
upon preachers and laymen. 

Our financial plan of weekly subscriptions and payments, with 
monthly settlements in full for ministerial support, has been suc- 
cessfully worked this year by some charges that have never before 
done so. Splendid principles have characterized the work on the 
majority of the charges. We are Methodists in this maiter of fi- 
nance, for we are going on to perfection and expect to be made 
perfect in this life. If in the will of God and the judgment of the 
Church I am privileged to serve the District for the two years yet 
remaining of a full term. I expect to turn over to some splendid 
Methodist preacher a District that has well-nigh perfect business 
methods and with spiritual life fully up to the business life. 

The University of Puget Sound, “Our University,’’ has received 
loyal support, which it most richly deserves. If financial conditions 
improve, and there is every indication they will, we will put Van- 
couver Dstrict as far to the front as we can in the reaching of a 
good endowment for the University. 

The Children’s Home Finding Society gets the hearts and the 
money of our people as hardly any other cause. And the great 
work of that Society, as well as the splendid way its work is con- 
ducted, makes it worthy of every prayer and every dollar given it. 

The Sunday School work has had its usual success and for 
this no one person has done so much as the Rev. Charles B. Sears, 
the Conference Sunday School Superintendent. 

No better nor more practical work has ever been done by the 
Anti-Saloon League than it has done this year on Vancouver Dis- 
trict. We have every reason to believe that we will swing into 
the dry column two counties and a number of incorporated towns. 
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I do not know the exact number of the new subscribers the 
Pacific Christian Advocate has received from Vancouver District 
this year, but I do know I have heard many and very complimentary 
words spoken of the editorial and other features of that paper. Editor 
Hughes is to be congratulated for the unexcelled showing made for 
the Advocate at the General Conference. We are trying to make true 
the statement that not one official member on Vancouver District is 
without the Pacific Christian Advocate in the home. 


While the financial plan of the District does not seek to ex- 
ploit the Ladies’ Aid Societies on financial lines, yet these elect ladies 
have raised and expended thousands of dollars during the year. I 
have found, in very few cases, a disposition to discredit the work 
of raising money by the Ladies’ Aid Society for Church purposes. 
I have no agreement with the ice cream, cake, soda water, fizzle-go- 
bang methods of church finance. But I am not able to see why it is 
wrong for the Ladies’ Aid Society to raise money to pay on the 
pastor’s salary at home, and right to give missionary teas and socials 
to raise money to support a worker in a foreign field. As the 
method of finance for a charge both would be wrong, but as supple- 
mental in developing the social life and helping a struggling cause 
financially, both are right. That both may be overdone and harm 
come to the workes, is very true. 


The Woman’s Foreign and the Woman’s Home Missionary Soc- 
ieties have among their workers some of the most devoted and heroic 
women on the District. Both these great organizations now have 
representation in the Quarterly Conference through their Presidents. 


The District Epworth League Convention, held at Kelso, was 
decidedly the best of any of the previous splendid conventions held 
on the District. The program was unique and the papers and ad- 
dresses of the highest literary and spiritual order. 


The Mormon menace is not so critical, but I have distributed 
many tracts at points on the District where these unscrupulous peo- 
ple have worked. The deceptive plan of calling themselves Latter 
Day Saints and not Mormons, has deceived some people. But whether 
they be polygamous or non-polygamous Latter Day Saints each holds 
the same abominable doctrines and are slavishly loyal to the Mor- 
mon Church and its ecclesiastical officers as against either State or 
Nation. 


The year has not been marked by the building of as many 
churches as last year, yet there has been built, or is in process 
of building, five churches and one parsonage. Many substantial and 


needed improvements have been made on both churches and par- 
sonages. 


The revival work has been pushed on sane but very active 
lines. The real power for good in the work of Billy Sunday is that 
he makes sin so horrible. Is there not a lesson to every preacher 
in that fact? Surely sin is awful, and causes about all the heartaches 
of the old world! The revival work on the District has been conducted 
with the awfulness of sin as a candinal fact, and we have not found 
it necessary, in order to get converts, to preach anything but a full 
salvation through Jesus Christ! I have not been half so much 
afaraid of wild fires as I have been or no fire. The result is a 
marked upilft in the spiritual life of the District and many conver- 
sions. Without this revival spirit we would have gone far below our 
financial report. When a revival gets people where they both pray 
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and pay it is evidence of its genuineness, no matter what may have 
been the methods used. While it is true that pulpit pugilism, buf- 
foonery and absurd extravagances are unbecoming a genuine revival of 
Holy Ghost religion, yet it is also true that a successful revival is 
not a dress parade affair and the ordinary conventionalities of a 
service must give way to pointed, pungent, positive preaching of the 
cardinal doctrines of sin, salvation and santification. Where this 
has been done, and the daily life of the preacher or evangelist has 
been up to the high standard of such preaching, our revivals have 
stirred the neighborhood and brought many into the Kingdom. 


I have great need of a few consecrated Deaconesses for work 
on the District. The work of those we have tells a story of won- 
derful achievement and great good accomplished. No institution 
is more worthy tue prayers and the money of our people than the 
Deaconess’ Training School in Seattle. I wish we could give that 
institution dollars where we now give it pennies. And then I wish 
all Methodism would pray and talk until many of our splendid 
young women would feel the call to this great work. 


Death has not entered any parsonage on the District during 
the year, but some have been called to give up for a while those 
near and dear to them. 


I would be glad, if time permitted, to mention many persons 
and places connected with the good work done this Conference year. 
But there is One who keeps a better record, and is more impartial 
in His commendation, than the writer. He knows of the heroic, 
unselfish and faithful work done by preachers and laymen, and I 
am sure He has long ago spoken, in His own blessed way, the 
words that far excell any I could write or speak. I have tried to 
be faithful in my words of appreciation during the year, but I 
am glad that the spelndid preachers and laymen of Vancouver Dis- 
trict care more about having the work of the Church well done 
than to see their names in print. It is a trueism that almost any 
man can do a great amount of work if he is not too particular 
about who gets the credit for it. 


Il have my first preacher to know who could divide his time 
between any secular work and his ministry and succeed at either. 
The rule has been that where preachers have been truly men of 
one work, victory has resulted from what seemed almost hopeless 
conditions. But during the past year on Vancouver District there 
have been some marked exceptions to this rule, for some have 
sacrifice and work faithfully and hard, but local conditions 
were such that a satisfactory report was not possible. If any 
have sacrificed any part of the work by neglect or blunder, such 
are the greatest loosers, J cannot say that any have done so. Iam 
under personal obligations to preachers and laymen for kindnesses 
and favors without which I could not have done my work and for 
which I am not able to repay. 
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Reports of Committees 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION, 


The educational institutions of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
originated in the desire of the Church to enlighten ignorance. It 
is therefore fitting that this Conference give official recognition 
to her great and important institution of learning: 


The University of Puget Sound. 


Under the efficient leadership of our own Dr. J. C. Zeller, the 
University of Puget Sound is once more able to report one of the 
most successful years in her history. 

As a Conference we wish to renew our former pledge and to 
assure President Zeller that he will receive the loyal support of 
this Conference during the coming year. 

The attendance during the year closing June 1912, was 415 
students. This represents an increase of nearly 10 per cent in the 
College of Liberal Arts, but a slight decrease in the special de- 
partments of Music, Public Speaking and Art. 

One thousand dollars worth of equipment has been added to 
the Domestic Science, Pyschological, Physical, Chemical and Bio- 
logical Laboratories during the past year. The Library has received 
about 500 books and pamphlets consisting almost entirely of the 
donations of preachers’ libraries and government publications. About 
one-tenth of these accessions have been actually purchased by the 
University. 

The new catalogue shows a strengthening of the courses in 
all the departments. It represents in particular a well-organized 
two years’ course in Religious Education. It is regarded by the 
officers of our Board of Sunday Schools as a distinct advance in 
Sunday School training. So far ag we are informed it is in ad- 
vance of any work of a similar kind done by any College of Liberal 
Arts in this country. 

Owing to various causes a number of changes have been 
made in the faculty, whose names may be obtained by a reference to 
the Catalogue. Suffice it to say, that not only have the standards 
in training and efficiency of the faculty been maintained, but in 
several cases they have been decidedly raised, and this without 
any real increase in the pay roll for the coming year, 

The College Y. M. C. A., and Y. W. C. A. did splendid work 
during the yast year. During the Ifal] term special meetings were 
held among the students with a large measure of success. These 
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services were under the direction and leadership of the Rev. EH. M. 
Hill, D. D., Pastor of the University Church. As the result of this 
special effort, 25 young men and women accepted Christ as their 
Divine Saviour from sin, and in addition to these ten other students 
found Christ in the so-called Gypsy Smith meetings. 

At the June meeting of the Board of Trustees, the organiza- 
tion of a Law School was authorized. For the first few years, 
it is to be conducted as a night cshool. A strong, thorough three 
years’ course has been worked out, which has been pronounced to 
be equal to that of any Law School west of the Mississippi. Promin- 
ent lawyers in the city of Tacoma, Judges of the Superior and Su- 
preme Courts of tne State, and also of the Federal Court, have 
been secured for the corps of teachers and lecturers. The number 
of inquiries concerning the new Law School would indicate a good 
opening attendance. 

Among the distinct new features for the coming year, are a 
series of .ectures upon ‘‘The Bible as a Book of Authority.’ This 
series of lectures is to be given at Sunday Vesper services once a 
month. A ‘“‘Knowledge Course” will be conducted for the benefit 
of our College Seniors. The purpose of this course is to make sure 
that our graduates will have the fundamentals of ordinary know- 
ledge that every intelligent man should possess. 


Financial] Situation. 


The debt that was created five years ago by the erection of 
buildings, purchase of ground and street assessments, continuues to 
be the main source of the financial distress of the institution. For 
four years this debt has caused an annual deficit because of heavy 
interest charges. Aside from the carrying of the debt, the insti- 
tution has practically met its current expenses each year. Notwith- 
standing an increase in the budget over $4000 made two years ago. 

Every debt-raising campaign thus far has met with only par- 
tial success and it is generally believed that the debt can be more 
easily cared for in connection with the general financial campaign. 

During the Spring, gifts of $25,000 and $50,000 have been se- 
cured upon the condition that $250,000 of endowment be raised 
for the institution. Plans have already been laid to go into an 
extensive financial campaign early this Fall. Three to four field 
secretaries are to be added to the executive force of the institution 
to assist the President in this campaign. It is planned to make an 
intensive campaign of the entire state and if possible complete it in 
one year. In order that the campaign may have the largest degree 
of success and be no longer drawn out than is absolutely necessary, 
it is the earnest desire and request of the members of the Board 
of Trustees; first, that the Annual Conference again vote and en- 
dorse the 50 cents per member apportionment throughout the en- 
tire Conference for maintenance. Under the circumstances the full 
50 cents per church member, must be raised if the school is to run 
without a deficit and the deficit itself not increased. 

If an endowment is secured it means the enthusiastic endorse- 
ment of this conference and the returning of every member to his 
charge at the close of its sessions with the determination of making 
the interests of the University paramount during the coming year. 
We have to announce that subscriptions have been received in the 
sum of $75,000 toward an endowment of $250,000, and we be- 
lieve that other sums can be readily secured if the members of this 
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body are determined to place the school on sure foundation. The 
remaining $175,000 of the $250,000 should be secured before the 
next session of this body. 

We are deeply appreciative of this timely communication from 
the President of the Board of Trustees, and we assure him and 


its work up to tae highest possible standard of efficiency. Towards 
this end we will bend every energy, to assit in the raising of the 
remaining $175,000 of the $250,000 endowment. 

Second, in order that there may be unity in the taking of 
the educational collection and that moneys may be upon hand

TWENTY-NINTH ANNUAL SESSION 57 


The Board of Education. 


The Board of Education is entitled to our heartiest sympathy 
and co-operation. The Children’s Day Fund has aided twenty thou- 
sand young people to secure an education. The requirements of 
the Discipline regarding it should be strictly observed. The Public 
Educational Collection is now divided, by the order of the last Gen- 
eral Conference, between the local institutions and the Board of 
Education—twenty per cent going to the Board of Education for its 
Aid of Institutions Fund. 


The Board merits earnest co-operation in its attempt to care for 
the schools among the mountaineers of the South. 


The Christian Student and the other publications of the Board 
are exceedingly valuable. We urge all our people to secure the 
literature now published by the Board of Education. 


The General Conference adopted a new scheme for the educa- 
tional collection, federating the former General Educational Col- 
lection, the Collection for Southern White Schools, and the Con- 
ference Educational Collection into one called ‘Public Educational 
Collection.’’ Of this latter 80 per cent will go to the local insti- 
tutions approved and patronized by the Conference and 20 per 
cent will come to the Board of Education. In Conferences where 
there is no local institution under definite charge of the Confer- 
ence, the entire Public Educational Collection should be.sent to the 
Board of Education. It should be noted that this action was not 
passed in time to be effective for most of the Fall Conferences of 
PIs 


Schools of Theology. 


We commend all our Schools of Theology. Boston School of 
Theology, Drew Theological Seminary, Garrett Biblical Institute, 
Kimball School of Theology and Iliff School of Theology. The rec- 
ord of our schools is enviable in their attendance and spirit and 
we devoutly pray the mind of the Master may clearly dominate 
in their future activities as in their past achievements. 


Seattle Bible Training School, 


We are glad to report another successful year of the Seattle 
Bible Training School under the efficient leadership of its prin- 
cipal, Miss Anna M. Cady. The receipts have been $3632.12 and 
the expenditures $3,520.17. The faculty consists of five resident 
teachers and sixteen non-resident lecturers. The school is to be 
congratulated on the enrollment which at the opening this year 
numbers twenty-two as against nineteen for the entire last year. 

We urge that our pastors call this successful school to the 
attention of young women in their charges who are desirous of 
training for Christian service. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


Your Board of Trustees desire to make their annual report as 
follows: 

On February 16th, 1912, the Board received a Warranty deed 
from the Sound Trustee Co. for the block 7 of Redondo Beach, 
known as the ‘‘Conference Tract,’ containing a little over three 
acres of very desirable land. This deed with the abstract, after 
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having been passed upon by our attorney who declared the title 
perfect, was accepted and filed for record. This is the plot of 
ground upon which it is expected to erect the necessary auditorium 
and buildings for holding religious gatherings, when sufficient funds 
have been received, according to the contract with the Sound Trus- 
tee Co. 


The amount of money received to July Ist, 1912, is. $547.30 
of which amount $76.33 has been expended in taxes and sundry 
expenses and improvement, leaving a balance plus accumulated in- 
terest to the amount of $470.97. 


During the Summer a camp meeting in charge of Conference 
Evangelist Park and wife was conducted. While the results were 
not all that might be deserved yet these meetings resulted in much 
good. Also the Tacoma District Epworth League held a very suc- 
cessful institute upon the beach. 


We desire to express our appreciation of many accommodations 
given us by the Sound Trustee Co. and to declare our confidence 
in the officers of the company and their abiilty to meet all provisions 
in their contract with the trustees of this Conference and with pri- 
vate pastors, who may have any dealings with them. 
Our relations with this company have been very agreeable and sat- 
isfactory indeed. We believe that when the development of this 
property has been completed and transportation facilities have been 
provided as are now under way and which are expected to be com- 
pleted in the near future, that this Conference will have no occasion 
to regret having entered into this contract, but, on the other 
hand, will be glad that a suitable and acceptable location, for its 
Summer School, institute and other religious gatherings, has been 
provided.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


Your committee on Sunday Schools begs to report as follows: 

We rejoice in the New Vision which has come to the church 
regarding Sunday Schools, and their great importance as a field for 
evangelist effort. 

Had it not been for the accessions from the Sunday School the 
Methodist Episcopal Church would have shown a net loss of nearly 
four hundred thousand members during the last quadrennium. 

By action of the General Conference the Board of Sunday 
Schools is entitled to an annual offering from every Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, (Dis. Paragraph 173-27) and from every Sunday 
School (Dis. Par. 419-4.) It is also entitled to ten per cent of the 
Sunday School Missionary offering. The General Conference has 
also said that no offerings should be diverted to other Sunday School 
organizations outside the church, until the claims of the Board of Sun- 
day Schools have been fully met. 

The observance of Rally Day is incumbent by order of the 
General Conference (467-6), upon every Sunday School in our 
church. Our Board of Sunday Schools has issued an attractive 
program, which we urge our people to procure as soon as possible 
that they may be in time for the Rally Day the last Sunday in 
October. ; 

We recognize the great value of the graded lessons in our 
Sunday School, and recommend that they be introduced into the 
Sunday Schools as rapidly as possible. 

We note with pleasure the increased number of organized adult 
Bible Classes in the Conference, 

We endorse the work of our Chatauqua in their efforts at 
Teacher Training for Sunday School workers and hereby appoint 
Rey. Chas. B. Sears to represent this Conference on the Controlling 
Board of the Bellingham School of Methods for Teacher Training 
in connection with the Chautauqua at that place. 

Whereas, the last General Conference having made provision 
for a Conference Board of Sunday Schools, and made it the duty 
of each Annual Conference to organize one, we hereby request the 
District Superintendents to appoint two members, one a layman, and 
one a minister, from each district, which together with the District 
Superintendents, exofficio, shall constitute such Conference Board of 
Sunday Schools, to be administered according to the provisions of the 
Discipline. (Par. 463.) 

Inasmuch as the Board of Sunday Schools is palnning a series 
of institutes for the Pacific Coast, which will bring to the localities, 
fortunate enough to secure them, such splendid Sunday School work- 
ers as Frank D. Brown, Mr. Carpenter of the Great Brazil, Indiana, 
S. S. and Mrs. Lamareaux. We earnestly recommend that at least 
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one Institute be secured for our Conference, and that a committee 
of ten, which shall include the District Superintendents, be formed 
to prepare for such institute. 

We further record our appreciation of the splendid work 
accomplished in our Conference by our Conference S. S. Superin- 
tendent, the Rev. C. B. Sears, and pledge ourselves to support him 
in every way for the purpose of opening up new schools and the 
lifting up of the standard of schools already established. And we 
earnestly request the Bishop to appoint him to the work for another 
year.

Educational Work. 


Early in the year I began planning a series of Sunday School 
institutes, which were held during April and May. These institutes 
were held at Burlington, Green Lake (Seattle), Puyallup, Montesano, 
Centralia, and Vancouver, Wash., thus reaching every district. 

I haye secured 11 pupils for teacher training, and sold five 
Sunday School Workers’ Libraries, to as many Sunday Schools. 

I have sent out quite a number of letters and blanks trying to 
get our Sunday Schools to organize adult Bible classes. 


Sunday School Survey Work. 


The enlargement of my office, last conference, from Sunday 
School Missionary to that of superintendent of Sunday Schools for 
the conference, required that I should grasp the situation and know 
the actual condition of the work in a number of points not given in 
the conference minutes. In order to secure this information, I sent 
a circular letter with a blank report to every pastor in the confer- 
ence. After the reports were received I compiled the statistical re- 
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ports by districts, showing condition of each school, and also a sta- 
tistical report for the conference, in numbers so that I sent to the 
district superintendents, and to Bishop Cooke, and the Board of 
Sunday Schools, each a copy. 

Witihin the bounds of the conference there are 262 Sunday 
Schools with an enrollment of 29,801 scholars, a gain of 1883 for 
the year. There are 144 organized adult Bible classes.

In the Junior Epworth League, we have an organization so 
effeitive tor clear and lasting religious teachings at the most re- 
ceptive period of life, that the church which neglects this work, 
where possible to maintain it, sins against its own future. 


We urge an intimate co-operation between the general officers 
and those of the Conference and District.

The year just closed surpasses any other year of its history, 
The school has been crowded beyond the point of comfort, and is 
today embarrassed by its success. A larger and better building 
is a real necessity, and should be soon realized through the generosity 
of the Methodists of this Conference. 

The receipts of the school for the year closing June pT ee a 
were $3,325.27. The year closed with all bills paid and $111.95 
in the treasury. 

The Deaconess Settlement work of Seattle during the year has 
been greatly honored of God in reaching many people not otherwise 
brought under the influence of the gospel. The Departments of 
work are: Girls’ Social Club, The Kitchen Garden Club, the Sewing 
School, the Boys’ Club, Kindergarten School. 

The Deaconess Aid Auxiliary enlists the mothers of the settle- 
ments, district nursing, also Sunday School work and Sunday eve- 
ning preaching services. 
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The Snohomish County orphanage located at Everett in our 
Conference has been under the control of our Conference Deaconess 
Board for the past year, and the work done by our Deaconess with 
such success as will secure without question to our church the prop- 


erty valued at $15,000 when the time elapses for turning the same 
over to us. 


The work of the Seattle Bible and Training School desires the 
earnest and prayerful consideration of our people throughout our 
Conference.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BENEVOLENCES. 


Recognizing the importance of our benevolences for the ex- 
tension of the Kingdom of Christ, we urge our brethren to present 
these causes early in the Conference year. 


Acting upon the suggestion of the Finance Commission, created 
by the recent General Conference, we recommend that the Ben- 
evolences of the church be combined, and that a finance committee 
be appointed in each charge whose duty it shall be to make an 
apportionment or secure personal subscriptions to cover said amount. 
And we further recommend that the duplex envelope be used to carry 
out this plan. 

_ We recommend that no organization or cause, not authorized 
by the General Conference, shall take collections or subscriptions 
in our churches in any district, unless by the consent of the Dis- 
trict Superintendent and one-tenth of all collections and subscrip- 
tions shall be paid to the local church in which such collection 
other than the regular Disciplinary collections and subscriptions, 
shall be taken and be applied to the regular benevolences. 
shall be taken and be appiled to the regualr benevolences. 

We recommend that we observe the 50th anniversary of the 
Emancipation Proclamation on the Sabbath nearest Lincoln’s birth- 
day, and assist the colored people in their most laudable effort to 
secure larger funds for their work. 

Your committee most heartily endorses the work of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society. We recommend that each minister urge his 
people to give liberally when this cause is presented.

SPECIAL CHARITIES. 


Seattle General Hospital. 


The report of the Seattle General Hospital referred to your 
Committee, shows a most gratifying state of things which speak 
well for the efficiency of its management: 

Its receipts are $3,720.00 in excess of its disbursements, so 
that it has been more than self sustaining. 

The large amount of charity work done; the same being 
$6,557.50. : 

The low mortality, which was but .04, and the operations per- 
formed 1443. 
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The training school of the hospital also makes a fine show- 
ing of work done with its fifteen officers and probationers and its 
fifty-one pupils. 

This institution, founded by a generous layman of our church, 
Thomas S. Lippy, with all its great plant, valued at at least a quar- 
ter of a million dollars, will, at a not so distant future, come more 
and more under the fostering care and control of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

We of this Puget Sound Conference should have this institution 
with its great and beneficient work, more upon our hearts and 
in our prayers, and should prepare ourselves and our people to 
consider it, as it is in fact, an integral part of our machinery. 

Training School: 1 superintendent, 1 assistant superintendent, 1 
night assistant, 1 in charge of maternity, 1 in charge of surgery, 
1 dietitian, 51 pupils, 7 probationers, 1 home matron. 

Admitted to school during year, 29; Finished course, 13; Dis- 
missed or rejected, 4; Resigned, 3; Day’s of illness in school, 316; 
Day’s of vacation, 1022; Day’s of special nursing by pupils, 1004; 
Day’s of special nursing by graduates, 4052; Day’s of nursing at 
Orthopedic Hospital, 1105. 

August, Receipts, $99,900.90; Expenses $96,180.50; No. of 
patients admitted, 2398; No. of births 229; Total 2627; Number 
of patients, 2514; Number of deaths 117; Total 2631. Number of 
patients in hospital September 1, 1911, 105; Number of patients 
and births during year, 2627; Total 2732; Number of patients dis- 
charged and deaths, 2631; Number of patients remaining in the 
hospital September 1, 1912, 101; Mortality .04; Operations 1443. 
From January 1, 1911, to September 1, 1912, there has been charged 
off to the Free Bed Fund $6557.50. 


The Washington’s Children Home Society. 


The annual report of the society shows: 

“Parentless children of three races, of all ages, rescued from 
squalor, shame and tragedy, found shetler, a home and love, to 
the number of 526 wholly dependent children, placed in homes for 
adoption last year.’”’ 14438 causes of reported neglect, abuse or 
' child destitution were investigated and satisfactorily adjusted. 

In the Aid Department 331 children were boarded, mostly at 
parent or guardian’s expense, in private homes selected and approved 
by the Society. 

Some of the pastors in taking a child from the Society to adopt 
as their own, are setting an worthy example which not a few of the 
flock readily follow. 

We heartily commend this blessed work and will give ready 
welcome and co-operation to representatives of the Washington 
Children’s Home Society in the rescue and care of needy children. 

Your committee had the privilege of inspecting the fine re- 
ceiving home in this city and only those who have had this privi- 
lege can realize the excellence of this plant in its every appointment 
for the care of children during the time between the receiving 
of the children and the placing of them in good homes. Its location 
is ideal. The main building of brick and concrete—three floors 
and basement—is practically fireproof, and with the other buildings, 
particularly, the Superintendent’s fine residence now nearly completed 
makes a property value of about $45.000.00. 
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‘It is worthy of remark that this latter building was made 
possible by the special gift of $3,000 by Catherine C. Jackson of 
Iowa, and large gifts of material from friends in this state. 
Seamen’s Friend Society. 

We would call the attention of our people to the valuable work 
of one of our members, Gustaf F. West, the Chaplain of the Sea- 
men’s Bethel at Seattle, and recommend his reappointment to his 
present position. 

Maternity Homes, 

The Florence Crittenton Home in Seattle, under an undenom- 
inational management, and the White Shield Home in Tacoma, 
managed by the Women’s Christian Temperance Union, are admir- 
able institutions offering refuge and help to unfortunate girls and 
women and are worthy of our hearty co-operation.

REPORT ON REFORMS. 


Your Committee on Reforms begs leave to offer the following 


report: 

Whereas, We are called to continual warfare against the many 
evils of society, and whereas, many of these evils are embedded in 
the common practice, your committee commends: 


Temperance. 


That this Conference heartily support the Temperance Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church in all its work, and especially 
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in its effort to divorce the U. S. Government from its financial 
partnership with the liquor traffic. And continue the first Sunday 
in November as Temperance Sunday, and that on that day all S. S. 
not now organized into Temperance Societies, be thus organized. 

We commend that we give our unqualified endorsement to the 
Anti-Saloon League and the W. C. T. U., and all other agencies en- 
gaged in the supression of this evil. 

That when any representative of the Anti-Saloon League or 
any other Temperance organization shall secure an offering for 
their work, in any of our churches, ten per cent of the amount 
collected at the time subscription is paid shall be left with the local 
church for the Church Temperance Society, and 90 per cent shall 
go to the organization represented. 

We herewith place in nomination N. M. Temple and J. T. Mc- 
Queen as trustees of the Anti-Saloon League. 

We believe that the revival of the family altar in the home will 
greatly lessen the calls for divorces in our courts. And we most 
earnestly recommend that all our pastors co-operate with the Family 
Altar League in its endeavor to erect a family altar in each home 
of our lands. 

We reiterate the urgent importance of our people taking a 
determined stand and making earnest efforts for keeping the Sab- 
bath Day holy. 

We urge the members of this Conference to stand four-square 
against the social evil, cigarette smoking, and kindred vices, and 
that we call upon our state legislature to establish an industrial 
school and hospital for erring girls and women, similar to those 
established for boys and further recommend that the Bishop appoint 
a committee of three to present this matter to the next state legisla- 
ture. 

We further recommend that this Conference place itself on 
record as seeking for all classes of working men in the state of 
Washington a half holiday in each week, and we urge a rigid en- 
forcement of the ‘‘Woman eight-hour law,’’ and child labor law. 

That we continue the invitation to labor organizations to send 
delegates to our Conference sessions. 

We recommend that definite steps be taken to have the Bible 
put in its rightful place, in the public schools of the State of 
Washington. 

In this work we believe there should be co-operation on the 
part of various denominations and recommend the creation of the 
following committee to canvass the issues involved and to secure 
the co-operation of other organizations and individuals: W. B. Baker, 
W. B. Marsh, D. S. Kerr, C. A. Bowen, J. H. Berringer. 


Finance. 
Believing thac tithing is God’s own plan of Church finance, we 
recommend that our people and pastors practice tithing and that 
our pastors preach at least two sermons per year on tithing. 


Report. 
We recommend that all committees herein appointed shall re- 
port at next Annual Conference. 
We recommend that hereafter all reports shall be called for by 
the presiding Bishop.

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CITY EVANGELIZATION. 


The evangelization of a city is its Christianization; and in the 
Christianization of our cities the prime agents and forces are not 
our weak and more or less experimental mission enterprises, but our 
oldest and strongest urban and suburban churches. 

We, your committee, therefore recommend: 

First.—That our District Superintendents formulate a definite 
plan for an aggressive evangelistic campaign in every church in every 
city within the bounds of this Conference. 

Second.—That we commend the work of the city Evangeliza- 
tion Unions of Seattle and Tacoma; the Settlement Work of the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society of Tacoma and Japanese work 
of Seattle; and the Deaconess Settlement work of this city. 

Third.—That in view of the opening of the Panama Canal which 
will result in the incoming of masses of foreigners to our cities, 
we recommend that the city evangelization unions of Seattle and 
Tacoma make adequate plans for the evangelization of the many 
thousands who will come to our shores. 

Fourth.—The collection for the city evangelization unions is 
very important for the extension of the work. We therefore urge 
that every church make a faithful effort to raise their apportionments. 
We recommend that the following amounts be asked of the Board 
of Home Missionary and Church Extension for this work: Seattle 
City Evangelization Union, $1500; Tacoma Evangelization Union, 
$1200.

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MEMOIRS 


AMANDA J. (ROBINSON) ATWOOD. 


Our dear brother in the ministry of the Lord Jesus, the Nestor 
of our Conference, the Reverend Albert Atwood, has been sorely be- 
reaved in the death of his wife and mistress of his home. For more 
than fifty-one years had they been priviledged to walk together. 
Sister Atwood’s maiden name was Robinson, and the place of her 
birth was Tom’s River, New Jersey; the date was March 31, 1841. 
The family into which she came was deeply religious, and the father 
was for many years a class leader. Thus her early environment pre- 
pared her for the larger and more influential life of the parsonage. 
There was much musical talent in the family, and of this Mrs. Atwood 
had a liberal share. On May 5, 1860, she was united to the Reverend 
Albert Atwood in marriage, and for fourteen years she was engaged 
with her husband in religious work within the bounds of the New 
Jersey Conference. In 1874 they came to the Pacific Coast, and 
she with her husband served in the following charges: Seattle, Olym- 
pia, Eugene, Stanwood, Kent, which was then known as White River, 
Houghton, Bothel and Puget Sound District. 

Our sister was of real service in promoting the music in church 
services, and in her influence for good over young people, many of 
whom she helped to decide for Christ. For two years she had been 
in failing health, and gradually grew worse until, on the 16th day 
of December, 1911, she was not, for God had taken her. As another 
has said of her: “She swept through the gates of death, and will 
dwell evermore in the land where suffering and death will never 
come.”’ 

In his great loneliness our sympathies go out to our dear Brother 
Atwood, who, with his son, two daughters, eight grandchildren, three 
brothers and two sisters, mourn her departure, and expect in God’s 
good time to meet and greet her in the better land. 


MARY A. DOBBS. 


Mary Anderson Dobbs was born in Columbia, Pennslyvania, 
ee 1ith, 1833 and died in Bellingham, Washington, March 12, 
1912. 

Near the place of her birth at the age of sixteen, she was 
converted to God and united with the M. E. Church, of which 
she remained a steadfast member till the day of her death. 

June, the 9th, 1857, in her native town, she was united in 
marriage to Rev. John Wallace Dobbs, and she at once entered 
into the trials and joys incident to the intinerancy. In the course 
of time there were born to them five children—four of whom 
are now living, namely, Albert E., Wesley, Beverly B., and Rose KH. 
Dobbs, who has been the support and stay of her mother during 
her declining years. There is also a foster daughter now Mrs. 
Levison, and several grandchildren. All these, together with a 
host of friends, rise up to bless the name of ‘‘Mother Dobbs.” After 
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serving various frontier fields in Pennslyvania and in the Middle 
West, Brother and Sister Dobbs in 1884 came to the Puget Sound 
Conference, and were stationed at Whatcom, then a struggling 
village. There was no parsonage—very few members, and a church 
building burdened with debt. Living in a half enclosed building with- 
out the common necessaries of life, these heroic servants of the 
Master toiled and sacrificed till they saw the church free from debt 
and dedicated to the worship of God. This was characteristic of 
nearly all the work of Brother and Sister Dobbs did throughout the 
years that they toiled together in pioneer itinerant life. Yet our 
deceased sister was never heard to complain of her lot as hard, 
but at the same time she seemed to carry a burden of sympathy for 
others whose trials and sacrifices were not as great as her own. 
One who knew her best and loved her most, says of her: ‘“When 
I think of her life of privation and hardship in so many ways, the 
steadfastness of her purpose and her absolute loyalty to God and 
the Church is marvelous to me.” After the death of her beloved 
husband, she made her home witih her daughter in Bellingham, but 
continued to the last as devoted to the church as a mother could 
be to a child. Habitually contributing weekly to the cause of God 
out of her pittance of an income, when she could no longer attend 
the Sabbath services, she insisted that her contributions should be 
taken each Sunday and cast into the treasury of the Lord. Though 
she suffered much during the last three months of her life she 
never murmured nor complained, but patiently endured as seeing 
Him who is invisible, 

Her funeral service was held in the First M. E. Church, Bel- 
lingham, in the presence of a large congregation of people that had 
esteemed and loved her. Four ministers took part in the service. 
The District Superintendent and the pastor of the previous year 
delivered appropriate addresses. One who had attended many 
funerals said: “‘It was the most fittingly beautiful service I have 
ever heard.’”’ All felt that a mother in Israel was not for God had 
taken her. Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from hence- 
forth: Yea saith the Spirit that they may rest from their labors 
and their works do follow them. 


NELLIE VICTORIA JONES. 


Nellie Victoria Jones was born in Clifford, Ontario, Canada, April 
20, 1869. When fourteten years of age she moved with her parents to 
Virden, Manitoba, where she resided till January 4, 1892, when she 
was married to Rev. Herbert Jones. Three children blessed this 
union, Eunice, the eldest child, died several years ago; Hdith, 13, 
and Harold, eight, with the husband, are the remaining members 
of the family. Mrs. Jones was converted in early life and always 
manifested a deep and genuine religious experience. She entered 
with great devotion into the duties that came to an intinerant 
minister’s wife. She poured out her life gladly and freely for the 
good of others. She was cheerful and optimistic. If she was ever 
discouraged her words and actions did not reveal it. Her faith 
in God was unwavering and she always felt what ought to be done 
for God and the Church could be done. Her zeal and courage in- 
spired others to greater activity and consecration in the work of 
the Master. The work of her husband during the past twenty 
years has been out on the firing line in North Dakota, Minnesota, 
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Idaho and Washington. A more genuine companion and helpmeet 
would be hard to find. She shared in the trials and hardships 
without a murmur and in the victories with religious fervor. She 
was intensely interested in the Epworth League and Sunday School 
and helped to strengthen these institutions wherever their lot was 
cast. Sister Jones believed the house of God and the parsonage 
home shauld be ag comfortable and attractive as it was possible 
to make them and through her influence and labors the parsonages 
were beautified and the churches improved. A little more than a 
year ago she was stricken with paralysis and while confined to her 
her home she solicited the money to make some needed improvements 
on the Monroe Church. Her thought was not for self, but for the 
kingdom. At 7:30 o’clock Haster morning she went to be with 
Him who said, “I am the resurrection and the life.’’ The funeral 
services were held in the Lynden Church where Brother Jones is 
pastor, Tuesday afternoon April 9, and were in charge of G. A. 
Landen, who was assisted by Brother Brower of the Dutch Reformed 
Church and W. E. Cox, G. C. Squire, O. R. Anderson and J. C. Har- 
rison of the Puget Sound Conference, G. A. LANDEN.

IV.—AIll matter to be printed in the Journal must be delivered to 
the Secretary immediately upon the adjournment of the Conference 
session. 


V.—The Conference shall open with the Holy Communion and im- 
mediately following the organization of the Conference the Secretary 
shall call the names of the deceased members and a memorial service 
shall then be held, which shall include a memorial address, not to ex- 
ceed fifteen minutes in length, by some one selected by the Committee 
on Memoirs. The services not to exceed one-half hour in time. 


VI.—These Rules and Resolutions shall not be suspended or 
changed but by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting.

FIRST DAY. 


Olympia, Washington, September 17, 1918. 


Opening.—The Thirtieth session of the Puget Sound Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church met in the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Olympia, Washington, September 17th, 1913, at 
8:30 a. m., Bishop R. J. Cooke, presiding. 


Devotions were conducted by A. W. Leonard. “A Charge to 
Keep I Have” was sung, after which J. W. Miller lead in prayer. The 
Bishop then took the chair, and the Conference joined in singing 
“And are we yet alive?” which was followed with prayer by the Bishop. 


Roll Call—The Secretary called the roll and 130 members and 
17 of those on trial responded to their names. 


Organization.—The following Conference officers were elected: 
Secretary, Robert C. Hartley; Assistants, B. N. Galbraith, Ernest Bates. 
A. F. Stearns was appointed collector for the Conference Journal.

Ashby, Roy Parcell and R. S. Rees. 


Treasurer, EH. W. Erickson; Assistants, Roy L. Sprague, Otto F. 
Kreiger, J. C. Harrison and J. R. Sasnett. 


W. S. Harrington was elected reporter for the Pacific Christian 
Advocate. T. A. Graham was elected reporter for the local press, and 
J. A. Sutton was elected Conference Postmaster. 


Standing Committees—The Standing Committees and Conference 
Commission on Finance were read by S. S. Sulliger, and after a few 
changes, on his motion, were adopted. as published. 
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Bar of the Conference—On motion of J. W. Miller, the bar was fix- 
ed to include the first seven rows of seats. 


Hour of Meeting and Adjournment.—On motion of J. P. Marlatt, 
the hour of meeting was fixed at 8:30, the first half hour being for de- 
votions, and that adjournment take place at 12 o’clock. 


Draft Presented.—The Bishop presented a draft from the Board 
of Conference Claimants for $150.00, which was turned over to the 
Chairman of the Board of Stewards.

Lane, Rule V. of Standing Resolutions of the Conference was amend- 
ed to read as follows: “That Conference be opened with the Holy 
Communion and that immediately after the organization of the Confer- 
ence the Secretary shall call the names of deceased members and a 
Memorial Service shall be held, which shall include a Memorial Address 
not exceeding fifteen minutes in length, by someone selected by the 
Committee on Memoirs, the service not to exceed thirty minutes in 
time.

Resolution.—Social Service Bulletin: 


Whereas, The following note appeared in the “Social Service Bul- 
letin,’ the organ of the Methodist Federation of Social Service, the 
Rev. Harry F. Ward, D.D., editor, published in the issue of July, 1913: 


“Arrangements had been made for three local labor leaders te ad- 
dress the Annual Conference. Two of them had spoken for about ten 
minutes each. As the third, the leader of the leaders, stepped up to 
take his ten minutes, the Bishop said to him, ‘Cut it short.” After 
the embarrassed visitor had concluded, the Bishop then took more time 
than the .hree labor men to admonish them concerning their short- 
comings. Very faithfully he dealt with them concerning the holding 
of labor meetings on Sunday, the connection of labor with the liquor 
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traffic, and violence in the labor movement. Once the leading guest 
interrupted, ‘May I ask a question, Bishop?’ ‘Not till I am done, sir. 
But when he was done the gavel fell in the same breath and the next 
question was peremptorily called.” 


And Whereas,It is perfectly evident that this statement is intend- 
ed to represent the reception of three labor leaders by this Conference 
at our session in Green Lake Church in Seattle a year ago, and 


Whereas, The addresses had been arranged for with our Presi- 
dent, the Rev. Bishop Richard J. Cooke, LL.D., which fact is suppress- 
ed by said note, 


Be It, therefore, Resolved; 1st—That this false misrepresentation, 
which we condemn, does great injustice to both Bishop Cooke and the 
Puget Sound Conference. The labor representatives were enthusias- 
tically welcomed by this Conference, and they were not dealt with by 
our Bishop in any unkind or offensive manner, as the said note would 
indicate, but he gave them sane advice on several topics, and assured 
them of our sympathy and willingness to co-operate with them in any 
way consistent with the mission of the Church. 


2nd—That we have welcomed one of the same men again this 
year, and shall ever de glad to receive such cordial visits from them, 
and have appointed delegates to visit three of their conventions to 
meet in this region within the next few months. 


3rd—That we demand of the Editor of the “Social Service Bulle- 
tin” that he may give proper correction of said note in the same man- 
ner in which it was published to the world, as there is abundant evi- 
dence, well known to laboring people in the territory of this Confer- 
ence, that we are in accord with them. A. W. LEONARD.

Edowment Fund Mutual Fire Insurance Company.—Resolutions en- 
dorsing the purposes of this company were presented by R. C. Hartley, 
and on motion of W. H. W. Rees said resolutions were laid on the 
table. 


Conference Trustees.—F.. A. LaViolette, Secretary of the Board, re- 
ported for the Conference Trustees, and presented the following names 
for confirmation:, terms expiring 1916: T. W. Lane, H. D. White, E. 
M. Hill. Term expiring 1914: R. J. Reid, to take the place of D. C. 
Franklin. They were confirmed. 

William O. Pflaum.—T. W. Lane presented a resolution of appre- 


ciation of the labors of Wm. O. Pflaum and wife, recently appointed 
missionaries to Chili, and on his motion the resolutions were adopted. 
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Report of Secretary.—R. C. Hartley, Conference Secretary, read 
his report, which showed a balance of $5.00 in the Treasury.

Reports 


BELLINGHAM DISTRICT. 
George A. Landen, Superintendent. 
Bishop Cooke and Brethren: 


It is with profound gratitude to God that I present this my fifth 
Annual Report of the work of the Bellingham District. 

The year opened auspiciously and by the close of December I had 
held all the Quarterly Conferences on the District. The most of Jan- 
uary and up to the 22nd of February was given to evangelistic work. 
On the 22nd of February I was taken seriously ill and was confined to 
my bed for five weeks. But by the blessing of God and the care of a 
good nurse in the person of my wife, I crept slowly back to health and 
strength, until I am now in my usual health and vigor and greatly en- 
joying the work the Lord has given me to do. I desire to thank my 
brethren of the ministry and the Official Boards and Churches of the 
Bellingham District for the many expressions of sympathy I received 
during my sickness. 


There has been some serious sickness in the parsonage homes and 
a few deaths. 


Rev. W. I. Cowell, who was so ill during cur Conference session last 
year, died at midnight on the day Conference adjourned. He was a 
strong preacher, a hard worker and a diligent student. He left a wife 
and four boys, the oldest of whom was only ten years of age. The 
brethren have shown their sympathy by the substantial aid they have 
given Sister Cowell. 


Rey. Albert H. Cooke, a young local preacher who was supplying 
Hopkins Memorial and North Broadway Churches in Everett, broke 
down nervously and mentally on the 16th of October and on the 7th cof 
November passed on to the reward of the faithful. He was a young 
man of high ideals, a lovable character and a splendid education, but 
was physicially too weak for the strenuous work of the ministry. He 
did a good work while he lived. The Hopkins Memorial Church was 
built during his pastorate, he having secured a gift of $250 form his peo- 
ple and the church is named for his grandfather, a noble man of God. 
His mother has presented the church with a beautiful pulpit Bible in- 
scribed in memory of her dear boy.

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In December the wife of Rev. L. C. Schultz, our pastor at Bay View, 
heard the call of the Master saying, “It is enough, come up higher,” 
and “she was not for God took her.” For two years she had been a 
constant and great sufferer from Bright’s disease, but through it all 
she was patient and uncomplaining. She died as she had lived in the 
full triumph of Christian faith. To the husband and four boys we ex- 
press our deepest sympathy. 


On Thanksgiving Day the home of Rev. J. L. Grandey of Sumas 
was made glad by the birth of a precious baby boy, but the dawn of 
this bright day had scarcely passed when mother and babe were both 
taken seriously ill. For weeks their lives seemed to hang in the bal- 
ance, but thanks be to God, both have regained their health and are 
here in attendance upon the session of this Conference. 


The Fourth of July Dr. W. H. W. Rees underwent a severe surgical 
operation at the hospital in Everett from which he speedily rallied 
and although we were all exceedingly anxious about him, to our sur- 
prise he is perfectly restored to health and has not been so well for 
years as at the present time. 


Pastoral Changes. 


At the close of our last Conference session every charge in the 
District was supplied with a pastor. The vacancy created by the death 
of Brother A. H. Cooke was filled by the appointment of A. Robertson 
as pastor of Hopkins Memorial and North Broadway. 


In March Rey. O. B. D. Wood desired to be released from the 
pastorate of Startup and Gold Bar and his request was granted and 
Rey. W. M. D. Riggs was secured to supply tkis work for the remainder 
of the year. 


Evangelistic. 


Special meetings have been held on many of the charges. In some 
cases the pastors held their own meetings, others were assisted by 
neighboring pastors or Evangelists. While the results have not been 
entirely satisfactory, much good was done and some souls were say- 
ed and added to the church. The meetings at Monroe and Ferndale 
were especially good and the membership of the churches were large- 
ly increased. 


Membership. 


The net increase in membership will be larger than last year. Ac- 
cording to the reports furnished me just before making this report 
a few charges report no change in membership. Ten charges report 
a total decrease of ninety-two. Twenty charges report a total increase 
of three hundred thirty-eight, leaving a net increase of two hundred 
forty-five. Two charges did not report. I feel quite certain however, 
Bishop, that this is not absolutely correct, and have no idea that it will 
agree with the reports of the pastors to the Annual Conference. I am 
sure that more names have been reported in the non-resident column 
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than belong there, thus cutting down our net increase. It is true how- 
ever that large numbers of our members are lost to the church every 
year by removal. There seems to be no way to stop this leakage. 


Building and Improvements. 


A new church has been built at Fidalgo, costing $750. A new 
church has been erected at Belfast by the people themselves, without 
a pastor. This building is worth about $750. 


The church at Ferndale has been enlarged and improved at a cost 
of $1400. 


The church at Arlington has had an addition of four Sunday School 
rooms, a pulpit and choir platform and a corner tower, costing in all 
$1025. 


A lot aas been purchased at North Twelfth and Broadway in Ev- 
erett for the erection of a new church for our noble little society in 
that part of the city. 


Three thousand seven hundred and sixty dollars have been spent 
on the church at Mt. Vernon, thus practically completing the exterior. 
So far all obligations are covered by good subscriptions. It will take 
about $5000 to complete the building and we hope to do that next year. 


Other improvements on church buildings aggregate $11,087, $6000 
of which has been placed in Trinity Church, Bellingham. Among other 
things an excellent pipe organ has been installed. This church is 
certainly the most complete plant in the Puget Sound Conference. 
The debt is a heavy burden, but with the united effort of the whole 
church the debt will eventually be paid in full. 


A six room parsonage has been built at Blanchard, costing when 
fully completed $800 or $900. One of the most comfortable and con- 
venient parsonages in the Conference is the seven-room: modern home 
erected by the Grace Church in Everett. The cost was only $1690, 
we doubt if it could be duplicated anywhere else in the Conference for 
less than $2200. Much of the labor was donated by members of the 
different labor unions of the city. Carpenters, painters, plumbers and 
shingle men vied with each other in their gifts of labor. May such a 
spirit of fraternity between the church and the laboring man exist ey- 
erywhere. 


The parsonage at Sultan was so far completed early in the year 
that the pastor and family could occupy it without discomfort. It has 
cost $1625 and is not fully completed. 


Other improvements have been made to our parsonages at a cost 
of $795. 


The debt at Burlington of $991 has been paid and Pastor Dews and 
people are happy. 


Financial. 


This has not been an easy year to raise money for salaries and be- 
nevolences, but our people have done well and most of our pastors will 
receive their salaries in full. Where a proper financial plan has been 
adopted and worken, less difficulty has been encountered, but some 
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churches still insist on sticking to the old haphazard way of doing 

things and hence are always behind on salaries and other expenses. 
Our Benevolent apportionments will not be met in full, but I 

believe the reports of the pastors will show an increase over last year. 


Sunday Schools, Leagues, Etc. 


One of the encouraging features of our work is among our young 
people. Sunday Schools show an increased attendance and interest. 
Most of the conversions during the year have been from the Sunday 
Schools. New schools have been organized by our Superintendent of 
Sunday Schools, Rev. C. B. Sears, at Sterling, Marblemount, Grassmere, 
Forest Grove and other points. Most of these we are now supplying 
with preaching services looking towards the organization of new soci- 
eties. 

The Epworth and Junior Leagues are in a healthy condition and 
doing good work. The convention held at First Church, Bellingham, 
the last ween in June, was the most largely attended and I believe, 
the most profitable one we have ever held. The meeting on Wednes- 
day night was so characterized by the presence and power of the Holy 
Spirit that some of the older people said that they had not seen such 
a meeting for fifty years. We need not fear for the church of tomorrow 
if our young people of today give themselves so fully to the Lord’s 
work. : 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies are doing a noble work. Thousands of 
dollars have been added to our church funds by these Godly women. 
Whether the work done by these women is God’s plan for financing His 
Church or not, were it not for these consecrated women we could not 
carry on our work in some places. God bless them! 

The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies are still 
lending a helping hand in sowing the seed beside all waters. Some 
new auxiliaries have been organized and much good work done hy 
these societies. 


District Convention. 


The District Ministerial and Laymen’s Convention was held in Mt. 
Vernon the last week in February. It was not my privilege to be pres- 
ent on account of sickness, but the meeting was largely attended and 
favored with the presence of our Bishop Cooke, who added greatly to 
the interest of the meeting by his wise council, inspiring address an 
helpful sermon. 

Dr. Leonard, Dr. Marlatt, Dr. Sulliger and Hon. F. A. Hazeltine 
were also very welcome and helpful visitors. I am sure from the re 
ports that have come to me that this was a very profitable convention.

I have urged upon our pastors and members the importance of 
subscribing for and helping to circulate our Pacific Advocate. We 
have now about five hundred subscribers on the District. I hope we 
can make it one thousand the coming year. 
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The Pastors. 


I have not taken the time or space to mention each individual pas- 
tor by name but I desire to say in closing that I believe all are con- 
scientious in their work. They have tried to do their best. There is, 
however, much unrest and some complaints. I desire to say, however, 
that the most of the complaints are of a characer that each and every 
pastor can correct for himself. As I have said in other reports there is 
very little fault found with the preaching, but much fault found be- 
cause more pastoral work is not done. 


Two pastors have made over one thousand calls each during wae 
year. Some have made a little over one hundred only. Some have 
kept no record of visits and ordinarily that means that there is not 
much to record. I beg of you, brethren, to remove all grounds for this 
complaint another year. 


Personally I desire to thank the pastors and people for their uni- 
form kindness to me. It is a pleasure to labor with such a body of 
Methodist preachers as we have on the Bellingham District. 


To God be all the glory for whatever has been wrought during 
the year. 


OLYMPIA DISTRICT 


C. E. Todd, Superintendent. 


The Olympia District is composed of thirty-four charges, eleven 
of which are self-supporting with salaries ranging from $600 to $1700 
and house. In a number of cases one pastor serves two charges. The 
distance between them being such that each point must have its own 
Quarterly Conference. 


I think our pastors who are devoting themselves to the full work 
of the ministry might well be classed among “‘The Heroes of the Cross.” 
They have kept the faith and with the courage that drives a hero to 
his task, they have dared to do great things in the interest of the King- 
dom of Jesus Christ. Only men of faith, courage and consecration 
can expect to succeed in these days when the powers of darkness are 
luring multitudes to a life of carelessness, sin and shame. The pastors 
of the district seeing the need of a deeper spiritual life in their 
churches called their people to prayer, and revival work. While there 
were a few splendid meetings, there have been no sweeping revivals 
this year. I am sure that only a praying and consecrated, spirit-filled 
church can become a mighty church capable of the task confronting 
it to-day. 

Immediately following the splendid Paraliaments conducted in Ta- 
coma and Seattle by Dr. Henry J. Coker, of Denver, Colo., sub-parlia- 
ments were held by the pastors in nearly every charge on the district. 
These meetings were well attended, and the churches were given a 
larger vision of their responsibility in promoting the interests of the 
Kingdom of God. 
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Some of our charges have been working as far as possible under 
the “New Financial Plan,” and in every case are greatly pleased with 
the results. To the Quarterly Conferences and pastors I have recom- 
mended the Duplex Envelope Plan as the very best yet found. The 
problem, however, is not so much with the plan, but to find the laymen 
who can and will do the work. 


The estimate of salaries remained about as they were last year. I 
fear, however, that the deficiencies will be greater owing to the lack 
of money in circulation. The bank statements continue to show vast 
sums of money on deposit, but for the most part the people have little 
money for the Gospel, but some do seem to have it for pleasure. It is 
generally reported that greater numbers have visited the beaches and 
summer resorts this season than in former years. Oh! for the conse- 
crated dollar,—a conscientious giving of the tenth. 


Two sub-district Epworth League meetings were held. One in 
Olympia, the other in Montesano. While these were not large gather- 
ings they were full of life and inspiration for our young people. 


Nearly every charge is blessed with a splendid Ladies’ Aid Society. 
These good women have earned large sums of money and gladly turned 
it over to the trustees for repairs or improvements on the church prop- 
erty, or to the stewards to apply on ministerial support. 


The benevolent interests of the church have been faithfully pre- 
sented by most of the pastors. In every charge it requires careful 
gleaning by the leader if the apportionments are met in full. Quarter 
ly Conferences are asking how it comes that their churches are appor- 
tioned so high. The Home Missions Council has now completed and 
tabulated its religious survey of Western Washington. Many of these 
neglected fields are looking to us for the Gospel message. Shall we 
give it to them? I have visited some of these points and find generally 
that they are small communities unable to do much in the way of self- 
support, but willing to do all they can. 


Soon after Conference, J. W. Miller was placed in the field in the 
interest of the endowment of “Our University,” and Seymour Williams 
was appointed to Hlma. About the middle of the year C. J. Kallgren 
relinquished Port Orchard and J. H. McIntosh was appointed to fill out 
the year. R. W. Nelson, a young man doing a splendid work at Little 
Rock, felt he was facing a nervous breakdown and gave up the work 
at the end of the second quarter. Little Rock and Rochester were 
added to Tenino for the balance of the year. Sister Allen’s delicate 
health led Brother Allen, who was appointed to Bremerton last fall, 
to seek a pastorate in a warmer climate. He learned through Dr. Lan- 
den that H. K. Vann, of the Southern California Conference, formerly 
of this Conference, desired to return. By correspondence they ar- 
ranged for an exchange of pulpits. I secured the consent of both 
Bishops Cooke and Hughes. The date was fixed when each was ex- 
pected to occupy his new pulpit. After Brother Allen had shipped his 
goods and was on board the steamer for California he received a wire 
from Brother Vann not to come for he had called off the exchange. 
His goods were in California at that time, and he went on. What 
else could he do? Since July 21st I have supplied Bremerton with 
visiting ministers. Our people at Bremerton are a loyal folk and have 
not greatly suffered for the lack of a pastor. They “have had the very 
best of supplies for the pulpit,” they say. 
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Aberdeen First Church has had another good year. Several thou- 
sand dollars have been expended on the church during the year. As 
fast as the growing Sunday School needed more room it was provided 
by finishing another room of the new church. A more loyal people 
would be hard to find. Trinity Aberdeen has had a year of prosper- 
ity, having liquidated a portion of their debt, and made some needed 
improvements to their church property. This church should be self- 
supporting within a few years if they pull together. 


Soon after Conference the mill at Bucoda was burned, forcing 
many of the people to go to other places for work. Brother Day has 
held the fort and is greatly appreciated. Splendid congregations have 
been the rule at Colby this year. The Jack of workers for the Sunday 
School makes the field a little discouraging for a pastor. 


When the Oregon & Washington Railroad passed through Cosmo- 
polis they secured a right-of-way through the street upon which our 
church is located. The noise of passing trains and switch engines was 
such that the trustees asked for damages and without a suit were 
given over $1100, with which new lots have been purchased in the 
center of the town. The Ladies‘ Aid Society, anticipating the new 
church, have now more than three hundred dollars in the bank for that 
purpose. When the old church is sold the trustees will have about 
$2000 in cash toward the new church. With liberal donations of lum- 
ber from the miils and offerings from the church and progressive citi- 
zens of the town, we can build free from debt an edifice that will be 
a credit to this growing place. Plans are under way to complete the 
church at Little Rock this fall. Montesano has greatly improved the 
parsonage and grounds. Port Angeles has had a year of great pros- 
perity. A special hall is now being build at the rear of the church 
which will furnish added room for the growing Sunday School. Elec- 
tric lights have been placed in the church and parsonage at Satsop, 
and other improvements at a cost of $135. The Ladies’ Aid Society 
has added $50 worth of furniture to the parsonage at Sequim. Shelton 
has reduced the debt on their parsonage to $530. A splendid work. 
Shelton Circuit has been served by Brother A. Anderson for four years, 
and has given them the very best of service. There are no churches 
or church property of any kind, so far as I know, in Mason County out 
of the town of Shelton. School houses are used for places of worship. 
With a little more missionery money a man could keep a horse and 
reach other needy fields which may be important in the future. 


During the year our people at Silverdale have greatly reduced the 
debt on their parsonage property, and had quite an increase in member- 
ship. A substantial sum has been paid on the debt at Tenino, but 
enough yet remains to embarrass our work for some time. 


A new roof has been put on the church at Tumwater and the au- 
dience room re-papered at a cost of $128. Our work is prospering at 
Yelm. The debt has been cancelled and a splendid barn added to our 
church property. 


A local preacher from Chicago has done very effective work at 
Olalla and Edison organizing two Sunday Schools and otherwise lead- 
ing the people in the work of the Master. A lot has been secured at 
Olalla for a church. 
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Brother E. Hopkins, though not on the effective list, has been ac- 
tive during the year. He has traveled all over Thurston County hold- 
ing services and wherever possible organizing Sunday Schools. He has 
held over 150 preaching services, visited 200 families, distributed 100,- 
000 pages of good literature, secured fourteen subscribers to the Pacific 
Christian Advocate, drove 3000 miles with horse and buggy and walked 
400 miles. 


Hoquiam First Church came to the place where they had to build 
a new church or rebuild the old one. They concluded to do the later. 
They now have an attractive modern church, with individual class 
rooms for the Sunday School, a kitchen, social rooms, and Ladies’ Par- 
lors with fireplace for comfort,—all at a cost of about $5000, which is 
provided by cash or good subscriptions. Dr. B. F. Young, pastor of 
First Church, Portland, was secured to preach the opening sermon, and 
assist with the finances, and proved himself a master of both. Simp- 
son Avenue, Hoquiam, have paid off their street grade tax of $100, and 
some other little items. We have hopes of saving their parsonage 
property. When this part of the city begins to grow again we will 
have no more property here than we need for the work. 


About $3500 has been raised and expended on this house of worship 
in which we have met for Conference. This church has long needed 
more room for modern Sunday School work, and social life among its 
people. After this improvement this church should be able to gather 
a great Sunday School and furnish its young people with clean social 
life. The Ladies’ Aid Society recently installed the new organ which 
is greatly appreciated. There is no reason why our Methodism in the 
Capital City of this growing State should not be a strong force in 
building up the Kingdom of God. 


A few of our churches are loaded with debt. In my opinion it 
would be much to our credit, and add to our usefulness if we would 
use a little more care in building so as to keep within our ability to 
meet our obligations promptly. Then the churches instead of using 
all their powers in raising money for church debts could devote their 
energies to saving souls and building up the Kingdom of God. Modest, 
comfortable churches will do the work of Methodism in all our smaller 
towns. 


This district with its future prospects, however bright, continues 
to contribute its full share of problems, which can only be overcome 
by men of faith and courage. The whole field is ripe for the harvest, 
and we go forth to our work with the song of victory on our lips prais- 
ing God for a field in which to spend our power and influence in the 
interest of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ. Our greatest work is not in 
building new churches, or improving old ones, however important that 
work may be. Our greatest concern must be the salvation of the peo- 
ple. Let us crowd our Sunday Schools where we may instruct the 
youth in vital Christianity, and make our Epworth League meetings 
the center of spiritual life, and our prayer meetings a real feast for 
the hungry soul. May our pastors be so full of the Holy Spirit that 
they will be able to win the multitudes for Christ and His church. 
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SEATTLE DISTRICT 


J. P. Marlatt, Superintendent. 


The mercy and goodness of God have brought us again to the close 
of a year’s work, and to Him we gratefully give all the glory for all 
blessings and success in the work. The active men have all been 
spared to meet with us at our Annual Gathering, but one supernumer- 
ary member, the Rev. T. L. Dyer, was called to his final rest on June 
5th at his home in Seattle. For more than twenty years he was num- 
bered among us, lived an unselfish Christian life, served our poorest 
charges faithfully, and led many people to Christ. 

Sickness entered, several of our homes in serious forms, several 
times necessitating critical surgical operations, but at this time all the 
patients are apparently in firmer health than for some previous time. 

During the year, changes were made as follows: Ronald—J. A. 
Badcon, in place of W. W. Shenk; Snoqualmie—S. A. Rhyndress, in 
place of J. T. Keating; Kirkland—Frank Hancock, in the place of R. 
W. Bone; Riverton and Thomas—Wm. C. Cravner, in place of a series 
of supplies; Kennydale—which was supplied by H. C. Walter, was at- 
tached to Bryn Wawr, with Daniel Earl, in charge of both places. 

The financial stress on this district has been tremendous during 
the entire year, due to the large indebtedness reported at the last Con- 
ference. At that time only nine charges appeared to be free from 
debt, and the truth is, three of those were somewhat involved, and on 
the rest the debt was at least $10,000 larger than was reported. There 
is no pleasure in reporting such facts, especially when it is remembered 
all this indebtedness was supposed to have been pledged at the dedica- 
tion of the various churches; but a more cheerful note is sounded now 
in the fact that this indebtedness has been steadily vanishing, until 
nearly $40,000 has disappeared. The interest itself, amounting to 
nearly $12,000, has been no insignificant burden to bear; but the re- 
duction of debt means, at least, $3,000 less of interest for next year. 
Debts have been reduced as follows: 


Bothell, $350; Calvary, $700; Gilman Park, $1,716; Green Lake, 
$13,336; Haven, $4,100; Interbay, $150; Foote Memorial, $70; First 
Church, $9,095; Hillman, $204; Kent, $4,745; Lakeside, $640; Madison 
Street, $642; Queen Anne, $1,700; Rainier Beach, $150; Renton, $100; 
Shaw Memorial, $115; Sixty-second Street, $227; Woodland Park, $322. 


While this work was being accomplished, some building was also 
going on. Kennydale has begun a building to cost $2,800, which is so 
far completed that their auditorium is finished and occupied. It will 
remain with the basement unfinished, until all bills are paid, but every- 
thing is pledged. At Cedar Valley, where our heurch was burned over 
a year ago, by the carelessness of some men grading a street in front 
the church, a part of the building has been erected at a cost of about 
$800, all paid for. The parsonage at Ronald has been erected, the en- 
tire first floor being finished, so as to comfortably accommodate the 
pastor and his wife. It is a splendid house, and adds much to the at- 
tractiveness of that little parish. Haven Church has also built a very 
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fine parsonage, which is not excelled on the district, and it will make 
that charge one to be desired. At Bryn Mawr, another parsonage has 


been erected at a cost of about $800. The total of the enterprises to 
date is at least $8,500. 


In addition to this, the following improvements have been made: 


Asbury, $1,005; Calvary, $600; Gilman Park, $75; Grace, $190; 
Issaquah, $200; Lakeside, $35; Green Lake, $287; Rainier Beach, $250; 
Madison Street, $250; Snoqualmie, $50; Trinity, $2,366; University, 
$900; Woodland Park, $240; Wesley, $200. 

The building and improvements added $1,100 to our debt. This 
will make a grand total of $62,809 for debt, interest, building and im- 
provements, after deducting any increased indebtedness due to im- 
provements or building. When you add to this, the statement that 
everything indicates an increase in benevolences, and other expenses 
as well met as ever before, the impression must be made that Seattle 


District has been putting forth its greatest efforts to meet its finan- 
cial obligations. 


Last year $47,463 was paid for improvements and debt. 


To be perfectly fair and grateful at the same time, it must be 
stated that the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension gave 
Green Lake $5,000 and Kent $847 to save these churches from fore- 
closure. These amounts have been included in the above statement. 
Both these churches will show increased collections for the Board of 
Home Missions, and they declare it to be their purpose to return the 
whole amount in this way as rapidly as possible. Without this help, 
we would undoubtedly have lost both churches, but they are now safe, 
although neither is entirely free from debt. 


The leadership of the pastors deserves great credit in this remark- 
able achievement. The courage shown by Brothers F. A. La Violette 
and W. H. Baker have never been excelled in the heroic history of this 
Conference, and all Seattle agrees that they tie for the championship 
of ecclesiastical solicitors in that enterprising city; may they always 
have equally glorious success in all they undertake in the Master’s 
name! It would be invidious not to say that the other pastors, whose 
churches have reduced their debts, have shown skill, persistency and 
wisdom in their leadership of a more commendable quality. 


The very capable work of our Epworth Leagues, Junior Leagues, 
Ladies’ Aid Societies, Woman’s Foreign Missionary and Woman’s 
Home Missionary Societies, and Methodist Brotherhoods, deserves 
mention. The District Epworth League, under the presidency of Mar- 
maduke Dodsworth, has shown commendable zeal in the establishment 
of both Senior and Junior Chapters, and in various forms of social 
activity. What would a Methodist church be without a Ladies’ Aid 
Society? On this District, they have raised thousands of dollars, and 
they are just as faithful in the other forms of church life as they are 
in pushing on their bazaars and suppers. While they know how to turn 
a penny to profit, they are worth ust as much in backing up the pastor 
in his work. Everywhere the Brotherhoods are making themselves 
useful. The one in First Church recently, in working with the pastor, 
made a canvass of the central part of the city, which helped to ma- 
terially increase the membership, and did much good in other direc- 
tions. This church has passed 2,000 in membership, making it one of 
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the greatest Methodist churches in the world. Everywhere our men 
are at the front in financial work, and are constantly becoming more 
aggressive in religious activities. 


Our Deaconesses have had another successful year, eight fine 
young women having graduated from the Training School, and gone 
out into the active work and life of the churches. During the year 
$1,000 was raised and paid on a site at North Forty-third Street and 
Greenwood Avenue, for a future building for the Training School. It 
ought to be said here, that the Training School is not a mere Seattle 
enterprise, but serves the entire Nortywest; graduates being at work 
in Portland, Spokane, Everett, Centralia and elsewhere; yet Seattle 
has almost entirely borne the burden of it. As a result, the Seattle 
Deaconess Association is in debt $600—which it has not been able to 
raise up to this present time. The territory served ought not to leave 
us to carry their burden in this manner, and the Deaconess Board of 
this Conference ought to take some steps toward our relief before this 
session closes. 


The Seattle General Hospital has continued its blessed ministry 
to suffering humanity, 2818 having been treated or operated upon, 
while the deaths have only been 111, less than 4 per cent of the whole. 
These people were not afflicted by a mental delusion, which could be 
brushed aside by a mere denial, but with aggravated forms of disease 
or serious injuries. If there be a blessing to physical humanity, it is 
our Christian Hospitals. 


The City Evangelization Union has maintained its usual work, paid 
$950 to the new Japanese church, $150 for repairing Wesley Church, 
and aided two of our worthy but needy pastors. They present a plan 
to our Conference Board of Home Missions for beginning aggressive 
work among the Italians, which must be pushed to immediate success. 
Hitherto the Deaconess Settlement has ministered to them as best it 
could, but now we must have a pastor who can address them in their 
own tongue. First Church has heartily offered their magnificient build- 
ing for the various services that are to be held, and will welcome them 
into all their activities. 


Our Conference Evangelists residing in Seattle, Rev. Wm. Park 
and wife, and Rey. Geo. C. Poolton, have been working in many places 
with success, but their remuneration has not been excessive by any 
means. The Rey. C. B. Sears has done some splendid work on our 
district, and we have several new schools as a result. The Rey. O. H. 
McGill visited nearly all the logging and mining camps within our ter- 
ritory, and made friends with the working people. This Conference 
ought to appoint a board to whom he may report, and who can help 
him in various ways. The Pacific Advocate has greatly increased the 
number of its subscribers among us, and it is more popular than ever. 
Our University of Puget Sound never before received such generous 
collections from our people, and they are showing increasing loyalty 
to it. 


There have been some good revivals, but they are far too few. 
Conversions are reported from nearly every church; the number of 
members has been increased, but the results are small in comparison 
with what may be considered a justifiable expectation. Financial 
affairs, overshadow everything. Surely the Evangelist’s work ought to 
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precede by long distances the scythe of the “grim reaper,” but there 
is no doubt that his sheaves are more numerous than ours, in every 
community. 

Why are we not called upon to report conversions and accessions 
in open Conference as well as benevolent collections? Surely souls, 
not dollars, make the true test of ministerial and church efficiency. 
While it is true beyond doubt that stinginess and soul saving are not 
coincident in Christian life, it is equally true we may forget our broth- 
er, while we are so industrious in financial affairs. 


Brethren, let us bestir ourselves; for we will not be long in this 
Harvest Field! 


TACOMA DISTRICT 


Thomas E. Elliott, Superintendent. 


The Tacoma District covers the entire County of Pierce with two 
charges in Lewis and five in King Counties. In the four years that I 
have been a district superintendent the one now closing has been the 
most trying on nerve and brain. I question whether in the twenty-nine 
years’ of history of the Puget Sound Conference there has ever been a 
district that has had within its bounds as much sickness as has this 
district the present year. On January 28, Charles Easton, our pastor 
at Summit and Midland, was taken to the hospital in Tacoma where 
two operations were performed on the same day. After some weeks 
in the hospital we removed him to the home of Mrs. Massey, the wife 
of the Rey. R. H. Massey, a deceased member of this Conference. At 
this home on March 6, 1912, he died. We buried him amidst the flowers 
of the beautiful Oakwood Cemetery in Tacoma, where his grave will 
have perpetual care. I cannot speak too highly of the brethren of 
this Conference in their response to my appeal in the Pacific Christian 
Advocate for help. So generous was this that we were able to pay all 
the debts incurred by Brother Haston’s sickness and death and also 
help the young widow on her way back to her home in England. Broth- 
er Easton was a fine student, one of the very best attending our uni- 
versity, an excellent preacher, a true Christian and a manly man. In 
February, Sister Sprague, wife of our pastor at Orting, was taken to 
the hospital and there underwent a very serious operation. After three 
weeks she was taken to her home and, with careful nursing, we are 
glad to report she now has her normal health. In another room of the 
same hospital, at the same time, J. H. Waggoner, a local preacher, 
passed to his reward. He died from the effect of an accident that 
happened while a soldier in the Phillipines. 


J. W. Satterthwaite, our pastor at Puyallup, has been ill for sev- 
eral weeks during the year, he also has felt the keen edge of the sur- 
geons knife. By the help of the brethren the work at this place has 
been carried forward without serious detriment to the charge. On 
March 31 H. K. Kline, pastor at Bismarck, was operated on, and after 
eight days in the hospital he was taken home feeling that the operation 
had been a complete success. We are sorry, however, to have to 
record that on July 20 he was taken back to the hospital for a second 
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operation, more serious than the first and from which he has not yet 
recovered. We are, with some anxiety, awaiting the result of an 
experiment in the treatment of this case. On April 8, the very day 
that Brother Kline left the hospital the first time, W. B. Marsh, pastor 
of St. Paul’s, Tacoma, was taken to the same hospital for an operation 
for a trouble of long standing and while the operation was pronounced 
a success, he is far from being a well man. His trouble is chiefly 
nervousness. No man on the district has surpassed Brother Marsh in 
excellent work. Besides these that I have mentioned the following 
named persons have had operations this year: Ruth, the daughter of 
Joel Vigus, our City Missionary; Mrs. Thompson, wife of the pastor at 
South Prairie; Mrs. Sutton, wife of the pastor at Fern Hill. In addi- 
tion to. these Mrs. Moore, wife of the pastor of Fowler Church, Tacoma, 
was taken ill the night after the Parliament of Benevolences, held in 
Tacoma, and for nine weeks she hovered between life and death each, 
apparently having an equal chance we are glad, however, to report 
that she has now fully recovered. We take some pride in saying, that 
with all this sickness, and one death, not a service has been omitted 
in any one of these pastorates. Thanks to the brethren of the district 
who willingly offered their services, and thanks to our system which 
runs so smoothly through all kinds of discouragement and difficulty. 


CHANGEHS—Harly in the Conference year Brother E. J. Bates, who 
was stationed at McKinley Park Church, Tacoma, asked to be relieved 
from the charge because of a nervous breakdown. On granting his re- 
lease it enabled us to put into practice what had long been felt desir- 
able, the consolidation of McKinley Park and Fowler Churches. The 
Quarterly Conference unanimously asked for this, and after certain 
preliminaries six lots were purchased in a location between the two 
churches named. At a subsequent quarterly conference a new name, 
suggested by myself, was given to the united societies. We now have 
the concrete basement in for the new church, the building will be 
brick veneer and one of the prettiest in the City of Tacoma. In all my 
experience as a Methodist preacher I never saw such harmony and 
beautiful Christian spirit exhibited as was seen in the bringing of these 
two congregations together. To F. L. Moore, the pastor, is due much 
credit. 


We now ask the Bishop of this Conference to put the finishing 
touches on this consolidation by omitting from the appointments here- 
after the names “McKinley Park” and “Fowler” and inserting the 
name “Trinity” for these united societies. On June 1, J. H. Avery, pas- 
tor at Burton, left for a visit to his old home in England. W. A. Scott 
supplied the charge during his absence of three months. On July 20 
W. O. Pflaum was released from South Prairie at the request of the 
Board of Foreign Missions in order that he and his wife might go as 
missionaries to South America. Brother Pflaum did splendid work at 
South Prairie and it was with some reluctance that we consented to 
let him go. May God bless him and his estimable wife in their new 
and distant home. 


F. C. Thompson was taken from Spanaway and placed in charge of 
South Pairie and has done splendid work. I placed a young student in 
charge of Spanaway by the name of Walters. T. C. Newby was placed 
in charge of Summit and Midland in place of Charles Easton, deceased. 
Sickness, death and changes, caused by these, have been so noticeable 
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in the district this year that it has taken this much of my report to 
make the briefest possible reference thereto. I think you will agree 
with me when, in the beginning of this report, I said “This has been 
the most trying year on nerve and brain fo any of the four that I have 
served as a district superintendent.” I can truthfully say that I have 
felt beyond my powers of utterance the sorrows of my brethren. May 
God give them grace according to their needs. 


At our District Meeting, held at Orting in May, the brethren re- 
ported 279 new members and ninety probationers and all but four said 
they had reason to believe the benevolences would be in full. 


I find that there is a disposition to cut down to the lowest possible 
notch the report of membership, property, pastor’s salary and benevol- 
ences, since the estimates for the coming year are based upon these 
four items. In some Quarterly Conferences they would go to unwar- 
rantable limits in pruning. I said to one Quarterly Conference that we 
prayed the Lord to give us converts and then when we received them 
we hesitated in reporting them because our membership would be in- 
creased thereby and we should be asked a few cents more for benevol- 
ences. Some say, “Our membership is largely made up of children 
and we ought not to have to pay any benevolences for them.” Why 
not? There are many people who would be willing to pay twice as 
much for benevolences as they do if only we can save the children! 
Have we forgotten the stinging rebuke to the disciples, ‘‘Of such is the 
kingdom of heaven?” 


Improvements and New Buildings. 


On November 3, 1912, we dedicated a new church at Algona, where 
Harle M. Giesey is pastor. This enterprise represents much sacrifice 
on the part of the pastor and the membership of that place. The build- 
ing was dedicated free from debt; but not until both pastor and people 
had gone far and wide to collect subscriptions for the same. The 
church represents a value of $1280. At Artondale a new church has 
been erected in which the people are already worshipping, although it 
has not been quite completed. The women of this society even fired 
the boiler of the engine with which they cleared the land for the build- 
ing, and the pastor, W. J. Green, hauled the lumber on a scow towed 
by a small two horsepower launch, which he himself built. This 
church would have been dedicated by this time, also free from debt, 
had we had the usual amount of missionary money at our command, 
from the Church Extension Society. 


The church at Artondale, when complete, will be worth $1350. The 
pastor, by the way, is the proud father of a little son, who came to the 
parsonage recently. They have named him Richard. ; 


While at Randle in July last I took a subscription for a new par- 
sonage. A lot has since been secured adjoining the church and the 
pastor, R. B. Parcel, has the building well under way. At Morton, 
where Brother C. D. Miller has been the present year, we took a sub- 
scription for a new parsonage and most of the material has been se- 
cured for the building. Brother Miller was married to Emma, eldest 
daughter of our City Missionary, J. Vigus, on September 3, by the 
bride’s father at his home in Tacoma. 
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At Buckley, on August 17, I dedicated a beautiful church which 
cost about $4000. This was dedicated free from debt also. It has a 
full basement with furnace and all modern equipment, it is.a marvel of 
beauty. D. A. Storey, the pastor, covered a great part of the district 
in search of subscriptions for this building. It affords me pleasure in 
saying that to him more than anyone else is due the fact that such 
a church was made possible. Sometimes we dedicate a church saying 
“it is free from debt,’ but there are outstanding subscriptions that 
cannot be collected. In this case, however, every dollar is paid in 
cash. Brother Storey has a subscription list on which there are 589 
names with subscriptions ranging from one dollar to two hundred dol- 
lars. We also secured the corner lot, this, in addition to the ground 
we had, gives us one of the best corners in town, 120x160. I married 
Brother Storey at my home in Tacoma immediately after last Con- 
ference to an exceedingly fine young school teacher by the name of 
Smith, this may, in some measure, account for his success in this 
building. 


The old debt on the parsonage of Epworth, Tacoma, of $2050, has 
been wiped out this year by the heroic efforts of people and pastor, W. 
T. Randolph. First Church, Tacoma, has about $7,000 paid on the new 
basement of their church, besides paying off some old debts of long 
standing. At Sumner a debt of $1430 has been wiped out. F. S. Pear- 
son is the popular pastor. 


University of Puget Sound. 


With the reduction of about $3,000 expenses in connection with 
the University of Puget Sound it looks as though we shall be able to 
run the school successfully. This reduction in expense has been made 
without any detriment to the teaching force of the school. There has 
been a growing determination on the part of the trustees to run the 
school within the limits of its income. We believe we have now reach- 
ed the point where we shall be able to give much more encouraging 
reports in general. I am informed by those who have been on the 
field that the outlook for the present is very encouraging, more so even 
than last year. The endowment is progressing slowly but surely. This 
is the one absolute essential to its ultimate success. 


We have a Ladies’ Aid on nearly every charge on the district. I 
wish to say that it would be impossible to carry on the work in many 
of the charges were it not for their help. In some places they raise 
one-fourth as much as the pastor is paid. The W. F. M. S. and W. H. 
M. S. are in evidence in a goodly number of places and they are both 
doing good work, both at home and abroad for Christ and the Kingdom. 


The Conference W. H. M. S. is doing a splendid work in Tacoma in 
conducting a school for Italian children. They have a building rented 
for this purpose and a regular teacher employed. They have pur- 
chased lots with a view to the erection of a building of their own in 
which they would be able to do much better work. An Italian pastor 
would be a great asset to this work at this time. C. B. Sears, our 
Conference Sunday School Superintendent, is doing excellent work. 
He has been of special help to me this year in and around Morton, 
where I asked him to go and see what could be done in the line of or- 
ganizing some new schools. All of the schools on the district use our 
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literature save one. I believe there is no better Sabbath School litera- 
ture on the market than that issued. by the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


The Epworth Leagues are proving to be sources of instruction 
and inspiration, yet this is true: there is not the life and enthusiasm 
that one might desire, and would naturally look for, from this class 
which form such an important part in our church life. In some cases 
a timidity, in others a disinterestedness, while in some a noticeable 
lack of preparation of the lesson that is necessary to make it interest- 
ing to member and friend. Nevertheless, I am bound to say that after 
visiting every League on the district, at different times in the year, I 
am proud of our young people. They are loyal to our doctrines and 
discipline. 

We have on the district a goodly number of Junior Leagues. There 
ought to be one in every charge. Personally I wish that every pastor 
would go home from this Conference determined to organize one 
wherever possible. There are a few men on the district said to be 
“retired,” but these are as active as ever in every good work. The 
Rev. W. M. Ludwick has served the Firwood charge for the last three 
months with great acceptability. Others have helped when asked to 
do so. God bless the veteran of the Christian ministry and give him 
grace to finish his work with joy. 

The Parliament of Benevolence, held in the Northwest, was un- 
doubtedly an inspiration to many of our laymen as well as the min- 
isters. This information and inspiration we endeavored to carry to 
the extremes of the district. The district was divided into ten sub- 
districts with an experienced pastor over each. The statistics will 
throw some light upon the ultimate success of the scheme. This should 
be said: I have at no similar gathering at any time heard such masterly 
presentation of the subject, or so well an arranged program. From the 
opening of the Parliament to the close it was carried forward with a 
dignity that becometh our great church. 


I have reason to believe the benevolences will exceed the amount 
given last year, and, if so, they will be larger than any year in the 
history of the district. Of one thing I am fully convinced: no scheme 
‘equals the “Duplex Envelope” for the gathering of the benevolences. 


There is a disposition in some of the churches to cut preachers 
salaries, and the pity of this is that it is most seen where the church 
is best able to pay. There are reasons for this, and one is this: A god- 
less so-called “Socialism” is spreading over this Western country and 
it is striking its roots deep and spreading its cancerous growth so wide 
that it seriously effects the church because it singles it out as a special 
target at which to fire. 


Revivals have been held in most of the charges with favorable re- 
sults. In most cases the pastor has been his own Evangelist. HEvery 
Methodist preacher should have enough zeal for the Kingdom; deter- 
mination to better the condition of his people; ambition to build up 
his charge and faith enough in the Gospel to make him a Stationed 
EKyvangelist. 


Personally, I am thankful to God for having enjoyed excellent 
health. I have kept every engagement. The preachers have been ex- 
ceedingly kind in their treatment of me. I have had the best in the 
land. The hardships are unworthy of mention when compared with 
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pleasures that have been mine. I desire to close with that which seem 
to me ought to be said in reference to this particular district. There 
are men who are desirous to come to Tacoma for the education of their 
children in the University of Puget Sound. Only a few can be accom- 
modated. This causes disappointment and, sometimes, hard feeling. 
It cannot be helped. Then, for other reasons, there are those who elect 
their residence in that city, and feel that they must have a charge 
within its bounds. This also has its limits. The impossible cannot be 
done. I wish that I could help more of the brethren along these lines, 
but it is impossible. In addition to this, there are students galore who 
want charges to help pay their expenses through school and these de- 
serve some consideration at our hands. Wherever such pastoral visit- 
ing is impossible and this is very unsatisfactory. These things add 
to the problems of the district in no small measure, but I am sure the 
brethren see these things and are in full sympathy with the situation. 
Frankness has been the word that has governed between laymen, 
preachers and district superintendent throughout the year, and I am 
here to declare that it produces the best results and often avoids seri- 
ous friction. To God be all the glory. Respectfully submitted,

VANCOUVER DISTRICT 


Spencer S. Sulliger, Superintendent 


At the date of writing this, every report I have received indicates 
a very decided advance over last year. In many cases the advance 
has been made despite decidedly unfavorable conditions. 

Many very important and extensive improvements have been made 
on churches and parsonages, thus adding to the comfort of those who 
live in the parsonages, and better equipping the churches for mod- 
ern work. 

The preliminary arrangements have been made for the erection of 
a modern and beautiful church at Ocean Park. Mr. J. E. Hazeltine, an 
honored laymen of Portland, has generously offered to give the lot, 
100x100 ft. and $1,250, provided an additional $1,250 is raised. The 
building of this church will mean very much to our people at this 
beautiful summer resort. The pastor, Rev. C. H. Cowdy, is after 
that $1,250. 

Nestling among the great trees on the north hills of the Columbia 
River, and so located that it can be seen for miles, is our beautiful 
new church at Oak Point. At the dedication we had the pleasure of 
the presence of the Rev. Dr. John Flinn, who preached a sermon that 
for clear thinking and physical earnestness gave no indication of his 
96 years of life. Due to the faithful work of the pastor, Rev. Alfred 
Bates, not one dollar of debt is on the church. 

Due to the work of the pastor, Rev. J. H. Geoghegan, and the sacri- 
fice of his people, a new parsonage is being built at Felida. It will be 
completed soon after Conference. 

A new parsonage at La Center, started by a former pastor, has 
been completed by the present pastor, Rev. HB. G. Smurr, and his 
people. 

I dedicated a very neat new church at Maple Grove, and not one 
dollar was needed to be raised on debt. The Rev. Dr. Thomas EK. El- 
liott, superintendent of Tacoma District, did a most brotherly act by 
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giving of his time to come and preach the dedicatory sermon. The peo- 
ple were well pleased. The pastor, Rev. P; H. Raymond, had every 
detail of the service for the dedication carefully arranged. 

A beautiful and modern church is under construction at Washougal. 
The illness of the faithful pastor, Rev. W. E. Rossman, prevented us 
having an “opening day” before Conference. When completed this will 
be one of the most modern and best churches on the district. 

The Duplex Envelope Plan of finance was adopted by the District 
Ministerial and Laymen’s Association and will be used by almost every 
charge on the district next year. Some have used the plan this year 
and all with good results. 

Revivals have been held on almost every preaching point on the 
district and the results were very satisfactory. The preachers in 
charge have given careful attention to getting into the church those 
who professed conversion. The converts have been urged to unite 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church or some other Evangelical church 
and have not been left outside to become the prey of religious crankism 
and tramp preachers. We lose hundreds of new converts every year 
because they are not taught that the highest type of New Testament 
experience is a cardinal doctrine of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and that no one need become a Holy Roller, Nazarine, Apostolic Faith 
devotee, or unite with any other church or organization, in order to 
find people who are “filled with all the fullness of God.” We have 
given prayer and work to the keeping of members in the church, rather 
than to getting them out. And this despite their weakness or way- 
wardness. The rule we have followed has been that we bear as much 
and work as hard to keep a member in the Church as we did to get 
him in. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies have done excellent work, and have not 
only paid for many needed improvements on churches and parsonages 
and made it possible for more than one preacher to have a comfortable 
support, tfit have led in revival work and in visiting. 

The Woman’s Home Missionary Society and the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society have each many faithful and devoted women and 
are doing a great work. The Woman’s Home Missionary Society de- 
serves great credit for its holy warfare against the abnominable doc- 
trines of the Mormon church, which same organization deceives many 
under the name of Latter Day Saints, reorganized or otherwise. 

While we have had some serious illness, death has visited only 
one parsonage during the year. The twin daughter of Brother and 
Sister Chappell, Gray’s River, tarried only four weeks with them. 

Preachers and laymen, have been enthusiastically loyal to the Pa- 
cific Christian Advocate, the University of Puget Sound, the Deaconess 
work, the Temperance Society of our Church and its gifted and courage- 
ous General Secretary, the Rev. Dr. Clarence True Wilson. Our people 
have liberally supported the Children’s Home Finding Society and the 
Anti-Saloon League. Every foot of territory in Vancouver District, 
except nine towns, is without the blighting, degrading influence of the 
saloon. Cowlitz County has not a legalized saloon in it. 

Following up and conserving the results, the Parliament of Reli- 
gion, held in Tacoma and Seattle, the district was divided in seven 
groups. Dr. Parker, of India, and Dr. Brewster, of China, were secured, 
and these choice men of God, together with the preachers, held serv- 
ices in almost every preaching point on the district. I know of no 
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greater work done, nor one that helped more in bringing the good re- 
sults of the year than these services. 


Whether the writer, or some better man, be superintendnet of 
Vancouver District next year, two very important lines of work will 
be most vigorously pushed: 

First—The proper observance of Sunday School Rally Day. I 
have never known of more effective work than that which is being 
done now by almost every Sunday School on the district. Much of 
this is due to the faithful work of the Rev. C. B. Sears, Conference 
superintendent of Sunday. Schools. ; 

Second—The Epworth Leagues are to push hard the work of 
“Win My Chum” week, with due attention given to the meetings that 
preceed and follow that week. In the history of the Epworth League, 
nothing of greater importance has ever been launched than “Win My 
Chum” week. And in this work it is palnned to use the Junior League. 
I have given careful attention to this most important department of 
League work, and am sure that its greatest need is superintendents of 
devotion and ability to work with children. 

It is not easy to analyze and explain results of ministerial life. 
But after seventeen years given to district work in the Puget Sound 
Conference, I discover, by very careful investigation, that statistical 
and spiritual results come most frequently to preachers who are good 
pastors, i. e., Those who intelligently and lovingly win the hearts of 
their people by personal visitation. I declare that I know of no better 
way to win souls than to wear out soles. I wish that some of the 
splendid Methodist preachers I have had such delightful association 
with during the past years would study more the Gospel of Touch. It 
is written of the healing of the leper: “Jesus put forth his hand and 
touched him.” And the leprosy of sin; and the despondency of crushed 
hopes; and the heartache of sorrow have no other cure save the touch 
of love! The most distinctively all-around successful preachers I have 
known have been men who were great pastors. Many of them were 
not pulpit stars, but they were men of God, who did not talk to others . 
about the defects of their members, but spent their morning hours in 
the study and some hours of the afternoon and evening in personal 
touch with the teeming, throbbing world of toilers. I count it great 
pleasure and profit to me that I have been associated this year on 
Vancouver District with many of such men. 

Many other items and men are deserving of special mention in this 
report, but I can do no better than to close with the words I used one 
year ago: 

“T would be glad, if time permitted, to mention many persons and 
places connected with the good work done this year. But there is One 
who keeps a better record, and is more impartial in His commendation, 
than the writer. He knows of the heroic, unselfish and faithful work 
done by preachers and laymen, and I am sure He has long ago spoken, 
in His own blessed way, the words that far excel and I could write or 
speak. I have tried to be faithful in my words of appreciation this 
year, but I am glad that the splendid preachers and layment of Van- 
couver district care more about having the work of the Church well 
done than to see their names in print. I am under persona lobligation 
to preachers and laymen for many kindnesses and favors, without 
nue I could not have done my work and for which I am not able 
O repay.” 
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Reports of Committees 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


God does not approve of any plan which tends to keep his children 
in ignorance. The Church owes it to her youth to make possible the 
development of their God-given faculties. Towards this end the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church has ever striven. Born in a university she has 
endeavored throughout her entire history to make ample provisions 
for the education and training of her youth. There is today as great, 
if not a greater need, for denominational schools than ever before in 
the history of the country. It is of supreme importance that our church 
build great and enduring institutions of learning on this Pacific Coast 
and that here in the Northwest there shall be a Unversity second to 
none among the denominational schools of our land. It is eminently 
fitting that this Conference give recognition of more than casual charac: 
ter to this most important question. 


University of Puget Sound. 


We desire to renew our former pledges of loyalty and assure those 
in charge that the University will receive our cordial and hearty sup- 
port during the coming Conference year. 


We are highly gratified to learn from the report of President Zel- 
ler, that the present school year has just opened with the largest en- 
rollment of new students in its history. In the past three years the at- 
tendance in the College of Liberal Arts has more than doubled. At 
the same time there has been a most gratifying and growing improve- 
ment in the personel of the student body. It augurs well for the future 
of Methodism when our best and most determined and sober-minded 
young people seek out the places of learning and set themselves to the 
task of thorough preparation for their life work. 


It is our conviction that this University of Puget Sound is needed 
in this section of our great Northwest. Many a worthy and competent 
young man or young woman, who, without it would never have oppor- 
tunity for college training of any sort, may here find the help they need 
and the preparation that fits them for more efficient service. 
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We record it as our judgment that the Methodism of this section 
should put itself behind and under this, the only Methodist school in 
the State of Washington, and see to it that such moral and financial 
support is furnished as will put it into the very front rank of the ed- 
ucational institutions of our Church. 


We commend Dr. J. C. Zeller, the retiring Presindent, for his 
faithfulness and enthusiasm; for the energy and etfort he has given to 
the University during the past four years, and assure him of our best 
wishes and prayers for his success in whatever field he may find his 
future work. 


Your Committee makes the following recommendations: 


First—The churches of Puget Sound Conference be asked to 
give $1.00 per member for four consecutive years, of which amount 
fifty cents per member shall be paid within sixty days after the ad- 
journment of Conference and the balance on or before June 1st of each 
year. 


Second—That the Secretary call the roll of the Conference, each 
member answering definitely whether or not he will do his utmost to 
secure from the church he serves as pastor full compliance with the 
above plan. 


Third—That our District Superintendents upon their first visita- 
tion of the churches, or as soon thereafter as practicable, hold educa- 
tional anniversaries in the interest of the debt-raising and endowment 
campaign. 


Fourth—That the members of the Conference subscribe to a fund 
of $15,000, which fund shall be known as the “Puget Sound Conference 
Endowment Fund,” each subscription bearing interest at five per cent 
per annum after date of maturity. All subscriptions shall be paid in 
1, 2, 3, 4 and five years, according to the pleasure and convenience of 
the donors. Subscriptions already made to the endowment of the Uni- 
versity by members of the Conference shall be regarded as part of this 
fund. 


Following the adoption of the above items, it was moved by E. 
M. Hill that the Chairman of the Committee on Education, Dr. A. W. 
Leonard, be requested to correspond with the Secretary of the Board 
of Education urging a careful investigation into the needs of the 
University of Puget Sound with a view to a more active support of this 
institution by that Board. 


Report of President Board of Trustees, University of Puget Sound. 


The time has come for another report from your servants, into 
whose hands you have committed the affairs of the University of Pu- 
get Sound. In considering the matters set forth in this report I beg 
you to look beyond the immediate present and assume some of the re- 
sponsibilities of determining just what the future of our school shail 
be. While relying upon our kind Heavenly Father for counsel and gui- 
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dance through His Holy Spirit, let us remember that He is relying up- 
on us for dentinite and positive action, and in whatever is decided upon 
let the first consideration be the advancement of His cause. In mak- 
ing this report I have tried to be neither optimistic nor pessimistic but 
to place before you the bare facts and if the situation is either encour- 
aging or discouraging the cause must be found in the facts themselves. 

The past year has been one of struggle. The present chaotic mone- 
tary condition has rendered the task of financing the work of the 
university especially difficult, and this has been somewhat augmented 
by the failure of some of our churches to meet amounts asked of them 
at your hands. That we have been able to come to the end of the year 
with the school running is due to the self sacrificing loyalty of the 
faculty and the forbearance of our creditors, and even with these con- 
cessions we have been able to meet the salaries of the faculty for a lit- 
tle more than one-half of the year. Plans have been made to reduce 
expenses for the next year, but such reduction will not avail to meet 
the demands unless more of our churches meet the apportionment of 
fifty cents per member. I find it hard to square our present condition 
and plans for the immediate future with my own ideas of honesty and 
integrity and I am tempted to say that unless the demand for a de- 
nominational schools in this section is sufficient to insure its support 
and permanency it would better be discontinued. We cannot insist 
that our teachers instruct our pupils in the principles of honesty when 
we have shown ourselves dishonest in meeting our obligations to them. 
We should at once have at least $10,000 to meet pressing obligations, 
created in the maintenance of the school and not as the result of any 
extravagance, and an effort should be made to relieve the school from 
its present burden of debt. A full statement of the financial condition 
of the school will be found in the report of the Financial Secretary 
filed with your body. 

The university has never had so high a place among the education- 
-al institutions of our section as it occupies today. The class of work 
done has never been better. The personal of the student body has 
never been of a higher character. The opportunities for service have 
never been more numerous. With the probable withdrawal from Ta- 
coma of Whitworth College it seems that our claim for support from 
our people both within and without Tacoma, has never been more 
justified. 

Our endowment fund has been augumented during the past year 
to some extent, but at the present rate of securing subscriptions we 
will not be able to meet the conditions placed by some of our larger 
subscribers and complete the endowment by November 1, 1914. If 
in your judgment we are to continue in the work then every Metho- 
dist must be put under the load. None of our Methodist membership 
must be permitted to escape bearing a fair share of the burden. Pas- 
tors and people together can and ought to make it go. Neither class 
alone can or will make it go without the leadership and encourage- 
ment of the other. May I not beseech you that such action as may be 
taken at this session of the Conference be much more than a pro forma 
disposition of the matter? This period in the life of the school is crit- 
ical, and it will either convalesce or die very soon. Will you not pray 
and work for rapid convalescence?

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BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Church does not fully comprehend the rapidly enlarging 
scope of the work actually done by the Board of Education under the 
legislation of the last two General Conferences. The Children’s Day 
Loan Fund, the administration of which was formerly the chief con- 
cern of the Board, is of increasing value and was never more worthy 
of our contributions. It continues to aid more than two thousand stu- 
dents a year. But important as it is, it at present stands as only one 
of a number of equally important activities. 

The Board of Education now directs and supports the Mission 
Schools among the mountaineers of the South, a work certainly worthy 
cf the liberality of. our people. In addition the Board is striving to aid 
our Methodist’ Colleges, Universities and secondary schools to meet 
the ever increasing financial burdens incident to maintaining the high- 
er degree of educational efficiency demanded by modern conditions. 
A few grants in aid have been made; more would be if the Board had 
the funds. But more helpful even than this has been the policy of the 
Board, which during the last school year has placed the experience and 
personal aid of its Secretary and others under his direction at the 
service of our schools, in the actual work of counseling, inspiring, 
publicizing, organizing and assisting in manifold ways in the cam- 
paigns which have actually saved several of them from disaster, all 
this as a rule without expense to the institutions. This personal aid 
and sympathetic co-operation) has ‘been more valuable than gifts of 
money, but if could be accompanied by small conditional gifts which 
would inspire local effort, it would be worth still more. 


The assistance rendered our institutions through the literature of 
the Board, notably the “Christian Student,” through the advice and co- 
operation of men of wide educational experience, through its teachers’ 
bureau and through its efforts in co-operation with the Commission on 
Evangelism to promote the moral and religious care of Methodist 
young people in all institutions of learning, entitles the Board of Ed- 
ucation to the increasing consideration of our people and ought to 
indicate to us the need of raising the collection of this Board in full. 


Our local institutions are needy. The plan of unifying the Public 
Educational Collection and directing eighty per cent to the local in- 
stitutions and twenty per cent to the Board of Education should be 
made effective. It ought to be taken for granted that we should aim 
to have no deficit in the part of that collection provided for our Con- 
ference institutions. In view of the large amount of work carried on 
by the Board of Education, the twenty per cent allowed by the Com- 
mission on Finance, which if raised without deficit in all the charges 
would. only amount $135,000 for the year, would seem to be a very mea- 
ger sum for that Board. In view of all the facts, the urgent request 
that we try to raise that collection in full for the coming year seems 
reasonable. 

However, with the pressing financial condition of our local col- 
lege, your Committee on Education recommends that the Annual Con- 
ference request the Board of Education to refund the twenty per cent 
forwarded to the Board from our educational collection. 
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Schools of Theology. 


We commend to our young men our schools of theology, prepared 
as they are to better equip the young man for his work. The Boston 
University School of Theology has added three new chairs, with Doc- 
tors Ward, Brewster and Shannon as their occupants. 

Drew Theological Seminary has strengthened her teaching force 
by the additions of Doctors Hannon and McMullen and the construc- 
tion of a splendid new building. 

Garrett Biblical Institute has likewise been keeping pace with two 
new men added to her force. 

Iliff and Kimball Schools of Theology are increasing in the nuin- 
ber of their students and in the efficiency of their work. 


Seattle Bible Training School. 


We take pleasure in noting that the Seattle Bible Training School 
has completed another successful year, under the principalship of Miss 
Anna M. Cady. The faculty consists of four resident teachers, and a 
number of non-resident lectures. Hight young women were gradu- 
atel last June, six taking up the Deaconess work, two that of nurse. 
The receipts for the past year approximated $4,500.00 

Let our pastors bring to the attention of the young women in their 
respective charges the opportunity here afforded of training for ser- 
vice.

SUNDAY SCHOOL REPORT. 


The General Conference has made the Board of Sunday Schools 
responsible for the general oversight of all Sunday School interests 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Since 1908 its missionaries have 
started over fifteen hundred new Sunday Schools, from which more 
than four hundred churches have been organized and one hundred 
fifty-five church buildings have been erected at a value of $297,750.00. 
For each $100,000 spent upon its extension work the Board of Sunday 
Schools has organized ten Sunday Schools and two and seven-tenths 
churches; building one church building and returning $2,050.00 in prop- 
erty values to the church. The Board of Sunday Schools has answer- 
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ed over three thousand calls for aid and provided lesson helps in whole 
or in part for more than one hundred thousand scholars, at a cost of 
over $30,000 since 1908. It has expended more than $50,000 in its work 
in the foreign fields the past five years. In addition to making 
grants of literature and supplies, it is now supporting Sunday School 
missionaries in Germany, Sweden, Norway and Japan. It is also send- 
ing a representative to China, and will send others to Korea, India 
and South America, Africa and the Phillipines, as soon as the men aud 
means can be found for the work. Under the leadership of the Board 
of Sunday Schools the church has witnessed one of the most remark- 
able awakenings in its history. Since 1900 more than nine hundred 
thousand have been added to our Sunday Schools, eight hundred thous- 
and scholars have been converted, and nearly three million dollars 
have been given to missions by the Sunday Schools of the church. 
These results represent an achievement unparalleled in the history 
of the Sunday School movement. No Board has rendered a greater 
service in the church in its brief history, and none faces a greater op- 
portunity in the future. These fields must be occupied or our church 
has failed in her duty to the people. We earnestly appeal to every 
charge to raise at least its full apportionment for the Board of Sunday 
Schools. Every dollar we invest in childhood and youth will return 
to us a thousand fold in the years that are to be. 


The Sunday Schools must recruit the church. The youth must 
enter the service and be trained for the work of the church. 


Therefore, we recommend that (first) special effort be made to get 
the adults of our church and committees to attend Sunday School. 
Children and youths cannot make the ideal Sunday School. . (Second) 
In pursuance of this idea we recommend the Organized Adult Bible 
Class be made the FEATURE CLASS of the Sunday School. (Third) 
We deplore the lack of real concientious preparation for the sacred 
work of unfolding God’s word to the plastic minds of our children. 
Our Sunday School teachers are not responsive to the spirit’s demands 
of a soul responsibility to their class. (Fourth) We believe that not 
only are Trained Teachers a desired condition in the Sunday School, 
but an absolute necessity. 


We recommend the thorough and comprehensive literature of our 
Board of Sunday Schools, and wish to emphasize the use of this liter- 
ature as well as its careful perusal. The committee recommends heart- 
ily the services of our Brother Charles B. Sears, as our Superintendent 
of Sunday Schools, and respectfully request the Bishop to reappoint 
him to this office.

Superintendent of Sunday Schools. 


I wish first to express my thanks to our Heavenly Father, who has 
given me health and strength throughcut the year, and to my breth- 
ren in the ministry, and out of it, who have so kindly assisted me, 


In order to be as brief as possible, I will first report. my work un- 
der three heads, and then give the results of some observations and 
suggestions for the good of the work. 
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Field Work. 


Places visited this year, 98; Sunday Schools organized, 25; Sunday 
Schools re-organized, 10; places assisted with free literature, 28; 
number of weak schools helped by one day’s meeting or more,4; plac- 
es where I have done preliminary work looking towards organization, 
12; revival meetings held preparatory to organizing new schools, 9; 
days spent in revival meetings, 75; Conversions and reclamations in 
meetings, 8; calls made at homes, 369; sermons preached, 92; addres- 
ses given, 10; new churches built where the Board of Sunday Schools 
has done preliminary work, built this year, 3; collections taken outside 
of the churches, in the field, $45.91; travelling expenses, postage, etc., 
$320.41. 


Educational Work. 


The Board has directed me in the work of organization so fully 
this year that I have had but little time to give to the work of educat- 
tion, and building up schools already organized. I have, however, done 
some work along this line. In September, immediately after Confer- 
ence, I joined with denominational workers of the three leading 
churches besides our own, in Western Washington, in a Teachers’ 
Training Institute, giving a week each to Seattle and Tacoma. Quite 
a number of fine Teacher Training Classes grew out of this work, 
in which we were ably assisted by our local workers of both cities, 
and in May I was requested to prepare a Teachers’ Training Program 
for the Washington Chautauqua, which met in Bellingham in July. 
This I did, but the results were not what we expected owing to var- 
ious causes over which we had no control. 


I have delivered addresses in churches as often as possible and 
otherwise assisted by correspondence schools in Teachers’ Training 
and Adult Bible Class Work. 


Following the Parliaments, I had booklets calculated to be of as- 
sistance to the Sunday Schools sent out to the teams going to the lo- 
cal churches, so that every charge migh’ be reached with some help- 
ful suggestion for the good of the Sunday Schools. 


Sunday School Survey Work. 


My survey work this year has been extensive, rather than inten- 
sive, as it was last year. The Home Mission Council has offered a fine 
opportunity to survey the unoccupied territory and get the field seg- 
regated and assigned to the different denominations. As one of the 
members of this Council, I have given considerable time to the work 
of assigning territory, and compiling the results so that they are avail- 
able for future use. Our church has fared well in the assignment. 
Three hundred and eighteen placs were assigned to us, this being more 
than two-thirds of the whole number assigned. Quite a number of 
these places are already occupied, but a large number await our com- 
ing. We shall be able to occupy them as soon as we can find workers 
to care for them, and pastors to preach to them once in a while. 
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Observations and Suggestions. 


The Organized Adult Bible Class movement is not taking hold of 
the Conference as rapidly as I wish it were. Our Sunday Schools last 
year reported one hundred and forty-four Organized Adult Bible Clas- 
ses, but I am constrained to believe from my observations this year, 
that a large number of those reported as organized were simply adult 
classes, such as every well regulated school has. To come under the 
head of Organized Adult Bible Classes, the classes must have the prop- 
er officers and committees and be recognized by the Board of Sunday 
Schools. I have kept close watch of the schools reporting at Chicago 
for recognition, and have seen but very few, if any, reporting from the 
Puget Sound Conference. 

The Graded Lessons are not being introduced as rapidly as they 
should be, considering the great advantage they are to any school 
making intelligent use of them. If we would keep abreast of the times 
in the matter of religious education, we must speedily introduce these 
lessons into our schools; I do not mean that we should make undue 
haste in installing them in all classes, but that we make haste in be- 
ginning with them. Uness the teachers are trained or are above the 
average in intelligence as a body, it is best to introduce them into 
the elementary grades at first, ard let them work through the school 
by promotions. 


Teacher Training. 


I am glad to note that some real progress is being made in the 
work of Teacher Training. One hundred and sixty-seven persons were 
taking Teacher Training last year. I am sure that a large number are 
taking these studies this year. Several good classes have been fori- 
ed this year. The class of greatest importance in the Sunday School 
is the Normal Class, made up of the young people who are permitted 
to take up the Teacher Training studies in the regular session of the 
Sunday School. Such a class should be maintained by all means in ev- 
ery school where it is possible. 


Sunday School Day. 

The last Sunday in October, by action of the General PGeteecsues: 
(Paragraph 467-6) or such other Sunday as may be more convenient, 
is to be observed as Sunday School Day. The collection for the Board 
of Sunday Schools is to be taken in the Sunday School and forwarded 
to the Board immediately therafter. The Board has prepared a fine 
program, entitled “Comrades of the Cross,” to be used in this service 
and I hope that every pastor will make immediate preparation for Rai- 
ly Day. 


Standardization of the Sunday Schools. 


But few of our Sunday Schools are up to the standard required 
for Sunday Schools in our denomination. I wish to call attention to ac- 
tion of the last General Conference on the standard for organization, 
as recorded in the Discipline, Par. 463-3. It is desirable that we bring 
our Sunday Schools up to the standard as rapidly as possible for the 
good of the Sunday Schools.

The Seattle Deaconess Home Association and Bible Training 
School continue their successful work, maintain a high type of spirit- 
ual life and give their students the practice as well as the precepts for 
efficient Christian service. 


For some time there has been urgent need for a larger building for 
the Training School, and with this end in view a new site, 100x120 
feet, in the north part of Seattle, has been purchased for $2000, one- 
half of which has been paid and there is on hand $200 cash and an 
equity in a lot donated by Mr. L. J. Sprengle, to apply on the $1000 due 
in three years. 


The Seattle Deaconess Settlement is in labors abundant amidst a 
population: where at least twelve nationalities are represented. They 
have departments of work for men and women, clubs for boys and 
girls, kindergarten and sewing school for children, and Sunday School 
and evening services for all. 


So far this work has been conducted in a rented. house and tent. 
A start has been made in gathering funds to purchase ground and 
erect a building. 


The Snohomish County Orphanage at Everett, has made a good 
record under Deaconess management during the past two years. Their 
building is over crowded, having 39 inmates at present, and some have 
been turned away on account of having no more room. The financial 
obligations are all paid and this institution continues to grow in favor 
with the people. We commend this work to our churches.

Whereas, a mighty wave of reform, in gathering power is sweep- 
ing over the country, and 

Whereas, the victory is not won but calls for increased efforts, your 
committee commends: 


Temperance. 


That this conference heartily support the Temperance Society of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in all its work and note with approval 
the increase in the collection of the conference for the Society and 
urge a continued support of this interest. 

We commend to the women of our Church the W. C. T. U. as a 
distinctively Christian field of co-operation with women of other de- 
nominations in their efforts toward temperance reform and civic bet- 
terment. 

We endorse the Anti-Saloon League and pledge our active support 
in the campaign for state-wide prohibition in 1914. We herewith place 
in nomination N. M. Temple and T. J. McQueen as trustees of the 
Anti-Saloon League. We also request that the Bishop appoint two 
delegates to the Jubilee Convention of the Anti-Saloon League of 
America, in Columbus, Ohio, November 10th to 13th, 1913. 

In view of the fact that the men of the army and navy are not 
on the heart of the Christian public as they should be, and yet these 
men are subject to exceptional temptations and soul peril, we urge 
that prayers be made in their behalf in public assemblies, and that we 
approve all steps toward a more sympathetic and systematic supervi- 
sion of the Chaplains of the army and navy and their work. And that 
we commend the movement which seeks to remove the appointment 
of Chaplains wholly from politics. 

That we commend the work of the National Reform Association 
in its endeavor to restore the Bible in the public schools, to secure the 
proper observance of the Lord’s Day, and the enactment of Manat 
divorce laws. 

We recommend that a representative be appointed froth this con- 
ference on the Inter-Denominational Peace Committee of the Pacific 
Coast Churches which is actively behind a movement looking toward 
the abolishment of war and the establishment of a permanent court to’ 
which oppressed peoples may apply for justice.

It 
ought to be a weekly visitor in every Methodist home. ‘

of literature giving information on the various enterprises of the 
church. 

Considering the fact that so much cheap and misleading literature 
is being distributed among our people, we recommend that our pas- 
tors use every effort to interest our people in the thoroughly whole- 
some and religious works put out by our book concern.

CITY EVANGELISM. 


The four largest cities within the bounds of the Puget Sound Con- 
ference, namely, Tacoma, Seattle, Everett and Bellingham, represent 
more than half the population of Western Washington. These cities 
which are rapidly increasing in population and filling up with foreign 
speaking people, together with the expected great influx of foreigners 
after the opening of the Panama Canal, present a very complex situa- 
tion for successful evangelization. Hence the urgent need of an ag- 
gressive, well defined plan for this most important work. 

We, the appointed committee, therefore recommend: 

First—That city missionary work be organized with an efficient 
leader in all churches wherein there are at least three Methodist Epis- 
copal churches according to the provisions of the Discipline. 

Second—That we commend the work of the city Evangelization 
Unions of Seattle and Tacoma, the Settlement Work of the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society of Tacoma, and Japanese work of Seattle, 
and the Deaconess Settlement work of Seattle. 

Third—That the city evangelization societies extend their work 
into the suburban districts. 

Fourth—That the following amounts be requested of the General 
Committee of the Board of Home Missions and Church Extensions 
for this work: Seattle City Evangelization Union, $1500.00; Tacoma 
Evangelization Union, $1000.00. 

Fifth—That we heartily approve the tentative arrangements made 
by the Seattle City Evangelization Union in securing an Italian pastor 
for the Italian work in Seattle and Tacoma, and that we earnestly re- 
quest the appropriation of One Thousand ($1000.00) Dollars for Seat- 
tle and Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for Tacoma, from the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension for the support of this work.

The Washington Children’s Home Society. 

This is a state-wide, non-sectarian, child-welfare agency, which 
under the laws of the state rescues children from abuse and neglect, 
occupying the place of a Humane Society or Society for the prevention 
of cruelty to children. 

Federated with thirty-two other states it has acquired a national 
reputation for efficiency and the standard of excellency of the work 
it does for the dependent children of the state. 

Besides 2367 children placed in acceptable Christian homes for 
adoption, a well organized aid department has found temporary board 
for hundreds of children, some of them bereft of parents, others be- 
cause the child was mentally or physically unfit to be received for 
adoption, and a large number of children» have received such medical, 
surgical and dental care as would help them to the normal environ- 
ment every child ought to have. 


We most heartily commend this blessed Christian philanthropy 
and will give cordial welcome to the representatives of the Washington 
Children’s Home Society in the rescue and care of needy children.

In checking the delinquents of the charges which failed to pro- 
rate the claim for the Episcopal Fund on each district, we arrive at 
the following facts: That sixty charges failed to pro-rate for Episcopal 
Fund and Conference Claimants’. 5

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BIBLE AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Your Committee appointed one year ago on the work of forward- 
ing the plan of bringing about the use of the Bible in the public schools 
of the State of Washington, beg to submit the following for your con- 
sideration: 


In considering the greatness of the volume of work to be accom- 
plished in bringing about this needed change in the relation of the 
Bible to the public schools of this state, very little has been done and 
the progress made is not as great as we would be pleased to report 
to this body at this time. 


We find that too many of our young men and women, who, though 
. graduates of our common and high schools, are lacking in part or en- 
tirely in Bible Knowledge. Many of whom seldom or never attend 
our Sunday Schools. We also find that teachers in the public schools 
of this state would rejoice in the privilege of opening the day’s work 
in their school rooms by reading from the Word of God; also that 
the teachers in the public schools of the state are increasing rapidly 
in number and are continually becoming a more powerful agency in 
moulding and shaping the lives of our young men and women. This 
force of workers is holding the young life from the early hours of edu- 
cation and training in thé public schools to the close. Therefore, we 
stand convinced that this broad avenue of access to the Biblical 
training of our people should be utilized. 


In presenting the nature of the work done, we would submit the 
following: 


This question has been presented to five conventional bodies 
throughout the state during the year, to a large number of local W. C. 
T. U. gatherings, and to four Sunday School Conventions. A large 
‘number of sermons have been preached on this subject. Meetings on 
the part of local committees wére held in various parts of the state. 
A bill was drafted to be presented to the Legislature asking for a law 
providing for the reading of the Bible in the public schools, which 
bill for various causes, failed of presentation. 


In consideration of the work in other states of the Union and cor- 
respondence held with their workers, great benefit has come to our 
local work. 

We submit for your consideration the work of the North Dakota 
Board of Education, which under the law of the state has prepared a 
syllabus of Bible study for which one-half-credit is given to the stu- 
dent who passes the examination. 


Again, we call to your memory the law of Pennsylvania which 
makes it compulsory to read ten verses of Scripture in the opening of 
each school day. 

In both of the foregoing cases we learn that the plan works to the 
advantage of all concerned and especially to the education of the 
young people of those states. 

In conclusion we recommend that this work be most vigorously 
carried on, and a committee be continued to this end.

The spiritual ei- 
fect was contagious and all parting with many pledges to make the 
Institute a great power in the Conference. To encourage the atten- 
Gance from the fartherst points the travelling expenses of the Insti- 
tute will be pooled next year. The faculty will consist of the choicest 
leaders of the Pacific Northwest. : 

The training of our boys and girls in the essentials of the Bible 
and the church requires the most skilled and consecrated leadership. 
We therefore urge that those in charge of the Institute make careful 
plans for the training of the leaders of the Juniors. 


We heartily commend concerted preparation for, and conscientious 
observation of, ‘“Win-my-chum-week,” as suggested by General Secre- 
tary Sheridan. 


The District Conventions of the past year have been especially 
suecessful and periods of power. We heartily commend these Dis- 
trict Conventions, and urge that those who plan for them another year 
shall hold them early in the season that the summer time may be clear 
for the Conference Epworth League Institute.

We rejoice in the good work being done among foreign speaking 
people within the bounds of this Conference, and 

We believe that with the opening of the Panama Canal new and 
unparalleled opportunities and responsibilities confront the Church of 
Jesus Christ. 

We therefore recommend that our work among foreign speaking 
people be carried forward with increasing vigor and wisdom. We be- 
lieve that steps should be taken as soon as possible toward the organi- 
zation of work among the Chinese of this Coast; and 
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We heartily endorse the good work being done among the eight 
thousand Japanese in Seattle and Tacoma. 

Since the Italians are coming in increasing numbers and since 
there are already in Seattle and Tacoma over ten thousand of these 
splendid people, and since a committee appointed to inquire into the 
Italian problems of Seattle is unanimously of the opinion that the 
Methodist Episcopal Church should begin work among them at once, 
we therefore believe that we ought immediately to take up this work. 
To this end we recommend: 

First, That a trained and ordained Italian preacher be secured to 
take up work among the Italians of Seattle and Tacoma and that he 
be authorized to organize an Italian Church as soon as possible. We 
further recommend that the Board of Home Missions be asked to 
make a special appropriation of one thousand dollars for the needs 
of this work in Seattle and $500 for Tacoma.

Dear Fathers and Brethren: It is with much gratification and 
pleasure that we note the increasing interest being manifest by our 
Great Church relative to the care of their retired ministers, but it is 
with a corresponding spirit of regret that we note the fact that in our 
own conference we are compelled to make a marked reduction in the 
amounts appropriated to the needs of our veterans because of lack of 
funds. 

We desire to express our appreciation of the amount of the draft 
from the Book Concern and to urge our ministers to insist that all 
our Sunday Schools use their own literature and that our people pur- 
chase their books from the depositories of our Book Concern in order 
that its profits may be increased in the interests of the worthy veter- 
ans of our Church. 

We desire to urge upon pastors and laymen the important fact 
that the claim of the retired minister is a ministerial claim and should 
have consideration with the pastors, district superintendents and bish- 
ops claims and we urge that the pastors see that the claims are care- 
fully pro-rated according to the requirements of the discipline and 
we recommend that pastors failing to thus report shall be required 
to make up any deficiency. 

We regret that we have been compelled to reduce the annuity rate 
from $7.00 to $6.00 and pray that we may be able to restore if not in- 
crease it to that amount again next year. 

We feel that the least we can do in the interest of this great 
cause is the same as last year, namely five per cent. of the cash 
salary of the pastors not including missionary money and we so recom- 
mend.

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MEMOIRS 


WILLIAM |. COWELL. 


Rev. William I. Cowell was born in Leicestershire, England, August 
17, 1879, and died at Monroe, Washington, September 16, 1912. 

Brother Cowell had a genuine conversion early in life, and was 
always in possession of a glowing experience in the Christian life. He 
felt the call of God to the ministry and felt “Woe is me if I preach not 
the Gospel.” He came to America in July, 1901. His first pastorate 
was Berkley Springs, West Virginia, and while serving this charge he 
was married to Miss Lillian Custer. He has served the following char- 
ges in this Conference, having been transferred here from the North 
Nebraska Conference. Pe Hill, Winlock and Monroe. Brother Coweil 
was not physically strong and labored for several years under physical 
embarrassment. He was full of enthusiasm for the work of the church 
and frequently burned up his strength in over-work. He possessed the 
elements of a great preacher and would have come to great distinc- 
tion among us, had the physical been equal to his other endowments. 
He was a pronounced enemy of the saloon and kindred vices and hated 
shams. He was a spiritual man and walked with God like Enoch, 
until one day he walked through the gate of pearl into the City of 
God. 

His funeral was held in Monroe. The services were in charge of 
the District Superintendent, who was assisted by Rev. W. W. Switzer 
and Rev. W. H. W. Rees of Everett. He rests from his labors and his 
works do follow him. 


THEODORE L. DYER. 


Theodore L. Dyer was born April 16th, 1855, in Harrison County, 
Indiana. He was converted and joined the Methodist Hpiscopal Church 
at the age of fourteen. 

He was united in marriage to Clara A. Brandt on April 11, 1877. 
His residence was in Ringold County, Iowa, from 1883 until 1891, when 
he brought his family to Washington. He was admitted on trial in 
the Puget Sound Conference the same year and his itinerary was as 
follows: East Sound, 1891-2; Lopez, 1893; Friday and Roche Harbors, 
1894-7; Monroe and Sultan, 1898-9; Bothell, 1900; Shaw Memorial, 
Seattle, 1901-3; Supernumerary, 1904-5; Kennydale, 1907-9. In 1910 he 
took the Supernumerary relation, and laid down his armor July 5, 
1913, at his home in South Park, Seattle. He was ordained Deacon in 
1893 and Elder in 1896. 

Brother Dyer was distinctively a soul winner and built up his 
church membership by conversions. He met with unusual trials dur- 
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ing his ministry, but God’s grace enabled him to maintain a cheerful 
and forgiving spirit to the end. The protracted illness which preced- 
ed his death was for him a sojourn in Beulah Land and he passed 
away in triumph. Besides his bereaved wife he left five daughters and 
two sons and his last days were cheered by their presence. His aged 
mother also survives him. His body was laid to rest in Lake View Cem- 
etery, Seattle, July 7th. The funeral services were held in the Shaw 
Memorial Church. Dr. Marlatt, his District Superintendent, preached 
the memorial sermon, and a score of his fellow ministers were in the 
audience which crowded the church. 


CHARLES EASTON, 


Charles Haston, second son of Stephen O. and Eliza Haston, was 
born January 12, 1889, at Winchelsea, England. As a child he was obe- 
dient to his parents and walked not in the counsel of the ungodly. 
Converted early in life, he began to preach at the age of sixteen. For 
some time he was employed in the County Kildare, Ireland, as a paid 
evangelist. In August, 1909, he came to America and was employed 
as a supply at Edmonds, Washington. He was admitted on trial in the 
Puget Sound Conference at Centralia in 1910, and was re-appointed to 
Edmonds. On the 20th day of August of that year he was married to 
Miss Anna Collins of Rye, Sussex County, England. His next appoint- 
ment was to the Bay View charge, which he served faithfully. He 
came into the Tacoma District last September and was stationed at 
Midland and Summit. He planned to take a course in the University 
of Puget Sound, but his health failing he was brought February 
24 to the General Hospital, Tacoma, for an operation. A condition was 
revealed showing that his friends could not hope for his recovery. 
This was the cause of sincere grief on the part of his late parishioners, 
who esteemed him highly and felt deeply the absence of a trust- 
ed shepherd. After three weeks he was removed from the hospital tc 
the home of Sister, R. H. Massey, where he received the tenderest care 
of a devoted wife and sympathetic friends. After much suffering he 
died at half past five on Thursday morning, March 6, 1913. Aside from 
his wife he leaves two brothers and two sisters to mourn but not as 
those who have no hope. 

The funeral service was conducted at the First M. HB. Church, 
Tacoma, by the District Superintendent, Dr. Elliott, who preached 
the sermon from II. Cor., 4:18. Several ministerial brethren assisted 
in the impressive service and the remains were laid to rest in the Ta- 
coma Cemetery. 


ALBERT H. COOK. 


Albert Hopkins Cook was born at Haston, Pennsylvania, March 
16, 1875. He was a graduate of the Philadelphia High School, Dickin- 
son College and Drew Theological Seminary, and had completed a two- 
year post graduate course for the Doctor of Philosophy degree. 

He was admitted on trial in the Philadelphia Conference in 1907, 
and was ordained Deacon; under the Missionary Rule he was ordained 
Elder in 1909. He served charges in this Conference with great ac- 
ceptability to the people. He was looked upon as a very promising 
young man. 
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In January, 1911, he suffered a nervous breakdown and at the ses- 
sion of his Conference in the spring was granted a Supernumerary re- 
lationship and came west for his health. He improved so rapidly that 
in the fall of 1911 he was engaged by the Superintendent of the Bel- 
ingham District of the Puget Sound Conference as pastor in Evereit, 
Washington, for the organization of a new church in that city. He or- 
ganized a society on the south side of the city and a beautiful chapel 
was immediately erected. Brother Cook secured a liberal donation 
from friends and the church was named the Hopkins Memorial Church 
in memory of his grandfather, H. B. Hopkins. It also stands as a mem- 
orial to this young man who gave himself to this work. 

A strong class was organized on the north end of the city and a 
large Sunday School built up. At the time he was taken sick, he was 
seeking to secure a site for a new church building. Under his pastor- 
ate the societies and Sunday Schools grew in number and efficiency. 
He was untiring in his efforts and never spared himself. His thought 
was always of the church and the Kingdom of God and not of his own 
failing strength. Being of rather a frail constitution and of a vigorous 
mind and studious habits, it was easy for him to overtax his physical 
strength and exhaust his vital force. 

He was a good preacher and a faithful pastor. He was greatly 
beloved by nis people, and the churches are sorely afflicted by his 
death. 

He suffered a nervous and mental collapse October 16th and died 
November 17th, 1912, in the full triumphs of Christian faith. He was 
buried at Brooklyn, Washington, at the home of his sister, Mrs. F. S. 
Smith. He is survived by his father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
B. Cook, of Haston, Pennsylvania, four sisters and a brother-to mourn 
his departure. i 


MARY J. (MEEKER) POMEROY. 


Mrs. Mary J. (Meeker) Pomeroy, aged eighty-one years, six 
months and twenty-four days, the wife of Rev. Charles R. Pomeroy, 
D.D., of Chautauqua, Washington, went to sleep at noon on Friday, Ap- 
ril 25th, 19138, with her hand resting in her husband’s, just as they have 
walked together for more than sixty-six years—hand in hand, in loving 
harmony and trust, such as few lives have known. A general break- 
down of the nerve centers caused her death without conscious suffer- 
ing. 

Mrs. Pomeroy was born in Champlain, N. Y., October 2, 1832. 
Charles Pomeroy, aged seventeen, and Mary Meeker, aged fifteen, met 
as pupils in the old Troy Conference Academy at Poultney, Vt., 
and were then and there betrothed. Upon graduation seven years ia- 
ter they were married. Nine years ago last December they celebrated 
their golden wedding at Chautauqua. Their only child, Charles Pome- | 
roy, resides in Chicago, Illinois. 

Mrs. Pomeroy spent most of her life in educational work, and so 
came in contact with hundreds of pupils, who revere her memory. 
Her influence for. good cannot be estimated in this world. Eternity 
only will show the result. An artist, a lover of nature and of humanf 
kind, she seemed an embodiment of the true, the beautiful and the 
good. Not of an emotional nature, her religious life was constant, 
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even and influential. Shortly before she passed away, she tried to sing 
“Nearer My God to Thee.” 

Dr. and Mrs. Pomeroy came to Washington in 1888. Both for a 
time were actively connected with the old Puget Sound University. 
They were always earnest workers in the Chautauqua educational 
movement form its inception. 

The funeral services, conducted by the pastor, Rev. J. HE. Milligan, 
assisted by Rev. A. N. Smith, pastor of the Presbyterian Church, Vash- 
on, were largely attended, the aged saint and the child sympatheti- 
cally joining in the service. As St. John heard, so hear we a voice 
saying, “Write, Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from hence- 
forth; yea, saith the spirit, that they may rest from their labors; and 
their works do follow them.”

SCHULTZ.—Catherine Caroline Goetz was born in Allegheny City, 
Pennsylvania, November 17, 1877.

C. Schultz, December 23, 1897, at Moorefield, Nebraska. In the year 
1900 they moved to Ferndale, Washington, where they resided until 
Brother Schultz entered the ministry in 1909, being admitted on trial 
in the Puget Sound Annual Conference.

Seattle, Washington, September 9, 1914. 


Opening.—The Puget Sound Annual Conference of the Methodist

nine o’clock a. m., Bishop Richard J. Cooke, presiding.

J. W. Robinson led in prayer. Bishop Cooke, assisted by Bishop 
Robinson, the District Superintendents. and the local pastor, A. W. 
Leonard, then administered the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper.

The Mem- 
orial address was delivered by R. J. Reid, after which the Bishop 
briefly addressed the Conference.

Lane and on his motion it was adopted and the Secretary was in- 
structed to send a copy of same to our resident Bishop in Washington 
or to one of our resident pastors to be put into the hands of the Presi- 
dent of the United States: 

WHERBHEAS, The Federation of Protestant Pastors in the City of 
Washington, D. C., have vigorously protested against the presumption 
of the Roman Catholic press in putting forward the claim that the 
Roman Mass, as celebrated for the past four years in St. Patrick’s 
Church, Washington, D. C., is “the official celebration of Thanksgiv- 
ing Day;” and 

WHEREAS, Mer. T. Russell, the pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, 
said in an interview, published in the ‘Washington Post” of Novem- 
ber 24, 1918, that “This protest was conceived in ignorance, brought 
forth in prejudice, and it is too bad that the poor pitiful thing did not 
die in the borning;” and 

WHEREAS, This particular service is described in the Bulletin of 
the Pan-American Republics as having an official character, and every 
effort is being made by the Roman hierarchy to give this Roman Mass 
the color of an official function, as if it were generally recognized as a 
National service, and as if the President and his cabinet by their 
presence wished it to be so recognized; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That we, the members of the Puget Sound Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Kpiscopal Church, representing more 
than 21,000 members, join with the large company of American citizens 
in adding our protest against this attempt to convert our National 
Thanksgiving Day into a Roman festival; and, be it 

RESOLVED, That we will diligently teach the 22,000 members of 
our Church, resident within the bounds of our Conference, that the 
separation of Church and State is one of the fundamentals of our 
republic, and that Roman Catholicism and Americanism are not in 
agreement; and, be it 

RESOLVED, That we cordially approve of the prompt and pa- 
triotic action of the Protestant pastors of Washington City in this 
matter; and, it is further 

RESOLVED, That in the extending of courtesies by the Chief 
Magistrate of this nation to the representatives of other nations, we 
would most respectfully suggest to our President that the place to 
extend these courtesies is at the White House, and not in a church, 

RESOLVED, That our Secretary be instructed to forward a copy 
of these resolutions either to our resident Bishop, or to one of our 
pastors in Washington, D. C., with the request that he see that this 
communication reaches the hands of the President.

BELLINGHAM DISTRICT. 
Geo. A. Landen, Superintendent. 


It is with a deep sense of humility and profound gratitude to God 
that I present this, my sixth and last, annual report of the work on 
the Bellingham District. 


This, like all the other years, has been one of hard toil, but the 
blessing of God has been upon us. 


There has been some serious illness during the year, but few 
deaths. Mrs. Mary Bailey Robertson, wife of Rev. A. Robertson, an 
honored local preacher in our church, who has supplied Friday and 
Roche Harbor this year, while they were packing to move from Everett 
immediately after Conference, fell from a second story porch and 
was instantly killed. She was a very capable and useful woman in the 
church and has been greatly missed. 

The little eight-year-old boy of Rev. G. F. Pollock, who has been 
an invalid for several years, died in the early part of the year. He 
was a bright and affectionate little fellow, and has been missed all 
the more because of the fact that he had been a constant care for 
several years. 

The whole districts have shared with you, Bishop Cooke, your 
great sorrow. Our prayers have gone up to God for His blessing upon 
you and your family. We know the gospel of comfort which you have 
preached to others has comforted you. May the Holy Comforter be 
your abiding guest. 

Rev. Walker’s little boy of East Sound, was confined to the hos- 
pital for several weeks last winter, with a very badly fractured limb, 
but has fully recovered. 

The wives of Rev. Herbert Jones, of Lynden, and A. Ff. Stearns, 
of Avon, have both been successfully operated upon for appendicitis 
and are perfectly restored to health. 

The wives of H. H. Greening, of Mt. Vernon, and W. M. Dews, of 
Burlington, have undergone minor operations, and their health greatly 
improved. 

The Lord has been good to us all and to Him be all the glory. 

The following parsonage homes have been gladdened during the 
year by the coming of additional members to the family: J. C. Har- 
rison and wife, a boy and a girl; G. F. Pollock and wife, a girl; E. V. 
Bronson and wife, a boy; D. A. Storey and wife, a boy; J. R. Sasnett 
and wife, a girl; R. C. Hartley and wife, a boy; G. C. Squire and wife, 
a girl. May God bless these little ones and make them a blessing. 

At the close of Conference Lyman and Hamilton were left to be 
supplied. Rev. .B. V. Bradshaw, a young local preacher, was secured 
as supply, and has done very good work on these charges, and suc- 
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ceeded in so winning the affection of one of his parishioners that she 
concluded to be a preacher’s wife. 

Rev. W. W. Switzer, who was appointed pastor at Sumas, suffered 
a slight nervous break soon after Conference, and was granted a 
leave of absence. After supplying the charge for a few months Rey. 
A. W. Hartshorn was transferred from the Idaho Conference and ap- 
pointed to Sumas. He was well received, and has done a good work. 

While the spiritual condition of the district is not all we would 
like to see we nevertheless thank God for the spirit that prevails. 
Special evangelistic services have been held in many of the charges. 
Brother and Sister Park, our own Conference evangelists, have rend- 
ered valuable services in some places. James Crooks and wife, anda, 
after Rev. Crook’s death, Mrs. Crooks has assisted some of the pastors 
with good results. Some of the pastors have conducted their own 
meetings, others have been assisted by neighboring pastors. Souls 
have been converted, backsliders reclaimed, and believers sanctified. 
A large tent meeting was held at Sedro-Woolley with Rev. Frank 
Mathias, of the Northwest Iowa Conference, as evangelist. A number 
of souls were converted and the spiritual life of the church quickened. 
More than 500 members have been added to the church during the 
year, the net increase, however, will not be large because of the re- 
moval of members without certificate. 


The church at Belfast, on the Bay View charge, has been complet- 
ed, giving us a property worth about $1,000. The Church Extension 
Society gave us a donation of $150, which made this work possible. 

At Allen, on the same charge, a new church has been built at a 
cost of $1,560. This is a handsome little church, and all obligations 
have been met in full. A memorial gift of $250 was received from 
the Church Extension Board. 

We reported last year that lots had been purchased at Nortli 
Broadway in Everett. During this year a church building 28x55 has 
been purchased and moved on to this site. We now have a property 
worth about $2,000. This was made possible by a loan of $400, and a 
memorial gift of $250 from the Board of Church Extension. This 
church is now known as the Horace Spencer Memorial in honor of 
the donor of the gift of $250. 

The Sunday School at Monroe, having outgrown the capacity of 
the church building, a hall has been erected for the use of the primary 
department at a cost of $500. 

Improvements have been made on churches and parsonages 
amounting in all to about $2,500. 

The financial stringency has made it difficult to raise pastor’s sal- 
aries and Benevolences this year. There will be some deficiencies in 
salaries, and I know our Benevolent apportionments will not be met 
in full, but I have hopes that we will at least report as much as 
last year. 

The debt on Trinity Church, Bellingham, has been a great em- 
barrassment to the pastor in his work. Nevertheless this church re- 
ports the largest Sunday School in the district. The congregations 
have been encouraging at the regular services. The pastor and people 
have shown great courage. We are still hoping for aid from the Board 
of Church Extension, which will enable this society to carry its debts 
and in time to pay every dollar it owes. 
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There is a growing interest in our Sunday Schools and reports 
will show an increase over last year. 


Our Epworth and Junior Leagues were never in better condition 
and doing better work than now. The District Convention, held at 
Marysville in June, was one of the most profitable we have ever hau. 
One hundred and forty-nine delegates were enrolled. ‘Che papers were 
excellent and the evangelistic services very helpful. My association 
with the young people has been an inspiration to me. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies have been instant in season and out of 
season, and have proven themselves invaluable aids in our church 
work. 

The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies have prtv- 
fited by the visits of some of the general field workers and continue 
to cultivate the missionary spirit as well as aiding financially the 
missionary cause. 

Our District Ministerial and Laymen’s Convention was held at 
Trinity Church, Bellingham, March 3, 4 and 5. The 5th was Lay- 
men’s day. We were greatly favored in having with us Bishop Cooke, 
Doctors Marlatt, Leonard and Todd, and Messrs. Corey and Lippy. 
The addresses of these visiting brethren were inspiring and helpful to 
both preachers and people. The Convention as a whole was, I am 
gure, the best we have had during my term of office. 

The pastors have been faithful in presenting the interests of the 
Pacific Christian Advocate and many new subscribers have been taken. 
Our hearts have gone out in deep sympathy to the editor, Bro. Hughes, 
in the great sorrow through which he has been passing. 


The preachers went home from Conference last Fall with the 
interests of the college on their hearts as never before. The pledge 
to try to raise an amount equal to one dollar per member has been 
faithfully kept by most of the pastors. They have not succeeded in 
raising the amount specified, but I am sure a larger amount will be 
reported than for any previous year, and there is no doubt but the 
pastors will continue to do their best for the school. We desire to as- 
sure Dr. Todd of our confidence in him and his administration and 
pledge him our hearty support. 


I am not able to report definitely as to the actual growth during 
these years, but have sufficient data to make me quite sure in the 
statement that we will show an increase of at least 55 per cent 
growth in our church membership. 


An increase of eleven churches and four parsonages with an in- 
crease of valuation of about $100,000.00. 


We have made an advance in our Benevolent contributions the 
previous five years that I have been on the district, and I hope we 
shall show some increase this year. This, however, has been our 
hardest year financially. 

Sunday Schools 1908, 41; enrollment, 5,359. 

Last year, 60; enrollment, 7,735. 

Increase, 19; enrollment, 2,376. 

In closing permit me to say that these have been blessed years. 
The pastors and people have been uniformly kind and considerate. 
I have had their hearty co-operation and support. It is impossible to 
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mention each pastor by name, but, in my judgment, a more brotherly, 
loyal and faithful body of preachers cannot be found in any other 
district in Methodism. I am really sorry to sever my connection with 
this district. With gratitude to God and the pastors and people I sur- 
render the district to my successor, whoever he may be, with the 
prayer for God’s blessing on the Superintendent and pastors and peo- 
ple in the years to come. 





OLYMPIA DISTRICT. 


Chas. E. Todd, Superintendent. 


This is the fourth time I am coming before you with a report 
of the work of the kingdom within the bounds of the Olympia District. 

The interests of our great connectional enterprises I have en- 
deavored to guard and promote. The preachers, almost without ex 
ception, have known what was expected of them and have endeavored 
to “make good.’ Any failure that may be recorded, even on the 
smallest charge, will not be for lack of interest or effort on the part 
of the pastor. I have cheerfully looked after the details of the work 
and have endeavored to see that all the interests of the church were 
promoted. I have advised the Stewards to adopt the very best meth- 
ods for providing the money necessary for carrying on the work. 
In the discharge of my duties I have written over five hundred letters, 
two hundred and fifty postal cards and traveled over ten thousand 
miles. 

The district was visited with some great revivals for which we 
give glory to God. A union meeting was held in Olympia, conducted 
by Evangelist C. H. Haudenschield and O. F. Pugh. This was said fo 
be “the greatest revival effort ever held in the history of the capital 
city,’ there being over five hundred professed conversions. About one 
hundred and fifty united with our church. Evangelist G. W. Taylor 
held a union tent meeting in Hlma which resulted in many conver- 
tions and accessions to the various churches of the town. Our church 
received their portion of the results. Not only did this meeting re- 
sult in bringing a spiritual uplift to Elma, but the good work extended 
to Satsop, a neighboring town, where a number of the converts found 
a church home with us. Evangelist Culum Smith and Singer A. C. 
Gilmore held a meeting in Bremerton which increased the member- 
ship of that church. Our own Conference Evangelist, Wm. Park, con- 
ducted a number of successful meetings within the bounds of the dis- 
trict. Tenino church and people will long hold Brother and Sister 
Park in loving remembrance for the good work they did in that grow- 
ing town. <A very difficult field to move for God and the church, but 
they were able to do both. Most of the pastors held revival meet- 
ings with varying results. 

Most of the Sunday Schools of the district are doing well. Every 
effort should be made to take care of the multitudes who come to us 
early in life for their religious instruction. The pastors are taking 
a great interest in this department of the work. 

The salaries have remained about as they were last year. in 
most places the Stewards have done their best to meet all claims in 
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full, but this alone will not solve the problem, but it will help very 
greatly when it is properly worked. No plan will work itself. 


As I travel from place to place I find plenty of Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist tracts, Mormon literature, Millennial Dawn papers and other 
tracts calculated to deceive the very elect of God, but seldom do I 
find one of our tracts or papers. More literature of the right kind 
should be found in public waiting rooms, logging camps and mills. 

Four hundred homes are receiving a weekly visit from the Pacific 
Christian Advocate. A copy of this splendid paper should find its 
way to every Methodist home of the district. Brother EH. Hopkins 
believes in sowing the right kind of seed. During the year he has 
secured sixteen new subscribers for the Advocate, distributed 75,000 
pages of Christian literature in homes and camps. When some one 
asked if it did any good he answered, “I do not know.” “I am only 
sure,” he said, “that they were very glad to get the reading matter 
and we will trust God for the results.” In doing this great work he 
visited over three hundred families, three logging camps and three 
mills. 

The district is blessed with a number of very active Hpworth 
League chapters. A Sub-District Epworth League Convention was 
held in First Church, Aberdeen. Though not largely attended, was 
full of spiritual life and will tend to bring our young people closed to- 
gether in this great work. The Epworth League must not only take 
care of the spiritual life of the young, but provide them with proper 
social life. 

The Woman’s Foreign Society is represented in a number of the 
churches. I can only say they are doing a great work in education In 
regard to the work in the foreign field and creating a great interest 
for the work of the society in all lands. 

The Woman’s Home Missionary Society held its annual meeting 
in Olympia, with about eighty delegates in attendance. Judging from 
the reports made at that time they are doing a great work in the 
home land for the Master’s Kingdom. During the year they gladdened 
a number of the preacher’s homes with gifts of new clothing and fin- 
ancial aid where it was most needed from the Sustentation Fund. 
This society is teaching “Save America first if you would save the 
world.” 

Nearly every charge has a flourishing Ladies’ Aid Society which 
is not only interested in the parsonage and its furnishings, but creates 
social life for many a woman who otherwise would be neglected. 

Simpson Avenue, Hoquiam, is doing a little toward lifting their 
burden of debt. Over three hundred dollars of old floating accounts 
have been settled. 

Soon after Conference, H. G. Decker, who was appointed to Brem- 
erton last Fall, started a campaign to reduce the obligations of thar 
church and will report the debts reduced to about $2,300. 

The usual amount of improving of church and parsonage property 
has been made during the year. Much needed horse sheds have been 
built at Rainier and Coupeville and a barn added to our church prop. 
erty at Yelm. Aberdeen First Church has had a good year. ‘hey have 
finished and consecrated the Sunday School auditorium of the church 
and using it for preaching services. The opening services were in 
charge of Rev. E. H. Todd, D.D., who also had charge of the raising 
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of the needed funds which he did to the satisfaction of all. 

On last Sunday we had the pleasure of rededicating the Little 
Rock church in the morning and the Maytown church in the evening. 

Maytown is a new mill town on the Milwaukee Railroad where 
more than a year ago our district scout, E. Hopkins, secured a fine 
corner lot for a church location. Now a new church, costing over 
$1,200, stands there to the glory of God and the spiritual uplift of the 
people. About the middle of the year I took cochester from the Little 
Rock Circuit and placed it on the Oakville charge and placed May- 
fown in charge of A. M. Fredrick, of Little Rock. ‘lo him must be 
given credit for the erection of the new church. 

Brother J. W. Miller early in the year saw the need of a new 
parsonage at Tenino and started to solicit for funds and material for 
the same. The building is now under way. When it is completed it 
will add greatly to the comfort of the pastor of this charge. 

W. B. Bell, who was appointed to Coupeville last Fall, informed 
me on the first of May that he was not in harmony with our policy 
and asked to be allowed to withdraw from the ministry and mem- 
bership of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Brother W. W. Switzer 
was appointed to fill out the year and is in great favor with the 
church and people of Coupeville. 

E. R. Tracy was changed, about the middle of the year, from Mc- 
Cleary to Tumwater. He has been a great blessing to our band of 
heroic workers in this difficult field. 

L. D. Cook was appointed to fill out the year at McCleary and is 
very popular as a man and a preacher in that thriving mill town. 

On the first of July H. C. Carter resigned Aberdeen ‘trinity Church 
and went East to attend Drew School of Theology. I secured C. W. 
McLaughlin, a local preacher of Cosmopolis, to take charge of the 
work. He has done well and the church has prospered under his care. 

On the adjournment of the Conference last Fall the preachers of 
the district opened the campaign at once for a dollar per member for 
“our school.” They have not all been able to secure the desired 
amount as reports will show. In some places local conditions have 
made it impossible to reach the ideal. i 

Through the length and breadth of the district the people are 
talking and praying ior the downfall of the saloon. State-wide prohi- 
bition of the liquor traffic this Fall and forever. 


SEATTLE DISTRICT. 


J. P. Marlatt, Superintendent. 


Our churches have found considerable embarrassment this year 
as they have faced two difficulties that are widespread in our country 
to-day. The first of these is the social unrest, becoming more acute 
every day among all classes of people. Manifestly there is a set 
purpose to make the church become partisan, which would be its Un- 
doing and limit its service to the class it espouses. Our ministers 
have been unjustly, if not brutally, charged with having nothing but a 
mercenary motive in their work, by individuals who represent the op- 
posing interests of capital and labor, It might be worth while to note 
that Seattle District pays the largest average salary of any district. 
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in the Conference, and yet if you count three hundred days for » 
working year, our preachers received $3.65 per day last year, and this 
year is no better. That amount includes house rent, which is never 
estimated at less than it ought to be. This year these same preachers 
have protected the credit of their churches by allowing their trea- 
surers to pay all local current bills first, which has caused most of 
the preachers to be in arrears all the year, and some of them will not 
be paid in full, and will never be able to collect the deficiencies. There 
is no other class of men in the world who would tolerate such a thing, 
yet they cheerfully agreed to it, sometimes suggested it, in order that 
business men should have their pay in full. 


In the second place the financial condition of the world has made 
this year the most difficult of the present century. Some pastors wifi 
not be paid in full, and some churches will fall short in benevolent 
collections. Nevertheless so many churches are making advances 
that it seems safe to predict an increase in all benevolent collections, 
and between four and five thousand dollars paid to the College of 
Puget Sound. Haven, Hillman, Interbay, Queen Anne, Sixty-second 
Street, have paid all old indebtedness, and reductions of debt havé 
been made at Bothell, Kent, Renton, Calvary, First Church, Gilman 
Park, Trinity and Woodland Park. The City Evangelization Union 
came to the rescue of our church at Renton by pledging $1,000.00 on 
condition that the debt be reduced to $3,000.00 or less, but the condi- 
tion has been only partially met so far. The situation is very critical, 
but the church must be rescued as it is by far the best in Renton, with 
the largest membership and Sunday School in the town. At Bothell 
the lot has been excavated, a new basement put under the church, 
and the parsonage moved to another street, but on the same lot. The 
total expenditure will aggregate from $2,000.00 to $2,500.00, a part of 
which must be borrowed. Plans have been made for a new church at 
Cedar Falls, where our Conference Evangelist, Rey. Wm. Park, has 
been at work for nearly two months. Kirkland Church has been 
renovated, much to its credit and advantage. Since last Conference 
our City Missionary, Rev. W. H. Leech, has organized a church and 
Sunday School, and erected part of a good church building at Crown 
Hill, costing $750.00, every dollar of which is paid, with the assist- 
ance of $250.00 from the City Hvangelization Union. The lots were 
donated by the Shillestad Brothers and are estimated to be worth 
at least $1,200.00. Hillman has made some greatly needed repairs and 
improvements, and has been much burdened by the numerous street’ 
assessments, which they have met heroically. Sixty-second Street has 
made some valuable improvements and put in new pews at a cost of 
over $600.00. Plans are being developed to greatly improve Tibbitts 
Memorial, one of our growing young churches, to meet the demands 
of the enlarging work. The church is located in a rapidly growing 
section of the city, which justifies large expectations for its future. 
Time and careful generalship will be needed for the ultimate consum- 
mation of such a plan. The improvements being made by the city 
are a great burden to our churches, as they are on individual property 
Owners, and embarrass our work by the necessity of raising large 
sums of money in small societies which are already burdened. In the 
end these improvements will be beneficial, but sometimes they are a 
menace to the existence of the churches. 
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: There is far more missionary work on Seattle district than is 
imagined. Preaching services are held in thirty-one places where it 
is impossible to sustain a pastor, and even when they are organized 
into circuits as far as it is practicable, no plan has been discovered 
that makes adequate support for a pastor possible. In the city the 
policy pursued has been that it is best to give a man of high class 
abilities some missionary aid and bring the charge quickly to self- 
support. Several churches have thus been placed on the self-support- 
ing list, and Calvary, Lakeside, Rainier Beach and Tibbitts Memorial 
are nearing the same goal. If Calvary had a parsonage it would be 
self-supporting now, although organized less than five years ago. 
There has been no complaint against the efficiency of any of our city 
preachers, and for that matter none against any others, but the com- 
pliments are numerous in every place. 

More successful revivals have been held this year than in any 
other of the past six, notably at Bothell, Renton, Asbury, First Church, 
Green Lake, Grace, Hillman, Madison Street, Queen Anne, Shaw Mem- 
orial, Sixty-second Street and Woodland Park. Unless there is unusual 
trimming of the rolls there ought to be an increase of several hun- 
dred in membership. It ought to be noted that no pastor has seen 
many accessions to his church who has not made from 50 to 1,500 
pastoral calls during the year. Nearly all the churches show an in- 
crease of members, although revival services have not been success- 
ful in all. The logging camps, coal mines and “boom” towns are very 
discouraging, but most of these will also show gains. The people 
cannot be made to believe that a pastor is tneir friend who does not 
make frequent sympathetic calls at their homes. Another factor in 
the gains has been pastoral fidelity to training the children, as the 
Discipline directs. The youth compose our greatest field of oppor- 
tunity, and if we neglect it we do so at the peril of our work. Train- 
ing classes have been organized in nearly all the churches, in country 
as well as city, and the results have been encouraging. Some of the 
hardest working men have seen little results, but the most sterile soil 
must ultimately respond to fidelity in service and Christliness of life. 

Very generally our pastors speak of the helpfulness of the Sunday 
Schools, the Epworth Leagues, the Methodist Brotherhoods and La- 
dies’ Aid Societies. The Missionary Societies among the women have 
also been very successful, and several of our pastors are grateful for 
a check which came from the Woman’s Home Missionary Society in 
the day of distress at the parsonage. 

Our College of Puget Sound was never before in as great favor 
among our people, as the large offerings made for its support will 
show. The Deaconess Home and Training School, and the Deaconess 
Settlement have given great and blessed service, but they deserve 
much larger financial support. The Seattle General Hospital has done 
a great work, bringing relief to about 3,000 sufferers, with a very 
small percentage of deaths, and many of these people were desperately 
sick. The Seattle City Evangelization Union makes itself indispens- 
able to our work, and is a monument to the wisdom of that veteran 
leader, Rev. W. S. Harrington, D.D. Although only eleven years old, 
it has either founded or aided over half of our city churches, and many 
more in the surrounding country. The Children’s Home Finding So- 
ciety deserves our co-operation in its merciful and sane work. There 
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can never be a successful substitution of anything for a real home for 
a child, and no other method can be made so cheap and safe for the 
State. To-day the Anti-Saloon League looms large in tne hopes of re- 
formers, and in the nightmare dreams of the liquor interests and alt 
violators of law. It has our support as an arsenal from which we may 
draw facts as weapons for the coming prohibition fight in this State, 
and for nation-wide prohibition. By its side in our confidence and love, 
we place our own Temperance Society, and pray God’s blessing and 
power to rest upon those heroic leaders, George D. Conger and Dr. 
Clarence True Wilson, than whom righteousness has no more valiant 
champions in the world. : 


In conclusion I venture to indulge in a few personal words, as I 
have never mentioned myself in any former report of this district. I 
am thankful for having had the privilege of working beside the loyal 
pastors who have faithfully served the churches, and to testify that 
there has never been even a suspicion breathed against the character 
of one of them. Also to say that there are more than enough noble, 
big-hearted members to make six full regiments in the army of the 
Lord, and right royally do they wage the fight for truth and righteous- 
ness. I have been everywhere among them, enjoyed their unstinted 
hospitality, tried to help them all I could, and have many evidences 
that their love and respect follow me wherever I may be sent. My 
records show that I have preached 861 times, often repeating the same 
sermon, each time in a different place. I have held 764 Quarterly Con- 
ferences, delivered 291 addresses and lectures, gave twelve weeks to 
revival meetings, wrote thousands of letters with my pen in the old 
fashioned way, met a great many committees on important matters, 
served on many boards and committees myself, settled quarrels among 
the people, and have received applications from over 1,000 preachers 
who wished to enter our Conference. In it all my health has been firm, 
my faith and courage have not forsaken me, and God has been more 
than true to His promises. I am thankful for the countless kindnesses 
shown me by both the rich and the poor, and I commend my successor 
to the churches with the confidence that they will sustain him as sin- 
cerely and faithfully as they have myself. I look forward to my return 
to the pastorate with more satisfaction than I can express, and hope 
for many more years in the service of my Lord and His church. While 
engaged in work elsewhere I shall have the greatest interest in the 
churches and pastors on Seattle District, and if my prayers and good 
will may have any effect there will be greater prosperity under the 
administration of my successor than there has been under mine. I 
have no other ambition than to preach the everlasting gospel of my 
Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ, to lead souls into His kingdom, to 
comfort the sick and the sorrowing, and to instruct the young, until 
the day of my final release. 


TACOMA DISTRICT. 


Thos. E. Elliott, Superintendent. 


Since the reading of the appointments at the last annual Con- 
ference four changes have been made on the Tacoma district. 

Earle M. Geisey, who was stationed at Algona and Pacific, asked 
to be released owing to sickness and death in his family. His request 
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having been granted, E. L. Bower supplied the work for several weeks 
until James W. Walker was appointed and will report for the charge. 
M. A. Isdahl, who was appointed to Morton, had to be released early 
in the Conference year because of serious illness, and, Brother Walker 
mentioned above, supplied the work for several months, when W. C. 
Cravner was secured for the place from Drew Theological Seminary. 
This brother did excellent work and it is with regret that I have to 
report that he has gone back to enter work in an Eastern Conference. 
H. K. Kline, appointed to Bismarck, after weeks of sickness, died in 
the Tacoma General Hospital—I shall mention this later—T. H. Jor- 
genson has been secured for this charge and he will make the report. 
This brother comes from Garrett Biblical Institute and has done splen- 
did work. A. J. Wiegle, appointed to Regents Park, was unable to take 
his work, giving as his reason ill health, and HE. H. Gebert has since 
supplied that charge with great acceptability. 


Two of the charges only have cut the salary, while five others 
have raised it above the estimate of last year, I regret, however, to 
say that all the salaries will not be paid in full. The district has 
thirty-three appointments, seven of which are supplied, or filled, by 
students from the College of Puget Sound. These charges cannot, in 
the nature of things, have that care and pastoral oversight that is de- 
sired for the care and development of the work. This is one of the 
weaknesses of that part of the district. Several of these smaller places 
should be consolidated and thus make a living salary for a preacher, 
whereas now these seven charges are paying from $150 to $400 a year. 
It seems, however, a case of perpetuating a condition for the occommo- 
dation of these worthy young men, the per cent, however, is alto- 
gether too large for the district. There are seven more charges on 
the district that pay less than $500; and yet other seven that fall be- 
low $900 for the year. 


We have done our share of building new churches and improving 
the church property. The basement of our new Trinity Church is 
completed and the society has been worshipping in it since the first 
of January, 1914. The masons are now busy laying brick on the 
building which is to be brick veneer. This church will, undoubtedly, 
be finished during the coming Conference year and in it we shall have 
one of the finest buildings on the district. At Artondale, a pdéint on 
the Gig Harbor charge, a fine little church has been built and paid 
for. This was begun over a year ago and was dedicated on August 
23rd. Its value is $1,250.00. At Randle Roy B. Parcel, the pastor, has 
built, largely with his own hands, one of the neatest and most beauti- 
ful parsonages on the district. This house is finished in hardwood 
and is easily worth $1,200.00. First Church, Tacoma, has added to 
the new building so that it is now up to the first floor level and this 
represents an outlay of $25,000.00. These people are going on the 
theory of “pay as you go,” which is an admirable plan providing you 
go to completion. My theory of church building is: We must have 
faith but this should be buttressed with good judgment. There have 
been cases where the judgment of pastor, District Superintendent, 
Bishop and even the law as contained in our Book of Discipline, 
governing the building of churches, has been entirely ignored by of- 
ficial boards, whose reckless action has involved the society they 
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represent in debt so as to destroy the efficiency of the charge and 
involve it in an almost hopeless dilemma. 

At Burton there has been a debt on the church ever since it was 
built and the interest even was not paid. Why? The people have 
moved away until to-day there are not more than a dozen members 
of our church in the place. The debt was $250.00 owing to the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension. I wrote them and asked 
them to throw off the interest and we attempt the seemingly impossible. 
They left it with me as to whether interest ought to be cancelled. I 
recommended it. It was done and with the help of a few friends $85.00 
has been paid on that debt. This shows real heroism on the part of 
pastor and people. The pastor’s salary is less than $400.00. At Milton, 
where a debt has hung over the property for years, the last $72.00 
has been paid and the mortgage burned. At Summit, where the peo- 
ple built a parsonage on borrowed money, paying 8% interest, the last 
$325.00 has been paid and all our property in that place stands clear 
of debt. The board at Philadelphia helped us on that. Bethany, Ta- 
coma, has paid $90.00 on debt. Orting has paid $242.00 and that gives 
us a splendid property at that point free from all incumbrance. I 
may say that at this place there is lumber on ground for the en- 
larging of the parsonage and remodeling it. St Paul’s has paid $192.00 
on the debt. Trinity has paid $250.00. Mason $3,280.00. Auburn has 
accomplished what was considered at the beginning of the year to be 
impossible, the entire indebtedness of $1,993.00 has been paid. 


Two debts only have been contracted for the year: The parson- 
age at Randle costing $1,200.00 has a debt on it of $300.00. Central 
Church, Tacoma, is the other with $500.00 of a debt for an improve- 
ment that was absolutely necessary. 

In giving a complete report of the happenings on the district it 
again becomes my duty to speak of the departure of some of our 
number. Many will remember how at the last session of our Con- 
ference Brother Harry K. Kline tried to be brave and stand at his 
post. On Sunday morning of the Conference he leaned on my shoulder 
and said: “I feél badly, I'll have to leave.” He left and after re- 
turning home was confined to his bed for some weeks, after this he 
was taken to the Tacoma General Hospital where, after weary weeks 
of waiting, he died on November 15th, 1913. I preached the funeral 
service in the First Methodist Church of Tacoma, the ministers of 
the district attended in a body. When we buried him in the beautiful 
Tacoma cemetery we covered the body of as fine a type of the young 
hero of the Cross as it has been my privilege to know and love. 

On November 11th, 1913, Helen Lane Geisey, wife of our pastor 
at Algona and Pacific, was taken to the hospital for that which ordi- 
narily brings joy to a mothers’ heart; but complications set in and 
after days and nights of great anxiety she, also, was taken from us 
to be with God. In going she bequeathed to the world a beautiful 
little baby girl who is living and doing well. Sister Geisey was one 
of the finest young women that ever graced a Methodist parsonage. 
As I stood to conduct that funeral and looked on her dead face, lying 
in the coffin, which stood in the exact place where she stood a little 
over three years before to be married, I could not help but say to my- 
self, “What a contrast has here been wrought by death.” Then I said, 
“Thank God death is swallowed up in victory.” The body of our 
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sister is resting in the Mausoleum in Tacoma, at which place the 
funeral service was concluded. 


On the 6th of February, 1914, Charles Wesley Darrow, an honored 
retired member of this Conference, was walking to his home, when 
just opposite the Congregational Church in Tacoma, and a few steps 
only from his home, he sat down to rest, he folded his arms upon his 
breast and slept the sleep of death as quickly as I am recording it 
here. That kindly beaming face will not soon be forgotten. He was 
a good man and the Lord took him to Himself. I conducted the fun- 
eral, assisted by T. W. Lane, pastor of First Church. 


Benevolences will be up to other years and in some charges ex- 
ceed the amount ever given by the society. I desire to say that what- 
ever may be the shortage in meeting our expectations I do not know 
of a single charge where the pastor has neglected to do his duty in 
this particular as required by the Discipline. Allied with this great 
cause stands the College of Puget Sound. The Conference voted last 
year to ask for a dollar per member for this cause for the next four 
years. Few, if any, thought we would reach the goal; but the only 
way to reach higher is to set the goal higher. The amount contri- 
buted to this cause has reached most sanguine expectation. I desire to 
say here; Doctor Edward H. Todd, the president, has been an inspira- 
tion to the preachers and people and without that splendid optimism 
of his the result would not have been nearly so gratifying. 


Our denominational literature is found and used in all the Sunday 
Senools but one on the district and all the schools are well supplied 
therewith. The Pacific Christian Advocate is well represented over 
the district and in many places where this is not found one of the 
other Advocates is taken. 


I was unable to be present at the annual gathering of the Epworth 
League, at Redondo this year, but if all accounts are true that was 
by far the best and most successful meeting that the league has had. 
I find the young people on the district loyal to our doctrines and Dis- 
cipline. There is an Epworth League connected with nearly every 
charge on the district and, in many of the charges it is a great help 
to the pastor and the church generally. There is, also, a good Junior 
League in many of the charges, I wish there was one in each of them. 
I can conceive of no better way to carry out the spirit of the Discip- 
line in the care for and instruction of children than by having a good 
Junior League on the charge with a good religious teacher. 

The Ladies’ Aid has rendered excellent help in a goodly number of 
places. Were it not for this auxiliary to the local church it would be 
impossible to carry forward the work; especially is this true of the 
financial end of it. In many places they raise half of the pastor’s 
salary besides the incidentals. Both the Women’s Foreign and Home 
Missionary Societies have done good work both for home and foreign 
lands. One of these, and in many cases both, are found in most all 
of the charges. I desire to mention one phase of the work of the 
Home Society which I think is an excellent departure from the old 
way of disbursing their funds. This society has voted to spend 25% 
of their dues in the direct support of needy pastors in this Confer- 
ence, by supplementing their salaries, when such salaries are less 
than five hundred dollars. 
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The ingathering of souls has not been as great as we had antici- 
pated from the number of special services that have been held and 
the persistent efforts of the pastors along this line. This seems to 
be an age when every vagary presented by its sponser is heartily re- 
ceived and fully endorsed py the unwary and the inert. No sweet 
soothing message will do the business of awakening people from a 
slumber to which our fathers were strangers. The naked truths of 
God’s Holy Word need to be sent home to the conscience of many of 
our modern church members as well as to the world. It is not worldly 
wisdom that we need so much as Christian intelligence. A good 
church paper in every Christian home would have a tendency to 
create loyalty to the church we love and a little less of some other 
kind of reading would prevent our young people going the broad way 
of folly and destruction. There are, undoubtedly, some men in the 
ministry who have missed their calling, but this is not the reason for 
spiritual dearth in our churches, not by any means. This is not the 
reason there are not more revivals. The dullest preacher that ever 
lived can become a power in the hands of a Mighty God and a conse- 
crated church. 

God give us mighty preachers of the word! God give us loyal 
laymen to the church. God give us, again, revivals of such of such a 
character that precious souls may be born into the kingdom of God. 
This is the need of Tacoma district. This we have been trying to 
bring about this year. Only God knows our success. I never had a 
more delightful year with the preachers and laymen than this now 
closing. God bless them, their families and all the people. 


VANCOUVER DISTRICT. 


Spencer S. Sulliger, Superintendent. 


I am grateful to God that He gave me this year the best year of 
the six I have had on Vancouver District. Despite unusual, and pecu- 
liarly adverse conditions, the district will report an increase. The 
changes in the tariff law, the uncertainty how it would affect the lum- 
ber industry, as well as the restriction of business that always comes 
when fundamental business laws are in process of re-adjustment, were 
all depressing. This continued until about three months ago, when 
marked improvement in the lumber industry was noted. Then came 
the awful European war, unsettling all values and paralyzing business 
movements. 

An appalling epidemic of typhoid fever at Centralia and smallpox 
at Castle Rock, destructive fires in a half dozen towns on the district, 
including the total destruction of the business and industrial estab- 
lishments of Lebam; the almost total failure of the prune crop in 
Clarke County, entailing a loss of about $500,000, and some local dis- 
asters, added to the general darkness of the outlook. 

But, despite all, the faithful preachers and laymen of the district 
won the victory. I never witnessed a more heroic devotion to the 
church, nor a greater victory. The splendid business organization of 
the district, together with the use of the Duplex envelope, made pos- 
sible the success of the year. I fully believe that the church ought to 
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lead the world in systematic and up-to-date business Management of 
its affairs. 


New churches have been built at East kaymond, Washougal and 
Ocean Park, while many improvements have been made in other places, 
At Winlock the improvement has been so extensive that we really have 
@ new church. New parsonages have been built or finished at Napa- 
vine, Ridgefield, Felida and LaCenter. 


The Epworth League, both the Senior and Junior departments, 
is an aggressive and spiritual power, helping in the forward move- 
ments of the church in revival and educational work. The District 
Convention, held at Harmony Church, East Mill Plain charge, was a 
great success. The very successful Conference Institute, held at 
Epworth Heights, Redondo, and the presence there of the genial edi- 
tor of the Epworth Herald, Rev. Dr. Dan Brummitt, will be helpful to 
the general work of the Epworth League throughout the Conference. 

Interest in the Sunday School has never been better. The work 
done by the Rev. C. B. Sears has been very generally conserved by 
our people. He did a good work. I see one very important work that 
must be done by the man who is appointed Conference Secretary of 
Sunday School work. ‘The isolation of many of our country Sunday 
Schools, and the consequent limitations put upon Superintendents and 
teachers because of the lack of association with expert workers, must 
be met by the holding of group institutes for instruction in methods 
and consultation about literature, teacher training, etc. No greater 
work could be done than to gather the officers and teachers of five 
or more Sunday Schools in a center, and give from one to two days 
in sensibie and spiritual instruction. 

But little serious illness has come to the parsonages. Brother H. 
E. Chappell came so near a nervous break that he decided to give up 
the‘work at Grays River. While in Bellingham taking the needed rest, 
the messenger came for their baby boy. The twin sister died about 
one year before and they both now rest in the beautiful hill cemetery 
at Grays River, overlooking one of the most entrancing rural valley 
scenes in even picturesque Washington. A number of-the pastors on 
the district have needed to go a little slow in order to save a nervous 
break. No one, outside the parsonage, knows the nervous strain of 
the pastorate on both preacher and wife. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society and the Woman’s Home 
Missionary Society have each done their usual good work. The mar- 
vel is how they can do so much work with so little money. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies have been a most important factor in 
the spiritual and financial work of the district. When I state that, 
in addition to much other work, these societies raised for church pur- 
poses this year the large sum of $6,006, it tells us what a difference 
there would be in the report of the district if the work of the Ladies’ 
Aid Societies was eliminated. 

Both preachers and people have fully endorsed and helped the 
College of Puget Sound to the last dollar possible. They believe in 
that indefatigable and successful worker, President EK. H. Todd, and 
give him the chance to preach from three to six times a day. I had 
the pleasure of hearing him preach at the Lake Chelan Epworth 
League Institute. At the close of the sermon, in good, old-fashioned 
Methodist way, he invited seekers, and a number of young Epworthians 
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came forward. I thank God that Methodism of the Pacific Northwest 
has a College President who is spiritual and evangelistic, as well as 


educationally qualified for his position. 

The Pacific Christian Advocate has gained some new subscribers 
and I find both preachers and people loyal to its interests. 

But as a fitting crown to all the good work of the year, very ex- 
tensive and deep revivals have been held on almost every charge on 
the district. And these meetings have resulted in a marked increase 
in membership and a distinct advance in sane, scriptural and intell!- 
gent spiritual lines. In a few spots there appeared a little tendency 
to extravagances and wild fire. But I have a splendid extinguisher for 
wild fire and the names soon subsided. 

There are two extremes that are each expressions of cheap religi- 
ous life. One is a wealthy church organization, with magnificent build- 
ings and fine equipment for work, and not a serious effort to have a 
conversion for years. That is a cheap, useless, tinsled expression of 
religious life. 

The other is a body of people with religious hysterics, who roll 
on the floor of a building or on the straw-covered ground of a tent, 
and all yell at once like the prophets of Baal. To see one stricken 
to the floor by conviction for sin, under the power of the Holy Spirit, 
is an entirely different thing. But for people who are professing the 
highest type of New Testament experience, to become howling 
dervishes, is a cheap expression of religious life. The work on the 
district has been of neither type, but a blessed manifestation of the 
spirit’s power in conviction, conversion and sanctification. Very 
marked revivals were held at Orchards, First and Irvington Churches, 
Vancouver; Ridgefield, Gray’s River, Washougal, Centralia, Napavine, 
Kalama, Ostrander, Camas, Castle Rock and other points. But the 
great, over-towering revival of the year was at Kelso. The meeting 
was a union revival, but the preaching was done by our pastor, the 
Rey. Dr. E. L. Benedict, assisted by his father, the Rev. D. D. Bene- 
dict, who had charge of the afternoon meetings, and Peter Bilhorn, 
who had charge of the singing. The number of conversions reached 
490 and included business and professional men in greater numbers 
than any meeting I have known of in the Puget Sound Conference. 
About 250 members were added to our church. 

Bishop Cooke, how I would like to mention the many preachers 
of the district who have done such faithful and solid work for the 
church. But I have neither time nor can I find just the words I would 
like to use in doing so. Therefore, I do as is my practice, let the Holy 
Spirit speak to them in the words and way He so well knows how. 

And what more could a District Superintendent ask than to have 
such a blessed year, and the privilege of thus closing six years of 
work? They have been eventful six years to me, holding experiences 
as varied as life. I have been in most perfect health and have fully 
enjoyed the great work. I will have the pleasure of turning over to 
the godly man you appoint to the work, a district well organized, and 
with a spiritual life and equipment capable of bringing far greater 
Tesults than in the years past. 

This year the district sends to this Conference tive fine young 
men to take supply work and enter Conference next year. 

I could appropriately close this, my eighteenth annual report to 
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the Puget Sound Conference by giving some very creditable figures 
of the increase made on the district during the past six years, but 
I omit that. I can do no less, and do right by the faithful preachers 
and laymen of the district, than to say that not a single red figure, 
showing a decrease in any item, stands against the district. 

And in closing I again say, the year has been such a delightful 
and successful one that I wish I had time to mention the different 
charges and the preachers who have so faithfully labored to bring 
the results. And I assure you, the record would be incomplete with- 
out mentioning the elect women of the parsonages, who have had so 
much to do with the splendid work of the year. No one knows but 
the writer the full value of the help that preachers and laymen have 
given to him. One of the brightest memory pictures I have is that of 
the privlege of working with such choice spirits. Many deeds of 
devotion and sacrifice could be named, and then the story would only 
be told in part. I have had the pleasure of telling the men and 
women of God, with whom I have worked, somewhat ou my gratitude 
to them, and my appreciation of their loyalty and devotion. I leave 
it there, only adding: God is most graciously good to give Mrs. Sulliger 
and myself such a beautiful and successful year on Vancouver District. 








Reports of Committees. 


COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


Ignorance is no aid to piety. The broadest intellectual culture is 
the birthright of every son and daughter of God. 

In the very beginning of the Christian church the greatest of all 
the apostles exhorted the young minister to “give attendance to read- 
ing,’ and to “study to show thyself approved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed.” 

The obligation is upon the church to afford to her young people 
the largest and best opportunity for the equipment of themselves 
for their life-tasks. From this obligation the Methodist Episcopal 
Church has never sought release. At no time in the history of the 
church has there existed a greater need than now, for the church 
schools. Especially is this true of this great Pacific Coast. No equal 
area in this broad land presents such opportunity for achievement in 
the development of the young life of the church, as is presented here 
and now—through the College of Puget Sound. It is vitally important 
to our church, and to the cause of righteousness, that there should be 
established here in the Northwest, a college that shall rank with the 
very best denominational schools of the land. : 

We firmly believe that the Methodism of the Pacific Northwest 
should put its strong arms of moral and financial support around and 
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underneath this, the only Methodist school in the State of Washington. 


We desire to congratulate the Board of Trustees upon their ac- 
tion in electing to the presidency of the college, the Rev. EH. H. Todd, 
D.D. The grasp of the situation, the wisdom of administration and 
the sane enthusiasm which Dr. Todd has manifested during the past 
months since his election, indicates that he is the man for the place, 
and speaks of victory for this cause. We assure President Todd of an 
interest in our prayers, and a welcome to our homes and pulpits, and 
hearty congratulations in this great work to which God and the church 
have called him. 

Through the goodness of our Heavenly Father we are permitted 
to submit another annual report of the affairs of the College of Puget 
Sound. The report of last year was somewhat in the nature of a 
“call to arms.” The enthusiasm manifested in the answers to the 
roll call was somewhat more in evidence than the enthusiasm in mak- 
ing good on the field. While our present condition is almost immeasur- 
ably better than it was one year ago we are not yet on solid footing. 
It is to be hoped that the members of your body will with renewed 
zeal enter upon the task of making their pledges effective. The action 
of your body in pledging Methodism of this Conference to the contri- 
bution of at least $10,000 for four years was followed by the contribu- 
tion of the Church Board of Education’s gift of $3,000 for the year. 
Both of these actions have been great contributors to the confidence 
of the public in our college. 

The report of the Financial Secretary will disciose how far short 
the church has come in meeting these pledges. It is most desirable 
that additional effort be made to meet these pledges so that a return 
of the embarrassing situation of one year ago may be avoided. Then, 
too, the natural decrease of the share fund contributions must be off- 
set by increasing Conference collections. An interesting and import- 
ant comparison of the receipts for the past two years, as well as a 
statement of the indebtedness at said times follows:

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Of the above decrease the sum of $3,500 was received from insur- 
ance on the gymnasium building, which burned immediately after the 
last session of the Conference; leaving a net decrease of $4,418.30. 

It will be noted that although the Conference Collections in- 
creased from $5,396.97 to $8,474.12 (should be $20,000 according to the 
pledge), the total receipts have decreased nearly $100.00 not taking 
into account the amount to be received at this session of your body. 
To the amount to be received from your members must be added the 
remaining $500.00 to come from the Board of Education, and these 
items added to the net reduction of debt above will show the total 
reduction from sources other than insurance. 

During the past year your Trustees have deemea it wise to 
change the name of the institution from the University of Puget 
Sound to the College of Puget Sound, so that our name might more 
nearly represent the work we were trying to do. 

The action of the State Board of Education in striking our Nor- 
mal Department from the accredited Normal schools of the State 
caused some anxiety, but due to the zeal of our President, Rev. E. H. 
Todd, this action has been rescinded and we are now rated as an ac- 
credited school. 

The endowment campaign has lagged somewhat, due to reasons 
beyond the control of your servants, the Trustees, but we have to 
report that during the past week the Commercial Club of Tacoma 
has definitely committed itself to the raiisng of $100,000 for the en- 
dowment of the college. This sum is to be raised by subscriptions 
payable over a period of four years. Whether we shall be able to 
meet the conditions of Hon. James J. Hill by the time fixed, yet re- 
mains to be seen. If he will consider this as a subscription we are 
less than $50,000 short of the mark. 

Committing the affairs of the College into your hands for careful 
and prayerful consideration we ourselves stand ready to carry out 
your bidding. E. L. BLAINE.

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Your committee recommends that the Conference support most 
heartily the plan adopted by the Conference a year ago for the raising 
of sufficient funds for the maintenance of the College of Puget Sound 
for the endowment and for the support of the Board of Education. 
The dollar per member apportionment adopted by the Conference is 
an integral part of the church budget and should never in thought or 
fact be separated from the General Benevolences of the church. 

We reiterate our position relative to the endowment fund created 
by the members of the Puget Sound Conference and would recom- 
mend that the name of this fund be changed so as to make it pos- 
sible for members of other Conferences of the Northwest to contri- 
bute toward the creation of such an endowment and that two members 
of this Conference be appointed to confer with other Conferences. 

After giving careful consideration to the actual needs of the pres- 
ent and the possibilities of the future, we recommend chat this Con- 
ference by a formal action, request the Board of Education of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church grant an appropriation for our college, 
a sum not less than five thousand dollars. 

In connection with this request we wish to express our sincere 
thanks and appreciation for the generous gift already made by this 
Board for the support of our work and the interest they have mani- 
fested in the welfare of our college. 

In view of the present conditions we deem it wise to ask Mr. J. J. 
Hill and others who have made very generous gifts conditionally for 
the Endowment Fund, to extend the time until we shall be able to 
meet fully the other conditions of their gifts. 

The committee unanimously recommend that the Conference 
request our President, Dr. EH. H. Todd, to present the claims of our 
work to the General Board of Education of New York, and that he 
be instructed to request said board to place the College of Puget 
Sound on its list of beneficiaries and pledge to it our hearty support 
in the upbuilding of a strong College of Liberal Arts. 


Schools of Theology. 


We commend our Schools of Theology, believing it to be both a 
privilege and a duty for our young men to be properly equipped to 
meet the growing needs of the church. 

The Boston University School of Theology, which requires that 
all of its students shall be college graduates, has just closed one of 
the best years in its history. In addition to the regular work, a 
missionary department has been added. 

Drew Theological Seminary is going forward in a gratifying way. 
Not only has the work of Dr. Wallace McMullen and Dr. F. Watson 
Hannan, the newly elected members of the faculty, been highly satis- 
factory, but in addition to this has been established a Chair of Mis- 
sions and Comparative Religion, with Dr. Edmund D. Soper, formerly 
of the Ohio Wesleyan University, in charge. Also advanced courses 
leading to the degree of Ph.D. were offered for the first time last year. 

Garrett Biblical Institute offers many advantages to the young 
preacher, bringing to him all that could be desired in the way of 
scholarship and at the same time keeping him in touch with the pro- 
gress of the West. 

The Kimball College of Theology, located at Salem, Oregon, is in 
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our own territory. It is to this school that we must look for many 
of our men in the future, and we would recommend that our young 
men who could not otherwise have a theological training, be urged 
to attend this college. 

We are highly gratified at the presence of the Rev. L. J. Birney, 
D.D., Dean of the Boston University, School of Theology, and Rev. 
Wallace McMullen, D.D., Professor of Homiletics in Drew Theological 
Seminary, and appreciate most highly their spiritual and inspiring 
addresses delivered at this session of the Puget Sound Conference.

REPORT OF INSTITUTE COMMISSION. 


During the week ending August 2nd, 1914, at Epworth Heights, near 
Redondo, Washington, there occurred the second Conference Epworth 
League Institute, one of the most epoch-making meetings ever held 
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within the bounds of the Puget Sound Annual Conference. A Con- 
ference Institute Commission having been elected at the Conference 
of 1918, plans were immediately formulated. First, it was decided 
that the magnificent grounds at Epworth Heights, donated to the 
Conference by the Sound Trustee Company, should be utilized as the 
gathering place; second, that in order to make it possible for it to be 
a real Conference gathering the pooling of traveling expenses be in- 
stituted. Both of these ideas were carried out. 

The Dean of the Institute Faculty was the versatile and states- 
man-like editor of the Epworth Herald, Rev. Dan B. Brummitt, D.D., 
the remaining members being drawn from the Northwest Conferences. 

It is the genius of the Institute that everything leads up to Sun- 
day, the closing day. And with 200 eager young Epworthians who 
every day for a week have met God in the Morning Watch and the 
rest of the morning hours studied Methodism, Missions and Christian 
efficiency, with ideal recreation features filling the afternoons and 
heart-stirring addresses at night there can be no other result than a 
Pentecost on the Sabbath Day. 

Bishop Cooke heartened the members of the commission by his 
earnest and fatherly greeting. This was printed in the Institute ad- 
vertising matter and helped to roll up the large registration. 

For the encouragement of your young people make your plans to 
be at the Institute next Summer. There are many leaders of the 
Methodist hosts who believe that this movement is freighted with 
the power of God.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


The increase in Sunday School enrollment of nearly a million in 
six years, the planting of 1,700 schools, many of which have grown 
into churches, the 4,050 grants to needy schools, are achievements 
over which the church rightly may have great rejoicing. Nor of any 
less importance are the achievements of the board in the field of in- 
tensive work, training a better teaching force, inspiring the church to 
greater missionary zeal, and urging efficiency in all departments of 
work. 

We recommend that our pastors and Sunday School boards give 
renewed attention to the question of the lesson material to be pre- 
sented to the pupils. The International Graded Lessons in the Ele- 
mentary Departments have now been in use long enough to demon- 
strate their efficiency in evangelism and in training for service. 
Wherever it is possible we recommend that these lessons as published 
by our denomination be used. 

We believe that the work of teacher training has not been as 
widely adopted in our Conference as it might be. We recommend that 
every Sunday School in the Conference, so far as practicable, endeavor 
to establish a class for the training of teachers during the coming 
year. We recognize that the ability of the Board of Sunday Schools 
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in carrying forward this great work is limited only by the amount of 
its resources and we recommend that our pastors and people give to 
the board the largest possible financial support and co-operation. 

Your committee wishes especially to commend the earnest and 
successful work done by Brother C. B. Sears, our Conference Superin- 
tendent of Sunday Schools, since his appointment to that work. As 
he has now resigned to take up work in another field, we can only 
hope that the Bishop and the cabinet can see the way to place in the 
field a well equipped man, who will put into the work the energy, the 
good judgment, the devotion and the conseuratiom which have char- 
acterized the work of Brother Sears.

REPORT OF COMMISSION ON FINANCE 


First—We approve the summons of our leaders for an advance 
of 10% upon the present membership of our churches during this year; 
and we renew our covenant to labor+continuously and plan for its 
achievement. We call upon our laymen to do house-to-house, hand-to- 
hand work to bring the people of their communities to a decision to 
begin the Christian life. 

Second—We heartily endorse the New Financial Plan, and urge its 
adoption in every church, that it may become the uniform system 
throughout the Conference for the coming year. 

Third.—We recommend a complete educational campaign as to the 
methods and merits of the plan in every church during the next six 
weeks, as follows: 

1.—That the District Superintendents give instruction in and sup- 
port to the plan to which all the officials shall be especially urged to 
come, and seek to make each set of officials thoroughly acquainted 
with it. 

2.—That the charges in each ditsrict be grouped around some 
church that has adopted the plan, so as to utilize that as a center 
for laymen’s co-operation. 

3.—That a team of laymen be sent to churches in their group to 

-recommend and explain the plan. These visits to be made on week- 
day evenings or on Sunday afternoons. 

Fourth—We recommend that there be designated some particular 
day to be known as “The Field-Day of the Conference.’ Annually, 
upon that day let the “Every Member Canvass’ be made in every 
church in the Conference. We designate Sunday, October 4th as 
the day. 

Fifth—We suggest that the following preparatory work be done 
before Conference: 

1—That each Quarterly Conference adopt the plan for this year, 
and commit the whole charge to it. 

2.—That the constituency list be made for each church. 

3.—That the budgets be estimated, the subscription lists prepared 
and the supplies secured. 

4.—That the canvassing teams be selected and their training begun. 
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Sixth—Immediately upon the opening of the Conference year let 
an educational campaign be put on in each charge continuing up fo. 
the Field Day, and by judiciously advertising seek to awaken a com- 
munity interest in the work of the Field Day.

REPORT OF COMMISSION ON EVANGELISM 


Humbly and gratefully we acknowledge the abundant mercies of 
God manifested in the outpourings of His Holy Spirit that have 
brought gracious revivals to many of our charges during the past year. 
We recognize in these seasons of refreshing, a summons from our 
Divine Leader to renew our evangelistic activity with, if possible, a 
more efficient use of our opportunities and resources. 


For the realization of yet richer harvests we recommend as 
follows: 


First.—That one of the brethern of this Conference be appointed 
Conference Evangelist. 

Second.—rhat this commision be authorized and directed to pro- 
vide, if possible, a guarantee fund sufficient to assure a support of 
$1,800 a year for this Conference Evangelist, and in addition sufficient 
to meet the necessary expenses of the commission. 

Third.—That, with the provision of this guarantee, this commis- 
sion shall have supervision of the work of the Conference Evangelist, 
conducting the correspondence, making his engagements, receiving 
and accounting for all funds for either his salary or his expenses 
and auditing and paying all his claims of every character related to 
his evangelistic work. 

Fourth.—That this commission shall haye authority, in its dis- 
cretion, to assume charge within the bounds of this Conference, of the 
work of any evangelist who may request it without the guarantee of 
his salary. 

Fifth.—That the commission shall have authority, in harmony 
with the Discipline of the church, to make such rules as it may deem 
expedient for its own guidance and for the administration of the 
evangelistic work under its oversight. 

Sixth.—That the officers of this commission shall be, a President, 
a Secretary and a Treasurer; that they constitute the Executive Com- 
mittee of the commision, and that they be appointed by the Bishop 
and cabinet, and so selected that they will be accessible to each other. 

Seventh.—That the evangelistic program issued by the General 
Conference Commission on Evangelism receive the most loyal observ- 
ance throughout all our charges, and that this commission be au- 
thorized to assist in carrying out this program within the bounds of 
this Conference, and especially in enlisting and training our lay 
workers in the practice of personal evangelism. 

Highth.—That our pastors be instructed to correspond with this 
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commission before making their arrangements for evangelistic assist- 
ance, and to co-operate with, assist and support the commission in 
every way possible. 

Ninth.—We further recommend the appointment of William Park 
as Conference Evangelist. 

We cordially approve the efficient work done by the City Home 
Missionary and Church Extension Societies in Seattle and Tacoma. 
Our pastors should give the claim for this work its place among the 
regular official benevolences in whatever plan they use for raising 
their benevolent offerings. 

We recommend that this Conference ask the Home Missionary 
and Church Extension Society for $1,500 for the work in Seattle and 
$1,000 for the work in Tacoma. As the amounts allowed by this so- 
ciety are contingent upon our raising an equal sum, we urge our pas- 
tors to protect this home work by meeting their apportionments in full.

REPORT OF THE DEACONESS BOARD 


The Seattle Deaconess Home and Training School have been in 
labors most abundant. Over 4,500 calls have been made by the Dea- 
conesses, at which the sick and sorrowing have been comforted, the 
strangers visited, and the spiritually hungry fed. The students have 
received a thorough training in the required course of study prescrib- 
ed by the General Deaconess Board, and graduates from the school 
have gone out to be a spiritual blessing to the church throughout 
the Northwest and even to the lands across the sea. 

The Seattle Deaconess Settlement has continued its successful 
work. The Sunday School has been greatly increased and the capa- 
city of the house and tent have been taxed again and again to accom- 
modate the increasing numbers who come to the various classes in 
Bible study and industrial work and to the social meetings. A lot 
was purchased during the year on which to erect a suitable building 
to carry on this important and growing work. 

The Snohomish County Orphanage at Everett has had the most 
successful year of its history. The capacity of the building has at 
times been overtaxed, the children have been well cared for and have 
received a Christian training. Several of the older children have been 


converted during the year. 
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We request the appointment of Miss Edna M. Klein as the Field 
Agent who is to take the place formerly occupied by Miss Clutterham. 

The Seattle General Hospital has continued its successful work, 
maintaining its high degree of efficiency. Two thousand seven hun- 
dred and seventy-four patients have been cared for during the year. © 
The work of the hospital is commended to the church. 

We recommend as a Deaconess Probationer, Anna Sorensen, and 
Tillie Hartman to be continued as Probationer.

WHEREAS, A wave of moral reform is Sweeping over the coun- 
try as a hopeful sign of the advancement of the kingdom of Christ, and 

WHERHAS, The agencies of reform and human uplift are so num- 
erous and diverse that we can not name them all in this connection, 
therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That we are in fullest sympathy with every sans 
movement for the advancement of the race and the removal of all 
wrong and injustice and for all good to mankind everywhere. 

But there are some movements which séein to require spécial 
notice at this time. 
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1. We deprecate the awful carnage and strife resulting from 
the European war and heartily endorse the efforts of President Wil- 
son in maintaining a strict neutrality in our attitude toward the con- 
tending nations. 

2. We deplore injustice and violence on the side of both labor 
and capital. We express our fullest sympathy with the toiling classes 
and re-affirm and emphasize the declaration contained in the “Social 
Creed of the Churches of Christ in America.” 


38. We have listened with pleasure to the Rev. Clarence True 
Wilson, D.D., Secretary of our Church Temperance Society, and as- 
sure him of our hearty support in his important work. 


4. We appreciate the untiring labors of Geo. D. Conger, Superin- 
tendent of the Washington Anti-Saloon League, and will grant all the 
aid within our power in rallying the laymen of our churches in the 
present struggle for State-Wide Prohibition. 

5. We commend the work of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union and of its State officers, Mrs. Margaret C. Platt and Mrs. Mar- 
garet Munns. 

._6. We endorse the work of the Lord’s Day Alliance and pledge 
our support and sympathy in its efforts to preserve the sanctity of 
the Sabbath. 

7. As Christian Mission Work in Japan is seriously threatened 
by efforts on the part of some to create feelings of animosity between 
the two nations, therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That we urge the administration at Washington, b. 
C., to use every effort to secure an early settlement of the present 
difficulties with Japan, based upon an honorable interpretation of our 
treaty with that nation, and, be it further 

RESOLVED, That a copy of these resolutions be at once sent to 
the President of the United States and to the Secretary of State, 
Washington, D. C. 

8. We endorse the efforts on the part of Senator Weeks and Con- 
gressman Gillett, of Massachusetts, in introducing legislation for the 
suppression of polygamy and its attendant evils. 


SPECIAL CHARITIES. 


The Washington Children’s Home Society is the greatest charity 
in our State and to date has placed more than 2,600 wholly dependent 
children in homes for adoption. It is non-sectarian, state-wide, emin- 
ently efficient. 

An increasing number of semi-dependent children are through its 
Aid Department temporarily provided for in a normal way by being 
boarded in family homes. 

The support of this great work by the Protestant Churches is 
their answer to the cry of the orphan under the Divine plan of placing 
the solitary in families. 

We most cordially commend this blessed Christian philanthropy 
and pledge ourselves as pastors to co-operate with this child welfare 
agency as far as we reasonably can by welcoming its representatives 
to our pulpits.

TACOMA CITY EVANGELIZATION UNION 
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REPORT OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


By the action of the last session of the Puget Sound Annual Con- 
ference, an Historical Society was organized with the purpose of col- 
lecting all documents and materials of worth to Methodism in the 
Pacific Northwest and for working out a program of value to the 
curch in the preservation of the records of the heroism and devotion 
of our pioneers. There were elected officers and an executive com- 
mittee composed of those who are intensely interested in the success 
of this long-delayed project. A meeting has been held and the follow- 
ing recommendations were unanimously voted to present to this Con- 
ference for consideration. 

We recommend that a committee be authorized to investigate the 
condition of the Methodist exhibit of the A.-Y.-P. Exposition now in 
the custody of the Historical Museum at Tacoma, and make sure of 
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our rightful ownership, and we ask that this committee be composed 
of A. Atwood, D. G. LeSourd and Wm. H. Leech. 

It was decided to ask the co-operation of every minister and all 
our laity in the collecting of documents and data and that the Secre- 
tary of the Society be authorized to make a systematic effort to in- 
terest all in this matter. He is to be the custodian of all historica1 
materials collected in the interests of the society. 

The value of an appointment record of all members of our Con- 
ference was discussed and it was decided to encourage the Conference 
Secretary in his efforts to this end, hoping the list may be published 
in the near future. 

By motion of W. H. W. Rees the present officers are hereby recom- 
mended for re-election for the ensuing year. It is also asked that D. 
G. LeSourd be placed on the executive committee in place of C. W. 
Darrow, deceased. 

In the light of a glorious past and the meagre interest that is gen- 
erally taken in the placing of honor to our early heroes, and the neglect 
‘of their souvenirs and records, we urge upon all a conscientious and 
painstaking attention to these matters of pride and churchly honor. 
To loiter now may result in the loss of much valuable material and 
the continuation of many erroneous statements in current texts on 
local history.

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MEMOIRS 


HELEN LEONA (LANE) GIESEY 


’ Helen Leona (Lane) Giesey, the youngest daughter of the Rev. 
Thos. W. and Mrs. Emma K. Lane, was born near Salem, Ohio, August 
8th, 1889. When six months of age she was baptised by Bishop Joyce. 
Through the years, hers was a devoted, cheerful witness to the pres- 
ence and preciousness of Jesus, her Savior. She could not tell the 
where nor when nor how; she only knew “He is my Savior now.” 

She graduated from the High School in Wheeling, West Virginia, 
in 1909, and in the Spring of 1910 she came with her parents to the 
parsonage of the First Methodist Episcopal Church in Tacoma. On 
August 16th, of that year, she was married to the Rev. Harl M. Giesey, 
a student in Boston University School of Theology. She returned 
with him to Boston and took up studies with her husband until his 
graduation in 1912, when they came to Tacoma. 

In September, of 1912, Brother Giesey was received into the Puget 
Sound Conference and was stationed at Algona and Pacitic. Here 
Mrs. Giesey’s influence was an unmeasured power for good to all with 
whom she served. Her unfailing Christian courtesy and cheerfulness, 
added to her quiet decision of character gave her a place of power 
and leadership in every community where she was known. 

On the morning of the 9th of December, 1913, she passed to her 
other home, “not made with hands, eternal in the heavens.” 

She left a baby daugher three weeks old, her husband, father and 
mother in Tacoma, and a brother and sister in Cleveland, Ohio. 

The funeral services were conducted by the District Superintend- 
ent, Dr. Thos. EH. Elliott, from the parsonage of the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Tacoma. Her body is laid to rest in the l'acoma 
Mausoleum. 





REV. CHARLES WESLEY DARROW. 


Rev. Charles Wesley Darrow was born in Painesville, Lake County, 
Ohio, on May 10th, 1846, and died at Tacoma, Washington, February 
6th, 1914. He joined the Methodist Church at Painesville when he was 
16 years of age. He attended Allegheny College, Meadville, Pa., and 
graduated in 1869, and then taught in Willoughby College, Ohio, for 
two years. He married Miss laidore F. Bates at Shelby on July 
28, 1873. 

In 1873 he was admitted to the Erie Conference and was ordained 
Deacon in 1875 and Elder in 1877. He was appointed to Grand River, 
Ohio, in 1873, where he served four churches, to Warrenville, Ohio, in 
1874, where he served six churches, to Greenwood, va., in 1875, where 
he served four churches. In 1876 and 1877 he was Professor at New 
Castle College, Pa., but returned to the pastorate in 1878 to Eden- 
burgh, Pa., where he served four churches, and to Sharpsville, Pa., in 
1879 to 1881, to Clarion, Pa., in 1882 to 1884, and at the same time was 
Professor in Carrier Seminary, at Clarion. He was pastor at Brock- 
wayville, Pa., from 1885 to 1888. In 1889 he was a supernumerary 
supply at Corsica, Pa. 

He moved to Tacoma, Washington, in June, 1890, and transferred 
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to the Puget Sound Conference in 1891 and supplied at Shelton dur- 
ing that year. In 1892 he supplied at South Prairie. In March, 1892, 
he began teaching in the Puget Sound University and continued there 
until 1898. In 1893 he supplied at Gig Harbor. He was pastor of 
Wesley Methodist Episcopal Church in 1899 and 1900, of Second 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Tacoma, in 1901, and became supernum- 
erary in 1902. He was Librarian of the University of Puget Sound 
of Tacoma for one year, preached two years at University Park. 

During the forty years that he belonged to the Methodist Confer- 
many miles sometimes on foot, very often preaching three times every 
ence, he preached somewhere nearly every Sunday, although working 
or teaching week days. 

He was the father of six children. A wife and five children sur- 
vive him; two sons, Harl J and Osmar; three daughters, Zara, Lois 
V., all in Tacoma, and Mrs. Zilla M. Harrison, of Sunnyside, Wn. 


REV. WILLIAM MOSES WELCH. 


Rev. William Moses Welch was in Vilinovia, Chautauqua County, 
New York, January 18, 1837, and died in Hillsboro, Indiana, February 
10th, 1914, after having spent nearly fifty years in the ministry. His 
ancestors on his mother’s side were of that old ministerial stock of 
Pecks of which Bishop Peck and his brothers were especially dis- 
tinguished. When 16 years of age with his parents he moved into the 
wilds of Michigan. Here, while helping to clear a farm, he became 
ambitious for an education, and in due time entered school at Mt. 
Pleasant, Iowa, and later attended college at Hillsdale, Mich. At the 
age of 20 he was converted and soon entered the ministry of the Free 
Will Baptist Church. 

Bro. Welch was first married in 1864 to Miss Lorinda Longwell. 
To them were born two children, Evert L. and Grace E., the former 
of whom went to his long home five years ago. This wife lived only 
a few years to bless their home, leaving the father alone to care for 
the little ones for a season. 

But in the summer of 1871 he was married to Mary A. Duncan, 
who proved a worthy helpmate to her husband. In due time there 
came into their home three interesting children, namely, Eldred N., 
Alfred B. and Raymond, who now a young man cares for his mother. 
In the Fall of 1870 he transferred his membership to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church and joined the Des Moines Conference, where he 
served in succession several pastoral charges. Then he transferred 
to the Dakota Conference, where he remained only two years. From 
there, on account of his wife’s failing health, he moved to the State 
of Washington. 

Here for a while he took work as a supply, but in 1897 was trans- 
ferred to the Puget Sound Conference, where he served various 
charges, most of them in the Tacoma District, everywhere doing faith- 
ful work. He built during this time, two churches, one at Bismark, 
Tacoma, and the other at Summit. In the Fall of 1906 he retired 
from the pastorate honored and beloved by his Conference and the 
many he had so faithfully watched over as a shepherd of souls. In 
the following year he moved to his wife’s old home near Hillsboro, 
Indiana, where he spent his last days. 

For more than a year previous to his death he had been a great 
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sufferer and knew that the end was drawing near. But he could with 
Paul say, “I am now ready.” In answer to a letter of sympathy he 
wrote the preachers of Tacoma District assuring them that he re- 
joiced in the hope of receiving his final appointment from the Great 
Head of the Church before they received theirs at the Annual Con- 
ference. 


REV. HARRY K. KLINE. 


Rev. Harry K. Kline died at the Tacoma General Hospital on Sat- 
urday, November 15th, 1913. Brother Kline was born in Shenandoah 
County, Virginia, in the year 1881, on the 28th of January. On Aug- 
ust 31, 1904, he married Gertrude Gay, who survives him with two 
children—Bessie, 8 years old, and Bonnie, 4 years old. Ten years ago 
our brother entered the Puget Sound Conference on trial. He has 
served the following named charges: Burton, one year; Hamilton, 
one year; Bay View, two years; Startup, two years; Vashon, two 
years, and he was on his second year at Bismarck. The last sermon 
he preached, the evening before our last Annual Conference, was from 
the text found in John 3-16. He said to his wife, “If I knew this was 
to be the last time I was to preach, I would want this to be my text.” 
Surely a good ending. This was his last public discourse, but many 
people who visited the hospital during his sickness say, “He has there 
preached the most effectual sermons by his cheerful disposition, 
patient endurance and sublime faith.’ Brother Kline was solicitous 
about his people and gave directions from his sick bed about minister- 
ing to them. When his hand was too feeble to hold the pencil he had 
his faithful wife write his last message to his people as follows: 
“Give the church my love. Tell them [I am still praying for them. 
Urge them to live good Christian lives. Thank them for their kind- 
ness and faithfulness to myself and family. And because of this may 
the Lord so bless them that the blessing shall flow from them to other 
lives and many be added to the church.” 

Funeral services were held at First Church, Tacoma, on November 
17th, under the direction of the District Superintendent, T. E. Elliott, 
assisted by J. H. Carter, G. L. Cuddy and F. L. Moore. The inter- 
ment was in the Tacoma cemetery. The text used by Dr. Hlliott was 
Revelation 18, 14, “Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth; yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their la- 
bors; for their works follow with them.” Friends from Vashon, his 
charge before coming to Tacoma, attended the funeral. The Bismarck 
congregation attended in a body, as did also the preachers of the dis- 
trict. Besides the widow and two daughters, the father, mother, 
brothers and sisters mourn the loss of a husband and father, a son 
and a brother. 


THERON ROSS CHAPPELL 


Theron Ross, age 18 months, son of Rey. and Mrs. H. E. Chappell, 
passed to his heavenly home August 9, 1914, at Silver Beach, Wash. 
His twin sister, Thera Ruth, died August 5, 1913, at Seaside, Ore. 
: These little ones were frail from their birth and, despite all that 
loving care and skill could do, they went home to be with Jesus. 
The parents are comforted by the Father’s sustaining grace. 
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LAYMENS’ ASSOCIATION 


The Laymen’s Association of the Puget Sound Conference, Metho- 
dist Hpiscopal Church, was called to order at 9:10 a. m., September 
11, 1914, by President F. A. Hazeltine. After an opening hymn and 
prayer by Brother C. L. Holt, of Bellingham, the president appointed 
the following committees: 

Credentials—C. L. Holt, Bellingham; F. H. Starks, Bremerton; 
Miss Lillian McDonald, Tenino. 

Resolutions—Dix Rowland, Tacoma; Mr. Soper, Arlington; Mr. 
Van Scoyoc, Orting; J. J. C. Armstrong, Vancouver. 

Constitution and By-Laws—Geo. Marsh, Ostrander; N. D. Pollum, 
Tacoma; Harry E. Wilson, Seattle. 

A motion was made by Bro. Cory, seconded and carried, that a 
committee on Education consisting of five Laymen be appointed by 
the President to co-operate with the Educational Committee of the 
Conference for the purpose of promoting the interests of the College 
of Puget Sound. The following were appointed: 

Education—E. C. Townsend, Walter Davis, C. H. Clay, Walter 
Jennings, Mrs. H. M. Dunlap. 

On motion of Bro. Townsend, seconded by Bro. Holt, it was voted 
that those Laymen whose pastors certify to their appointment, be ac- 
cepted as duly accredited delegates. On motion of Bro. Cory, duly 
seconded, a press committee was appointed consisting of J. Stanley 
Long for the city press and F. H. Starks for the Pacific Christian 
Advocate. 

At 10 o’clock the association adjourned to meet with the Annual 
Conference from 10 to 12, the afternoon session to begin at 1:30. 


Friday Afternoon. 


At 1:30 p. m. the adjourned session of the association was called 
to order, Vice President Cory in the chair, and the regular program 
was carried out with the addition of addresses by Bishop Cooke and 
Rey. E. M. Randall (see printed program.) On Friday evening the 
association met with the members of the Annual Conference and list- 
ened to a temperance address by Clarence True Wilson and an address 
on State-Wide Prohibition by Geo. D. Conger. 


Saturday Morning. 


The Committee on Credentials reported that as the delegates had 
in the majority of cases failed to secure credentials it was almost im- 
possible to report definitely upon the representatives from various 
charges and recommended that the convention be regarded as a mass 
meeting of laymen. On motion the report was adopted. The Com- 
mittee on Constitution and By-Laws reported as follows: 


Laymen’s Association of the Puget Sound Conference, Methodist 
Episcopal Church—Constitution. 
ARTICLE I. 


Name—This Association shall be called the Laymen’s Association 
of the Puget Sound Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
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ARTICLE II. 


Purpose—Its purpose shall be to stand shoulder to shoulder with 
the ministry of the church; to work for moral, social and temperance 
reform; to cultivate and maintain fraternity and union with other 
organized religious bodies; to discuss questions essential to the wel- 
fare of our denomination and generally to aid in promoting and build- 
ing up the kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


ARTICLE III. 


Membeship—Shall be a delegated membership, consisting of one 
member from each church and one additional member for every 100 
members of the church elected by the church as they may see fit. 
Members of other denominations and persons interested in moral or 
religious work may be made honorary members without fee or dues 
upon receiving the approval of a majority of the Executive Committesa 
and a majority of all the members voting. Honorary membership shall 
not entitle the member to vote or hold office. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Officers—The officers shall be a President, a General Vice Presi- 
dent, a Vice President from each district of the Conference called a 
District Vice President, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 

The officers shall perform the duties and exercise the functions 
that generally pertain to such officers in other bodies where their 
duties and powers are not defined by the Constitution or By-Laws. 

The officers aforesaid shall constitute the Executive Committee of 
the Association. The aforesaid officers shall be elected by ballot an- 
nually but vacancies may be filled by the Executive Committee to 
hold until the following annual election. 

ARTICLE V. 
Meeting—Meetings shall be held annually on Friday and Saturday 
_ of the week of the Ministerial Conference in the same town or city of 
that Conference. 
ARTICLE VI. 


Amendments—This Constitution or By-Laws may be amended at 
any annual meeting by a two-thirds (2-3) vote of all the members 
present and voting. 


BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. Ten (10) members shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business, but a less number may meet and adjourn. 
Sec. 2. The Executive Committee shall provide a program for 
each annual meeting; procure speakers; provide a place of meeting 
and make the necessary arrangements for the conducting of the an- 
nual meeting. 
Sec. 8. Hach charge entitled to representation in this Association 
shall pay an annual assessment of one cent per member. 
Sec. 4. The Executive Committee may provide rules for its own 
government not inconsistent with the Constitution or By-Laws. 
Committee on By-Laws for Puget Sound Conference Laymen’s 
Association, 
GEO. L. MARSH, 
HARRY EH. WILSON, 
N. D. POLLOM. 
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On motion the report was adopted. 


The President then declared the election of officers in order and 
by unanimous vote the following were elected: 


President, F. A. Hazeltine, editor South Bend Journal; General 
Vice President, Arthur S. Cory, cashier Chehalis National Bank; Sec- 
retary, C. E. Beach, Superintendent Olympic Public Schools; Trea- 
surer, Miss Alice Brown, Fin. Secretary First M. EB. Church, Seattle. 


The following were chosen as District Vice Presidents: Belling- 
ham, R. A. L. Davis; Seattle, W. H. Weaver; Tacoma, Dix Rowland; 


Olympia, W. E. Mumaw, Aberdeen; Vancouver, Mrs. Nellie Darnell, 
Kalama. 


A motion was made and carried that each charge be requested to. 
contribute one cent per member for the purpose of raising funds to 
carry on the work of the Laymen’s Association. Bro. W. H. Weaver 
offered the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, It is apparent to this Association that there has been 
and will be a growing need for a material advance in the salaries of 
our ministry in many of the smaller and intermediate charges of our 
Conference to enable our ministry to properly support their families 
and adequately present the needs of the gospel, and 


WHEREAS, The claims of the Puget Sound University and the 
other great Benevolent boards of the church have never been more 
acute than at this time, caused by the great awakening of the people 
in our foreign fields, simply demanding of our church in many places 
the preaching of the gospel of Christ, the unrest and disquietude of 
the public mind at home among many classes of our people in the 
cities, manufacturing centers, camps, etc., necessitating large demands 
to be made on our Home Missionary Board and realizing that these 
large claims must have greater support from our church laity, be it 
therefore 

RESOLVED, That the Laymen’s Association of Puget Sound Con- 
ference and we as its individual members present, believing that the 
plan of systematic finance is the solution in a large way to our finan- 
cial difficulties, do hereby unreservedly pledge our support to these 
great causes, and further, that'the Association will persistently press 
the claims of the “Every Member Canvass” and the “Duplex Knvelope 
System” in the Conference where it is not now in satisfactory working 
order, until it shall have been adopted by every charge in Puget Sound 
Conference, it being understood that this Association shall lend its 
entire moral and spiritual support and such financial and material 
support to the persistent prosecution of the work as it is able under 
careful management and God’s direction to render. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

Motion was made and seconded that we choose by districts work- 
ers to take up the matters of tithing, class meetings, etc., and to 
secure emphasis in all the charges upon these important matters. The 
motion was carried. 

Mrs. B. P. McFall, of Everett, led a discussion on the question, 
“Should the Ladies’ Aid Society Contribute to the Pastor’s Salary?” 
and E. T. Short, of Tacoma, addressed the Association on Church 
Publicity. The Association then adjourned until 1:30 p. m. 
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Saturday Afternoon. 


At 1:39 p. m. the Association resumed its work and carried out the 
regular program in addition to which Editor Hughes, of the Pacific 
Christian Advocate, addressed the Association. Following this the 
Committee on Resolutions made the following report: 


Laymen’s Association of Puget Sound Conference. 

Your Committee on Resolutions begs to submit the following for 
your consideration: 

RESOLVED, That we, the Laymen’s Association of the Puget 
Sound Conference, set ourselves to the task of spreading the gospel 
of Christian finance. That we will stand firmly upon the platform 
‘that the tenth belongeth to the Lord and as a matter of onor the 
Lord’s tenth may not be retained in our pockets but must be paid 
promptly into the Lord’s treasury. We endorse the Duplex Envelope 
system as being the best yet devised for church finance and recommend 
that churches at the beginning of the year set aside a day or fraction 
of a day at which time a canvas for subscriptions shall be made of 
every member. That all the church’s current expenses be placed in 
one budget and part of the one treasury. Transact the Lord’s business 
in a businesslike manner. 


RESOLVED, That we renew our pledge of support .o the College 
of Puget Sound. We recognize in President Todd the man of the hour 
and rejoice in the splendid way in which the church has rallied to the 
maintenance of the school and will endeavor to bring up the Confer- 
ence collection to the full one dollar per member. We recognize the 
fact that in giving to this college adequate support and endowment. 
Puget Sound Conference will be availing itself of an opportunity of 
such magnitude as seldom presents itself to any Conference. 

RESOLVED, That we give our most earnest efforts to promote a 
deeper spiritual experience and a closer co-operation on the part of ths 
laity with the pastors’ efforts at evangelization. That we recognize in 
the class meeting one of the best means to this end. 

RESOLVED, That looking to the movement to wipe out the liquor 
business we remember that we Methodists have a name and that in 
this particular line as in all others we will be true to our good name, 
That we will not only be earnest in this matter, but that we will en- 
deavor to exert our efforts in an effective way. 


RESOLVED, That we are thankful for and would express our 
deep appreciation of the many courtesies extended to us by First 
Church and the people of Seattle, but that we request and expect that 
at future Conferences we nde assigned an assembling place where we 
can carry through our business and program decently and in order as 
becometh an organization met to consider and plan the business of 
the King of Kings. 

Last but not least we would express our earnest appreciation of 
the splendid work of our officers during the past year.

After discussing the matter of a Conference Evangelist, the Asso- 
ciation finally adopted the following resolution offered by Bro. Ki. C. 
Townsend: 
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RESOLVED, That we favor the plan of adequate supervision of 
church evangelism and request the Conference to give the matter 
their most careful consideration with a view to favorable action 
thereon. 

The Association was addressed by President Edward H. Todd, of 
the College of Puget Sound, and the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Puget Sound Conference Laymen’s 
Association request the Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church to continue its aid, or to grant to the College of Puget Sound 
$5,000 for the coming year. 

RESOLVED, Second, that we request the General Education Board 
of New York to consider favorably the appeal of the College of Puget 
Sound, assuring it of our deep interest and desire to have a strong 
college of liberal arts on the west side of the mountains in the State 
of Washington, and expressing our belief that no better opportunity 
has been offered for the creation of a strong college. 

The Association then adjourned.

Standing® Resolutions

IlI—The apportionment for Episcopal and Conference Claimants’

apply throughout the district and charges. 


IV.—AlIl matter to be printed in the Journal must be delivered to the 
Secretary immediately upon the adjournment of the Conference session. 


V.—The Conference shall open with the Holy Communion and imme- 
diately following the organization of the Conference the Secretary shall call 
the names of the deceased members and a memorial service shall then be 
held, which shall include a memorial address by someone selected by the 
Committee on Memoirs. The services not to exceed one hour in time. 


VI.—These Rules and Resolutions shall not be suspended or changed 
but by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting.

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RULES GOVERNING CONFERENCE EXAMINATIONS. 


I—No person shall be admitted on trial who is past thirty-five years of 
age, without a two-thirds vote of the Conference. 


II—No person shall be admitted on trial who cannot furnish to the 
Board of Examiners satisfactory evidence of having completed a course of 
study equivalent to that of the high schools of the state, or of the prepar- 
atory department of the College of Puget Sound. 


III—No candidate shall be examined after the commencement of Con- 
ference without the consent of the Board of Examiners. 


IV.—No candidate shall be conditioned in more than two studies. 


V.—In writing examinations, students shall state the questions before 
making their answers. 


VI—Where alternate books are to be read use: Admission, “Every 
Day Evangelism;” first year, “Elements of Religious Pedagogy;” second 
year, “The Resurrection of Jesus;” third year, “Social Solutions;” fourth 
year, “Psychology of the Christian Soul,’ and “Place of Christ in Modern 
Thought.” 


Mid-year examinations will be held in April and August. The books 
to be read should be given careful attention early in the year. It is urged 
that all the examinations be taken as early in the year as possible. 

All correspondence regarding examination and credits is to be carried 
on with the Chairman of the Board of Examiners.

Seattle, Wash., Wednesday, September 8, 1915. 

Opening—The Puget Sound Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church assembled for its thirty-second session on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 8, 1915, at 8:30 o’clock A. M., in the University Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Seattle, Wash., Bishop Richard J. Cooke presiding. 

Holy Sacrament—Hymn 315 was sung and the Conference was briefly 
addressed by the Bishop, who then administered the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper, assisted by the district superintendents. 

Roll Call—The secretary of the last Conference called the roll and 124 
members and ten of those on trial answered to their names. 

Organization—The following Conference officers were reélected: 

Secretary—Robt. C. Hartley. Assistants—B. N. Galbraith, E. J. Bates, 
J. M. Hixson, and F. C. Thompson.

Postmaster—On motion of F. A. LaViolette, A. A. Brittain was made 
Conference postmaster. 

Press Reporters—W. S. Harrington was made reporter for the Pacific

SECOND DAY 


Thursday, September 9, 1915. 

Devotions—The Conference was called to order by the Bishop, who 
then spoke concerning the call of Gideon, after which W. S. Harrington led 
in prayer. 

Journal Approved—The minutes of the previous session were read and 
approved. 

Question XIV—J. M. Canse, superintendent of the Bellingham District, 
was called, his character was passed, and he presented his report. 

The pastors of each of the districts were called, their characters were 
passed, and they made their reports. 


Detached Service—The names of those on detached service were called 
and their characters passed. 

Apportionment Secretary—Dr. W. B. Hollingshead, secretary of 
apportionments, Philadelphia, was introduced and presented the work of 
his department, and on motion of E. M. Hill the Conference expressed their 
appreciation of his address by a rising vote of thanks. 

Statistical Reports—F. A. LaViolette, statistician, announced that all 
the pastors’ reports had been received. 

Board of Foreign Missions—Dr. Chas. E. Locke, representing the 
Board of Foreign Missions, gave a report of the work in the foreign field, 
and on motion of A. W. Leonard the following resolution was adopted by 
a rising vote: 

“WHEREAS, The Puget Sound Conference has been honored by the 
presence of Dr. Chas.

Reports of Districd Superintendents 


BELLINGHAM DISTRICT 
J. M. Canse, Superintendent 


BisHop Cook® AND BRETHREN : 

The churches and pastors of the most northwesterly district of Amer- 
ican Methodism have been gracious toward this appointee of a year ago. 
Together we have stood upon our watch to see what Jehovah would say. 
Together we have prayed: “O Lord, revive thy work in the midst of the 
year.” Together we have labored in His strength. 

The average church of our Methodism has 193 members, according to 
the findings of Dr. W. B. Hollingshead, apportionment secretary. The aver- 
age membership in this district is 111, or fifty-eight per cent of the general 
average. The net valuation of church property is $12,542 for each, while 
in this district it is but $4,955, or less than forty per cent. For ministerial 
support, including house rent, our great church pays an average of $1,019, 
while Bellingham District averages $962.50, or ninety-five per cent. The aver- 
age for disciplinary benevolences is, for the entire church, $228; for this 
district, $218.51. Thus it will be seen that while we have so many small 
and struggling churches in new communities, and have not been able to 
build our houses of worship better than forty per cent of the church at 
large, our laity of the Northwest have generously paid their pastors within 
five per cent of the general average and lack less than $10 of the average 
our more established churches pay for the benevolent causes. When these 
conditions are known in the church at large, surely far-visioned Methodists 
of the older and wealthier churches of the East will recognize the heroism 
of our people and continue their gifts to pioneer missionary work, giving 
even more generously. 

After serving Custer two months of this year, N. E. Wood went to 
Columbia River Conference, on account of his wife’s health, and J. T. 
Wright of Seattle was secured to supply this vacancy. At the close of the 
first quarter A. P. Zedaker went from Darrington to a charge in Idaho and 
Charles M. Sullivan, a local preacher of South Bellingham, was appointed 
in his place. In the middle of November G. C. Squire began a revival at 
Eureka Church, Bellingham, and was relieved of his other appointment, 
Silver Beach. C. B. Sears has filled out the year at this latter place with 
delight to all concerned. After serving Monroe half the year, H. C. Leaven- 
worth accepted the superintendency of the Wenatchee District of the Wash- 
ington Children’s Home Finding Society, and P. H. Raymond was promptly 
placed at Monroe and Roy Owen, a local preacher of Trinity Church, Belling- 
ham, was made pastor at Spencer and Hopkins Memorial Churches, Everett. 
Without exception, the great Head of the church has signally blessed these 
appointments, prospering the churches and cheering the pastors; all are asked 
back. 

The health of our pastors has been sufficient that none has been kept 
from his appointments more than a Sunday or two, except H. E. Chappell, 
LaConner, who suffered the loss of an eye in the early summer. The dark 
angel entered the Arlington parsonage last September 17 and called for the 
four-year-old daughter, Beryl Estella, before Brother Brittain could hasten 
home from Conference. Dr. Landen conducted fitting services. Dark shad- 
ows hovered about the pastoral dwellings at Anacortes, Custer, and Sultan. 
An operation was performed upon Sister Erickson last June and the wives 
of J. T. Wright and E. E. Simmons have been critically ill from heart and 
nervous ailments, but all are now improved. 

Twin boys came to the Richardson home at Startup, July 5, and are lusty 
fellows, named George and Herbert. On February 26 was born to S. S. 
Guiler and wife a daughter, named Lois Aroma, and September 2 a daughter 
came to the home of J. C. Harrison, Ferndale. 
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Our pastors have fully one hundred dependent upon them for support. 
What a tribute to the magic domestic economy of our devoted and peerless 
wives | 

The district stewards’ and pastors’ meetings were held the first week 
of October at Trinity, Bellingham, Burlington, and First Church, Everett. 
The program of the year was here decided upon and an every-member 
canvass adopted for the district. Wherever this was followed faithfully 
are found to-day our best reports. The annual ministers’ and laymen’s meet- 
ing took place at Sedro-Woolley, April 13-15. The program was pronounced 
of exceptional order, where the ministers and the laity discussed in common 
“The Survey of Our District,’ “Methodist Forces,’ and “God at Work 
Among Us.” 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society met at Snohomish and the 
Home at Lynden with splendid results. The north half of the western 
Washington Sunday Schools held its convention at Mount Vernon in May. 
Our Epworth League hosts gathered at Anacortes the third week in June 
and not only enjoyed a rich feast together, but fully fifty bright young 
people answered the altar call for a full surrender to their Saviour and four 
dedicated their lives for special Christian service. 

The first two months of the year found our pastors leading in the “Wash- 
ington Dry” campaign. If they and many of our militant members had 
been less enthusiastic our fair state might not now be rejoicing in the hope 
of a riddance of the curse of the legalized saloon. 

The Easter festivities concluded a missionary campaign when the pastors 
assisted each other. Harry Allen, returned missionary, greatly assisted us 
at several places. Several more charges have already reported in full on the 
star card than last year. 

The redemption of Trinity Church, Bellingham, has made a record of rare 
labors of love, gifts to sacrificing, and many an effectual prayer. Recog- 
nizing the saving of this enterprise as the most stupendous task of the year, 
we settled down as close as possible to the load to be lifted and have been 
able to join in the shout of victory. The strain upon the pastor, E. N. Askey, 
and his courageous board cannot here be recounted. But in four months of 
heroic efforts $10,000 cash had been raised, $10,000 donated by the Phila- 
delphia Board, with a five per cent loan to cover all remaining obligations 
of $20,000. Now after six months we are able to report that the first inter- 
est of $500 has been paid. Surely there is a giving that more greatly 
enriches; without rich members Trinity has now met all ministerial support 
in full and the pastor will report nearly all benevolences in full. 

__ Some unique property transactions have taken place. Our chapel at 
Fidalgo has been exchanged for the old Congregational Church at Edison. 
This was accomplished in keeping with the comity of the church council 
and each church has gained by the transaction. Rev. J. R. Sasnett has 
here, as at Blanchard, led our people to a great triumph, and by subscrip- 
tions and the sale of the small parsonage at Edison the $400 due the Congre- 
gational board will be met promptly and the old church materially improved. 
The unoccupied old church at Clear Lake has been sold for $250 and, after 
taking out the $100 loan from Philadelphia, the balance is awaiting the dis- 
position of the Conference trustees, with certain requests. 


The story of the loss by fire of our Acme Church and parsonage came 
before you in the spring. On August 15 a beautiful bungalow worshipful 
house was dedicated. The pastor, R. W. Curry, with Angus Hoffman and 
W. D. Turkington, as a building committee, adopted plans proposed by the 
superintendent. The insurance money, $875, with less than $100 more, and 
donations of labor and shingles, give Acme tithing Methodists a church 
worth at least $1,400. A. A. Brittain preached in the morning to a full 
house and the superintendent spoke at night and dedicated the church free 
of all debt. After many years of varying fortunes, First Church, Bellingham, 
sesoening to the ager seve methods of their pastor, Dr. E. M. Hill, have 
secured a strategic site for a prospective edifice at the corner 
and Halleck. This is indeed 5 aehlbbrement anti

Mount Vernon has arisen as by inspiration to the call of its pastor, 
_F. L. Baldwin, and completed the exquisite auditorium. It was a soul-refresh- 
ing day, July 11, when a throng of people gathered to hear Dr. E. H. Todd 
and tarried to pledge $3,200 to cover $2,600 indebtedness. The district super- 
intendent preached at night and, with the pastor, dedicated the sanctuary. 

Improvements have been made on the following churches: Avon, $200 
on foundation and painting; Stanwood, $150 for new roof and fresco; Nook- 
sack, Lakewood, and Silver Beach, about $100 each on decorations; Lopez, 
Laurel, and Eureka, $50 for outside painting. Lopez bought the pastor a 
ex buggy, and other charges could help themselves by doing a similar 
thing. 

The parsonages on several charges are in a very unattractive condition. 
The one at First Church, Bellingham, received over $300 in necessary 
improvements before Dr. Hill and his family settled. Burlington added a 
bathroom and fixtures, valued at $150, and Fairhaven a like amount. Pastor 
Rubicam gave a coat of paint to the Friday Harbor parsonage. At Sedro- 
Woolley concrete sidewalks have been put in at a cost of $150, mostly given 
by the business men to B. W. Rinehart, the pastor. Startup has new board 
sidewalks and Sumas has expended $236 on street improvements. 

We are now able to report a community church in course of construction 
at Oso; $400 in cash and half as much more in labor has been expended. 
This represents half the investment contemplated and for much of this good 
work our pastor, C. M. Sullivan, is given credit. 

Genuine revivals of gospel Christianity have brightened the horizon on 
several charges. Dr. J. P. Marlatt began early to organize Everett Metho- 
dism for a campaign of personal evangelism and on Easter morning received 
107 new members. Bellingham came together in a tabernacle meeting, with 
the pastors preaching and Professor P. P. Bilhorn conducting the music. 
Mount Vernon joined in a union service conducted by Evangelist Osborne, 
as also did Blaine. C. B. Allen did very effective work at LaConner and 
Sumas was blessed by the coming early in the year of Brother and Sister 
Wm. Park. 

Several pastors have exchanged services and accomplished much good. 
Brothers Kerr and Harrison held two fine ten days’ meetings at Snohomish 
with thirty converts, and Ferndale nearly twenty. Burlington and Blanchard 
enjoyed the exchange of W. M. Dews and J. R. Sasnett with conversions, 
sanctifications, and a great quickening to both churches. H. L. Townsend and 
wife held a refreshing meeting at East Sound and various other revivals 
were held. A unique and effective week of meetings was held at Grace 
Church, Everett, known at “Win-My-Chum” week. The pastor, J. L. Grandey, 
was assisted by several brethren of the Conference. Nearly fifty joined the 
church. 

A complaint frequently made by official members and sometimes by 
pastors is that the records are burdened with names that discredit the church, 
financially and spiritually. Consequently hasty surgical operations are per- 
formed on the debilitated. While such a course is undoubtedly needed at 
times, it is never justified short of a careful diagnosis and careful advice 
with pastoral sympathy. While we have made a good gain in members this 
year, this report cannot record the losses by the scalpel. 

The claims of the College of Puget Sound have been faithfully pre- 
sented. Dr. Todd has been among us for sermons and addresses and always 
proved a source of inspiration. 

The Pacific Christian Advocate is a welcome visitor and in good favor. 
The Epworth Herald continues to be a source of vision to our youth. Our 
Sunday School literature finds its way into more needy homes than any other 
religious publication in the land and its character is of the most vital import. 
The ever-replenished shelves of “The House of Good Books” should be 
drawn from more largely by the people called Methodists when purchasing. 
Our people would be more truly holy were they more knowing. 

There will be no fewer than ten new Sunday Schools this year. Some 
wide-awake pastors have made half of these possible, while the Conference 
missionary, J. M. Weaver, has labored among us, especially up the Skagit 
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River and around Lake Whatcom. He has left a fine impression for his 
untiring efforts and his genial personality. 

New appointments, such as the following, will likely appear for the new 

ear: 
‘ Belfast and Bow set off from other charges for convenience, and Henry 
School added to Bay View and Allen. 

Hamilton is clamoring for a resident pastor and promises to do well 
by him. With East Hamilton, Grassmere, Rocky Creek, and Cascade the new 
pastor will be kept busy in constructive work, Here Pastor Bradshaw has 
done good work. K 

Lyman charge will have included Happy Valley, Skiu, and Utopia. This 
last place is a prosperous community, formerly served by the Presbyterians, 
but recently, upon the desire of the people themselves, turned to us by the 
church council. 

Lynden Circuit will be formed by putting together Weiser Lake, North 
Prairie, Greenwood, and Glendale. Pastor Ashby of Lynden has resurrected 
a Methodist graveyard with a full acre of ground for the erection of a 
church. The last three places are new, while Weiser Lake has fine signs of 
building soon upon lots owned by the Dorcas Society, and starting with $400 
they have in bank. Here E. R. Tracy has done fine service. 

North Bellingham, or the county farm community, has a church built by 
local money. The Congregational Church has been supplying pastors for 
several years, but called our Ferndale pastor, J. C. Harrison, to preach for 
the summer Sunday afternoons. But matters grew hot in a characteristic 
Methodist way and overtures were made for us to take over the church. 
The trustees were assured that if this were to be done, they must make all 
the advances and to prove their anxiety the neighborhood was canvassed, 
with the result that on July 4 the superintendent, with Brother Harrison, 
met the congregation, preached, organized a Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
arranged for incorporation. The deed has been properly executed and $500 
pledged for the support of a wide-awake Methodist pastor. Victor will be 
taken from Bellingham Circuit, this charge being dissolved, and placed with 
North Bellingham for afternoon service. Some missionary money will be 
added and we will here have a very attractive charge. There are now three 
dozen Methodists and several associate members. 

A kind providence has safeguarded Bellingham District this most trying 
year. Some progress is apparent. Out of our greatest discouragements 
have come wonderful victories; from disaster and loss have arisen greater 
gains than seemed possible. 

To the faithful soldiers of the Cross over the district and the loyal and 
heroic pastors who have led them forward is the credit due; and to Christ, 
the mighty Captain of our Salvation, be all the praise and thanksgiving.

_ Pisgah marks the mountain top of the “joy of service,” when at this 
time of the year the “man of God” looks over the land and views his twelve 
months’ work. “Olivet” signifies the sacrifice and self-abnegation, so much 
a part of our faithful men this particular year. The times have been hard, 
making the task more difficult; the best of strength and courage has been 
great, leaving the “Shepherd of the flock” many times perplexed and seem- 
ingly defeated. Only “God can give the increase” and praise be to His name 
He honors the efforts! ; 

With but one exception the pastors appointed to the charges on this 
district have stayed by their work. Methodist preachers are not cowards 
and they, with their families, have “counted it all joy” to serve as did 
Martha of old. Brother A. Anderson, justly spoken of as the “Bishop of 
Mason County,” after giving five years of service, “blazing the trail” through 
forest and over mountain, became ill and was forced to retire from active 
service for a while. The pastor at Shelton, who is the happy possessor of a 
Ford, kindly consented to enlarge his borders, and he has done his task 
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well. If the philanthropic Mr. Ford could only be brought to see that the 
gift of a few machines would be a stimulus to missionary work and religious 
development, I believe his great heart would again show generosity. Let 
the Laymen’s Association take the initiative in such a movement or create a 
fund among themselves whereby machines may be furnished. 

The writer has endeavored to be “instant in season, and out of season” a 
veritable friend and helper to every preacher and every layman, a brother 
rather than a driver. The preachers have been loyal and true, the laity have 
been faithful and patient, giving in many instances hours of time to the 
business of the church. The best financial plans have been submitted, and 
in most places adopted. The “Every-Member Canvass” appeals, in a most 
practical way, to both pastors and people. 

Evangelistic fires have burned on most of our church altars, saving the 
sinner, quickening the saint. The continued vitality of the cause depends on 
this personal touch which we Methodists call REVIVALS! The charges 
reporting the largest returns from these special efforts were: Colby, Port 
Townsend, Tenino, Cedarville schoolhouse on the Oakville charge, Trinity 
Church, Aberdeen, and Port Orchard. L. D. Cook of McCleary assisted at 
Trinity, Aberdeen, and E. L. Benedict helped on to victory at Port Orchard. 

“A revival in every church during the year to come,” says the higher 
powers. The churches call back in clarion tones, “We will do our best!” 
The group plan will be inaugurated and pastors will assist each other, with, 
perhaps, a few possible exceptions. 

“The flower of our land,’ “the pride of our church,” are the young 
people. Too much emphasis cannot be placed on the work of the Sunday 
School. The most alert, consecrated superintendents to lead, the most ear- 
nest, well-trained teachers to follow ought to bring about splendid results. 
Edifices should be built with this most valued department in view. The 
Rally Day program, “The Patriotism of Peace,” will be generally used in 
October. Our splendid Sunday School missionary, J. M. Weaver, has done 
most efficient work on this district. 

The Epworth League is an organization which the church could not do 
without. Social standards are raised, spiritual life and high ideals stimulated 
by those who follow the Roman Cross with its four words, “Look up, Lift 
up.” Redondo is the Mecca for the Leaguers during ten days in July. A 
good place to go for a vacation, a good place to learn methods, a good place 
to come in touch with mind strength, soul strength! A successful subdistrict 
meeting was held at Tenino. Brother Miller made a fine host. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies are just working in the same old way, help- 
ing the pastor, supplementing church funds, creating a social atmosphere 
for the “stranger,” making “chink stones” of themselves. One of these 
societies in a small milling town expended almost $400 on the church, and 
then had not overdrawn its bank account. 

The Sustentation Fund, created and expended by the Home Missionary 
Society to supplement the salary of preachers on small charges, is proving 
popular and helpful. 

“Property is a divine trust. Things are tools, not prizes.” The laymen 
are beginning to realize this and are taking a larger pride in church and par- 
sonage. Result, better buildings, more paint, new shingles, neat yards. 
Shame on the shiftless preacher who does not make the grounds about these 
places green and attractive. An example for his people. Cultivate some 
choice roses; it may furnish a nucleus for conversation with the man whom 
you are striving to reach. 

The church should be the social center for its young people. Eliminate 
your don’ts and your criticism for the growing youth and create some DO’S 
and give them lots of love! The substitute for an evil is a good. Bremerton, 
Little Rock and McCleary have reading rooms, where games also may be 
played. Many a little street urchin has gone into the church gymnasium to 
play at Aberdeen and afterwards found his way to the Sunday School and 
church. Every church should have a room equipped so that the “stranger 
within our gates” could find a place to read and write and rest. “A memo- 
rial gift” of $250 was secured for the Maytown Church. Money well placed! 
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The preachers of my district will verify the fact that I have never let 
an opportunity pass to speak a good word for our school, the College of 
Puget Sound, and to urge to loyal support. Many, alas, do not get the 
vision of the value of an education secured at a Christian college. The pas- 
tors have presented the claims of the school. 

I thank God for the codperation and courtesy of both pastor and laymen. 
Many of the latter have had but few days’ work since the first of the year. 
Some are now in the harvest fields of eastern Washington. If “bottoms” 
could be had and lumber could be marketed, conditions would soon change. 
Existence is at a premium with many of our good stanch church members. 
The present conditions cannot always prevail. So, believing in God, believing 
in ourselves, believing in humanity, fearing nothing and no one, with obedi- 
ence to our holy calling, we will continue— 


“To work for Christ in loved employ, 
And lose the duty in the joy.” 


SEATTLE DISTRICT

A year ago, Bishop Cooke, you appointed me to this district to succeed 
Dr. J. P. Marlatt, who for six years had faithfully served the churches and 
won the affections of the people. I was kindly received and have had the 
loyal support of both pastors and people. 

The results of the year’s work have not been all we might desire, but the 
Lord has crowned the year’s work with His blessing and to Him be all the 

lory. 

° In general, the health of the preachers and their families has been very 
good indeed. In the early spring Mrs. J. W. Kern, the wife of our pastor 
at Ronald, had her hands and wrists severely burned, causing weeks of intense 
suffering and bodily pain. It seems almost miraculous that her life was 
spared. In July their youngest son Francis came home from school and 
was taken seriously ill with appendicitis. An operation was necessary and 
es health is perfectly restored. Their cup of affliction has surely been full 
this year. 

In the early part of the year Brother S. G. Jones was stricken with 
inflammatory rheumatism and was confined to his home for a little time. 
He is much improved, but not perfectly restored to health. 

Mrs. E. M. Randall has been so indisposed that she has been confined to 
her home a considerable part of the year. We are glad to report that she 
is much improved, and we hope for her speedy and complete recovery. 

On Saturday of the Conference session last year Rev. J. W. Frescoln, 
pastor of Trinity Church, was taken ill. His condition did not seem alarm- 
ing to his physician, but on Tuesday after Conference adjourned he suddenly 
and unexpectedly passed away. He was a good man, a splendid preacher, 
an exemplary husband and father. 

On April 22 Rev. R. C. Glass, an honored retired member of this Con- 
ference, was transferred from the Church Militant to the Church Triumphant. 
He was a man who had given long years of service and much in material 
things to the work of the Kingdom. A man who had endured hardness as 
a good soldier of Jesus Christ and had been signally successful in all of his 
ministry. I am sure this whole Conference joins me in expressions of sym- 
pathy and brotherly love to these bereaved families. 

Rev. Guy A. McShane was transferred from the Southwest Kansas 
Conference and stationed at Trinity Church to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Brother Frescoln. He was well received and has had a good year. 

Daniel Earl, who was supplying Kennydale, gave up the charge in Novem- 
ber and Brother O. H. McGill, being available, was appointed pastor and 
the work has prospered under his wise management. 

Kent Circuit was left to be supplied at Conference time. This circuit 
occupies a territory where the Japanese are getting control of most of the 
farming land and the white farmers are moving away, so that our church 
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work is not prosperous. Wm. Leher has supplied Thomas very acceptably 
to the people. 

Foote Memorial Church has been without a pastor all year. G. H. 
Barnes, a local preacher, who is a member of this church, has either sup- 
plied the pulpit on Sunday himself, or secured a supply, so they have never 
been without services. The Sunday School and Epworth League have done 
good work. Quite a number have been converted and added to the church 
during the year. 

Riverton was connected with Des Moines last Conference, but that 
arrangement was not satisfactory. I, therefore, appointed Rev. John Tinling 
as pastor at Riverton and he has served this point in connection with Wesley 
and this has worked well. 

Soon after Conference an exchange was affected between Dr. Jeffers 
of Queen Anne Church and Dr. Geo. C. King of South Pasadena. Brother 
King has not had an easy year, but he has won the confidence and affection 
of the people and has materially improved the church building as well as add- 
ing a number of members to the church. 

Special meetings have been held in many of the churches and, while the 
results have not been as large as we might desire, the spiritual life of the 
churches has been quickened and many souls converted. The net increase in 
membership will not be large because of the large number removed without 
letter. It seems impossible to stop this leakage. Scores of people move away 
from the charges where they reside and do not communicate with the pastor 
and in a little while they are lost to the church. 

We have as a district adopted the program of the “Methodist Forward 
Movement,” and are planning for an aggressive and intensive evangelistic 
campaign next year. 

Financially, this has been a hard year for all our churches. The salaries 
of many of the pastors will not be reported in full. This is due largely to 
the inability of the people to pay. Many of our members have been among 
the unemployed a goodly part of the year through no fault of their own, 
and hence unable to contribute to the support of the church. Our benevolent 
apportionments will not be met in full. I am, however, encouraged to believe 
the aggregate will not fall below last year. 

The Crown Hill Chapel, costing about $1,000, was completed July 2. 
The morning of July 5, about 3 A. M., it burned to the ground and was a 
total loss. Insurance, $500. 

Our city missionary, Brother W. H. Leech, and his heroic band were 
not daunted. The insurance money was used to purchase the material and 
the men of the community have joined with the pastor in the erection of 
another building that will soon be ready for services without a dollar’s 
expenditure for labor. ; 

The Tibbitts Memorial Church was inadequate for the work of the 
society, so it has been practically rebuilt at a cost of about $2,500. They 
now have a neat auditorium and a full basement for Sunday School and 
social purposes. 

A new foundation has been placed under the Queen Anne Church, the 
basement remodeled and made more convenient, the church painted on the 
outside, and decorated on the interior, the indirect lighting system installed, 
thus greatly beautifying the church at a cost of over $2,400. : 

At Bryn Mawr we owned a lot and small uncompleted cottage. This 
has been sold and a new site purchased, and a very neat chapel built for our 
growing Sunday School and congregation. This work has been wisely 
handled by Brother R. L. Wolfe, our pastor at Rainier Beach. 

Other improvements have been made to churches and parsonages amount- 
ing the several hundred dollars. ; 

The church debts, like the poor, we have always with us. I need not 
say they are embarrassing our church work, that is well known. We have 
not been able this year to much more than pay.interest and meet some press- 
ing claims. : Sse e : 

By the assistance of the City Evangelization Union, Renton has paid 
$3,000 of its debt and renewed the mortgage for balance for three years. 
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Conditions at Shaw Memorial reached such a crisis that in order to 
save the church the parsonage had to be sold. This reduced the indebted- 
ness to $1,000, which is placed with our own Church Extension Board. ; 

During the winter the conditions among the unemployed of the city 
became acute and the charitable organizations of the city were sorely taxed 
to feed the hungry and supply the temporal needs of these men. Our First 
Church, under the leadership of the pastor, Dr. Leonard, assisted by the 
Ladies’ Aid Society, instituted what was known as the “Saturday Night 
Supper.” In this way hundreds of men were fed and many of them sup- 
plied with shoes and needed articles of clothing. After the supper, a religious 
service was conducted by Dr. Leonard, in which the men joined heartily. 
One hundred and fifteen professed saving faith in Jesus Christ and all of 
them received a better impression of the church. 

The Sunday School still continues to be the recruiting station of the 
church. Here boys and girls are not only led to Christ, but trained for 
Christian service. We are glad to note that improved methods are being 
introduced and more efficient work being done. The Sunday Schools of 
the district will make a good report this year. 

Our Conference superintendent of Sunday Schools, Rev. J. M. Weaver, 
has done excellent work and is always ready to respond to calls for service. 

The Epworth and Junior Leagues have grown in numbers and, I believe, 
in efficiency. We have a splendid corps of district officers, with Volney P. 
Evers, the son of Dr. Evers, as president. The plans outlined for the 
year, if carried out, will greatly increase the spiritual life and usefulness of 
our Epworthians. I am pleased to bear testimony to the high standard of 
spiritual life among our young people. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies have been untiring in their labors to supple- 
ment the finances of the church and otherwise strengthen the church. It is 
true they have made and sold fancy and useful articles, baked chicken pies, 
served ice cream and cake, etc., etc., but they have done it as religiously as 
they have gone to prayer meeting and there are no members of the church 
more regular in their attendance upon the weekly prayer meeting. These 
societies have not only raised thousands of dollars, but they have visited the 
sick and strangers, fed the hungry, clothed the naked, and relieved the 
distress of the poor. God bless them. 

The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies have helped to 
circulate missionary literature and disseminate missionary intelligence and 
cultivate the missionary spirit in the churches. The spirit of harmony and 
cooperation have been worthy of emulation, and their joint convention was 
a great success. We expect the coming of the National Convention of the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society to this city the last of this month will be 
a blessing to all our churches. 

Our Deaconess Home and Training School are woefully lacking in 
equipment, but some excellent work has been done. Miss Anna M. Cady, who 
so wisely and efficiently has served as superintendent for several years, 
labored so diligently and faithfully and bore so many burdens that she 
suffered a nervous breakdown in the early spring, and was granted an indef- 
inite leave of absence. Miss Mary B. Sweet was secured to take Miss Cady’s 
place, and although she has only been here a few months, she has won the 
confidence of all and we expect the coming year to be the best the training 
school has ever had. 

The settlement work under the consecrated leadership of Miss Lewis has 
done most excellent work. A number of young people have been converted 
and joined the church. The Sunday School is largely attended. Dr. West 
has conducted the evening service all year with great satisfaction to all. 

The College of Puget Sound has received hearty and loyal support from 
every pastor. They believe in Dr. Todd and are anxious to help him and 
the school. The amount raised will not equal one dollar per member, but 
we hope it will be an increase over last year. 

The Pacific Christian Advocate has not been placed in every home, but 
we believe this ought to be the goal of our pastors. I question whether a 
man ought to be kept on the official board year after year who does not take 
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~ one of our church papers. What Editor Hughes needs to make a good 
paper is not soft words, but hard dollars. 

Seattle District has a number of retired ministers of our own and other 
conferences. I desire to bear witness to the exemplary character and godly 
example of these men, to their brotherliness of spirit and their willingness 
to be of service to the pastors and churches. It has been a benediction to 
me personally to be associated with these brethren. It will not be long till, 
like Dr. Glass, they will all answer the roll in the Heavenly Conference. 
May the evening time be light before them. 

I have not the time nor space to mention each pastor and charge sepa- 
rately. Suffice it to say, that in the midst of most trying conditions the 
brethren have been faithful to their trust and loyal to God and His church. 
The statistical records do not reveal the difficulties under which they have 
labored, or the heartaches they have borne. I am glad to be associated in 
the work of the Kingdom with such a body of men. 

With profound gratitude to God for all His mercies I submit this, my 
first annual report of the work on Seattle District. 


TACOMA DISTRICT

How swiftly the years roll by! It seems but yesterday since I received 
from Dr. Elliott, my predecessor, such cordial help in commencing the work 
of the year. I will always remember his brotherly spirit. 

This report will follow my invariable rule, i. e., deal with general facts, 
omit details, and be brief. 

About the usual number of readjustments and rearrangements in appoint- 
ments and charges have taken place. Three fine young preachers have gone 
East to attend school, to return some day even better fitted for their work. 
The district presents to the Conference two splendid men for admission; 
both of them tested, true, and qualified for Western work. 

Tacoma District has a number of choice retired preachers, many of them 
able and willing to do supply work. But the number of young men who 
want to attend the College of Puget Sound, and who must have supply work 
to help them through school, call for even more supply charges than we 
have. I very much desire, and hope to arrange, to give more work to some 
of the retired preachers on the district, for the church is losing the benefit 
of the good work they could do. 

There has been industrial and commercial uncertainty, producing some 
financial depression. I am sure there is danger of magnifying the situation. 
There has been no widespread and general lack at all comparable to the 
serious financial depression of 1893-96. My first year as a presiding elder 
was in 1893. Vancouver District had sweeping revivals everywhere, and I 
am sure paid me every cent it could, and yet the salary paid was only $525. 
Many of our fairly well-to-do people had lack of the common necessities of 
life, and many owners of good residences were glad to have such occupied 
free of rent. And these conditions were general. While this has not been 
true this year, yet finances have been so we are admonished that there is a 
boundary line to expenditures that will resent being crossed. Despite best 
and hardest efforts, there will be deficiencies in both salaries and benevo- 
lences, but the spiritual life and esprit de corps of the district is superb. 
The deficiencies would have been much larger had we not pushed a mid-year 
effort to bring as many persons into the Kingdom of Christ and into the 
church and meet all financial claims in full for the half year. A circular 
letter and an envelope for the contribution went to every member and many 
friends of the church on the district, and very good results were reached. 
But the most encouraging feature of the movement is that it clearly demon- 
strated to our people that it can be done; and next year, and each succeeding 
year, we are going to do it. 

In order to furnish a support to the pastor and not burden our laymen 
on small charges, we are planning for a modified circuit system next year. 
Instead of putting charges together and thus obliterating their individuality 
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and interfering with the continuous history of the charges, it is planned to 
have the same pastor appointed to two or three charges. This will put more 
work on the pastor and more on the district superintendent than under the 
other plan, but the pastors are fully in accord with the movement and per- 
fectly willing to do the extra work. As for the district superintendent, I 
have always believed that he should have no other work in the world but 
the district work, and that any district superintendent who stays at home 
four days out of seven every week ought to be permitted by the bishop to 
stay at home the other three days of the week. So, all parties agreeing, we 
are to work the plan the next year. 

The College of Puget Sound has been our meat and drink the whole 
year. Inspired by the boundless enthusiasm of that indefatigable and suc- 
cessful worker, President Edward H. Todd, the whole district has been 
profoundly stirred to push to a complete success the campaign for the endow- 
ment. It will be done! I do not see just how nor where, but I believe God 
and I believe that the college is vital to the onward march of the church of 
Jesus Christ in the Pacific Northwest. The cordial support of other denomi- 
nations is a very important and encouraging feature of the work and presages 
for the college a very broad field of activity. The college ought to have, and 
is receiving, the support of the whole organized church in the Northwest. 
No more tremendously important days for the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and the cause of Christian education in the Pacific Northwest, than from 
now until October 1. What is done during those eventful days will affect 
every church in the state of Washington. For the College of Puget Sound 
is to be the great educational light, as well as the spiritual power house, for 
all the churches of all denominations of Washington. 

Some sickness has been in our parsonage homes, but the only death 
came in the going home of the infant child of Brother and Sister C. D. 
Miller. The little one remained with them only a few days. Sister DeVore, 
widow of Brother DeVore, the great pioneer preacher of this Conference, 
and Sister Stubbs, wife of our beloved Chaplain Stubbs, both passed over 
to the home eternal. Dr. D. G. LeSourd, so loved by all, will not be able to 
attend Conference. This will be the only time he has missed a Conference 
session since he entered the ministry over forty-five years ago. A very 
serious and complicated operation keeps him at home, although he has fully 
recovered and is in fine health and spirits. 

Miss Susan E. Kuter, the able deaconess of the First Church, Tacoma, 
has not only the work of that important church on her mind and heart, but 
is enthusiastically in accord with my plans to have a number of deaconesses 
at work on Tacoma District very soon. In the comprehensive plans for the 
work of the district, the deaconess will have a very prominent part. Arrange- 
ments are being made to fully use this arm of church power. Miss Kuter is 
a great leader, and First Church and the district are fortunate in having 
her services at this very important time. 

The annual meeting of the District Ministerial Association was held in 
Sumner, and we had a great meeting. The general theme was, “Evangelism 
and Industrialism.” We had the presence and help of some outside the 
district as well as some who are not members of our church. In every 
instance their messages were well received and opened up new avenues for 
thought and activity. The brethren all say they never had a better annual 
meeting, and Brother Sprague and his good people made everything as 
pleasant as we could ask. 

The District Epworth League Convention was a good one and the 
program excellent. Exceptionally capable and faithful new officers were 
elected, who will be able to do good work because of the splendid work of 
the former officers. The Conference Institute, held at Epworth Heights, 
Redondo, was attended by a large number of our young people and all say 
it was the most spiritual and helpful institute we have ever held. 

The Woman’s Foreign and Woman’s Home Missionary Societies, and 
the Ladies’ Aid Societies of the district have done their usuai excellent work. 
What a great work these women of God are doing! We believe that the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society of Epworth Church, Tacoma, will lead 
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the Conference, if not the Pacific Northwest. The Ladies’ Aid Societies of 
the district have raised and expended $7,475 this year. And that tells only 
a part of their work, for greater than the dollar is the spiritual work that 
has been done by these societies. When the general church gets up to the 
mark reached by the women’s organizations it will have energy and money 
enough to evangelize the world. 

The Settlement House, in the Italian quarter of Tacoma, is doing a work 
of far-reaching importance. Miss Chayer and Miss Edwards are both 
consecrated and devoted workers and I hope the new building, so much 
needed for their work, will be erected this next Conference year. If some 
three or four persons would agree to give me only $1,000 each for this 
purpose it would insure the new building being erected and wonderfully help 
this most valuable work. 

A number of revivals have characterized the work of the year. As a 
rule these have been genuine, old-time Methodist revivals. Bishop Cooke, 
I heard you say that you could put your finger on the spot where the old-time 
revivals of the Methodist Episcopal Church began to wane, and that it was at 
the very spot where we commenced to lessen our emphasis on the doctrine 
of sanctification or holiness unto the Lord. To that I fully subscribe and 
am pleased beyond measure to say that where that doctrine, formerly so 
peculiar to the Methodist Episcopal Church, has been sanely and sweetly 
preached and lived, those churches have had the greatest results this year. 
The district will be fully organized, immediately after Conference, for the 
“Methodist Forward Movement,” and we are intending to have painted on 
the flag that will lead the great movement: “Holiness Unto the Lord.” In 
that movement we plan to use a number of “Worker’s Bands,” composed of 
both preachers and laymen, who will join in nightly visits to the churches 
where revivals are being held. I have no fellowship with the idea that the 
spiritual nature and the spiritual need of man has changed one iota since the 
time Adam disobeyed God and tried to justify himself by putting the blame 
on Eve. At the core we are the same now as then, so far as sin is concerned, 
and we need the same remedy. I will advise against any one-week or ten- 
day meetings that masquerade under the name of “Protracted Meeting.” 
The devil of sin is deeply entrenched and no dash will disiodge him; it 
takes a siege! And unless pastor and people are not only willing, but 
anxious, to pay the price of a siege, the little revival spurt might just as 
well be omitted. 

I have not needed the services of the Rev. J. M. Weaver, the Conference 
Superintendent of Sunday Schools, but I know the man and know he has 
been hard at work and that his work has brought good results. 

The Pacific Christian Advocate has made some gain in subscribers, but 
I hope to get the paper into the home of every official member on the district. 
This in addition to the present subscribers. ; 

And so I close my nineteenth year of district work in the Puget Sound 
Conference. Not satisfied, but content, not only because I have given my 
time to my work, but also because I have been privileged to work with a 
most loyal and devoted band of preachers and laymen. I have not always 
been able to fully agree with some very good people. But I am glad that 
they have granted to me, what I freely grant to them, perfect freedom of 
opinion. I do,not believe there is a district in Methodism that has a greater 
percentage of intelligent, successful and godly business men and women 
leading in the affairs of the church. I am not able to put in language the 
great satisfaction it has been to me to work and plan with these blessed 
laymen. I have often congratulated myself on the perfect unity and brotherly 
spirit among the preachers of Tacoma District—that is a very visible fact. 
But the spirit of the preachers is fully met by the sacrifice and labors of the 
capable and godly laymen of the district. If we are privileged to so do, we 
have plans for a great conference year in 1915-16. We are really just about 
ready to do some of the best work that has ever been done on the district, 
and I am grateful to God for former efficient and toiling district superin- 
tendents who laid the foundation for the great work the church can now do. 
Bishop Cooke and Brethren, if you could see the willingness to sacrifice and 
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work, and the intense interest in the highest success of the church mani- 
fested by the preachers and laymen of Tacoma District, you would agree 
with me that next year will be a year of deep, abiding, aggressive church 
work. 

And yet there are so many things I would like to write. But statistics 
will appear in the Conference Journal and the many interesting and helpful 
things that could be written about the work of the year could not be even 
mentioned in a report like this. So I must once more write what I have 
written before: “I would be glad to mention many names and places con- 
nected with the work of the year. But there is One who keeps a better 
record, and is more impartial in His commendation than the writer. He 
knows of the heroic, unselfish and faithful work of preachers and laymen, 
and I am sure He has long ago spoken, in His own blessed way, the words 
that far excell any I could write or speak. And I am glad that preachers 
and laymen care more about having the work of the church well done than 
to see their names in print. Mrs. Sulliger and myself are under personal 
obligations for many kindnesses and favors, without which we could not 
have done our work and for which we are not able to repay.” 


VANCOUVER DISTRICT. 
Thos. E. Elliott, Superintendent 


I have now served six years as a district superintendent, It is customary 
to give a summary of the six years’ work. In the Rev. Dr. S. S. Sulliger, I 
had a worthy predecessor on Vancouver District. Being taken from the 
Tacoma District after five years’ work, I had no opportunity to give a sum- 
mary of the work. This is customary. 

Under the circumstances may I be granted the favor of showing the 
growth of the Tacoma District during the five years that I had the privilege 
of serving as its superintendent? I will mention the four factors that enter 
into the apportioning of the benevolences only. 

In 1909, when I took the district, we had property valued at $167,350; in 
1914 it was valued at $227,150; increase, $59,800. 

Ministerial support in 1909 was $28,597; in 1914 it was $33,345; increase, 
$4,748. Membership in 1909 was 3,914; in 1914 it was 4,740; increase, 826. 

In 1909 the total disciplinary benevolences were $7,367; in 1914 the total 
was $12,922, an increase for the five years of $5,555, or 75 per cent. 

Nine new churches were built; two more purchased from other denomi- 
nations; four more so improved as to make them satisfactory for years to 
come, and two more new ones started, one of which has been finished this 
year, namely, “Trinity.” The other, “First,” which, I believe, is as we left it, 
but it, I am sure, will go on to completion. I will close by saying: There 
has appeared no red figure against Tacoma District during those five years, 
against the benevolences; but on the other hand, she has raised on these 
every year and the last year gave the highest per capita of any district in 
the Puget Sound Conference and, further, the highest of any district within 
the area of the Pacific Northwest. For the sake of all who in any way 
participated, and more for the sake of showing in a brief way that Meth- 
odism is moving along in this western country, I have taken the liberty, and 
done the unusual thing, in speaking in this way of this matter. 

Vancouver District has now 34 men preaching the Gospel of the Christ 
in a manner that needs no apology. Two men have been added during the 
year and, if I am continued on this district, I expect to have at least two 
more new men start out this next conference year in places where the work 
has so grown that the quarterly conferences have asked us to give them a 
man who shall be all their own. A work has been revived in the Boistfort 
valley by the efforts of our worthy Sunday School Missionary, J. M. Weaver. 
I secured for this place D. A. McComb from Oregon. The salary has been 
very small but our brother with a combination of Presbyterian-Methodist 
blood in his veins says he is willing to try it another year. The charge of 
Oak Point and Ladu was added to Skamokawa by my predecessor as being 
the best possible solving of a difficult problem; but the points lying so far 
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apart could not be worked satisfactorily, hence we secured S. T. Grindle 
for Oak Point and Ladu. This brother has had but partial success owing to 
circumstances that have truly puzzled us all. When people desire the Gospel, 
I am confident the Methodist Church has the system by which it can be 
carried to the ends of the earth if necessary; but when they do not know 
what they do want, and grasp at anything and everything that plagiarizes 
that name Gospel, then I confess I am at my wit’s end. 

The building and improving this year have been quite limited. A new 
parsonage has been finished at Winlock and a neat little house has been 
built at Morton. At this place, also, an addition has been put on the church 
for Sabbath School purposes. Down at the extreme northwest corner of 
the district, at Ilwaco and its environs, the waters have brought fish abun- 
dantly. This has helped out materially down there and I believe it may be 
said of the brethren serving Ilwaco, Chinook, Grays River, and Bay Center, 
that they come to this Conference with salary and benevolences in full. 
Coming across Shoalwater Bay, however, you have a very different condition. 
The lumber industry has been shot to pieces and the churches have suffered 
greatly. This includes South Bend and Raymond especially. Then we have 
had two or three bank failures which have taken the very heart out of the 
community. One at Centralia, one at Raymond, another at South Bend. 
In spite of all these things the people have acted, in most instances, as though 
they believe in God and the church and that somehow in His own good time 
He will speak and even kings, emperors and czars will have to listen to His 
voice. On most of the charges helpful special services have been held, and 
I am sure we shall be able to report a good increase in membership. The 
figures given, however, will not tell all the truth. Some men have added 
over fifty people to the church and the membership will not show as large 
as last year, but God knows that the work has been done and perhaps that 
is all that need be said on this. 

If I am not greatly disappointed, the benevolences will go beyond the 
mark of last year. In this matter two or three brethren, failing to do the 
best possible, may easily lower the standard of the entire district. Let me 
say this, however: I believe that the men have done their level best with 
scarcely an exception. Indeed, I have been gratified again and again at the 
heroism displayed among the preachers in this particular, considering their 
meager salaries. 

The city of Raymond is dependent entirely upon the lumber industry. 
Then parts of the district are affected by other products as follows: Ilwaco 
and all contiguous territory is governed as to its prosperity by the run of 
fish every year. This year has been a good one. Again, Clarke County is 
rich or poor according to the size of the prune crop. In some parts of the 
county there is a good crop; in others, not a prune. Washougal has a fairly 
good crop this year; Felida has scarcely any crop at all. The farming com- 
munities and dairy countries have had good crops but the price of their 
products has fallen off, notably the product of the dairyman. So it goes, and 
these conditions govern our giving to the benevolences and salaries; in fact, 
everything. 

There is one thing that has happened during the present conference year, 
however, that will help the state of Washington more than anything that has 
helped it in years gone by. I refer to the abolishing of the open saloon. I 
desire to say in this connection, that no body of men did more or worked 
harder for this than did the Methodist preachers. They simply left all and 
went after it. 

The Forward Movement, as sent out by Bishop Henderson, is one of 
the hopeful signs of the times. It is asking the right thing and beginning at 
the right place. It is this: Two hundred and fifty thousand souls rescued 
from sin and placed on the roll of the Methodist Church by May, 1916. Let 
us make a bold attempt to do it. I am planning to carry it out on the Van- 
couver District the coming year. 

The auxiliary societies of the church have been of very great help during 
the year. Some people do not believe in Ladies’ Aid Societies. I do. I am 
sure that without this valuable part of the church we should, in many places, 
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have come to this Conference with a large deficiency in salary. This, how- 
ever, should be said: I think there is altogether too much expected of the 
Aid in some quarters, and, because it is willing to work, the stewards neglect 
to do what is required of them by the Discipline. In some places all the 
church society that can be found for the average woman is a Ladies’ Aid. 
The social side is an important feature. 

In some places on the district the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
is supporting special work in foreign lands, and I find the ladies connected 
with this organization enthusiastic in their work. 

The Woman’s Home Missionary Society never did a better thing than 
to vote to help the needy preacher on the home field by supplementing the 
salary when it is less than $500. Mrs. Elliott, being secretary of that par- 
ticular fund for our Conference, gives me a good opportunity to know what 
they are doing. I can say this with all needed emphasis: Never was money 
better spent than in this way. 

It was my privilege to attend, for one day only, the Epworth League 
Institute at Redondo this year. A more enthusiastic lot of young people I 
never saw. Here lies the hope of the church. Nourish it with the best. We 
have an Epworth League connected with nearly all the churches on the 
district. 

Our Sunday School Missionary, J. M. Weaver, has not spared himself in 
getting over the territory of this district. He has gone to every place where 
I have asked him to go and the results have been good. Nevertheless, I feel 
it my duty to say here that there is little use in organizing Sunday Schools 
unless the work can be followed up by sending in a preacher to care for the 
work thus organized. I have done this where it was possible. 

The other interests of the church have received their proper share of 
attention. The College of Puget Sound, through its popular president, has 
been very persistent; but who, that had the cause at heart as he ought, would 
not have done the same? Some of the people think that the question of 
“appeal” for funds has been overdone, but let me say plainly: I meet with 
practically no opposition to the college or giving to its support. And I meet 
with nothing but the most emphatic approval of its president. God speed 
the day when this school shall have an endowment that shall assure her a 
permanent place on this coast to which our youth can go, with the assurance 
to their parents that the religious spirit engendered at a Methodist altar and 
developed in a Methodist Sabbath School, shall not be lost, but fanned into 
a flame of holy zeal which shall manifest itself in an increased devotion to 
God’s service. 

Personally, I am not given to writing much to church or secular papers. 
I want nothing to do with preachers who are not fully given to the work 
to which they are called. I desire some better credential of their success 
than that which is bought, altogether too cheaply, by newspaper notoriety. 
I have a firm conviction that the only one of the four factors entering into 
the fixing of the benevolences of the church that is absolutely reliable when 
seen in cold type, is that of the amount of cash that has actually been turned 
in for which a receipt is given by the treasurer. Church property is little or 
much according to the opinions of a few men who may be pessimistic or 
optimistic while they intend to be perfectly honest. Even ministerial support 
presents its mysteries to the new pastor, and he is often disappointed by 
reports in cold type. And what shall we say of church membership? What 
a book could be written on this! One preacher will report his membership 
to a point where even the rubber of the most fertile imagination gives way; 
another will swing to the other extreme and contend that everyone who does 
not contribute to the support of the church shall go. There is justice in this, 
but there is no law for it without following the process laid down in the 
Discipline. Even a committee on church records, if you please, has to be 
informed by a district superintendent that their business is not to prune 
records, but to report them as they find them, faults and all. I feel these 
things are pertinent in a superintendent’s report. 

I am very pleased to be able to say that there have been no deaths and 
but very little sickness on the district this year. Nevertheless, the wife of 
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J. H. Berringer, the daughter of J. H. Dorwin, and H. Williston, our pastor 
at Camas, have all been in the hospital for operations from which the best 
medical skill said there was no escape. We are glad to state that in each 
case the operation was a decided success. Two babies have come to the 
parsonage homes this year—a bright little boy to Chinook, where the studious 
Geoghegan presides, and a sweet little girl to Orchard, where lives the 
methodical Parcel. In this report, as in others that I have given, I have 
made no attempt to mention the preachers by name, and speak of their work 
personally. I have known this to be attempted and I have felt that adjec- 
tives were at a premium. God knows their work. He keeps a “book of 
remembrance.” What is not known now will be known hereafter. Person- 
ally I have received the kindest of treatment from the preachers and their 
wives and the laymen in whose homes I have been entertained. I have 
never spent a more strenuous year than this now closing. 

The district is large, covering all of Clarke, Cowlitz, Pacific, Lewis, and 
Wakiakum Counties, and a part of Skamania County. I have been to every 
charge, save two, four times this year. This has caused me to travel up to 
the coming to this Conference, 13,112 miles. While this has been done in 
all kinds of weather, in all sorts of conveyances, I have not suffered the 
least inconvenience. The salary will be $300 less than it has been on my 
former district; but this does not worry me in the least. The thing that 
pleases me most of all is this: I feel that I have the absolute assurance that 
I have been able to accomplish more for the church of my choice and the 
Kingdom of God this year than in any other year of my ministry. This is 
the thing that gives a peaceful conscience and a contented mind. I have 
seen people kneel at the altar at the morning preaching service and at other 
services and sweetly find their Lord. 


Reports of,,Committees 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


Education in this country has been divided into three periods—ecclesias- 
tical, political, and human. This designation is in respect to the source 
whence certain of the stronger influences of each period arose. We are 
living in the human period. 

The famous Ordinance of 1787 for the organization of the Northwest 
Territory used the expression, “Religion, morality and knowledge being 
essential to good government, schools and the means of education shall 
forever be encouraged.” This statement has been frequently quoted as the 
most advanced of the time in relation to human progress. We have, how- 
ever, passed considerably beyond even that advanced position, for we now 
say that the means of education shall forever be provided. 

In this we recognize at once an obligation and duty. The Methodist 
Episcopal Church has never sought release from this obligation. At no time 
in the history of the church has there existed a greater need than now for 
the church schools. This is especially true of the Pacific Northwest and, in 
particular, that part of the country included within the boundaries of the 
Columbia River and Puget Sound Conferences. It is the college that is of 
commanding importance with us to-day. 

In the human or third period of education the influence of the American 
college has been greatly enlarged; it began as an institution for training 
ministers chiefly; next, its sphere was enlarged to the extent that the college 
became an agency for the training of citizens, and since that time its purpose 
has broadened again so that its content to-day is nothing less than training 
men and women for a full-orbed life. 

The year now closing marks one of the most significant and important 
periods in the history of the College of Puget Sound. Realizing the respon- 
sibility that is upon her, she has put forth unprecedented efforts to make 
Pee the ideal—the training of young men and women for a full-orbed 
ife. 

Without proper and adequate equipment the realization of such a high 
ideal is out of the question. 

Endowment! Endowment! Endowment! has therefore been the slogan 
of the past year. The man who has carried the flag is the indefatigable, 
tireless, undiscouraged, tactful and patient leader, Edward H. Todd. To 
him more than to any other one person is due the credit for results already 
achieved, and for the victory, which, by the help of God and the liberality of 
the many friends of this institution, we shall celebrate not later than the 
first day of next October. 

If this endowment is not raised we must cease calling our young people 
to consecrate themselves to fields of Christian service where only the best 
educated people can hope for success. 

The College of Puget Sound is the only college of liberal arts, aside 
from state institutions, accredited by the State Board of Education in Wes- 
tern Washington. It regards itself as a servant of all denominations in the 
matter of giving Christian education, and in testimony of this fact has, 
during the past year, opened her doors to students representing not less than 
ten different denominations. 

Very naturally there are some debts which must be taken care of, but 
whatever else takes place the campaign for endowment must succeed. The 
very life of the school now depends upon that. 

Therefore, your Committee on Education proposes the following for 
your adoption: 

First—The General Educational Collection. 


Ae Resolved, That this Puget Sound Annual Conference reaffirm the 
resolution which it passed two years ago at Olympia in which apportionment 
on General Educational Collection was made an amount equal to one dollar 
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per member on each charge, and which also provided for the collection and 
remittance of the same to the College of Puget Sound; and, 


B. Resolved, That since the General Educational Collection has taken 
the place of the Conference Educational Collection and the collection for the 
Board of Education, that we keep the same in mind and instruct our people 
to this effect; and, 


C. Resolved, That the treasurer hereby be authorized to pay out of the 
funds received on General Educational Collection at this Conference $750 to 
the Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


Second—Endowment Campaign. 


A. Resolved, That the time between the adjournment of this session 
of the Conference and October first, the date set by Mr. Hill when we 
should have secured $200,000, be set apart for an organized personal cam- 
paign to secure the $60,000 to $65,000 necessary to complete the quarter 
million dollar endowment under the general direction of a central committee 
at Tacoma; and, that this campaign shall be known as “Every man build 
before his own door” campaign; and, 

B. Resolved, That each pastor who has not already done so, shall 
supply to representatives of the college the names of such persons within 
the bounds of the charge which he served the past year, who in his judgment 
are financially able to give to the endowment; and, 

C. Resolved, hat each district superintendent shall select a committee 
of five, composed of pastors and laymen, of which the district superintendent 
shall be chairman, to conduct the campaign in his district; and that the 
members of the Conference Educational Committee shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers of the committee within their respective districts; and, also, that the 
superintendents be requested not to hold quarterly conferences during the 
period mentioned, but to give their time as far as possible to the carrying out 
of the provisions of this plan; and, 

D. Resolved, That this campaign shall have the right of way imme- 
diately after the adjournment of Conference, with the exception of the 
Sunday that has been designated by the Woman’s Home Missionary Society 
for the purpose of securing contributions for the entertainment of the 
annual convention of the National Woman’s Home Missionary Society; and, 


E. Resolved, That we respectfully ask the Lay Electoral Conference 
and the Laymen’s Association by resolution and organization to assist in 
this campaign; and, 

F. Resolved, That this Conference hereby express its thanks to the 
Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church for its financial 
assistance during the year and the offer of the personal presence of Dr. 
Hancher to help in the endowment campaign of the College of Puget Sound. 


Schools of Theology. 


We commend most heartily the splendid work that is being done in the 
theological schools of our church. : 

The Boston University School of Theology, which now requires that 
all of its students shall be college graduates, last spring closed one of the 
most successful years in its history. The new missionary department, which 
was added a year ago, together with the social service department, have 
been conspicuously successful in the work of this school. 

At this time of your annual gathering it is but proper that you be 
apprised of the condition of the College of Puget Sound. If I may borrow 
a figure from the field of medicine, your patient is conyalescing, but is not 
yet out of danger. In fact, there is grave danger of a relapse. Heroic 
treatment is necessary and unless the services of Dr. Endowment can be 
secured within the next three weeks there is but little hope of the patient’s 
surviving longer than a few months at most. I am informed that Dr. 
Endowment stands ready to render service if properly approached and if he 
is assured by the unanimous request of your body that his services are 
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wanted. If, therefore, he fails to put in an appearance, it must be attributed 
to the indifference, either real or apparent, of the members of your body. 
There remains to be secured about $60,000 in order to make binding the 
pledges we have in hand toward the fund of $250,000. This amount must be 
secured before the first of October next, and by the united effort of the 
entire membership of this Conference can be had. 

As reported to you last year, the college stands in better favor through- 
out its entire constituency than ever before. There is every indication that 
the attendance will be larger than ever and that the class and scholarship 
of the entrants will be of superior character. A larger number will enter 
from Tacoma than ever before. 

If the collections returned from the charges shall approach those of last 
year the college will close the year with no increased financial burden. It 
has been the policy of those in charge of the administration of its affairs 
not to incur obligations in excess of our probable income. If it shall develop 
that the probable income is not realized by reason of a falling off in collec- 
tions there may be a slight deficit in the operating expenses of the college 
for the past year. 

Believing in the God-given opportunity for our church to establish and 
make permanent a great college in this western land, an opportunity not 
presented to any other section of our church, we call upon you to “fall in” 
and, in company with other agencies, render such service as will enable us 
all to rejoice and be exceeding glad when, on the morning of November 1, 
we shall hear the word that the last dollar of the $250,000 is secured and the 
permanency of the college established. 

While we call upon you to render such service as you may be able, 
even at the sacrifice of some other things that may seem to be pressing, 
we beg to assure you that our own services will be at the call of the college 
and such efforts as we may be able to put forth will be exerted in its behalf.

Drew Theological Seminary. 


Drew Theological Seminary continues progressively conservative and 
peerless in ideals among our schools of the prophets. The past year has 
been the very best in a long, splendid history. 

A new department, that of Christian Missions and Comparative Religion, 
was opened, and Rey. Edmund D. Soper, D.D., installed as professor. Dr. 
Soper is the son of a missionary, having been born in Japan. His ability 
as a teacher of missions has already been established, he having had a most 
successful career in Ohio Wesleyan University. Professor Harlan P. Beach, 
a distinguished missionary, now professor in Yale, not long since in a public 
address characterized Professor Soper as the foremost teacher of Missions 
in America. Dr. Soper’s work has already awakened great interest at Drew. 

Some two years ago post graduate courses leading to the degree of 
Doctor of Theology were announced, and at the last commencement this 
degree was awarded for the first time to two successful candidates. 

Garrett Biblical Institute offers unusual advantages to the young 
preacher. Dr. Harris Franklin Rall, formerly of the Iliff School of Theol- 
ogy, and Dr. Lynn Harold Hough, who is already well known throughout 
the entire connection, have been elected to positions in the faculty. The 
trustees have changed the school year from the two-semester term to a four- 
quarter year with a vacation for the month of September. This is a new 
experiment in the history of Methodist higher education and is meeting the 
approval of both educators and students. 

Kimball College of Theology, located at Salem, Oregon, is in our own 
territory, and should have the loyal and enthusiastic support of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church of the Northwest. In the death of the former president, 
Dr. H. D. Kimball, the school has lost not only a stanch friend, but a very 
liberal supporter. We are glad to announce that Dr. H. J. Talbott, the newly 
elected president of the Kimball College of Theology, is taking hold of this 
work in a most systematic and telling manner. 
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Recently the Board of Trustees inaugurated a movement to endow five 
chairs in the college. one of these to be the chair of Systematic Theology 
and to be named in honor of Father John Flinn. 

Upon Dr. Talbott’s request, we also recommend that this Conference 


elect a trustee to the Kimball College of Theology, and would nominate 
for that position Dr. T. E. Elliott. 


Kimball College of Theology. 


This college is under the authority of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
It is the only institution in all the Northwest, from California to the Dakotas, 
maintained by our Church expressly for the training of men for the Christian 
ministry. Its history is brief but altogether creditable. 

We heartily endorse its general work, and we commend it to our young 
ministers and to those expecting to enter the ministry. 

We favor the movement to endow five chairs in the college. While our 
obligation to the College of Puget Sound forbids, at present, the material 
support we should like to give the enterprise, we cordially endorse the effort 
to endow the Father John Flinn Chair of Systematic Theology in time for 
the celebration of his centennial birthday. That we may have some share 
in this, the first step in the general movement for endowment, we recommend 
that the proceeds of one Sunday’s collection in the Sunday Schools of the 
ae Sound Conference be devoted to the endowment of the chair just 
named. 

We assure the official representatives of the college of theology a wel- 
come to our charges. 

We recommend that the Rev. T. E. Elliott be elected by this Conference 
a member of the board of trustees.

COMMISSION ON EPWORTH LEAGUE INSTITUTE. 


Brethren: 

In submitting this third annual report, I desire to recognize the constant 
goodness of God and the manifest leadership of the Holy Spirit. 

It is a great joy to me, as chairman, to acknowledge the most willing 
cooperation on the part of each member of the commission which resulted 
in making this session in numbers, interest and general profit to all, the 
very best yet held. 


To quote the editor in the Epworth Herald: 


In the Big Woods. 


The Puget Sound Institute broke all its records this year. Enrollment, 
slightly under 300; spirit, ideal; advance registration for 1916, 250; volun- 
teers for life work, 52; conversions, not less than 30; money pledged for 
permanent improvement, $650. 

The pooling of traveling expenses is one of the unusual features of 
the Puget Sound Institute. The entire cost of the week’s experience is 
exactly the same for every delegate. And the figure is so much less than 
ten dollars, from home to Epworth Heights and back again, that it is the 
lowest cost institute in the country, so far as we can discover. 

Such a pooling arrangement, by the way, is worth trying by other insti- 
tutes. It is both democratic and Christian. It increases the cost slightly for 
some, and reduces it considerably for others. The increase is not enough to 
keep anybody away, but the reduction is enough to bring many who could 
not otherwise come. These Puget Sounders paid railway fare of two dollars. 
But some of them, under any other plan, would have had to pay five or more. 

In many parts of the country the institute is remote from the very 
Epworthians who most desire it and would make it most productive. In 
every such case pooling is just what is needed. 

Another distinction of the Puget Sound Institute is its frank and joyous 
acceptance of the outdoors. It eats in the open. Most of the classes meet 
under the trees. Everybody lives under canvas, even the kitchen. 
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This last is a little too much of a good thing, however. There are sum- 
mer rains in Washington, and a good one would seriously dampen the ardor 
of the chef. Hence the $600 raised for improvements, which, being inter- 
preted, means a cook house and dining floor. 

We were exceedingly fortunate in our faculty and lecturers, each being 
a specialist of marked ability. The work of each was ardent and inspiring 
to a remarkable degree and given under an unction of the Spirit born of rich 
experience in the fields of Christian activity. It was conceded by all that 
never had the Northwest listened to more penetrating, original, essential, 
and soul-moving utterances than the eight addresses delivered by Dr. Lynn 
Harold Hough of Garrett Biblical Institute. 

This report would not be complete should I omit the most essential 
feature: On the closing Sunday at the life-work decision service under 
the superb leadership of Dr. Dan B. Brummitt, without noise, under the 
call of the Spirit, fifty-two bright, clean, splendid young men and women 
offered themselves in full surrender and consecration for special, definite 
Christian service as a life work for the Kingdom in the ministry, foreign 
missions, and home missions. 

It was a sight to make the heart of Wesley rejoice and his followers to 
weep for joy to see these valiant young soldiers gird on the armor and 
one by one step up to the front for service. 

Brethren, the Methodist Church in this region is not on the wane when 
it can grow its own workers and send them fully equipped into the ever 
widening and ever-ripening field. 

The call of Bishop Henderson for one thousand special workers will 
be more than met by the Epworth League Institute this season and the 
Puget Sound Conference will furnish one twentieth of that number—a most 
generous quota. 

We ask your continued and constant prayers, personal interest and 
enthusiasm that we, the leaders, in this gracious work may still be led by 
the Holy Spirit and that even greater results may follow each succeeding 
year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


We view with great satisfaction the wonderful increase in our Sunday 
Schools since 1910; the largest of any four years in the history of the 
church. But more gratifying is the fact that during this time the increase 
in members of our Sunday Schools who are church members or probationers 
has been nearly six hundred thousand. We believe that the wonderful gains 
in membership and conversions are largely due to the consecrated, intelli- 
gent direction of our Board of Sunday Schools. 

We note that, while our Conference is in the vanguard of Sunday School 
activities, yet much remains to be done. We therefore make the following 
recommendations : 


J. That every pastor and Sabbath School line up with the Forward 
Movement with the steadfast purpose of reaching the standard of efficiency 
established by the Board of Sunday Schools. 

II. That we set for our special mark the coming year the following 
six-fold task: 


(1) Conversions in every Sunday School. 

(2) Teacher training in every Sunday School. 

(3) The full apportionment from every church. 

(4) Fifty additional Sunday Schools. 

(5) Ten per cent increase in enrollment. 

(6) Our own literature in every school. 

Ill. That the district superintendents be a committee to confer with a 
committee, which has been appointed by the Laymen’s Conference, to con- 
sider matters looking to the development of all the interests of the Sabbath 
School work within our Conference,

IV. That we request the Board of Sunday Schools, with the Superin- 
tendent of Sunday Schools, through its institute department to hold a series 
of Sunday School Institutes throughout our Conference at an early date, and 
that in the meantime conventions, institutes or schools of methods be 
held through our Conference as may be arranged by our local officers. 


V. That the Sunday School Board be requested to place a sufficient 
sum of money at the disposal of our Conference Sunday School Superinten- 
dent to defray any reasonable, necessary expense for advertising or other 
publicity matter. 


VI. That the pastors observe Rally Day and present the aims and claims 
of the Board of Sunday Schools and take the collection. ; : 

Your committee is firmly convinced that the keys to the situation of the 
whole Sunday School Forward Movement are the pastors and district super- 
intendents. In view of what some pastors and district superintendents have 
done this year, we find that the wise selection of adjacent territory, and the 
enlistment of local forces will develop many new schools and lead to the 
organization of new charges. If due attention is given to this, the Confer- 
ence Sunday School Superintendent will have more time to work for the 
efficiency of the Sunday Schools already organized. 

We assure the Board of Sunday Schools of our hearty co-operation, and 
of our deep appreciation of the generous help afforded us in the past and 
pledge ourselves to give to it this coming year the largest contribution in 
our history. 

The visit and addresses of Dr. Matthew J. Trenery, Superintendent of 
the Extension Department of the Board of Sunday Schools, have been of 
great help and inspiration to us and we pledge to him our sympathy and help 
in this great and important work. 

We rejoice in the success of our Conference Sunday School Superinten- 
dent, Brother J. M. Weaver, as shown by his report of this year’s work, 
and we bespeak for him a larger helpfulness and a greater codperation this 
coming year, to the end that we may reach our ideals and thereby greatly 
benefit our beloved church and glorify our Christ within the bounds of the 
Puget Sound Conference. 

We would also recommend that the committee of program arranging 
for the Conference at Everett next year provide, if possible, one or more 
Sunday School experts to address our Conference.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE NEW 
FINANCIAL PLAN. 


We rejoice to be able to report that the last year has been for the whole 
connection, the best in total contribution to our seven benevolent boards. 
While sister denominations fall seriously behind other years in their offer- 
ings to the great missionary causes, our own increased as follows: For the 
Freedmen’s Aid Society, $5,000; Board of Foreign Missions, $13,000; Home 
Missions and Church Extension, $30,000, aggregating for these boards alone, 
$48,000. And yet we do not forget how meager our offerings were. It 
took eleven days for the average Methodist to give one cent to foreign 
missions; thirteen days to give one cent to home missions and church exten- 
sion; three months to give one cent to Freedmen’s Aid; three months and 
eight days to give one cent to the Sunday School Board; seven months for 
one cent for education; ten months for one cent to the American Bible 
Society; fifteen months to give one cent to the Church Temperance Society. 
In other words, it took five days for the average Methodist Episcopalian to 
raise one cent for the seven apportioned benevolences. 

The givings of our own Conference for the current year, we regret, will 
fall below last year’s returns. The actual decline as ascertained from the 
treasurer’s report in disciplinary benevolences will be about $2,627, That 
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there are reasons for this in current conditions, none who has analyzed the 
situation will deny. That we have, in spite of conditions succeeded in some 
points in raising the apportionments, and not failed worse than we did in 
others, has been due to the systematic use of the duplex envelopes with the 
Every-Member Canvass for weekly giving or some modification thereof. 
This Conference, last year, largely because of this fact, retained its place 
and made a slight advance on its apportioned benevolences. The moral is 
clear. District superintendents and pastors who have initiated this plan are 
to be warmly commended, and wherever it has not been instituted, it is the 
duty of the pastor, under the supervision of the superintendent, to institute 
the system at once. 

_ We record our appreciation of the visit of Dr. H. J. Coker, of the Com- 
mission on Finance, and W. B. Hollingshead, statistical secretary, to our 
Conference, and of our satisfaction for their helpful counsel. 

We endorse with head and heart the new financial plan, the education 
of our people in giving, the distribution of literature, and the Every-Member 
Canvass, and sincerely hope that every pastor and official board that has not 
organized their church under the new financial plan will return from Confer- 
ence to do so at once, in accordance with paragraphs 109 and 544 of the 
Discipline. With most of our churches the financial year begins October 1. 
This leaves us with nearly enough time to conduct the campaign of educa- 
tion, distribute the literature, and complete the canvass on all our charges on 
or about October 1. Your committee urges that this program be made Con- 
ference action and that, with the rising of this session, the district superin- 
tendents and pastors proceed to organize every charge in our Conference 
area under the new financial plan.

COMMISSION ON EVANGELISM. 


With gratitude to Almighty God we rejoice in the spiritual victories that 
have been achieved by our Church in this Conference during the past year. 
Revivals have been held in many of our churches and many souls have found 
Christ as their divine saviour from sin; believers have been sanctified, and 
the Church has been built up in the most holy faith. 

As soon after the close of the last Conference as was practicable, a 
meeting of the Commission on Evangelism was called for the purpose of 
carrying out the plan which was adopted at the last session of the Confer- 
ence. 

The commission met in the First Methodist Church and gave an entire 
day to a discussion of the plans for the furtherance of the work. 

Delays in the organization of the commission and in the appointment 
of the officers found us well into the Conference year before it was possible 
for this commission to meet. 

After doing the best we could under the circumstances, to carry out 
the provisions of the plan as authorized by the last Conference, in consul- 
tation with Brother Park, the Conference Evangelist, we came to the con- 
clusion that it would be best for him to make his own arrangements for 
evangelistic campaigns, but that we would help him in every way that we 
could. 

We regret that more of the churches do not realize their privilege of 
securing Rev. Wm. Park and his estimable wife for special evangelistic work. 
In the places where they did labor, however, the churches were blessed, 
sinners were saved, and the membership greatly increased. Their work was 
especially successful in the Oregon Conference where they conducted a 
number of revival meetings. 

We would recommend the appointment of Rev. Wm. Park as Conference 
Evangelist for another year. 

We desire to reafarm our approval of, and belief in the Methodist For- 
ward Movement under the leadership of Bishop T. S. Henderson and Rey. 
J. O. Randall. The program is so comprehensive and complete we would 
recommend that it be printed in connection with this report and as a part of 
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the same in order that the members of the Conference may have it as a 
guide in their evangelistic work throughout the year. Hix 

We recommend that the following resolutions, passed by the Commission 
on Evangelism at its biennial meeting in Detroit, be approved by this Annual 
Conference: 

First. We feel called upon to express our disappointment over the 
apparent failure of the General Conference plan for Conference Evangelists, 
and raise the question as to the advisability of the ensuing General Confer- 
ence discontinuing the same. 

Second. That the General Conference be requested to make provision 
for a plan that will give proper recognition to a limited number of Methodist 
preachers who shall be evangelists at large. 

Third. That the General Conference be requested to give consideration 
to the recognizing of evangelism other than that presented by the pastoral 
relation. 

Fourth. That the General Conference be asked to define the status of a 
member of the Commission on Evangelism. 

Fifth. That we memorialize the General Conference to instruct the 
Commission on Finance to make adequate provision for the carrying out of 
the work of this Commission. 

We would also recommend that the secretary of the Conference be 
authorized to communicate with Bishop Henderson and to assure him that 
his coming to the Northwest in the interests of evangelism will be welcomed 
by all the members of the Puget Sound Conference and that we should be 
glad to cooperate with him and his workers in furthering the great interests 
committed to his care. 

Let the fires of revival burn everywhere during the coming year. Carry 
through the program of the Forward Movement and at the end of another 
twelve months this Conference will be able to report a larger number of 
conversions as well as a larger number of accessions than ever before in 
her history. In view of the fact that the saloon will be abolished from this 
state on the first of January, 1916, it will be most opportune and fitting to 
observe the Week of Prayer as a special season for evangelistic awakening, 
and we recommend that by concerted prayer and effort at that time we 
endeavor to kindle an intense flame of evangelism throughout all this Con- 
ference.

PROGRAM METHODIST FORWARD MOVEMENT 


Under the leadership of bishops in their areas, of district superintendents 
in their districts, pastors and quarterly conferences in local churches to secure 
1,000 centers in Methodism to adopt the following all-the-year-round evan- 
gelistic program: 

I. Organized Personal Evangelism. To make a complete constituency 
roll on the basis of the church and Sunday School records as follows: (a) 
All unconverted husbands of wives who are members; (b) all unconverted 
wives of husbands who are members; (c) all unconverted children of mem- 
bers; (d) all unconverted parents of Sunday School scholars; (e) all others 
in the community who are available for church membership on the basis of 
direct or indirect preference. To divide this constituency roll with the 
members of the time legion for continuous personal evangelism. 


_ Ul. Continuous Public Evangelism. To restore to the pulpits of Metho- 
dism, at least once every Sunday, a public invitation for people to accept 
Christ, with an open opportunity given them to declare their purpose. Such 
a procedure will do much to restore to the ministry and membership of Meth- 
odism its old-time fervor to meet present-day demands. To make it impossi- 
ble for any person to go into the same Methodist church two consecutive 
Sunday services without an opportunity to declare publicly for Christ. 
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III. Epochal Days and Seasons. 


(a) Day of Pentecost, May 23, 1915. Every pulpit with a ringing mes- 
sage on the baptism of the Holy Spirit. United prayer for a modern Pente- 
cost in Methodism. 


(b) Children’s Day, June 13, 1915. To practice Methodism’s theory in 
Paragraphs 49 to 54 in the Discipline. To follow the Board of Education 
in its Children’s Day program. 


(c) Summer Gatherings. To present in summer institutes and assem- 
blies the entire program of the Forward Movement, and secure its adoption 
by Methodist leaders present. To inspire open-air evangelism, in tents, 
grove meetings, camp meetings, Bible institutes, and every form of summer 
assembly. To press with unusual ardor the summer revival meetings. To 
rally the forces for spiritual assault and siege during the entire year. 

(d) “Win-My-Chum” Week, November 7 to 14, 1915. To join with the 
Epworth League in a definite endeavor to win hosts of Methodist young 
people to Christ. 


(e) “Go-to-Prayer-Meeting” Week, November 15 to 19, 1915. During 
this week to summon the Methodist world, through appeals in the church 
press and every other denominational agency, to meet on the regular prayer 
meeting night, and thereby seek a revival of prayer and public testimony 
throughout Methodism. 

(£4) Watch Night, December 31, 1915. To review the spiritual achieve- 
ments of 1915; to pray mightily for a world-wide revival in Methodism in 
1916. 

(g) “Go-to-Church Sunday,” January 2, 1916. Set apart as Methodist 
“Go-to-Church Sunday” for the Methodist world. 

(h) Week of Prayer, January 3 to 9, 1916. Devoted to a study of the 
privilege and power of prayer; God’s wail for intercessors; Methodism’s place 
in world-wide intercession; every Methodist an intercessor. Sunday, January 
9, a united plea for a family altar in every Methodist home, with definite 
suggestions as to its conduct. 

(i) Day of Prayer for Colleges, February 10, 1916. This is the day set 
apart by the General Conference. There are 45,000 young people in the 
schools and colleges of Methodism, and nearly 35,000 more Methodist stu- 
dents in state supported institutions. On the prayer meeting night just pre- 
ceding this day, to consider the need of vital spirituality in our institutions of 
higher learning, the strategic place they hold in furnishing leaders and to 
pray that every Methodist student shall hear and heed the call of Christ to 
a life of Christian usefulness. 

(j) Lifework Sunday, February 13, 1916. To summon our Methodist 
parents to dedicate their sons and daughters to Christ for special Christian 
service as a lifework; to challenge them to pray to God to bestow upon them 
the honor of calling their children to the ministry, missionary service, dea- 
coness work, social service activities, and similar service as a lifework. To 
present in the Sunday School and Epworth League the call and the claims 
of Christ on their service. 

(k) Special Easter Campaign. To have a protracted meeting, under 
ordinary conditions to be not less than thirty days long. To focus every 
energy and organization of the church in winning others to Christ by every 
possible method of sane evangelism. To rally the laymen to their evangelistic 
responsibility; to challenge our membership to evangelistic achievement; to 
adopt whatever plans the pastor and quarterly conference believe essential 
to reach the evangelistic goal set by the church. To enter into a special 
prayer league for the thousand centers of Methodism engaged in a similar 
program. This meeting should climax on Easter Sunday as the day of ingath- 
ering. It should be the day when the shout of victory should be heard around 
the Methodist world. If for any reason the meeting of the Annual Con- 
ference makes it impracticable to observe Easter Sunday as the day of 
ingathering, the last Sunday of the Conference year should be so observed. 
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Passion Week 

All Methodism to observe 

(1) Palm Sunday as acknowledgment day or decision day in the Sun- 
day School, in accordance with the plans of the Board of Sunday Schools. 
To crown Christ Lord of all. 

(2) Holy Communion Thursday Night. To celebrate the holy supper 
on the night of its institution. 

(3) Good Friday. To gather the Methodist hosts in every country, 
every city, and every hamlet at the foot of the cross of Christ, for pardon, 
for peace, for purity, and for power. 

(4) Easter Day. At the open tomb to shout hallelujah to the con- 
quering Christ and to rejoice over the victories which Christ has won in 
the life of our beloved Methodism. To add to Methodism the final section 
of the 250,000 secured during the previous twelve months. 


SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSION SECRETARY’S REPORT 


In the course of the year I have visited mill and timber camps in What- 
com, Skagit, Snohomish, King, Pierce, Clallam, Jefferson, Chehalis, Mason, 
Thurston, Pacific, and Lewis Counties; some of them more than once and a 
number of them several times. 

I have visited coal camps at Issaquah, New Castle, Black Diamond, 
Roversdale, and Tono. Most of these have preaching appointments more 
or less regularly by ministers other than Methodist. 

_ I have preached in church and otherwise about one hundred and sixty 
times. 

I have distributed about three hundred copies of Luke’s Gospel and a 
large amount of magazines and other general reading matter, including sev- 
eral thousand copies of the social creed of the church. 

I have assisted a few men to find employment. I have visited and 
spoken at labor meetings, union and central labor organizations, and called at 
the homes of sick and unemployed workingmen as opportunity has offered, 
visiting in a number of isolated communities every house there and often 
addressing the children at school. 

I have preached and encouraged the principle of codperative industrial 
organization among the workers and have been privileged to assist in the 
organization of several cooperative shingle mills. In this connection I have 
made trips to Anacortes, Marysville, Bellingham, and Blaine, and have writ- 
ten more than one hundred letters of information and encouragement. 

Indications are not wanting that every effort to teach and help these 
common people, especially in this time of industrial depression and actual 
want, is acceptable and sincerely appreciated.

extent our church may take advantage of the social service awakening now 
everywhere manifest. 
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REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD 


The record of the year just closing strengthens our conviction that the 
seal of divine approval is upon the services rendered by our deaconesses; 
oe their work continues to grow in favor with the people among whom they 
abor. 

The Home and Training School in Seattle have had some changes during 
the year. Miss Cady’s health became so impared that it was necessary to 
grant her a leave of absence. Miss Mary B. Sweet, who has had special 
training for the work of a deaconess and who has had experience as a 
teacher and administrator in the homeland and in Rome and who is home 
on furlough by the closing of the school in Rome on account of the war, 
has been loaned to us by the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. We 
believe the school will be well advanced under her superintendency. 

The training school is fortunate also in securing Annie H. Carpenter, 
for seven years teacher in Chicago Training School, as a member of our 
faculty this year. The hard times will effect the attendance, but the opening 
this week is propitious. 

The cordial response of the Seattle churches on Deaconess Day and 
the generosity of the churches of the Conference to the appeals of our 
deaconess secretary, Miss Klein, have helped to reduce our indebtedness. 

We report licensed deaconesses, sixteen; probationers, one; associate 
workers, two; number of calls made, 7,641; material relief given to 1,012 
persons; receipts, $5,500; expenditures, $5,544. 

We most heartily commend this school and urge our pastors and people 
to take this cause to their hearts, especially in aiding young women to enter 
upon this noble work. 

The settlement has moved out of the old leaky tent and small house 
into larger and more comfortable quarters, which were necessary by the 
increase of its Sunday School and other departments of service. 

The Seattle General Hospital, which is managed by a standing committee 
appointed by the Seattle Deaconess Association, continues to act as the 
“Good Samaritan” and has our commendation. 


The Everett Orphanage 


The orphanage at Everett has completed its fourth year with the serv- 
ices of our deaconesses, who are in great favor with the people there. But the 
transfer of the property and management of the institution has not yet been 
entirely completed. We recommend: (1) That the approval of this Confer- 
ence be given to the acceptance of this property to be used for child welfare 
purposes under deaconess control, and (2) that the following named persons 
of Everett be elected as trustees, who are hereby authorized to incorporate, 
to elect a board of managers in conformity to the agreement already entered 
into, and to formulate a plan for financing the institution, all of which shall 
be subject to the approval of the Conference board:

We, as a Conference, respectfully request Dr. W. S. Harrington to pub- 
lish his intensely interesting “Reminiscences of Pioneer Life” in book form. 

The Methodist Review is still the leading publication of its class. We 
urge that not only the pastors may become readers of this excellent publica- 
tion, but that our laymen may also come to form a large number of sub- 
scribers, which we believe will be to their profit. 

The circulation of the Holy Scriptures is of primary importance. The 
American Bible Society is our efficient agent for this purpose. During the 
year 1916 the centennial of this organization will be celebrated and we urge 
all cee teso and people to give this society the most generous and cordial 
support. 

With no superior publications to our own, we believe that our Sunday 
Schools are without excuse of using our own publications. We urge upon 
our pastors and superintendents the necessity of using our own papers and 
also that the district superintendents may from time to time give this their 
careful attention. 
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_“Is Christian Science Christian?” ‘This is the title of a publication of 
which our own Brother William Park is the author. We know of no publi- 
cation that is so valuable in combating the modern heresy of Christian 
Science, falsely so-called, as this book by a member of this Conference. The 
price is such that makes its possible of wide distribution at little cost. Most 
heartily do we commend this work to all our pastors and members. 

_ In conclusion, we wish to express our confidence in and deep apprecia- 
tion of the great asset of the church, found in the publishing interests of the 
church.

REFORMS 


Your Committee on Reforms begs to offer the following report: 

“WHEREAS, We are called to continual warfare against the wiles of 
society, and, whereas, many of these wiles are embedded in the common 
practice, your committee commends: 

“Resolved, That we indorse the movement now in operation demanding an 
International Peace Court. 

“That we deplore the state of war in the world and recognize it as a 
great national crime demanding the protest of the Christian churches. 

“That we do not recognize that preparedness for war is an assurance of 

eace. 

“We view with alarm the spread of Mormonism, and recommend that 
our ministry throughout the Conference study anew this menace to our 
country, religiously and politically, and that they either preach upon the 
subject as occasion may require or scatter such literature as will inform the 
eople. 

f “That this Conference heartily support the Temperance Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in all its work, and especially in its effort to 
divorce the United States Government from its financial partnership with 
the liquor traffic. We also indorse the invaluable services rendered this 
cause by the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and the Anti-Saloon 
League. 

“Also, That our codperation, as in the past, shall continue with all agen- 
cies for the suppression and final extermination of this evil. 

“That we, as a Conference, adopt the first Sunday in November as 
Temperance Sunday, and that on that day all Sunday Schools not organized 
into temperance societies be thus organized. 

“The divorce evil being a direct menace to our most sacred institution, 
the home, we greatly deplore its growth, and heartily indorse the present 
movements toward uniform divorce laws among the states, and that we are 
under moral obligation to refuse our services to the marriage of any persons 
other than on scriptural grounds and that it is the duty to ascertain the facts. 

“We reiterate that urgent importance of our people taking a determined 
stand and making earnest efforts for keeping the Sabbath holy. 

“We are unqualifiedly opposed to Sunday excursions, and Sunday amuse- 
ments, and that we deny our support politically and use our influence against 
any man seeking office in our commonwealth who is known to willfully 
desecrate the Sabbath. 

“WHEREAS, Crime committed by the young, the social evil, cigarette 
smoking, incurable diseases, and the traffic in girls are threatening our homes. 

“We recommend that each member of our Conference stand foursquare 
against same, and codperate with all sane organizations working to check 
these evils. 

“We further recommend that this Conference place itself on record as 
seeking for all classes of workingmen in the state of Washington a half 
holiday in each week, and we urge a rigid enforcement of the “woman eight- 
hour law,” and child labor law. 

“That the trades union of this state be invited to send delegates to our 
Conference sessions, and that we do all in our power to better the conditions 
of the laboring classes, and bring labor and capital together on the Golden 
Rule principle.”

SPECIAL CHARITIES oi 

The Washington Children’s Home Society is well called “Washington’s 
Greatest Charity.” 

So nearly all of the orphaned and wholly dependent children of the state 
are received by this society and so well transplanted into the beautiful homes 
of their adoption that Washington has not now, nor is ever likely to have, 
the desolate orphan asylum with its thousand children dressed alike, fed 
alike, taught alike, and molded alike. 

The Washington Children’s Home Society is entering upon its twentieth 
year of splendid service to both church and state. 

Last year of the 444 children wholly dependent 188 lost father or mother 
or both by death. Death claimed both parents in the case of forty-two chil- 
dren. Of the 444, 229 were boys and 215 girls. , 

Of increasing helpfulness is the “Aid Department,” through which, in 
many cases, the parents and children are kept together, when before their 
separation would have been inevitable. In the large centers of the state are 
listed more than two hundred choice family homes, anxious to take children 
to board. Through this department, by the help of the field force and the 
helpful cooperation of other agencies, a total of 1,771 children received some 
kind of assistance and care last year. 

Your committee, through the courtesy of the superintendent, L. J. Cov- 
ington, visited the receiving home on Ravenna Heights. We were delighted 
with the splendid management of the home. Miss Mallard, the matron, very 
kindly showed us through every department from the nursery, with its tiny, 
motherless humanity, to the hospital and surgery, the sleeping, eating, play, 
and work departments. There is nothing to criticise, but we might fill many 
sheets with deserving commendation of the conduct of the many features of 
’ the institution. 

We most heartily commend this charity to our people for their prayerful 
consideration and financial support. 

We recommend the reappointment of L. J. Covington, the veteran and 
leader of this work, as state superintendent. FE. S. Chappell, district super- 
intendent for Bellingham District, and F. C. Leavenworth, district superin- 
tendent for Wenatchee District.

Tacoma Settlement 


The Tacoma Settlement work ministers to 125 families and has an 
enrollment of 295 in all classes with an aggregate attendance of one thousand 
per month. 

A new settlement house has become an absolute necessity and plans for 
the building have already been drawn by local architects. We request that 
the superintendent, or her representative, be allowed to present the claims of 
this work in all the churches of the Conference during the year, and that 
pledges be taken for the building fund. 

A Home for the Aged has recently been established in Bellingham. This 
institution, which is most ideally located and well equipped, has already been 
endowed to a limited extent and is self-supporting. It may be placed under 
the control of the Puget Sound Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. We, therefore, recommend that a commission, consisting of three 
ministers and two laymen, be elected to investigate and report at the next 
session of the Annual Conference.

JOHN WESLEY FRESCOLN 


John Wesley Frescoln was born in Chester County, Pennsylvania, 
August 29, 1855. He was reared in a Christian home; his father was a 
local preacher for many years. He was married to Miss Anna Whitney in 
1880. For several years our brother was engaged in business in St. John, 
Kan. He also took much interest in political affairs, and was recognized as 
a popular leader and speaker in the political movements of that region of the 
country. It was believed that he had before him a bright future, both polit- 
ically and financially. Some expressed the view that he made a mistake when 
he laid aside what they regarded as promising openings. He was converted 
January 10, 1893, under the ministry of Rev. Richard B. Engle. Brother 
and Sister Engle took much interest in his case and through their instru- 
mentality, together with the efforts of his devoted wife, and the promptings 
of the Holy Spirit, he was induced to give his heart to God, and consecrate 
his life to the work of the ministry. A revival was in progress; the 
pastor’s voice failing him, Brother Frescoln was invited to fill the pulpit 
and tell the people about his conversion, which he did with blessed effect 
in the encouragement it gave to the revival work in the community. He 
joined the Southwest Kansas Conference in March, 1893. Thus, when but 
two of his six months’ probation had expired, he had joined an annual 
conference. In his first charge, over one hundred souls were converted 
and received into the church through his instrumentality. Partridge, his 
first appointment, he served three years; Burns, four years; Canton, one 
year. At the end of this year, 1901, he was transferred to the Puget Sound 
Conference, where his appointments have been as follows: Blaine, Grace 
Church, Seattle; First Church, Bellingham; Elma, Kalama, South Bend, 
and Trinity Church, Seattle. 

Our brother was superintendent of the Northwest Anti-Saloon League 
four years. His success in this work is evidenced in the fact that Whatcom 
County stands in the forefront of the prohibition territory of the state of 
Washington. 

Some time previous to his death, he received a serious injury in alight- 
ing from a street car, from the effects of which he never entirely recovered, 
and it is believed that this was the cause of his death. On the day follow- 
ing the adjournment of Conference, September 14, 1914, he stepped into the 
waiting chariot and was not, for God had taken him. The funeral service 
held in this city was in charge of Dr. J. P. Marlatt. Interment was had in 
Bayview Cemetery, Bellingham, and a second memorial service was held in 
Trinity Church in that city, of which Dr. W. S. Harrington had charge. 
His wife, Mrs. Anna Frescoln, and three children, Mrs. J. W. Collins, Mr. 
Edward Frescoln, and Mrs. F. A. Wood, survive him. I bespeak for them 
an interest in your sympathies and your prayers. 


REVEREND ROBERT C. GLASS, D.D. 


Robert Cornell Glass was born in Monroe County, Ohio, August 2, 1846, 
and died in Seattle, Wash., April 22, 1915. From the age of nine years he 
grew to manhood in Clayton County, Iowa. ; : 

His higher education was obtained in Iowa State University; Assembly 
College, Belfast, Ireland; at Bonn, Germany; and at Boston University, 
from which he was graduated in 1875. That was a red letter year in his 
history, for it was the period not only of his graduation, but, also of his 
entrance into the Northwest Iowa Conference, and of his marriage to Miss 
Amy Kerr. Bie 

His home was clearly, emphatically, and ever a Christian home. The 
first-born child, Amy Luella, became Mrs. C. E. Bale; from her home in 
Iowa she passed away some years since. There remains Miss Rose Glass, a 
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prominent teacher in Seattle; Mabel, Mrs. John A. Kingsbury, wife of the 
commissioner of charities, New York City; and Florence, who is still at 
home. Three grandchildren are likewise to be numbered as descendants of 
our departed brother. These children of the first and second generations, 
and more especially, our Sister Glass, who walked by the side of her 
husband for forty years, are sharers in our deep sympathy because of their 
bereavement. : 

He remained in the Northwest Iowa Conference for well-nigh a quarter 
century, where he held important pastorates; was presiding elder of Algona 
District, and was also one of the founders of Morningside College. 

He came to the Puget Sound Conference in 1899; served First Church, 
Olympia; and in Seattle, Grace and Green Lake churches, retiring in 1907. 
Since his retirement, he has given service in the Washington Children’s 
Home Society, where his work was greatly appreciated. In this interest he 
was active to the end of his life. 

The bare outline of his activities, as just given, is entirely inadequate 
as an expression of his consecrated ministry, and furnishes only a hint of 
his pure and elevated character. We knew, appreciated, honored, and loved 
this man of God. We are certain that he “swept through the gate, washed 
in the blood of the Lamb.” He has entered upon the “inheritance incor- 
ruptible, undefiled, and that fadeth not away,” and some bright morn we 
hope to join him in the “home over there.” 


MRS. EVELYN B. BABB DeVORE 


The subject of this memoir was born February 9, 1829, in Somerset, 
Ohio, and passed to her reward from her Tacoma home March 15, 1915, in 
the 86th year of her age. When she had grown to be a mature and cul- 
tured young woman, she joined her brother-in-law, Rev. John F. DeVore, 
and her sister, Mrs. DeVore, who were commissioned to go as missionaries 
to the then new Northwest. After a journey of several months they landed 
at Steilacoom, Washington Territory, where Miss Evelyn, with others, 
became a member of the first Protestant church organized in the Puget 
Sound Conference. And there in 1853 was dedicated the first Protestant 
church edifice ever erected north of the Columbia River. 

Into the work of building up a church and laying the foundations of 
our Methodism in this new field these missionaries entered with all the 
enthusiasm of real pioneers. But after a few years of toil Mrs. DeVore 
sickened and died, leaving her sister Evelyn to care for the home and her 
two little girls. After many months spent in this service, Evelyn was 
married to Mr. DeVore, thus taking the place of her deceased sister. 

From that time on she shared the labors, privations and hardships of 
her husband in many frontier fields. These fields extended from southern 
Oregon to a district embracing the lower Sound country. Compensation 
in money was meager, modes of travel primitive, and parsonages almost 
unknown. Yet, with her hustling husband, she went everywhere cheerfully, 
counting it all joy to spend and be spent in her Master’s service. 

In the home she was queenly. In the Sunday School, the young 
people’s organization, and in all the activities of the church she was a wise 
counselor and an invaluable helper. Wherever Dr. DeVore went, something 
turned up. This you would infer from the fact that in two counties, Pierce 
and Thurston, he built the first church at Steilacoom, the first at Olympia, 
the First Methodist at Puyallup, and two mission churches in Tacoma. In 
these mission churches Mrs. DeVore labored along with her husband. The 
work of Rey. DeVore as presiding elder took him from home for days and 
weeks at a time, and during his absence his wife must look after all domestic 
interests, keep an itinerants’ hotel and help in the local church work. In 
1889, while thus engaged, her husband was stricken by heart failure and 
subsequently died of the same malady, and a few years later, owing to the 
financial panic, all her property was swept away, including a valuable home. 
Yet she never murmured nor complained, but, with a serene trust in God 
did the He she could and to her friends never seemed more happy and 
contented. 
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: A few years ago she was taken to the St. Joseph Hospital where she 

fervently hoped that her earthly life would soon close, so that she could 
enter on the life immortal, eternal. I was permitted to visit her there, and 
found her very weak but her face was radiant with a light such as never 
shone on land or sea. She expressed the hope that that would be her last 
sickness and that the good Lord would take her home, saying she thought 
it would be much better for her to go and leave what it took to keep her 
for someone else who had strength to do much more than she could. In 
the good providence of God she was spared to a ripe old age, having lived 
more than eighty-six eventful and successful years, and in her last days was 
surrounded by a host of loving friends who will rise up and call her blessed. 


MRS. MARY ELIZABETH (OTTERSON) STUBBS. 


Mrs. Stubbs was born in Lebanon, N. H., June 29, 1833, and died in 
Tacoma, Wash., April 16, 1915. In May, 1867, she was married to the Rev. 
R. S. Stubbs at Nashua, N. H., and went with him to the pastorate of the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church in Dover, N. H. Their new field of 
labor was St. Louis, where, for four years, they were engaged in work 
for the Western Seaman’s Friend Society, and in city missionary work. 
Two of the leading churches of St. Louis were developed during their 
ministry. Grand Rounde Valley, Ore. and Vancouver, Wash., were the 
next pastorates served. Bishop Bowman re-appointed them to the work 
among the seamen, and for thirty-five years they were engaged in this 
faithful work. For ten years they lived in Portland, Ore., and twenty-five 
years in Tacoma. Their work brought them in close touch with the men 
of the sea of every nationality. So wholly given was this saintly woman to 
the welfare of these homeless men that they came to look upon her as 
their “Mother,” and in the large correspondence that she carried on with 
them, letters came from every land and always was she addressed as 
“Mother.” They were to her, “my boys.” 

In St. Louis she met Miss Frances E. Willard, and then began a life 
attachment to the work of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. 
Her deep spiritual life and rich endowments fitted her well for the evangel- 
istic work in the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, and for years she 
served as the state evangelist. ‘Twice was she elected to represent the 
West in the international and national conventions. 

During these years she has been devoted to the work of rescuing 
deceived and erring young women. The White Shield Home of Tacoma 
had no warmer friend than this saintly woman. A few weeks before she 
was translated she said to her pastor: “I can always hear the heartcry of 
these deceived young women.” 

Beside the chaplain, now in his 93rd year, and her daughter, Mrs. 
Charles Bedford, of Tacoma, Wash., she leaves two step-sons and one step- 
daughter, Osmond B. Stubbs, of Portland, Ore.; Robert N. Stubbs, of St. 
Louis, Mo., and Mrs. Nicholas Gilman, Wellesley, Mass. 


BERYL ESTELLA BRITTAIN. 

Beryl Estella Brittain was born September 2, 1910, gladdening the 
hearts of Brother and Sister Alfred A. Brittain. On September 19, 1914, 
this beautiful little bud was transplanted into the heavenly garden there to 
unfold into an immortal flower. Her earthly life was but little more than 
four years, yet the lovableness of her character endeared her to all with 
whom she came in contact. 


RAYMOND VIGUS MILLER. 

Raymond Vigus, son of Rev. and Mrs. Charles D. Miller, was born in 
Tacoma, Wash., January 9, 1915, and four days later the death angel took 
this little jewel to adorn the Master’s kingdom. While permitted to live 
but so short a time in the parental home, the influence of that little life will 
ever remain in the minds and hearts of his fond parents and loved ones, 
making Heaven a little nearer and dearer than ever before.

The Puget Sound Lay Electoral Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 


Church convened in the University Congregational Church, Seattle, Wash., 
at 10 o’clock a. m., September 10, 1915. 


F, E. Wyman, secretary of the preceding Lay Electoral Conference, 
called the conference to order.

R. H. Hughes, editor of the Pacific Christian Advocate, addressed the 
Conference on the publishing interests of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

President W. H. Weaver addressed the Conference on the duties of 
laymen to the Church. 

Rev. G. C. Squires spoke presenting the aims and objects of the Home 
for the Aged at Silver Beach, Bellingham, Wash. 

Dr. Carl G. Doney, president of Willamette University, of Salem, Ore., 
spoke earnestly in behalf of the small denominational college. 

R. J. Hoage, of Olympia, fraternal delegate to the recent session of the 
Columbia River Lay Conference, spoke briefly. 

G. F. Johnson, of Portland, Ore., fraternal delegate from the Oregon 
Lay Conference, spoke briefly on tithing and for full payment of all con- 
ference claimants and salaries of pastors. He also forcibly presented the 
work and importance of the denominational college. 

Committee on Rules and Order of Business reported as follows: 

First. Receive report of Committee on Credentials and take action 
thereon. 

Second. Election of four delegates to the General Conference to be 
held in May, 1916, at Saratoga Springs, N. Y 

Third. Election of three reserve delegates to the General Conference. 

Fourth. It will require a majority of all votes cast to elect. 

Fifth. If there should be no election on first ballot, then another 
ballot be taken, and this order followed until all the delegates and reserve 
delegates are elected. 

Sixth. Report of Committee on Resolutions and action thereon. 

The report of the Committee on Rules and Order of Business was 
unanimously adopted. 

Adjourned for luncheon. 

Afternoon session opened at 1 o’clock. 

The report of the Committee on Credentials was presented and unani- 
mously adopted as read. This report seated the 115 delegates named above. 

_. Dr. Charles L. Holt, of Bellingham, asked that his name be not con- 
sidered as a candidate for delegate to the General Conference. 
_ Nominations for delegates to the General Conference were then made 
in the following order, the nomination speeches being limited by President 
Weaver to three minutes each: Henry R. King, Chauncey E. Beach, Noah 
D. Pollom, Mrs. Eva Bailey McFall, Frederick A. Hazeltine, Hon. Dix H. 
Rowland, Charles H. Bennett, Will D. Pratt. 

The president appointed W. H. Oliver, Clint W. Lee, Harry L. Brown 
and C. E. Heward as tellers.” e ae 

On motion a rule was adopted requiring each lay electoral delegate to 
vote for four persons, otherwise ballots to be rejected. 

On the first ballot 112 votes were cast of which it was necessary to 
have 57 for a choice. The result follows: F. A. Hazeltine, 82; C. E. Beach, 
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82; Henry R. King, 65; Will D. Pratt, 65; Noah D. Pollom, 58; Mrs. Eva. 
Bailey McFall, 44; Charles H. Bennett, 14. 

Frederick A. Hazeltine, Chauncey F. Beach, Henry R. King, and Will 
D. Pratt, having received a majority of all the votes cast, and the largest 
majority of such votes, were declared elected delegates to represent the 
Puget Sound Conference at the General Conference to be held in May, 1916, 
at Saratoga Springs, N. Y. 

The nominations for reserve delegates were as follows: Dix H. Row- 
land, Mrs. Eva Bailey McFall, C. H. Bennett, N. D. Pollom. Mr. Rowland 
requested that his name be not considered. 


In the vote for reserve delegates, 109 ballots were cast, of which it 
was necessary to have 55 for choice. The result was as follows: Mrs. Eva 
Bailey McFall, 90; N. D. Pollom, 89; C. H. Bennett, 68; and some scat- 
tering. 

Mrs. Eva Bailey McFall, Noah D. Pollom, and Charles H. Bennett, 
having received a majority of all the votes cast, were declared elected as 
reserve delegates to the General Conference. 

President Edward H. Todd, of the College of Puget Sound, Tacoma, 
addressed the Conference on the matter of raising the balance of $65,000 
necessary to be obtained before October 1, 1915, in order to meet the 
requirements made by Mr. James J. Hill as conditional upon his payment of 
his great gift to the endowment fund of the College of Puget Sound. 

L. J. Covington, superintendent of the Washington Children’s Home 
Society, spoke in behalf of the wholly dependent children of the state of 
Washington. 

On motion a collection was taken to help defray the expense of publish- 
ag a Lay Electoral Conference Minutes. The collection amounted to 

15.50. 

Committee on Resolutions reported the following resolutions, which 
were adopted: 

“Resolved, That the Lay Electoral Conference of the Puget Sound 
Conference hereby disapproves any change in our Discipline which will 
either actually, or in appearance, lower the standards of Christian conduct. 
With this thought in mind we ask our delegates to the General Conference 
to oppose any attempted change in the present rule relating to amusements. 


“Resolved, That we place this body upon record as favoring a policy 
that shall include adequate plans for financing any work that shall be under- 
taken or approved by our General Conference. In line with this policy we 
believe that the deaconess work should either be included in the regular 
benevolences or should in some other manner be provided with a regular 
support. 

“Resolved, ‘That we again express our faith in the tithe as the only 
adequate means of financing our church. ‘The tenth belongeth to the 
Lord;’ and that we will preach this gospel of finance in our respective 
charges. That we heartily recommend the duplex envelope system and the 
careful canvass of each member for subscriptions to be made in one day at 
the beginning of the year. 

“Resolved, That we do hereby commit ourselves in favor of the pro- 
posed union of the several branches of Methodism, and be it further 

“Resolved, That we instruct our delegates to do all within their power 
to advance such a union. 

“Resolved, ‘That we extend to the ladies and other members and 
friends of University Methodist Church our warm appreciation of their 
excellent entertainment of our delegates; and also that we extend to the 
pastor and trustees of the University Congregational Church our sincere 
thanks for the use of their church in which to hold the sessions of the 
Lay Electoral Conference.” 

The following resolution, offered by Hon. Dix H. Rowland, was unani- 
mously adopted: 
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“Resolved, That we request our delegation to vote for the restoration 
of the time limit of the pastorate to not more than four years.” 

On request of Joseph B. Hingeley, secretary of the General Conference, 
a vote was taken upon the proposition to amend the constitution of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church by the substitution of the following for para- 
graph 3 of Section 46 of the constitution: 

“The General Conference shall not change nor alter any part of the rule 
of our government so as to do away episcopacy, nor destroy the plan 
of our itinerant general superintendency; but may elect a bishop or bishops 
for work among particular races and languages, or for any of our foreign 
missions, limiting their Episcopal jurisdiction to the same respectively.” 

The vote on the proposed substitute stood 73 for and none against. 

An amendment proposing to elect delegates to General Conferences 
at Lay Electoral Conferences the same as is done in Ministerial Conference 
by blind ballot and without nomination speeches was lost. 

' The following resolution was offered for adoption, and on motion was 
ost: 

“Resolved, That at future meetings of the Puget Sound Lay Electoral 
Conference the traveling expenses of the members shall be pooled and 
assessed equally upon all the delegates.” 

On motion the Lay Electoral Conference adjourned sine die.

REPORTS DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 


BELLINGHAM DISTRICT 
J. M. Canse, Superintendent 


We bring our reports without gusto. We have done our best and 
crave His added blessing that the apparent results may not seem too 
unworthy. As Moses spoke to Israel, so may we find comfort: “Because 
Jehovah loved thy fathers, therefore he chose their seed after them, and 
brought thee out with his presence, with his great power.” : 

The year began with an emergency call. Our Quarterly Bulletin 
began, “The Endowment Campaign for our College of Puget Sound 
merits the best money-getting ability that is in us and demands immedi- 
co-operation with the wise plans of President Todd. We did not tarry 
lest we cost the college its endowment. Our people gave liberally. 
This entertaining church gave over $1,000.00. 

The District Stewards’ and Pastors’ Meeting was enlarged so as to 
include Sunday School workers and Epworthians. There was a full 
day’s program that proved inspiring. We gathered in three sub-district 
zones and planned efficiency and gospel teams. 


A unique and profitable organization of the pastors into county as- 
sociations has cheered many a troubled pastor and afforded the district 
superintendent his best opportunity to meet his men. The day is spent in 
worship and fellowship, discussions and council to the profit of all. 

An outstanding feature of the year was an All-Day Group Quarterly 
Conference that took the place of the third regular round. The charges 
were grouped into ten centers for all-day programs of reports and ad- 
dresses, with a popular forward movement address at night. The key- 
note was, “The more excellent way to move forward.” Laymen and 
ministers alike think well of the plan and are asking that it be repeated. 
The preceding Sunday was devoted to sermons on timely topics; in the 
morning pastors exchanged pulpits and at night laymen gave addresses. 

These intensive conferences were followed by the Annual Meeting 
of the Ministers’ and Laymen’s Association, at Mt. Vernon, March 28-30. 
Our local talent was exceptionally strong and Presidents E. H. Tood and 
H. J. Talbott, Dr., now Bishop A. W. Leonard and Superintendent J. M. 
Weaver gave highly appreciated services. 

A very attractive eight-room parsonage has been erected at Ferndale 
to supplant the old one. The pastor, M. B. Phillips, was architect, super- 
intendent and chief builder. The value is easily $2,000.00 with but $400.00 
unpaid. At Darrington a roomy bungalow parsonage has been built 
by the generous aid of friends outside the church. F. L. Bloxham de- 
serves high praise as leader in the enterprise. 

North Bellingham has bought an ample lot and a small house for 
their pastor and will rebuild soon. Repairs have been made at Lopez, 
Trinity and Burlington. The Spencer, Everett, boys are building a 
Castle. Sumas has put in cement walks and foundation and floor for the 
church and parsonage and Blaine has made valuable repairs. Two fine 
service rooms have been added to our entertaining First Church, Ev- 
erett, valued at $1,000.00 and paid for by the two organized classes, 
Philathea and I. T. K. The Edison Church, which came to us last year 
by exchange from the Congregationalists, has been relieved of a $400.00 
mortgage and fully $200.00 worth of repairs have been made possible by 
the efforts of the pastor, J. L. Grandey. 

A model church has been erected at Wiser Lake, Whatcom County. 
The women had previously bought the lots and gave the first $300.00 in 
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cash toward the building. The men felled the timber and sawed the 
bill of lumber valued at over $600.00 and contributed carpenter labor. 
The property is easily worth $2,000.00. The memorial gift of $350.00 
was made by Mrs. J. S. Smith and daughter, Grace N., of Bellingham. 

The angel of his presence has hovered over our parsonage homes 
so that we all remain to this day. Some pastors and some wives have 
been seriously sick but none have died or sought other climes, except 
E. R. Tracy, who returned to his home conference and is now stationed 
at Lookout, Pa. and H. E. Chappell, who has recently been transferred 
to the Montana Conference. 


The clear vision and fine team work of our delegates to the General 
Conference deserve the united appreciation of the Conference. The 
election of A. W. Leonard to the episcopacy and the important commit- 
tee service of our lay and ministerial delegates served to enlarge the 
place of Puget Sound Conference in everyinterest of Methodism. 

The enactments of the General Conference are pleasing to our 
people. With the re-adjustment of the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension we shall continue the evangelistic campaign and turn 
also to more scientific study and co-operation with the department of 
rural efficiency. The quarterly missionary check continues to give heart 
to our poorly paid pastors of the smaller charges, where shoes and meat 
are sometimes near-luxuries. 

The gospel note has been clearly sounded throughout the year in 
the evangelistic campaign. Rev. and Mrs. Wm. Park assisted in revivals 
at Sedro-Woolley and First Church, Everett, while Evangelist Glasscock 
held meetings at Avon, Mt. Vernon and Burlington, and Dr. M. H. 
Marvin wrought well at Lynden and Edmonds. Miss Stringer did good 
work with the pastors at Custer, Allen, Nooksack and Sumas. Several 
of our pastors exchanged services and many revival fires were kindled. 

The membership will remain essentially as last year. While we have 
gained by many accessions, yet the population has shifted with many 
going onto ranches out into the country and many are lost to active 
membership. The church records puzzle has not yet been satisfactorily 
solved. Meanwhile we should turn our attention to prayer and more 
serious spiritual arousements. 

We are inspired by the dedication of some of our bright young people 
who are offering themselves for the ministry, mission fields and dea- 
coness work. The District Epworth League Convention is the focal 
center for this consecration. Rev. J. R. Sasnett is the popular president. 
Several local preachers and retired ministers have greatly aided the dis- 
trict work of the year. Observing church men who have been among 
us on expert service, as Dr. H. J. Talbott and Prof. G. A. Bricker, have 
expressed delight at the high spiritual tone of our district. 

There is occasion for gratitude that in a large number of our charges 
Methodist public school teachers are rendering themselves useful. With 
us public education and Christian should be the same and we are blessed 
with a number of consecrated teachers. At the great Normal School 
center, Trinity Church, Bellingham, and Rev. E. N. Askey are very 
popular. 

The auxiliary societies have done commendable work. Some of our 
churches might not show cause for existence were it not for the Sunday 
School as a community lifter. But why, O why, do some of our people 
remain dull of vision and ignorant when so much is being done by our 
Sunday School leaders? 

Several Ladies’ Aid Societies have shown financial genius and some 
have aided greatly in social service. At First Church, Bellingham, they 
have made over 2,000 social and spiritual calls. This lay pastoral service 
is a crying need in some places, where no one calls on old or new mem- 
bers except for money or cakes. This short-cut to failure should be 


abandoned. ae i 
The Women’s Missionary Societies, Home and Foreign, have done 
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splendidly. In fact, they seem to exceed others in money-getting ability. 
Pastors may well learn of their ways and devotion and be wise. The 
installation of the new Apportioned Benevolences committee should 
prove of vital service to the pastors in planning for and collecting the 
benevolence budget. In these days of dire peril to missions let us hope 
the number of contributors may be doubled by this new arrangement. 
Or perhaps it might stimulate some churches to more generous giving 
if our reports were to provide special columns for the amounts given by 
the pastors. I would recommend that such spaces be provided. 

Puget Sound must some day become the maritime arena of the 
- nations for weal or woe. As the Holy Land was the thoroughfare for 
hostile ancient peoples, and the Netherlands in Europe, so Western 
Washington is the future seat of contest among the great world powers. 
This mighty harbor of God’s building must become man’s center of trade. 
The demands are already upon us for a new adjustment of the Methodist 
machinery, if in fact some new dynamos should not be installed. The 
insistence for new methods and the war of ideas must be heeded. 

If Armageddon tarries beyond the European struggle we will see an 
unprecedented demand placed upon our churches for world evangelism 
and local civic betterment. Already men of vision, are seeing the im- 
pending struggle between good and evil. Will it be the final conflict 
and will this be the place of slaughter or of gospel triumph? 

Nothing is worthy today short of a love for our King that will impel 
the better setting up of the kingdom. Unclean spirits are abroad who 
feed on nominal Christians. They are the dragon of modern substitutes 
for God, the beastly tyrant of spiritual anarchy, and a swarm of lying 
prophets with their fabrics of irrational theories. But Bishop Hughes, 
we believe that the Bellingham District, pastors and people together, are 
in training for that “battle of the great day of God Almighty,” and sub- 
mit our reports today with some sense of His approving smile. 


THE OLYMPIA DISTRICT 


More things have been wrought in the Olympia District during the 
last six years than can be told in a brief report. Some of the best 
things accomplished cannot be set down in cold type. I will not 
take your time, or try your patience by reviewing the past or making 
prophecies regarding the future. I will only take time to say we have 
built and improved churches and parsonages, paid some old debts, 
and will leave some debts for others to pay. I have seen points 
where services were held once a month grow into well organized 
churches, carrying on all the activities of the church which we represent. 
I have observed at least five enemies of the church: 

1. Worldliness, which so easily captures the masses. 

2. A want of moral obligation in financial matters. 

3. Idleness and indifference of the membership. 

4. Ignorance of the teachings of the Bible, so that many are an 
easy prey to all the isms that sweep over the country. 

5. A dearth of the old time faith of the fathers. 


During the past year the pastors have been faithful. They all de- 
serve commendation for their sacrifice and devotion to the great work 
of the church. So far as I know, they are men of one work, and that 
the work of the ministry. 

Nearly every charge is blessed with a Ladies’ Aid Society which 
is very active in good works. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society is organized in a few 
of the churches and is doing much in that line of work. 

The district meeting of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society 
was held in Olympia. Reports show that they are keeping their work 
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up well in this district. Through their sustentation fund they have 
helped to bring joy to more than one parsonage home. God bless the 
work of these good women! 


The Epworth League Chapters are doing a fine work among the 
young people. Their Sunday evening devotional meetings are a great 
benediction. 

The District Meeting was held in the Trinity church, Aberdeen, and 
was pronounced by all to be a spiritual feast from start to finish. 

The preachers’ meeting at Elma, though not largely attended, was 
a very helpful gathering both for the preachers and the people of Elma. 

Revivals were held in most of the churches with varying results. 
The largest in-gathering was at Hoquiam, First Church. Devoted 
efforts for good never fail. There are times, however, when results 
seem meager, but God, who watches over the seed that is sown, will in 
his own good way see a harvest of souls gathered into the Kingdom. 

The very first Sunday after the adjournment of Conference the 
preachers and churches of the District gave their services to the endow- 
ment of the College of Puget Sound. Many of the churches of this 
District surpassed my expectations in their responses to the call of 
President E. H. Todd, for their part of the $250,000. 

During the year three of the preachers so tired of batching, con- 
cluded that it was not good for man to live alone, and so took unto them- 
selves wives to share the joys and sorrows of the parsonage home with 
them. George D. Morris, Paul Jones and W. H. W. Rees Jr., are the 
happy men. 

That sweet-spirited saint, Andrew Anderson, who only last year 
retired from the active ranks, was called to join the company of the 
“Spirits of the Just Made Perfect,” on March 4th. He remained inter- 
ested and eager to work until the end. He often conducted services in a 
schoolhouse, driving six miles to reach it. When too feeble to stand he 
would sit and give the message of light and life. His life was an honor, 
and his character is a legacy to the church he loved so well. 


“Servant of God, well done; 
Thy glorious warfare’s past, 
The battle fought, the race is run, 
And thou art crowned at last.” 


Our conference has lost a valuable layman in the death of Senator 
David S. Troy. He was a man loved and respected by all, with a re- 
markable ability for large business activities. A staunch advocate and 
supporter of every good cause. A loyal friend to the preacher, to whom 
he extended many courtesies, his natural generosity finding an outlet in 
many kind deeds. By a tragic auto accident he was stricken down in 
the midst of a busy life. We pray for God’s blessing to rest upon the 
family in their deep grief. 

The severe winter of cold and snow paralyzed business, closing 
mills for weeks, and bringing a debt to the dairy man for extra feed for 
his cattle, may make a shortage in benevolences and estimated salaries. 
We trust not, but if so, we have done our best. 

We have urged all our churches to adopt the New Financial Plan, 
but they have not all done so. The system is very good but it will not 
work itself. Where we have the leaders it is easy to adopt new methods 
and carry them out, but where the membership is small and much of the 
support must come from people who are not members of the church it 
is more difficult. Many times their gifts are generous but they must 
give in their own way- 

As a pastor and District Superintendent, I have always laid emphasis 
on Sunday School work. I have urged pastors and churches to greater 
activity in this department of the church, for it is from this source that 
wee look for our largest growth in membership. Neglect the Sunday 
School, and the church will die. During the month of May, Brother J. M. 
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Weaver and myself visited nearly every charge in the District. Our aim 
was to stimulate efficiency and to inform the churches of the great 
work being done by our Sunday School Board in the bounds of our Con- 
ference. When our churches learn to employ the best methods we shall 
save the children to the church. 

Soon after conference, I appointed Brother H. A. Liffiton and wife 
to Port Angeles Circuit, a large field, west of the city of Port Angeles. 
All the appointments are in school houses which are many miles apart. 
They have traveled this circuit and done a splendid work for the Master. 
When their bicycles gave out or tires went flat they walked. There 
was no parsonage in which to live, so an old log barn which was at one 
time a house, was again converted into a dwelling and after some re- 
modeling made rather a rustic home. Very soon this hospitable home 
became the center of activity for the young people. Mrs. Liffiton has 
done much for the community by giving lessons to some souls hungry 
for music. These frontier farmers have not been able to do as much 
as we hoped in the way of financial support. The work has paid the 
pastor about one hundred and fifty dollars outside of the missionary ap- 
propriation. Now they have found another house and moved into it and 
desire to stay another year for the sake of the Kingdom of God in this 
new field. (However, if some of the brethren who want to move every 
year, would like this appointment, perhaps I could prevail upon Brother 
and Sister Liffiton to exchange with them.) I could not write of new 
work and leave out the name of our dear Brother Hopkins, who has been 
serving Olympia Circuit. He ministers to a number of Sundays Schools 
of more or less promise. Doubtless some of them will grow into thriv- 
ing churches. Brother Hopkins visits the sick, ministers to the dying, 
buries the dead and occasionally marries a couple. His great work, how- 
ever, is in his pastoral visitation, cheering the discouraged and comfort- 
ing the sorrowing and distributing tracts among the people. 

I do not think we are wasting a dollar of missionary money on the 
Olympia District. Some of the charges have received help for a num- 
ber of years and may need some help for years to come if we are to hold 
the Sunday School points for Methodism. In one town we have two 
sister denominations, which give annually to their pastor the neat sum 
of $600 missionary money, while our preacher competes with them and 
about a dozen other denominations without a dollar of missionary help. 

I cannot take time to tell you of my personal experiences since I 
took up the work of the district, but I will say that my relations to both 
preachers and churches have been very pleasant. I have endeavored to 
enter into the sympathies and needs of the parsonage home and at the 
same time also attempted to look at the problems from the layman’s 
standpoint. 

Now, after six years service in the Olympia District, what of it? I 
have traveled over ten thousand miles each year. Sometimes by boats 
slow and fast, over calm and stormy waters of the Straits, through rain 
and sunshine, cold and heat, by train, auto stage and on foot. I have 
slept in wet clothing and in churches, but seldom have I had to go 
hungry. My health has been good throughout the entire term. Bishops, 
General Secretaries and field workers have been so close to us that we 
could almost touch the hem of their garments, but only once, when the 
conference was held in Olympia, did they step over the line. Yet our 
people are very loyal, knowing that these great men have their greater 
work to do and could not afford to take the time to visit these out- 
lying posts of Methodism. They may not, however, have a correct im- 
pression of this great field. Indeed, they cannot, until they have made us 
a visit that will cost them more than a two-cent stamp. Encouraging 
letters are helpful but the personal presence of the great worker is much 
better. A District Superintendent cannot do the work of this District by 
correspondence. He must personally be on the ground and meet the 
preachers and laymen face to face and help them to solve their problems, 
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which are many. Now and then, people say to me: “What will we do 
when the timber is all gone?” We need not worry about the timber be- 
ing exhausted. A railroad official told me a short time ago that it was 
estimated that in Jefferson and Clallam Counties alone they could take 
out a train load of eighty cars of sawed lumber, seven days in the week, 
for the next three hundred and eighty-four years. Some timber yet, 
Bishop. Then our valleys are being transformed from dead stumps and 
tall ferns into fruitful fields and dairy farms. Slow to be sure but the 
day is coming when villages will spring up in these fertile valleys and 
churches and preachers will be needed. I could form some new circuits 
if I had money and men to take care of the work. During the past year, 
the Milwaukee Railroad has made its connecting link between Port 
Townsend and Port Angeles and extended its line about forty miles west 
of Port Angeles out into the edge of some of the greatest timber in the 
world. The State has, at a great cost, built the Olympic Highway along 
Hood’s Canal, making it possible for the autoist to penetrate the Olympic 
Mountains. Soon other roads are to be extended north from Aberdeen 
and Hoquiam and when finished will make a complete circuit through 
the greatest timber belt in the nation. I shall not attempt to tell of the 
power going to waste in the mountain streams of this vast territory. 
We have scarcely touched the resources of this vast field. When the 
war in Europe is over, and the old world again calls for our lumber and 
our shingles it will tax a District Superintendent to the limit to take 
care of this work. 

It is with a tinge of sadness that I now lay down the burdens and 
the joys of this interesting field of toil. I rejoice in the victories that 
have come to the churches, but at the same time I am sorry that we 
have not been able to do more. I shall turn over to my successor, who- 
ever he may be, problems that will keep him busy during the day time 
and perhaps also at night. Mrs. Todd and myself after eight happy 
years of residence in the Capital City have formed many friendships 
both in and out of the church to whom we now must say goodbye. Our 
home among the trees in which we have taken so much pleasure must 
be occupied by others, while we go to the Master’s work in another 
place. So goodbye, dear home, goodbye jolly conductors and genial 
brakemen and steamboat captains and stage drivers and a multitude of 
dear friends in all the churches. 


SEATTLE DISTRICT 
George A. Landen, Superintendent 


It is with gratitude to God that I bring you my second annual report 
of the work on Seattle District. It has been a year of hard toil and not 
without some trials and afflictions, but the Lord has been gracious to 
us all. 

The health of the preachers and their families has generally been 
good. The wives of Rev. J. W-. Kern and W. M. Hoare were both in 
the Seattle General hospital for a little while as a result of surgical oper- 
ations they had to undergo. Both have greatly improved in health since 
that time. Rev. A. F. Grissom, in the early part of the year, was stricken 
with appendicitis and a surgical operation was necessary. He is now in 
good health. Dr. W. S. Harrington, one of the most highly esteemed 
members of this Conference, was taken quite seriously ill in the early 
spring and has been confined to his home the great part of the time 
since. Recently, however, there has been considerable improvement in 
his condition and you may have the pleasure of looking into his face 
before this Conference closes. During his sickness he has suffered con- 
siderable difficulty in breathing and much bodily pain, but has been an 
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example of patience. He is certainly a splendid object lesson to all of 
us as to how to grow old sweetly. May the evening time be all light 
and no shadows for him. 

Rev. Gustaf F. West, who for a number of years has been Chaplain 
of the Seaman’s Bethel, was taken suddenly ill on March the 6th and in 
a few hours passed from his labors to the reward of the faithful. Few 
men have had wider and more wholesome influence among seamen than 
did Chaplain West. His place will be hard to fill. 

Rey. C. R. Pomeroy, D. D., an honored retired member of this Con- 
ference, who for several years has been in feeble health, found relief 
from bodily ills and passed on to the Celestial City during the year. He 
was an educated, cultured, Christian gentleman whom it was a pleasure 
to know. 

Katherine Haynor, the eighteen-year-old daughter of Brother and 
Sister Bowen, a girl of beautiful Christian character and winsome man- 
ners, is not, for Good took her. From childhood she had been phy- 
sically handicapped but in spite of that had done well in her studies in 
school, and her one ambition was to be strong and well that she might 
engage in Missionary work; but God willed otherwise and we all bow in 
submission to His will. 

At the close of Conference last year, every charge was supplied with 
a Pastor. Very few changes have been made during the year. The Gen- 
eral Conference saw fit to make one change for us by electing Dr. Adna 
Wright Leonard to the office of a Bishop. Dr. Leonard, in the six years 
that he was with us, not only did a great work for First Church, Seattle, 
but had an important part in helping to make sure the perpetuity of the 
College of Puget Sound and the securing of state-wide prohibition. He 
was closely allied to every forward movement for the building up of the 
Kingdom of God. We shall greatly miss his wise counsel and brotherly 
aa hae pray God’s richest blessings upon him as a Bishop of our 

urch. 

Dr. J. E. Crowther was chosen as Dr. Leonard’s successor at First 
Church and though he has only been with us a few weeks, he has already 
found his way to the hearts of the people. He and his good wife have 
been received with open arms by our First Church people. We predict 
for him a very successful pastorate. 

The call of the National Guard for service on the border took M. L. 
McEwen from the Pastorate of Sixty-second Street Church and Chas. F. 
Johnson a young local preacher, has supplied the charge since very 
acceptably to the people. 

In July an exchange was consummated between Frank Hancock of 
Lakeside Church and Harvey H. Newman of the North Dakota Confer- 
ence by which these two brethren changed places. 

The financial depression has made it practically impossible to do 
much in the way of building. The Crown Hill Church was completed 
during the year at a cost of $1,300, under the leadership of our City Mis- 
sionary, W. H. Leech, and W. H. Thomas, who has supplied the charge 
the latter half of the year. This gives us a good building for our work 
and three lots valued at $1,000. 

Tibbitts Memorial Church auditorium has been seated with very neat 
opera chairs at a cost of $150, 

Minor improvements have been made in a number of churches and 
parsonage but I am not able to give the aggregate amount of these ex- 
penditures. 

“Men may come and men may go,” but Church debts go on for- 
ever. We have been unable to do much more this year than pay the 
interest on our indebtedness. We cannot report any large reduction in 
our Church debts. First Church has met their annual payment, Green 
Lake has secured pledges amounting to about $8,000 on their debt in 
monthly payments running for three years. The bank has taken these 
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: pees and loaned the trustees the money on them to pay $6,200 of their 
ebt. 


For the past four years the District has shown a falling off in its 
contributions to Home and Foreign Missions. This is due in part to 
the financial condition and in part to the urgent appeal for local institu- 
tions and causes. I think we will hold our own this year and I sincerely 
hope we may have some increase in our offerings. Our people have lost 
none of their missionary zeal and as soon as conditions generally change, 
our offerings will be increased. 


As a District, we adopted the Forward Movement Programme pre- 
sented by the Commission on Evangelism and this program was carried 
out in whole or in part in nearly all our churches with some success 
though not all we desired. What the permanent results in actual in- 
crease in membership are will be shown by reports of the pastors. 


How are we going to stop the leakage caused through members 
leaving without certificate? I do not hesitate to say that more care 
should be taken by our pastors in the follow-up plan. If the head of a 
business concern can keep track of the people whose names appear on 
his books, why cannot a pastor keep track of the people whose names 
are on his Church Record book? It is as important to save the people 
who are already members of our Church as it is to get others to join the 
Church. 

Sufficient care is not always exercised in making reports. For in- 
stance, here is a pastor who reports a certain number of members on the 
records and his successor finds by actual count of every name on the 
records that there is less than the number reported. Why the discrep- 
ancy? These are not imaginary cases but actual facts. 

Our Sunday Schools continue to be the recruiting agency of the 
Church. Most of our additions to Church membership has come from 
the Sunday Schools. Our pastors and Superintendents generally are 
striving to make the schools real Bible Schools for the study of God’s 
Word. Special days, such as Decision Day, Rally Day, and Children’s 
Day, should be observed in all our schools to increase interest and at- 
tendance and to waken the parents to a realization of the importance of 
the Sunday School.. 

Rev. J. M. Weaver, our Conference Superintendent of Sunday Schools, 
has been instant in season and out of season and has always responded 
promptly and readily to any call from the Superintendent of Seattle 
District for any service in organizing a new school or strengthening a 
weak one. He has proven himself an efficient workman. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies have, in addition to the financial aid ren- 
dered the churches, done a vast amount of visiting upon the sick, the 
shut-ins, and the strangers; and strengthened the hands of the pastors in 
many ways. 

The Women’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies have been 
zealous in cultivating the missionary spirit and vision, and disseminating 
missionary intelligence. With their self-denial and untiring efforts they 
have succeeded in bringing a goodly sum into the Lord’s treasury for 
the evangelization of the world. 

The National Convention of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society 
held in Seattle last fall was a source of inspiration to our women and 
our churches. 

The Epworth and Junior Leagues are in good condition and grow- 
ing in numbers. A number of our young people attended the Institute 
this summer and were greatly helped by it. 

Our Deaconess’ work is in a much more encouraging condition than 
it has been for several years. The training school did excellent work last 
year under the wise and efficient superintendency of Miss Mary B. Sweet. 
Our faculty has been greatly strengthened this year by the addition of 
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Mrs. Kate M. Cooper, who for several years has been Secretary of the 
National Deaconess’ Association, 

The Settlement Work was embarrassed for a time for lack of work- 
ers. Miss Lewis, the Superintendent, had a nervous breakdown and is 
now on sick leave. We worked short handed for a time until Portland 
loaned us Miss Gasser, who is now in charge of the work, assisted by 
Miss Rice and Miss Hulbert, one of our own girls who is recommended 
for License at this Conference. 

The crying need of our Deaconess work is buildings both for Train- 
ing School and Settlement Work. If we had proper buildings, adequately 
equipped, we would have no trouble in securing young women for Dea- 
coness work. I wish the Lord would lay this matter on the hearts of 
some of our well-to-do laymen that they might give us the funds needed. 

The Seattle General Hospital under the splendid management of Miss 
Hall has done an excellent work in ministering to the sick. 

Seattle Methodism did its parts in helping to secure the $250,000 
endowment for the College of Puget Sound and rejoice with Dr. Todd 
in the success that has crowned his heroic efforts in securing the entire 
amount asked. Our people believe in the College and its courageous 
President. 

The Church paper is always the pastors’ most valuable assistant and 
the pastor who fails to circulate our religious papers and literature is 
neglecting a source of great helpfulness. The Pacific Christian Advocate 
should be placed in every Methodist home. About fifty percent of the 
official members on Seattle District are not subscribers. Here is work 
for the preachers. 

It is needless in a report of this kind to take the time to mention 
each charge and pastor by name. Some of the pastors have labored in 
hard places and on very meager support but they have been true to God 
and loyal to the church and have wrought on without a complaint. 

Bishop Hughes, the days of Methodist pioneers have not passed. 
We have them even in the Seattle District. My relations with pastors 
and people have been very pleasant indeed, and I desire to thank one and 
all for their uniform kindness to me and mine. 

Permit me to say in conclusion, Bishop Hughes, that on behalf of 
the people of Seattle District and for myself personally, we bid you a 
most hearty welcome to this area and to the Presidency of our Con- 
ference. May the stay of yourself and family among us be not only 
pleasant, but may the Lord greatly bless your labors as our Chief Pastor. 


TACOMA DISTRICT 


Spencer S. Sulliger, Superintendent 


Each year of life has its peculiar experiences and the past Confer- 
ence year has held for me experiences that are very extraordinary. The 
year started well and continued so up to the last day. Marked progress 
has come as the result of consecrated, devoted and sacrificing work of 
both preachers and laymen. It has not been an easy year, but, thank 
God, it has been a blessed year. 

The work of the Ladies’ Aid Societies has been fully up to the 
usual standard of such organizations. I count it a cheap and narrow 
mind that seems to delight in taking a “fling” at the Ladies’ Aid Society. 
A few evangelists, some of them with records that blister under the sun 
of investigation, have the habit of cruelly criticizing the Ladies’ Aid So- 
ciety as an organization. This has spread to a few of our people, but the 
number of these grows less as the splendid work of the women of our 
Church is investigated and understood. 

The Womans’ Foreign and the Womans’ Home Missionary Societies 
have done good work. Eliminating the very few cases where the work 
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has been directed in channels not properly belonging to the organiza- 
tions, I commend most fully their devotion, zeal and spirituality. And 
here, as elsewhere, if those who criticize would put the same devotion 
and zeal in other departments of church work the result would be an 
increase everywhere. 

The Epworth League has made the greatest advance of any year 
since I have been on the District. A splendid District organization and 
Conference Institute have pushed to the very front the young people of 
the District. Here again adverse criticism had better be limited and 
work be directed toward helping these young people attain a higher 
degree of proficiency. A pastor said of his League that it was a courting 
club. But the Epworth Leagues of Tacoma District are far above being 
simply a meeting place for young people; they are aggressive, enthusi- 
astic, spiritual factors in the work of the District. 

As a rule the financial system adopted on the District has been well 
worked. Results have not been all we would have desired, and adverse 
local conditions have caused deficiencies that are as painful to the mem- 
bership as to the pastors. Great advance was made this year by way of 
more thorough organization and better working of plans and we will 
give the new financial plans adopted by the last General Conference a 
faithful trial during the coming year. 

Sickness has invaded our ranks more than usual this year but only 
one parsonage has had the death shadow engulf it. A baby girl slipped 
from the arms of Brother and Sister Berringer into the arms of the 
angels of God. 

One of the most signal victories ever won was the completion of the 
endowment fund of the College of Puget Sound. President Todd threw 
himself into that task with all the abandon that comes to one who sees 
the hand of God in, and follows the call of God to, a great work. Dr. 
Tood had many able and faithful helpers and a complete victory resulted. 
But the College of Puget Sound needs prayers and money as never be- 
fore. The coming year will have need of every dollar the Church can 
give, for the interest from the endowment will not pay the current 
expenses of the College and care for the past indebtedness. The work of 
the Sunday Schools will have a great uplift and help through a rally of 
the workers in Tacoma, September 21. With such help from outside as 
Dr. Blake and such a faithful and efficient worker as our own Brother 
Weaver, we expect a great meeting and a greater year of work in our 
Sunday Schools than ever before. 

Almost every church on the District has had a revival, many of them 
with good results as to membership and all of them with good results as 
to increase in spiritual life and power of the church. I will advise against 
any one-week or ten-day meetings that masquerade under the name 
“Protracted Meeting.” The devil of sin is deeply entrenched and no 
charge will dislodge him; it takes a siege. And unless pastor and people 
are not only willing, but anxious, to pay the price of a siege, the little 
revival spurt might just as well be omitted. 

The Pacific Christian Advocate is in favor with our people and we 
expect to give that hard-working editor all the help we can. His is no 
easy task, as those familiar with the inner facts very well know. Editor 
Hughes needs, and I believe will receive, full support from pastors and 

eople. 
ee churches have been built or are in process of building, at Sum- 
mit View, Le Sourd and First Church, Tacoma. Improvements on 
churches and parsonages, which have in some cases been almost equal to 
a new building, have been made at Asbury, Puyallup, Auburn, South 
Prairie, Sumner, Fern Hill, Bethany and Vashon. A beautiful parson- 
age at Orting will be ready for the pastor of that delightful charge at the 
close of this Conference. The most extensive church building enterprise 
has been that of First Church, Tacoma. The Mother Church of the Dis- 
trict will be able to dedicate, not later than Christmas, one of the most 
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completely equipped church buildings in the Pacific Northwest. It will 
be a marvel for convenience of arrangement, beauty of architecture and 
moderate cost. The Puget Sound Conference will be invited to hold its 
next session in this new church. 


On the nineteenth day of June, at 1:30 a. m., I received a message 
telling me that the Second Washington Infantry had been called into 
the Federal service and I was ordered to report at once to Col. Wm. M. 
Inglis, at Seattle. I have been Chaplain of the Second Washington for 
over sixteen years and this call took me into the active service for the 
first time. On the fourth day of July the regiment left Cosgrove, under 
order to go to Calexico, Cal. We had a hot reception when we reached 
Calexico, at 3 p. m., July 7, for the thermometer registered 108. I spent 
my first night, as did many others, on my cot in the alfalfa field where 
we were quartered, on the spot where my tent was erected the next morn- 
ing. But I had only a very beautiful southern sky over me that first 
night. 

My work with the regiment was greatly helped by the fine resolu- - 
tions passed by the preachers of Tacoma District and the brotherly and 
patriotic letter sent me by our presiding officer, Bishop Hughes. The 
willingness of the leaders and members of our Church to let me leave 
the heavy work of a District and go with the regiment, put our church 
in high favor with officers and men, and opened the way for me to do 
my work. In so far as personal work among men goes, the two months 
spent in Calexico were the greatest of my ministry. Far from home and 
loved ones, I found it very easy to get to the hearts of the men. I never 
did more work in any two months of my life for I gave full attention 
to all correspondence and other work connected with the District, includ- 
ing the arrangements for quarterly meetings, etc. But I gladly did the 
— work because of the many men I had the privilege to talk to about 

esus. 


These two months would have seriously disturbed the work of the 
District had it not been for the loyalty of both preachers and laymen. 
Brethren took upon them the additional burden of caring for some of 
the quarterly meetings. With the very heavy work a District Superin- 
tendent in this western field has, it means much to be gone sixty days. 
In all the twenty years of my District work this is my first absence from 
the District for other than distinctly church work. The tremendous work 
of this growing country makes itso that a District Superintendent needs 
almost every hour of his time for his work, and while I am glad for the 
opportunity of doing the truly great work among the men of the army, 
I am very glad it did not take any more of my time. The regiment will, 
in a few days, be mustered out of the Federal service. 


Many very commendable features of the work on the District must 
be unwritten by me. My pen cannot fully tell of the very splendid 
esprit de corps of the District, both as to preachers and laymen. Nor can 
I write of the number of specially noble deeds of sacrifice and devotion 
of both preachers and laymen. I am sure that there has been no year 
of my ministry in which I have seen more deeds of sacrifice and greater 
solicitude for the success of the Church than this year. Financial stress 
has been very general, and while the reports may show the effects of 
this condition, yet had it not been for some very marked cases of sac- 
rifice the returns from the District would have been much less. 


Dr. W. B. Hollingshead writes to me: “Tacoma District has the 
unique distinction of having the highest per capita record for benevo- 
lences in the Methodist Episcopal Church.” That record was made pos- 
sible by most faithful work of both preachers and laymen and some 
heroic sacrifices by both classes. Whether we will be able to maintain 
that record this year I am not able to say, but preachers and people of 
Tacoma District have done their best to do so. We bring and place at 
the feet of the Master the best we could do. I have no fears that He 
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will not receive it, nor any doubt that the preachers and people will do 
their best to make next year even a better year than this year. 

I am thankful to God for perfect health and a real delight in doing 
the work.. With such perfect harmony among people and preachers and 
such willingness to help in every way, I ought to be what I am—a very 
happy District Superintendent. 


VANCOUVER DISTRICT 
T. E. Elliott, Superintendent 


I desire to record my thanks to Almighty God for His kind provi- 
dence in enabling me to make this, my second annual report of the 
Vancouver district. On the whole we have had a good year. We started 
the year with thirty-two preachers and we come to this Conference with 
the same number and the same men save one. Brother Sherman V. 
Warren, by the kindness of Dr. Sulliger, was given a place on the Ta- 
coma District. This opened East Mill Plain charge. To fill this vacancy 
I took John H. Avery from Salmon Creek. This young man has served 
some of the hardest places in the Puget Sound Conference for the last 
eight years and I felt that he had earned a promotion. The people are 
delighted with his ministry. I then placed Herbert H. Rama, a local 
preacher, in charge at Salmon Creek and he is very acceptable. 


There has been one death on the district this year. Rev. William 
McWatters, a retired member of this conference, entered peacefully into 
his eternal rest on the morning of February second at the home of J. A. 
Simmons, Ilwaco, Wash. His death was assigned to chronic bronchial 
trouble and to his advanced age, he being 84 years old. The Rev. V. A. 
Spicker, pastor of our church at Ilwaco, preached the funeral sermon. 
Interment was in Ilwaco cemetery. 


Early in the conference year the daughter of Brother and Sister 
Dorwin, of South Bend, was taken to the hospital for an operation which 
was successfully performed. Margaret has her face turned to the Mis- 
sion field, where she hopes some day to do work for her Master. The 
wife of Brother Thompson, pastor at Morton, was operated on in the 
Seattle General hospital last winter and we are glad to report her gain- 
ing in health splendidly. The wife of Brother Greening, pastor at Ray- 
mond, went through a like experience at the Seattle General hospital, 
and she, also, has very much improved, though not as yet regained her 
normal health. The wife of Brother Granberg, pastor at Skamokowa, 
was taken to the hospital at Astoria, Oregon, where an operation was 
successfully performed. The pastor’s wife at Randle—Sister Green—had 
a long spell of serious illness during the winter, but we are glad to 
report her complete recovery. 

Our district meeting at Ridgefield was the “best ever,” according to 
the statements of many of the brethren. We had men seeking Christ 
at the last service. 

We have had special meetings on nearly every charge; some without 
any visible results; others the ingathering has been quite large. At Cen- 
tralia fully one hundred were added to the church. Vancouver has added 
a hundred also. We have had to do some pruning, but we shall make a 
good gain in membership. 

I believe I can safely say that we shall exceed last year’s benevolences 
by a goodly sum. I take pride in holding up these causes to the preachers 
and people and have been successful to this extent: In each year of the 
seven that I have been a superintendent the benevolences have increased 
over the preceding year, thanks to a noble band of preachers who have 
made some sacrifice to make this thing possible.

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Several of the charges increased the salary of. the pastor over the 
estimate of last year. They are: Ilwaco, Grays River, Pe Ell, Morton, 
Camas, Lebam. Nine charges on the district have a “Star” for every 
benevolence: Chehalis, Bay Center, Chinook, East Mill Plain, Grays 
River, Kalama, Morton, Vancouver and Napavine. 


The following churches and parsonages have been improved to the 
extent of the amount herewith given: Yacolt, $45; Felida, $40; Steven- 
son, $25; South Bend, $130; Ocean Park, $206; Chinook, $100; Kelso, 
$75; Ridgefield, $35; Winlock, $47; Morton $300. The Maple Grove 
church has been moved to Battle Ground—just one mile from where it 
formerly stood—where we have one of the best corners in the town. I 
feel it to be my duty to mention the name of one layman in this con- 
nection—Mr. I. W. Emory—who assumed all responsibility of looking 
after the moving, and against some opposition and much indifference, 
saw the completion of the project. John H. James is the pastor. The 
total cost was about $500, all of which is paid save $61. This gives us 
a hold in a growing town in the heart of a farming community. 

In the town of Camas we have made another fine improvement 
in the construction of a cement block basement under the entire church. 
This is the work of Rev. David A. Storey as Pastor-Leader. The total 
cost of this improvement is $1,555, every cent of which is paid. The 
salary of this pastor came up from $261, paid last year, to $900, paid this 
year, and the other day I had a letter from a banker who was sending 
me the result of a meeting of business men which said: “If you will 
take the afternoon appointment off from our charge so that we can have 
this pastor all the time we will pay him as much next year as both 
places paid him this year.” That will mean $1,050. That afternoon ap- 
pointment comes off. I have dedicated three churches where Brother 
Storey has been pastor, and have never had occasion to take a collection 
even at the dedication for raising funds; every cent has been paid in full. 
At Ilwaco, from a forlorn, forsaken, dilapidated and discouraging ap- 
pearance and condition the property has taken on an appearance of 
prosperity and respectability, making it attractive and inviting. Part of 
the parsonage was reshingled; new sills and blocking placed under the 
same; the interior was painted and papered; modern toilet and bath- 
room fixtures were installed; a new porch was built in the rear; the ex- 
terior was given two coats of paint; a new cooking range installed in 
the kitchen and the fence repaired and painted. The church building was 
also given two coats of paint; some new window lights put in and the 
old rickety tower torn down and replaced with a modern tower of square 
design. The improvements amounted to $400. Vern Spicker, a new 
man from Evanston, did the leading in this work. His salary was also 
raised from $480, paid last year, to $720, paid this year. 

Old debts I hate. I wish the churches were all free from them. We 
have been attempting, this hardest of all years, to cancel some on the 
district. Debts, of a local character, that have run for years in Kelso 
have been paid to the amount of $450. At Sea View a debt on the church 
pero that has stood since its erection, has been cancelled; amount, 

I have one case, however, that should receive special mention. At 
Pe Ell there has been a debt on the church for twenty-three years. 
Every preacher who has been there has been afraid to tackle it; and I 
am not surprised at that. If ever there was a forlorn hope it seemed to 
be there. Seventy-five per cent of the population are foreigners; and a 
very small membership consisting mostly of elderly people; things 
looked gloomy; it looked like punishment to send a man there. The 
total salary paid last year was $275—this for the charge which is a two- 
point circuit. I picked a young man for this place and gave him the 
following encouragement: “You are going to the hardest place on the 
Vancouver District, but I have confidence in you and I will back you.” 
He went without a word of complaint. His salary has come up from 
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$275 to $925. The benevolences have been trebled; that old debt of $200 
of twenty-three years standing has been paid. The name of that young 
man is John Herbert Geoghegan. This is a modern miracle. 

East Raymond church, which hereafter should be called Willapa, 
was dedicated free from debt on Sunday, July 9. Rev. John W. Rule, 
the pastor, had things well in hand, and, in this case also, we did not 
have to take a collection to cancel any debt. It seemed so odd to me, 
however, to dedicate a church, without taking a collection, that I took 
one for the pastor and received for him about $43. At Grays River 
the trustees sold the old parsonage, and biult a new modern house with 
all modern improvements. They sold the old house for $900 and built a 
new one worth $1,800. Ernest J. Bates, pastor. 


I cannot speak too highly of the Ladies’ Aid on the different charges. 
I have added the amounts they have raised this year on the district and 
find the total to reach the magnificent sum of $4,898.06, with one place 
omitted where I could not secure a report. Considerably more than half 
of this amount has been paid on preachers’ salaries; in many places we 
could not keep the doors of the church open were it not for the Ladies’ 
Aid. There are but two charges on the district where we have no such 
organization. God bless our women workers. They are busy also in 
the W. H. M. S. and the W. F. M. S. Both societies are represented at 
several places on the Vancouver district. There should be more. 

Rev. C. H. Cowdy has done a fine work at Ocean Park. As some 
of you know, ‘this is our famous Summer Resort. Brother 
Cowdy has during his five years as pastor caused to be erected a church 
building costing $4,000, and one which cannot be surpassed in beauty of 
architecture in this conference. In a side room in this building is a free 
reading room, supplied with chairs, tables, lounge, and even a cradle for 
the young mother to place the baby in while she rests. “Just like home” 
are the words the visitors use. 

Pe Ell and Walville will be divided and the Boisfort work will go on 
with Pe Ell. This will work out a problem in serving this outlying point. 
Ostrander will be taken from Kelso and become self-supporting at once, 
paying a pastor, probably not less than seven or eight hundred dollars a 
year with a house to live in. James T. McQueen, one of our very best 
men, has helped to make this a possibility. By this arrangement, both 
Kelso and Ostrander should do much better work and do it easier. 

This will make places for three more preachers on the district. Be- 
sides these I have two men who are going out of the regular pastorate: 
Rev. Olaf Granberg, who has served Skamokowa for the past two years, 
and J. H. James, who leaves Yacolt to go into the Evangelistic field. 
In addition to these, Brother Rossman has been asked for as assistant 
pastor for the First Church at Vancouver, and this I recommend. These 
changes will give us six new places to fill on the Vancouver district alone. 
They are splendid opportunities for men who are looking for a chance to 
do something on what is, at least in part, virgin soil. 

We did our best to carry out the plan of the Forward Movement 
as sent out by Bishop Henderson and others and, I believe this should 
be carried forward into the next, or present, quadrennium. The Epworth 
Leagues of the district held a very profitable district meeting at Winlock 
in August. My impression is that they would do even better by holding 
their meeting earlier in the year, as August is a busy month farming. 

I desire to speak of some things that have come to me on the district 
I have the honor to serve. Our system of ministerial support which 
covers four claims, furnishes much material for comment in some sources. 
I believe in it with all my heart. It is not burdensome when properly 
adjusted. Here, in the adjustment, criticism has been freely offered. In 
the country charges, many of them, people will pay so much and no more 
for ministerial support. Hence, it is very evident that just in proportion 
as three of those claims are increased the fourth, or pastor’s claim, must 
suffer. In fixing these amounts, the Book Committe, the Annual Con- 
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ference, the District Stewards respectively, should have in mind the ap- 
plication in the last analysis, or, its effect on the circuit preacher whose 
salary is less than $500 a year. In my humble opinion nothing is too 
good for our retired preachers; but this leads me to ask: Is it possible 
that we are making Conference claimants prematurely by adding to 
the amounts asked from the country charge at the rate that we have 
been doing this last few years? Is five per cent enough to ask from 
the charge on Conference claimants? I mean an amount equal to five 
per cent of pastor’s salary? Many laymen and preachers in this Confer- 
ence think it is. The “dollar per member for our College is not being 
reached, nor nearly reached, in many of the charges. The reason is not 
that there is anything against the College, or, its worthy president, but, 
because it is an absolute impossibility. Our official benevolences have 
been increased tremendously this last few years. The strain that is put 
forth to meet them leads me to say that the preacher, more than any 
other man, is making the sacrifice, hence, I ask, may we not be making 
Conference claimants prematurely? 1 know this: in many of the charges 
on the district I serve the men are not getting sufficient salary to allow 
them to appear respectable in their dress; to supply the necessary food 
for the table, or to clothe their children like the rest of people clothe 
theirs. This cheapens the ministry. It defeats its purpose. If I am not 
very much mistaken these conditions have caused an agitation which is 
not to be overcome by evading the questions herein mentioned, but by 
fearlessly and frankly meeting the issue. Would it improve conditions to 
have four districts only in the Puget Sound Conference and cut the 
Superintendent’s salary to eight per.cent instead of ten per cent as now 
paid on a basis of pastor’s salary? Would it help matters to fix Confer- 
ence claimant’s amount at five per cent? 


And now, Bishop and brethren, need I say that it has called forth 
a seeming boldness, and a little courage to mention these things as I 
have here today? I have some remedies. They are found in a little book 
called the “Doctrines and Discipline of the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 
The remedies therein contained are based upon a large book called the 
BIBLE. If our laymen would go out, especially the Stewards, and make 
a house-to-house canvass for the support of the ministry and the collect- 
ing of the benevolences of the charge where they reside, the financial 
hurt would be a thing of the past. This is called “The Every-Member 
Canvass.” And if our preachers would act, in all cases, as becometh 
men who are called of God to preach His gospel to a lost and dead world, 
it might put more real heart into those laymen and cause them to do 
their duty. If some of our layment would quit railing at those in 
authority, and if the preachers would, as a true man will, give them to 
understand that they want none of that in their charge, the effect would 
be marvelous. If laymen and preachers would work together for the 
advancement of the Kingdom by strengthening the individual charge, 
then we would see the clouds lift as the mists of the morning and the 
sunshine of God would flood our lives, and bless our homes, and build 
up our churches. No Bishop or District Superintendent is a creator of 
a charge. The true pastor asks not for this. He wants a hand in the 
creation of the charge to which he is sent. Every man, in the last 
analysis, makes or breaks himself. Bishops and Superintendents are 
ready to meet the preachers in the day of judgment, and uncalled-for 
remarks made by preachers and laymen alike, will stand the test of that 
same judgment. I have spent a blessed year on the district. I desire 
to express my thanks to the laity and the ministry who have cared for 
me so well; and to Almighty God, who saves me by His Grace, and 
keeps me from the evil one.

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REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES AND BOARDS 


REPORT ON THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


I. Board of Education. 


1. Student’s Loan Fund. We recognize a two-fold responsibility 
with respect to the Student Loan Fund of the Board of Education: 
First, the observation of Children’s Day and the constant replenishment 
of the Loan Fund, and, second, co-operation with the Board of Educa- 
tion in securing the repayment of loans from the beneficiaries. 

2. Jubilee Campaign. Since the General Conference has authorized 
the Board of Education to conduct a Jubilee Campaign in the interests 
of our Educational Institutions, we respectfully urge the Board of Trus- 
tees of the College of Puget Sound and the Conference Board of Educa- 
tion to avail themselves of the opportunity to augment the endowment, 
buildings and equipment of our Conference College. 


II. College of Puget Sound. 


1. Endowment. The Endowment Campaign was successfully com- 
pleted on October first of last year. Mr. Jas. J. Hill has paid his $50,000 
pledge and over $25,000 additional on endowment has been collected. 
More than $175,000 is in the form of interest bearing notes. 


2. Standards. The adoption of College organization has resulted in 
advanced standards and resulted in a marked improvement in reputation 
with educators and boards of education, both in the East and on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

3. Public Educational Collection. The General Conference has pro- 
vided that the Public Educational Collection shall be apportioned by the 
Apportionment Secretary, twenty per cent of that apportionment going 
to the Board of Education and eighty per cent to be disbursed by the 
Conference. However, this action does not prevent the Conference from 
the apportionment for public education, as condition may warrant. We 
therefore urge the consummation of the plan adopted three years ago, 
apportioning an amount equal to $1.00 per member to each charge for 
the period of four years, and that special stress be laid upon it this last 
year for the following reasons: First, it is the completion of our own 
Conference plan; second, the increased expenses from the endowment 
campaign; third, the fact that we have not attained our goal during the 
past three years has left indebtedness to embarrass the administration, 
which would have been paid had the plan been fully carried out. Your 
committee has information of far-reaching possibilities that may be 
jeopardized if we fail to reach the full apportionment for the coming 
years. (See paragraphs 468, Sec. 2; 496, Sec. 1, 410, Sec. 6, The Discip- 
line.) 

4. The President. We would not fail in the report to make men- 
tion of the successful administration of our president, Dr. E. H. Todd. 
Like Barnabas of old, he is a man full of faith and the Holy Spirit. He 
undertook the task of raising $250,000 and has succeeded. We commend 
his large plans for the upbuilding of the college to the prayerful consider- 
ation of the people and hereby pledge him our continued and cordial 
support. 

Conference Anniversary. We recommend that at each session of 
the Annual Conference, the program shall provide for an Educational 
Anniversary. 

Trustees. We nominate the following for Trustes of the College 
of Puget Sound for the three-year term:

The Columbia River Conference elected the following: 

U. F. Hawk, Spokane; B. F. Kumler, North Yakima. 

The Alumni Association elected Raymond Cook, Chehalis. 

III. Theological Schools. 

1. We urge our young ministers to secure the fullest possible prepa- 
ration for their life work and recommend that they secure their theologi- 
cal training in the seminaries of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Boston, 
Drew, Garrett, Iliff and Kimball Schools of Theology offer adequate op- 
portunity. 

We recognize that there is need of a School of Theology for the 
Pacific Northwest, and we commend to our people the cordial support of 
Kimball College of Theology as supplying the need. 

We shall be glad to give opportunity to its. president, H. T. Talbott, 
in so far as practicable, to present the interest of this worthy institution 
to our people. We ask the Conference to elect visitors to Kimball School 
of Theology. 


IV. Conference Board of Education. 


Paragraph 465 of the Discipline makes it the duty of each Annual 
Conference to organize a Conference Board of Education. Pursuant to 
that requirement we submit the following by-laws for adoption: 

Article I. Section 1. The name of this Board shall be “The Puget 
Sound Annual Conference Board of Education.” 

Article II. The Board shall consist of one minister and one layman 
for each district’ besides two ex-officio members. (The presidents of 
College of Puget Sound and Kimball School of Theology.) 

Article III. Section 1. Nominations for membership of the Board 
shall be made by the Conference Committee on Education; provided, 
however, that other nominations may be made from the Conference floor, 
in which event the elections shall be determined by ballot. 

Sec. 2. Failure on the part of the Annual Conference to take action 
on the nominations of the committee shall operate to elect the nominees. 

Article IV. Section 1. The Board shall hold two meetings each 
year, one of which shall be held at the seat of the Annual Conference to 
be called the “Annual Meeting of the Board,” at which meeting it shall 
elect officers and appoint such committees as it may determine. 

Sec. 2. The chairman shall call meetings of the Board upon the re- 
quest of three members. 

Article V. The Board shall elect a chairman, vice-chairman and 
secretary-treasurer, which officers shall perform the duties commonly 
assigned to them, and shall hold office for one year, or until their suc- 
cessors are elected. 

Article VI. The Board shall report in writing to the Annual Con- 
ference through the ministerial members, and also to the Board of Educa- 
tion, as required by the Discipline. 

Article VII. These by-laws may be amended by the Board and shall 
be in effect when ratified by the Annual Conference.

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REPORT OF PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES, 
COLLEGE OF PUGET SOUND 


In the providence of God you are gathering in another session of 
your Annual Conference to consider the problems and perplexities con- 
fronting you and the church and to rejoice over the victories and achieve- 
ments of the past year. It is but right that in thus considering the 
problems connected with all other interests of the church the record of 
the College of Puget Sound should be laid before you. The position 
with which I have been honored makes it incumbent upon me to render 
to you such a report. I therefore beg to submit the following report and 
suggestions touching the College. 

1. Uppermost in our minds is the completion of the campaign for 
an endowment of $250,000. On October Ist, 1915, the date fixed by Mr. 
Hill as the time when we must have secured the above sum or his sub- 
scription would lapse, we were able to send a telegram to him that we 
had over-subscribed our share and were ready to receive his full sub- 
scription. The success of this campaign is traceable to the active co- 
operation of the members of the Puget Sound and Columbia River Con- 
ferences of our church, together with the strenuous efforts of the Ta- 
coma General Committee, which was composed of the prominent busi- 
ness men of Tacoma, under the leadership of Rev. J. W. Hancher, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Board of Education of our church. The sub- 
scription of Mr. Hill has been paid and is now held for us by a trust 
company, invested in securities yielding a little over 5 per cent per 
annum, the proceeds of which will be paid to us each year in January. 
About $25,000 has been paid by other subscribers to the endowment 
fund and this amount has been invested by the committee of the Board 
of Trustees having in charge this matter. Great service will be rendered 
the College by all who will anticipate the due date of their subscrip- 
tions and pay as large a portion thereof as is possible at the present 
time to permit of the same being put in permanent investment form. 
Pastors will contribute materially to the success of the school if they 
can persuade their parishioners to pay largely of their subscriptions. 

2. The campaign for endowment was conducted with no provision 
having been made for its expenses. The total expense of securing the 
endowment was probably not over one per cent of the sum secured. 
This is a very insignificant sum compared with the costs of carrying 
on campaigns for securing funds for othér purposes. There was a prom- 
ise, implied if not expressed, that the subscriptions for endowment 
should be used for no other purpose and we were therefore face to 
face with the necessity of meeting the expense of this campaign from 
the income for maintenance. This has proved an embarassment to us 
in our effort to meet current expenses as they come due. This embarass- 
ment has been intensified by reason of the decrease in the Conference 
Educational Collections during the past three years. Three years ago, 
for the purpose of meeting the current expenses of the College and to 
provide for the payment of the outstanding indebtedness, the Puget 
Sound Conference undertook to raise the amount of $1.00 per member 
for its educational collection during the period of four years. The first 
year about $12,000 was secured; during the second year about $10,000. 
While the total for this year will not be known until after the sessions 
of the Conferences, it is anticipated that the amount will fall below that 
of last year. You will readily see that a reduction of the income on the 
one hand and the added expense of the endowment campaign on the 
other have left us in an unenviable position. If this year’s receipts shall 
equal those of last year and supreme effort be made to make those of 
next year equal or surpass the collections of two years ago we would 
report at the next session of your Conference a material reduction in our 
indebtedness. This should be done so that the hands and time of our 
president, E, H. Todd, might be free to undertake still larger things for 
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the College. The trustees have laid out a plan for securing an added 
$1,000,000 for endowment and buildings, and there are many things just 
now that make the present seem an opportune time for beginning such a 
task. We are sure our pastors will remove every obstacle from such a 
campaign, by doing their utmost to raise the Conference educational col- 
lections in full. 

3. The change of name from University to College, made two years 
ago, still continues to be favorably commented upon and has been ac- 
cepted as evidence that we are determined to seem to be what we really 
are. The closing of the Business College and the forthcoming closing ot 
the Academy have contributed to the strengthening of the hold the Col- 
lege has taken upon our great Northwest. The College enrollment for 
the past year was forty per cent greater than ever before and the attend- 
ance at the summer school for the summer just closing was greater than 
that of last year. The present outlook is that the College attendance for 
the opening year will far surpass anything we have ever had in the past, 
and will approximate 200. This will be a very encouraging advance. 

4. The credits given to our scholars for work done in our school 
are accepted at par in all our state institutions and by the prominent 
schools throughout the East. This comes as a great gratification in view 
of the attitude maintained toward us a few years ago. Our faculty has 
been drawn from the leading colleges and universities of the country and 
its merit is generally recognized among educators of the Northwest. 

5. We enter the new year with hopes bright, prospects encouraging 
and every indication of a marked degree of success if only our finances 
are not permitted to absorb all the attention of the officials.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD 


We rejoice in the advance in our Deaconess work during the Confer- 
ence year, notably in the Orphanage at Everett and the Seattle Bible 
Training School. The trustees of the Snohomish County Orphanage, 
satisfied with the three years’ experiment under Deaconess management, 
have turned over the institution to a board duly incorporated to hold the 
property for the Methodist Episcopal Church. It has become a com- 
munity interest to the City of Everett which is rallying loyally to it's 
support. The official name is now “The Deaconess Children’s Home.” 

The Seattle Bible Training School reports one of the best years 
since the work was organized. The course of study has been revised and 
enlarged so as to rank with that offered by the best training schools in 
Methodism. It has a faculty of college-trained women who have had 
special preparation also by study and experience in this line of work be- 
fore coming to Seattle. Mrs. Kate M. Cooper, formerly secretary of the 
Methodist Deaconess Association, is added to the faculty this fall. 

The immediate need of the Training School is a building adapted to 
its needs somewhat in keeping with the dignity of Methodism and the 
worth of the work. We recommend a concentration of interest in this 
matter on the part of the Conference as its plan for Deaconess work this 
year. The trustees in Seattle as well as in Everett give an encouraging 
financial report despite the stringent times, and we wish to express our 
gratitude to the friends all over the Conference territory who have con- 
tributed during the year. The Seattle churches during the past two years 
have observed Deaconess Day one Sabbath in the year, and we commend 
this practice to all churches in the Conference. Our field secretaries, 
Miss Klein and Mrs. Cooper, will be glad to visit each church and tell 
the story of the work.

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REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE COMMISSION. 


The commission, because of prompt and hearty co-operation of its 
members and the sincere and expressed appreciation from the entire Con- 
ference area, has greatly enjoyed its work. ryey 

It is the convicition of the commission that the fourth annual insti- 
tute held this year at Epworth Heights, Redondo, was the best of the 
four. Though the attendance was not quite as large as last year, yet the 
faculty was considerably stronger, the spirit of consecration deeper and 
the vision for service clearer than heretofore. Special mention in this 
connection might be made of Dr. Will H. Morgan of Calvary Church, 
New York; Miss Emma Robinson, Central Office, Chicago, and Dr. M. H. 
Marvin, Tacoma. 

The continuation of the democratic and Christian plan of pooling 
traveling expenses, and the hearty acceptance of the same by the young 
people, is one of the outstanding testimonies to the helpful spirit of the 
institute. By it the average traveling expense this year was $2.10 and 
another year we have good reason to believe it can be reduced to $1.75. 

Last year the decisions for Christian service numbered fifty-two and 
this year some were added to that band. 

During the year a kitchen, thirty-five by twenty feet, and a dining- 
hall thirty-five by seventy-two feet were built at a cost of about $500, 
all paid. The kitchen was equipped with a fine range and plumbing to 
bring water into it, making all very convenient. The dining-hall was 
provided with stationary tables to accommodate two hundred and fifty 
people. To furnish the kitchen with needed dishes and other equipment, 
re sum of $150 was subscribed by individuals and leagues of the Con- 
erence. 

The fact that of the thirty-five institutes held in the entire United 
States, three of the most successful are held in the State of Washington 
is worthy of note. 

We again ask the loyal co-operation and the earnest prayers of the 
Conference that the Holy Spirits guidance may be continually sought and 
followed in all the further plans and work of the Institute Commission.

We urge every pastor and layman to assist us in gathering the 
historical material pertaining to our Methodism to be found in books, 
pamphlets, magazines and newspapers as well as that which must come 
from the pioneers who still abide with us. 

_ 4 The centenary of our organized missionary work is to be cele- 
brated in 1919 and we deem it to be an opportune time for our missionary 
boards to bring before the world what we believe to be the most ro- 
mantic, significant and potent missionary endeavor ever carried out on 
the North American continent, which began under Jason Lee in 1834. 
Started as a mission to the Indians by our missionary society, God made 
it the agency also to conserve Christian civilization among the immi- 
grants and to extend the rule of our beloved country over the then little 
valued but resplendent domain which we know as “Old Oregon.” 

5. We would suggest that you authorize us to memorialize the mis- 
sionary authorities regarding this matter and that we may co-operate 
with them in the accomplishment of this enterprise. 

6 We renominate the officers and executive committee of the past 
year, with the exception that W. H. Leech shall take the place made 
vacant by the death of Brother Andrew Anderson.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS, 
PUGET SOUND CONFERENCE 


The success of the work of the Conference Superintendent of Sun- 
day Schools depends in a peculiar measure upon the co-operation of the 
district superintendents and pastors. No one man, leit to himself can 
bring this important work to its highest fruition. 

My work has been greatly augmented this year by the co-operation 
of these brthren. 

The efficiency work has taken much of my time. Yet twenty Sun- 
day Schools were established. Some of these have grown into churches, 
others have regular preaching and all have at least pastoral oversight. 
I made two trips over the new Port Angeles circuit, raising salary, mak- 
ing other preliminary arrangements, and introducing Pastor Liffiton to 
this new work. Brother Liffiton and wife are doing heroic service. 

Built and paid for a Sunday School Chapel at Rocky Creek in Skagit 
county, which is the social center as well as religious center building 
for the community. I made a tour of organization in Mason county, re- 
viewing the Sunday Schools and organizing some new ones on the old 
Shelton Circuit. 

Held a number of separate institutes and Sunday School confer- 
ences. Made efficiency tours on Bellingham, Olympia, and Vancouver 
Districts. Assembled about 75 stereopticon slides and developed a 
lecture which sems to be interesting the people in our work. 

In all this work I have emphasized Evangelism and Teacher Train- 
ing. The failure of over one-half of the Pastors to reply to my last 
questionaire makes it impossible to give accurate figures on the effi- 
ciency work. If others have done as well as those who did report, then 
we have had approximately 1,000 conversions in our Sunday Schools, 20 
Teacher Training, 50 Adult, 40 Senior, 70 Intermediate, and 30 Junior 
classes organized and 20 Sunday Schools organized ‘as Missionary So- 
cieties during the year. 

While the board of Sunday Schools has an increasingly large num- 
ber of friends in our Conference, a perplexing fact is that our contri- 
butions to this great work have been gradually decreasing from year to 
year. The majority of Pastors do not comply with the requirements 
of the church in taking the offering. We ought to do better by the 
Board, especially when we remember that the Board spends on our 
work hundreds of dollars more than it receives from us. And yet a con- 
siderable number of our churches are paying more money to “Other 
Benevolences” than they pay to our own Board of Sunday Schools. 

There has been a remarkable increase in interest in our Sunday 
School work both among pastors and laymen, permeating the church 
everywhere. Prominent laymen are rising up to champion our cause. 

Ry reason of our church policy the Board of Sunday Schools of the 
Methodist Episcopal church can accomplish more Sunday School work. 
of every kind, with less money, fewer special men and less special or- 
ganizations, than any similar agency in our midst. Yet so far as the 
Puget Sound Conference is concerned it is one of the most' poorly sup- 
ported and inadequately equipped organizations of its kind among us, 

Have spent considerable time in arranging for the visit and itinerary 
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fo Dr. Blake to our conference session and area. Traveled many 
thousand miles; delivered 171 addresses; made innumerable calls, wrote 
local personal letters and sent out 1,000 circular letters. 

I also distributed 15,000 leaflets of my own printing on Evangelism; 
3,000 “Penny a Day” leaflets and a very large number of leaflets on 
general Sunday School work furnished by the Board of Sunday Schools. 

I wish to thank the Bishop, District Superintendents, the noble 
pastors and heroic pastor’s wives for help, hearty co-operation and 
hospitality during the year. God bless you all and help us all to ad- 
vance next year over the achievement of this.

SUNDAY SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT. 


We commend the vision, energy, faithfulness and devotion of our 
Conference Superintendent of Sunday Schools, Rev. J. M. Weaver and 
recommend his continuance in that work. 

We are justly proud of the constructive, aggressive work of our 
Board of Sunday Schools of which Dr. Edgar Blake is the secretary. We 
deeply appreciate Dr. Blake’s visit to this Conference and his work in 
this Conference area. 

We heartily approve of the program of our Superintendent of Sun- 
day Schools for the coming year, which is to place the emphasis in the 
work upon Teacher Training and Sunday School Evangelism. 

We note with alarm that for the past eight years, during all of which 
period we have had a Conference Sunday School worker in the field, the 
offerings of the Conference for this work have steadily decreased. When 
we add to this the other fact that our Board of Sunday Schools is 
putting into this Conference more money than we ourselves are giving to 
this work, it ought to challenge our earnest thought. Further, when 
Sunday School leaders, of our sister denominations, here in the North- 
west voluntarily testify that because of our policy the Methodist Church 
can do more constructive Sunday School work for the money than they 
can, we ought to seriously consider the fact that Methodism of this Con- 
ference, for several years past, has been giving to outside Sunday School 
agencies more money than to our own. 

We would heartily commend Dr. Blake’s plan, if found possible, to 
bring to the Northwest, during the coming year, a School of Methods for 
Sunday School work. 

We call attention to the new legislation at our last General Con- 
ference (Discipline 476) that, to replace the Conference Sunday School 
Committee, there shall be a Conference Board of Sunday Schools to 
consist of the District Superintendents, ex-officio members, and an equal 
number of ministers and laymen. We recommend that such Board be 
appointed after Conference by the District Superintendents and the Con- 
ference Superintendent of Sunday Schools.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE STEWARDS 


The amount needed to meet the equitable claims of our retired min- 
isters and of the widows and children who are claimants is $12,815. To 
meet these claims we have from the book concern, $2,712; from the char- 
tered fund, $34; from the Board of Conference Claimants, $200, and from 
Conference collections, $6,574, making a total of $11,320, which leaves a 
deficiency of $1,435. The annuity rate should be $11, but we can pay only 
$8, and the Preacher’s Aid Society is expected to pay about $1.50, which 
would make a total of $9.50 for each year of effective service. 
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We are very sorry we are not able to make an advance when we 
realize the sore need of our brothers and sisters. 

We regret to report to you that many charges have failed to properly 
pro rate ministerial support, which leaves the claimants very far short of 
what they should have received. Therefore, we ask the Conference to 
insist that the pastors hereafter see to it that the church treasurers make 
the proper pro rate of these funds. 

It would save confusion if the pastors where there are no parson- 
ages would place the amount allowed for house rent in the proper column. 

In view of the pressing need of our retired ministers and their legal 
claim, and on the other hand the financial crisis through which we are 
passing, we recommend that the present rate of apportionment for Con- 
ference Claimants, seven per cent of pastor’s cash salary, be continued. 

Brother Samuel G. Jones has served on this committee most faith- 
fully and efficiently for many years, much of the time as secretary. We 
therefore express to him our appreciation of his services, our sympathy 
in his sickness and the assurance of the love and esteem of his brethren.

MEMOIRS 


REV. A. J. WHITFIELD 
By Rev. E. N. Askey 


Rev. A. J. Whitfield, one of God’s faithful, sweet-spirited, patient 
sons, passed to his reward from his earthly home in Geneva, Wash., Dec. 
24, 1915. He was born at Aroostook, Me., June 28, 1841. Brother Whit- 
field was twice married, first to Miss Mary Ferguson at Parkersburg, 
Ia., in 1870, and to Miss Ida R. Come of Ferndale, Wash., Sept. 22, 1898. 
He entered the ministry in Iowa and became a member of the Northwest 
Iowa Conference, serving appointments at Fonda, Manson and Williams. 
In the summer of 1879 he was sent as a missionary to Deadwood, Dakota 
Territory, where the first wife died, leaving him with two little children. 
From there he removed to the State of Washington and became a mem- 
ber of the Puget Sound Conference, serving charges first in Lewis Coun- 
ty, then Ferndale, South Park (Seattle), Blaine, Kent, Haven Church 
(Seattle). The two years following were spent in California, from where 
he was sent to a very successful pastorate at Lynden. From Lynden he 
entered the retired list but continued to preach, as his health permitted, 
at Geneva, where he resided. 

Brother Whitfield was a good preacher and faithful pastor. He 
served the rural circuit's, the village churches and scattered settlements, 
but he laid a good foundation and builded better than he knew. “He 
labored and other men have entered into his labors.” His work is done 
and those who knew him best believe his reward is glorious. His 
brother, Dr. Wilmot Whitfield, an honored, retired member of the Puget 
Sound Conference, survives him. Also the wife and a son and daughter 
remain—Mr. William J. Whitfield of Cathcart, Wash., and Mrs. Elizabeth 
M. Lewis of Alaska. 

Appropriate funeral services were held in Trinity Church, Belling- 
ham, Wash., under the direction of the pastor, the Rev. E. N. Askey, who 
was assisted in the services by District Superintendent J. M. Canse, Dr. 
E. M. Hill and Rev. C. B. Sears. Interment was made in Bay View 
Cemetery in a beautiful spot overlooking the City of Bellingham. Thus 
a long and useful life came to a peaceful ending, “the sunset splendid and 
serene.” 


REV. WM. McWATERS. 


William McWatters entered peacefully into his eternal rest on the 
morning of February 2, at the home of J. A. Simmons, Ilwaco, Ore., 
where he was being cared for during the last few days of his earthly 
life. Death is assigned to chronic bronchial troubles and to advanced age, 
which was 84 years. He is survived by his son, Henry McWatters. 
Funeral services were held in the Methodist Church, Rev. V. A. Spicker 
officiating. The choir furnished appropriate music. Interment was in 
Ilwaco cemetery. William MicWatters was born at Montreal, Canada, 
October 10, 1832. He was married in 1853, and was the father of two 
children, one of whom, a daughter, died at the age of four years. In 
1873.Brother McWatters and his family migrated to the United States, 
residing in Buffalo, N. Y. He entered the ministry in 1888, joining the 
St. Johns River Conference. Mrs. McWatters died in 1894, after which 
Brother McWatters came to the Pacific Northwest, and transferred his 
relations to the Puget Sound Conference in the fall of 1894, preaching in 
various communities in the conference until his superannuation in 1905. 
While he was pastor at Chinook, in 1899, he married Mrs. Adeline Rob- 
erson of Ilwaco, who died on September 2 last. Since being placed on 
the retired list of the conference roll in 1905 he has been residing in 
Ilwaco. 
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REV. ANDREW ANDERSON. 
By Rev. E. Hopkins. 


Andrew Anderson was born in Stockholm, Sweden, March 2, 1840, 
and came with his parents to Illinois when but nine years of age. Very 
soon after coming to this country, both his parents died, leaving the 
oprhan in care of strangers. September 23, 1861, he enlisted in Company 
M, Fourth Illinois Cavalry. After three years of faithful service he was 
honorably discharged. May 24, 1871, he was united in marriage to Miss 
Mary Deacon. Four children were born to them, all of whom are living. 
March 6, 1881, Mrs. Anderson passed away. He was subsequently 
married to Ostrelia Austin. She was a very excellent woman and was of 
great help to him in his work in the ministry. Three children were born 
to them, all of whom are living. Mrs. Anderson died ten years ago. 
From his childhood Brother Anderson was religiously inclined, and when 
quite young identified himself with the cause of God. March, 1871, he 
was admitted on trial in the St. Louis Conference. A painstaking stu- 
dent, he used no unbeaten oil. His preaching was always instructive and 
often of a high order. In 1883 he came to Washington Territory and 
united with the Puget Sound Conference. From that time until his 
transition he was actively identified with the moral interests of this 
Coast. The editor of one of the Grays Harbor newspapers states the 
facts when he says, “Perhaps no other preacher in the West has traveled 
more miles to fill appointments in churches, school houses, or logging 
camps, whenever, and wherever called.” The last four years of his active 
ministry was spent on the Shelton Circuit. The circuit was Mason 
county, outside of the town of Shelton. He was affectionately called 
“Bishop of Mason County.” A year ago his health failed and he asked 
to be placed on the retired list. He continued to preach when able. 
Only about four weeks before he passed away, not able to stand, he sat, 
and preached with his old-time vigor to a large and interested congrega- 
tion. At 8 a. m., March 4, he said to his children, “I am dying—all is 
well,” and was not, for God took him. The funeral service was held in 
Oakville, where he began his work on this Coast thirty-three years ago. 
Rev. E. Hopkins of Tumwater, a life-long friend of the deaceased, de- 
livered the address. The Masonic Order, of which Brother Anderson was 
a member, had charge of the services at the grave. 


REV. GUSTAVUS F. WEST 
By J. Taylor Wright. 


Bro. Gustavus F. West was born in Sweden January 14, 1858, went 
to sea when a boy, following the sea until he became captain of a ship. 
In 1880 he felt the call of God to a greater work—from the captain of one 
barque, to become pilot of many over the sea of life. He left the sea to 
prepare for the ministry, attending Wilamette University. Dr. W. S. 
Harrington, then his presiding elder, gave him his first license to preach. 
He was married to Miss Lottie A. Hetzler, daughter of the Rev. P. C. 
Hetzler, who, with her earnest Christian character, became a great help 
to him in his work. In 1887 he was appointed chaplain of the State Legis- 
lature of Oregon. In 1899 he, with his family, came to the State of 
Washington, having charge of the Swedish Methodist Church at La 
Conner. In 1900 he was pastor of the church at Startup. In 1901 he was 
appointed chaplain for seamen at Seattle by the Seamen’s Friend Society 
of New York. Through his influence homes were established in Port- 
land, San Francisco, San Pedro, and Seattle, completing the present one 
in Seattle in 1905. Having his family living with him in the home, he was 
greatly assisted in his work by the influence of his good wife. Many 
homeless boys were cared for by them, being clothed, fed, and positions 
found for many of them. Through their Christian influence many of 
these boys sent for their wives, sisters and sweethearts who were cared 
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for by Brother and Sister West until they were safely settled in their 
homes. Bro. West made it a part of his business to visit ships in all 
ports of Puget Sound in his mission launches and take the sailor boys 
to meetings at the home, returning them to their ships. The death of 
Sister West May 1, 1910, came as a shock to all who knew her. After 
her death Bro. West carried on the work of the home alone until the 
great Master called him from labor to rest. He is survived by one son 
and two daughters. The funeral service was under the auspices of 
Knights Templar, of which he was a member. Dr. Landen, district super- 
intendent, made the opening prayer, Rev. J. Taylor Wright read the 
Scripture and gave a brief sketch of his life. Dr. W. S. Harrington made 
the closing remarks in which he stated his responsibility in asking for 
the appointment of Bro. West as chaplain of the Seamen’s Friend Society 
of Seattle. Bro. West passed away March 6, 1916. 


CHARLES R. POMEROY. 


Dr. Pomeroy was born in Weybridge, Vt., on the 15th day of June, 
1830. He was the son of a Methodist preacher of the Troy conference 
and by his father was placed in the seminary of that conference. It 
was here that he met Mary Meeker, a minister’s daughter, and in 1847 
they were betrothed. He continued his studies at Wesleyan College 
at New Haven, Conn., while Mary taught school. In December of 1854 
they were married. 

They began teaching immediately after their marriage in the Ft. 
Edward Institute at Ft. Edward, N. Y. Afterwards he was principal and 
she preceptress at Cooperstown Female College. Later they were teach- 
ers in Rochester High School and at Wesleyan Seminary at Lima, N. Y., 
and also at the Ladies’ Seminary of Bordentown, 

Illness compelled him to resign and during the following years he 
preached in the Congregational and Methodist churches often remaining 
seated during his discourse. It was his Methodist affiliations that finally 
brought him to Iowa where he organized the Callanan Female College 
in Des Moines, Ia., and there remained for nine years, his wife acting 
as preceptress. While here he was called to the presidency of the State 
Normal School of Emporia, Kansas, over which he was the successful 
administrator for six years. 

It was in 1888 that he came to Washington and established his re- 
lations with the work in the new and growing state. He made his home 
on Vashon Island and selected the spot which he named Crescent Cot- 
tage. This was afterwards named by the neighbors as the “Rose Garden” 
because of his beautiful roses. He served as pastor of our church at 
Vashon and when the Puget Sound University was organized he was call- 
ed to be Dean and his wife was associated with him as a teacher. He 
remained a faithful and efficient teacher and director until his retirement 
in 1900. 

The funeral services were held in the garden he loved so well. These 
services were in charge of Dr. F. A. LaViolette, a former pupil and a 
close and intimate friend of Dr. and Mrs. Pomeroy for many years. 
Four ministers, Rey. B. F. Brooks, Rev. R. C. Hartley, Rev. W. H. 
Leech and Rev. G. W.Frame, served as bearers, and Rev. J. E. Milligan 
assisted in the services. 

In a few well chosen words Dr. LaViolette paid tribute to the life 
and character of his beloved friend. Some of the old hymns were sung 
‘in which all present took part and then the casket, covered with blos- 
soms from his own garden, was borne away and laid beside his wife in 
‘the little cemetery on the hill. 

Dr. Pomeroy was a man of rare ability. His scholarship was of the 

“highest order and he had the happy faculty of inspiring and bringing

out the very best in his students. His mental alertness and ability were 
a constant source of wonder and admiration even in his closing days. Of 
sterling character, his preaching and teaching held loyal to the highest 
ideals of faith and life. He was ruthless in his logic when dealing with 
the anti-Christ-ism of the day and was quick to point the way of truth. 
Kindness characterized all his relations and true devotion his every 
service. 

In New York, in New Jersey, in Iowa, in Kansas and in Washington, 
Dr. Pomeroy has been intimately associated with the young people of 
five states of the Union. With his wife, a capable co-laborer and faithful 
companion throughout the educational interests of these states, he has 
vitally touched the young life of the church. Every place he has gone 
his example and service has enriched the church and community. At 
every opportunity he has preached with acceptability and with power the 
Word of God. In the fullness of years, of service and experience he came 
to his last days with an untarnished faith and with a glad assurance and 
certain hope of life and joy in the eternal years to come. 

Saturday evening, of the 24th of June, 1916, he spent caring for his 
roses. Here and there he cultivated and trimmed the bushes. He retired 
to rest and in the morning of a beautiful June day they sought him. 
Lying with his head resting upon his arm and a smile that lingered upon 
his face, he had without a struggle or a pain, drifted over the bar into 
the harbor of God. Outside the roses smiled in the sunshine and threw 
their fragrance upon the morning air, in front of his cottage the beautiful 
waters of Puget Sound danced with the breezes for the very joy of that 
bright day, and afar “The Mountain that was called God” lifted his white 
crest into the glory-light of a new day, but he who had seen such visions 
for many days saw them not, for him a far more glorious day had 
dawned, a day of unfading light and undisturbed repose. 


KATHARINE AUGUSTA HAYNER. 


Katharine Augusta Hayner, the seventeen year old daughter of Rev. 
and Mrs. Chas. A. Bowen, died on June 22, 1916. The funeral was held 
in the University Church Parsonage, Seattle, in charge of. the District 
Superintendent, Dr. Geo. A. Landen. Katharine was a student in the 
High School. She had been since her infancy in China a life-long suf- 
ferer from infantile paralysis, but through it all was a beautiful, happy 
and helpful Christian. 


DOROTHY BERRINGER. 


On Sunday afternoon, October 17, 1915, little Dorothy, youngest 
daughter of Rev. J. H. and Mrs. Ethyn Berringer, of Fern Hill, was 
taken to the heavenly home. But three and a half years had she been 
blessing the home of her parents, but what years! From her birth she 
had been a sufferer, almost beyond belief for the first two years, then 
came the hope that she might be thoroughly cured. The best that medi- 
cal science could do was done for her and, when hope was brightest, she 
went home, “safe in the arms of Jesus.”

Sun- 
day morning she took sick after Brother Berringer had gone to the Sun-

LAYMEN’S ASSOCIATION OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH, PUGET SOUND CONFERENCE, 


Held in Everett, Washington, September 15 and 16, 1916 


The Association was called to order by the president, followed by a 
short devotional meeting which was led by Mr. Tomlinson, of Seattle. 

Committees were appointed as follows: 

Committee on Credentials—Mr. Durham, Mr. Dunlap, Mr. Bostwick, 
Miss Miller and Mr. Marsh. 

This committee reported that the credentials had been canvassed 
and recommended that all who were present, holding membership in the 
Methodist Church should be seated as delegates and be entitled to vote 
in the business affairs of this meeting. This report was unanimously 
adopted. 

A committe of five (one from each district) was appointed to draft 
a resolution regarding the re-districting of the Conference into three dis- 
tricts. Said committee consisting of J. W. Efaw, W. A. Clay, F. D. 
Packard, R. J. Hoage, and F. A. Hazeltine. 

After a general discussion by this committee of the proposed plan 
which was signed by seventeen of our laymen it was decided to bring in 
majority and minority reports. Messrs. Clay, Packard and Hoage pre- 
sented the majority report, which follows: 

Majority Report of Committee on Re-Districting of Conference 
Laymen’s Association of the Puget Sound Conference: 

Brethren—Your committee, which was selected to investigate the 
plan proposed for the re-districting of the Conference, beg to submit 
the following report: 

Whereas, sufficient study of the conditions for a re-districting of the 
Conference at this time has not been made for wise and deliberate 
action; therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the Laymen’s Association of the Puget Sound Confer- 
ence, that it is the sense of this Conference of Laymen that a joint com- 
mittee consisting of one lay member from each district be appointed to 
act in conjunction with a like committee consisting of one minister 
from each district; which joint committe of laymen and ministers shall 
make a complete and thorough survey of the conditions and the needs of 
the conference with reference to the number of districts and district 
superintendents necessary for the highest and best good of the Con- 
ference, and that this joint committee shall make its report at our next 
annual Conference.

Minority Report of Committee on Re-Districting of Conference 
Laymen’s Association of the Puget Sound Conference: 

Brethren—Your committee which was: selected to investigate the 
plan proposed for the re-districting of the Conference, beg to submit the 
following report: 

We believe that the Puget Sound Conference could be divided into 
three districts, and would advise a division as follows: 

Northern District, 67 charges: 

All of the following counties: Whatcom, Skagit, Island, Snohomish. 
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All the charges in King county except Auburn, Algona and Pacific, 
Barneston, Bothell, Cedar Falls, Des Moines, Duvall, Issaquah, Kenny- 
dale, Kent, Kent Circuit, Kirkland, Redmond, Riverton, Snoqualmie and 
those on Vashon Island. 

Central District, 64 charges.: 

All the charges in the following counties: San Juan, Clallam, Jeffer- 
son, Kitsap, Mason, Pierce. j 

The following charges, in King county: Auburn, Algona and Pacific, 
Barneston, Bothell, Cedar Falls, Des Moines, Duvall, Issaquah, Kenny- 
dale, Kent, Kent Circuit, Kirkland, Redmond, Riverton, Snoqualmie and 
those on Vashon Island. ; : 

The following charges in Thurston county: Olympia, Olympia Cir- 
cuit and Tumwater. 

Southern District, 53 charges: : 

All the charges in the following counties: Pacific, Lewis, Wahkia- 
kum, Cowlitz and Clarke. 

All the charges in Skamania county west of the summit of the Cas- 
cades. 

All the charges in Thurston county, except Olympia, Olympia Cir- 
cuit and Tumwater. 

There are no charges on the Olympic Peninsula except along the 
eastern and northern borders; they can all be reached by auto from Ta- 
coma. 


There are but three appointments in San Juan county, that go to 
the Central District. They can be reached from Port Townsend. 

There are but three charges in Island county that go to the Northern 
District. They can be reached from Everett. 


The Central District is the most compact of the three districts. Of 
its 64 charges, 30 are in Pierce county, 20 are in the adjacent parts of 
King and Thurston counties, and but 11 scattered along the eastern and 
northern borders of the Olympic Peninsula and three in San Juan coutny. 

The minority report of the Committee on Re-Districting was ordered 
prepared and presented to the Laymen’s Association for ratification, 
then delivered to the Conference as a resolution, recommending the ar- 
rangement according to the plan submitted. The following statement 
was adopted to accompany the minority report: 

“To the Presiding Bishop and the Members of the Puget Sound Con- 
ference—We, the members of the Laymen’s Association, believing that 
greater efficiency and more definite results can be obtained by— 

First—Reducing the number of districts from five to three; 

Second—Providing a more adequate support; 

Third—Appointing the most efficient men available as district super- 
intendents; ‘ 

Request that you give consideration to this plan of reorganization, 
that the best results of superintendency may be obtained.” 

The Association orders that the ballot shall be given as a part of 
this report. 

In favor of majority report, thirty. 


In favor of minority report, forty-four.

Addresses of welcome were delivered by Rev. James H. Edgar and 
ik he A. Clay, of Everett, and resopnded to by Mr. Henry R. King, of 
eattle. 


The president’s address by Mr. A. S. Cory was very helpful and sug- 
gestive of a great deal of substantial work that might be accomplished. 
Mr. F. A. Hazeltine delivered an excellent report of the General Con- 


ference upon the subject of “Putting Over a Bishop,” and showed the 
plan followed and the work required. 
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Mr. Henry R. King reported upon the subject of “Unification of the 
Churches of Methodism,” and having acted upon the committee at the 
General Conference was qualified to give us an excellent report. 

Mr. C. E. Beach, of Olympia, gave a report entitled, “Sidelights on 
the General Conference,” and gave us some very interesting items in this 
report. 


Rev. W. F. Sheridan, General Secretary of the Epworth League, de- 
livered an address setting forth the relation of our Epworth League to 
the Church. 

The subject, “Principles and Practices of Methodism,” was thrown 
open for general discussion and was led by Mr. Geo. F. Marsh of 
Ostrander, C. L. Holt of Bellingham and J. W. Efaw of Seattle. 

An address was delivered by Bishop Matt S. Hughes, the presiding 
bishop of this area, and great emphasis was placed upon the need of 
cautious and careful work in laying plans for the future of Methodism, 
and requesting the organization of a Men’s Missionary Movement for 
active service in our Conference. 

The following resolution was introduced by Supt. C. E. Beach of 
Olympia: 

Since the work of the district superintendents on the districts of the 
Puget Sound Conference is of practically equal importance; and since it 
is necessary in building up the new charges in the less populous districts 
to appoint men of industry, vigor and ability to this important office; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the Laymen’s Association of the Puget Sound Confer- 
ence, that the assessment for the salaries of district superintendents 
should be levied upon the whole Conference, paid to a Conference treas- 
urer, and by him paid to each district superintendent, each superintendent 
receiving the same salary as each other superintendent in this Confer- 
ence. 

This resolution was ordered to be conveyed to the Conference as a 
recommendation of this Association. 


Rev. J. M. Weaver, Superintendent of the Sunday Schools of the 
Puget Sound Conference, presented the needs of our Sunday Schools in 
a splendid manner and brought forward to the platform Rev. and Mrs. 
Liffiton, who are doing most excellent pioneer work in the northern part 
of the Olympia District. Mrs. Liffiton presented the work in a beautiful 
manner, and described the amount of territory covered, stating that they 
were very much in need of means of conveyance; also saying that she 
had been praying earnestly that an automobile might be given them to 
aid in the promotion of the work. A movement was started at once 
which was directed by Dr. Edgar Blake, Secretary of the Board of Sun- 
day Schools of the Methodist Episcopal Church, whereby $416.00 was 
immediately subscribed and a committee consisting of Henry R. King, 
J. W. Efaw and T. S. Lippy were appointed to take charge of the pur- 
chasing of an automobile at the earliest date possible. 


It was ordered by the Association that this automobile should re- 
main the property of the Association, to be used by Mr. and Mrs. Liffiton 
upon the field they are serving at this time, and should they be removed 
from the district it should be turned over to the president and secretary 
until other arrangements could be made for further use of the machine. 

Governor Ernest Lister addressed the Laymen’s Association and 
spoke principally upon things that laymen as citizens might accomplish. 

A report was given of Gospel Team No. 1 of Seattle by Mr. W. D. 
Harris, captain of the same, in which he showed a large number of 
meetings were held and as a result of the same, almost 200 conversions 
have been made. 

The College of Puget Sound’s interest was presented by Dr. Crowth- 
er, of Seattle First Methodist Church, giving the needs and opportunities 
of an institution of this kind in the Pacific Northwest, said report having 
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been placed upon file with the secretary, showing the financial condition 
and other matters of interest pertaining to the University. 

Dr. E. H. Tood, president of the College of Puget Sound, expressed 
the feeling of the Bishop regarding his great interest in the welfare of 
this college and emphasized its needs, very strongly requesting the lay- 
ment to get under the burden as fully as possible. 

Mr. Robert H. Hughes, editor of the Pacific Christtian Advocate, 
Portland ,Oregon, presented in a brief manner the condition of that paper 
and the supplies that are carried at the Portland depository, requesting . 
the members of our Laymen’s Association to do all in their power to en- 
courage the purchasing of supplies from the Portland office, and also 
showing that the cost of materials had so greatly increased that it became 
necessary to increase the subscription price of many periodicals and to 
raise the price of some other supplies. 

The report of the treasurer was read and adopted as follows:

FIRST DAY 


Wednesday,. September 12, 1917. 

Opening—The Puget Sound Annual Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church met for its thirty-fourth session on Wednesday, September 12, 
at 8:30 a. m, in the First Methodist Episcopal Church, Tacoma, Wash., 
Bishop Matthew Simpson Hughes presiding. 

Holy Sacrament—After the singing of Hymn No. 577, the Bishop read 
a Scripture lesson from John 15 and offered prayer. The Sacrament of 
the Lord’s Supper was then administered by the Bishop, assisted by the 
District Superintendents and the pastor of the local Church. An offering 
was taken for the Conference Claimants’ Fund, amounting to $31.55. 

Roll Call—The Secretary of the last Conference called the roll and 112 
members, and seven of those on trial, answered to their names. 

Organization—The following Conference officers were elected:

Hill, W. E. Cox, C. E. Todd. 

Treasurer of Conference Stewards—On motion of S. V. Warren, the 
Conference Treasurer was made the treasurer of the Board of Conference 
Stewards. 

Excused—J. E. Crowther asked to be excused from further attendance 
at Conference that he might meet with the Committee of One Hundred on 
the Foreign Mission Centenary Commission at Niagara Falls, and on motion 
of G. A. Landen, the request was granted. i 

Question II—Bishop Hughes announced the following transfers to this 
Conference: R. A. Gailey and A. H. Lathrop from the Columbia River Con- 
ference; Ira A. Morton, North-East Ohio; E. O. Grimes, North Dakota;

STANDING RESOLUTIONS 


I—The District Superintendents shall constitute the committee for mak- 
ing the Missionary Appropriations, with the approval of the Bishop presiding. 
They shall nominate the Standing Committees, and cause the list to be pub- 
lished in the Pacific Christian Advocate, at least one month before the Con- 
ference convenes. 

II.—The Secretary, Statistician and Treasurer shall be official editors and 
publishers of the Conference Minutes; and they are authorized to make pro- 
vision, by assessment or otherwise, for meeting this expense and all other 
secretarial expenses incident to Conference work. 

Il].—The apportionment for Episcopal and Conference Claimants’ Funds 
shall be the basis decided upon by the Annual Conference, and shall apply 
throughout the district and charges. © 

IV.—AIl matter to be printed in the Journal must be delivered to the 
Secretary immediately upon the adjournment of the Conference session. 

V.—The Conference shall open with the Holy Communion and immedi- 
ately following the organization of the Conference the Secretary shall call 
the names of the deceased members and a memorial service shall then be 
held, which shall include a memorial address, not to exceed fifteen minutes 

“in length, by someone selected by the Committee on Memoirs. The services 
“not to exceed one half hour in time. 

ViI—tThese Rules and Resolutions shall not be suspended or changed 

but by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


RULES OF ORDER 


I.—The Conference shall open its session at 8:30 a. m. and adjourn at 
11:45 a.m. The first thirty minutes shall be devotional services. 

II.—The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote; but preachers’ 
~ wives and visiting clergymen are invited to sit within the bar. 

TII.—All motions shall be reduced to writing, if-the President or any 
member requests it; and no such written motion and report from Committeés 
shall be’ received until duplicate copies are placed in the hands of the Sec- 
retary. 


\ 
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IV.—It shall be the duty of every member to give his vote on all ques- 
tions unless, for special reasons, the Conference excuses him; but no member 
who is not within the bar shall be allowed to vote except by leave of the 
Conference. 3 ; 

V.—tThe vote on any question before the Conference shall be taken by 
roll call, if such is asked for by thirteen members. 

VI—No person shall speak more than twice on the same question, nor 
more than fifteen minutes at any time, without permission of the Conference; 
nor shall anyone speak more than once till everyone desiring to speak shall 
have done so. 

VII—No member shall object to the passage ofa brother’s character on 
questions implicating his moral standing or administration, without giving 
him previous written notice of his intention, and the grounds of it, unless by 
consent of the Conference. 

VIII.—On the morning of the first day of the session, each preacher who 
has been in charge shall submit his statistical and financial reports. 

The publication of reports handed in later than the second day is not 
required, unless so ordered by the Conference. 

IX.—The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings, and when 
approved and printed, the said journal shall be the official record of the 
Conference. He shall take charge of the journals and all other Conference 
papers, preserve them with care, suffer no person to take a copy of any 
papers, except with the consent of the Conference, and bring or send them 
to the place of the Conference session. 

X.—The Secretary, Statistician and Treasurer shall nominate their assist- 
ants; and the officers and managers of the different Conference societies are 
authorized to appoint persons to fill any vacancies which may occur during 
the year. 

XI.—The Board of Conference Stewards shall report upon an apportion- 
ment to the Conference for the Conference Claimants’ Fund, giving the basis 
on which this shall be apportioned to the districts and charges. 

X1I.—The Auditing Committee shall report upon the distribution of 
funds received for ministerial support, noting each instance where the pro 
rata shares have not been paid to the pastor, District Superintendent, Bishop, - 
and Conference Claimants, and shall, if possible, collect the arrearages from 
such delinquents and pay the same to the Conference Treasurer. Such failure 
to properly pro rate the pastoral support shall be sufficient cause for careful 
inquiry by the Committee on Conference Relation. = 

XIII.—The Committee on Conference Relation shall inquire as to the 
age, physical condition, personal habits, financial obligation, family and Chris- 
tian experience of all candidates for admission on trial, and report upon the 
acceptability of each when his name is called for admission. 

It shall also report upon all candidates for admission into full member- 
ship, applicants for change of relation and supernumerary preachers who — 
desire to remain in that relation. F

Reports of District Superintendents 
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BELLINGHAM DISTRICT 


J. M. Canse, Superintendent 


The personnel of our pastoral leadership has shifted but little from the 
_ appointments made at the Everett Conference. A. A. Brittain was trans- 
ferred to the Oregon Conference and G. F. Pollock was then placed at Custer, 
and F. M. Bushong, a local preacher of Portland, Ore., was secured to supply 
at Bay View. On December 29, F. A. Guiler and wife gave up the Arlington 
charge and G. C. Squire, our brother of Bellingham assumed the pastorate 
after two. weeks. ‘ 


Following the removal of E. N. Askey from Trinity Church, Bellingham, 
to Epworth Church, Tacoma, made vacant by the death of our much-lamented 
brother, Dr. W. H. W. Rees, a new stir beset Bellingham. The official boards 
of Trinity and First Church turned toward each other in greater affection 
than ever before and in a short time were consolidated and worshiping in 
the Trinity building with the First Church pastor, G. C. King, serving as 
leader of the united congregation. The new name of Garden Street has been 
adopted and the outlook is for a more powerful hold upon the city with the 
- capacity to plant Methodism more positively. A campaign is being planned 
to cover the entire amount still due the Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension and as soon as conditions shall warrant a church will be in opera- 
tion on the north side. 

One of our parsonages has been darkened by the dark angel in the death 
of a son of Brother and Sister R. L. Sprague, and several foreboding shad- 
ows have elsewhere appeared. Elda M. Quall was welcomed at the Avon 
parsonage December 26, and the home of our Conference Statistician has 
been blessed by the coming of a second son, Philip Harrison Ashby. 


Revival meetings began early in October with a union tabernacle cam- 
paign-in Everett under the evangelists, Hart and Magann. The French E. 
Oliver company labored in Bellingham and Mount Vernon, and later in the 
year Messrs. Hall and Gates held meetings in Lynden, Nooksack and Sumas. 
Frank McCarty greatly assisted our pastors at LaConner and Sedro-Woolley, 
while Brother D. S. Kerr and his capable wife wrought well at Lyman, Sil- 
ver Beach and Friday Harbor. Several pastors exchanged their services with 
gratifying results. Fully five hundred converts came into the churches dur- 
ing the year. However, only about one fifth of these new branches will seem 
to appear as many older members have removed from our borders and, alas, 
the scientific pruning hook has been relentlessly employed. 


The district morale has been greatly augmented by the regular monthly 
meetings of the pastors according to their counties. Through their agency 
the drive for men:in the Sunday Schools was a real success. J. M. Weaver 
proved a worthy general in this offensive movement, and Dr. W. S. Bovard 
did very effective work. Five or six new schools have been organized this 
year. ‘ 

We shall not say that our well-laid plan for a thousand men in Sunday 
School has miscarried. We have loaned of our best for Christian service in 
training camps, on guard duty, at various forts, upon the seas, and in the 
trenches. First Church, Everett, has contributed nearly fifty young men to 
the service of our country, two of whom are from the home of Dr. Marlatt. 
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Brother L. C. Shultz was the first of our pastors who have been called to 
take a father’s part, in the volunteering of a son for service in the Canadian 
ranks. ‘he Roll of Honor continues to lengthen upon the walls of most of 
our Sunday Schools and prayers ascend in tender urgency to Him whose Son 
died on the Cross to make all men free. 

The most outstanding event of the year was the episcopal survey of the - 
district, made by Bishop Matt. S. Hughes last spring when he turned aside. 
for a dozen addresses during a very exacting period of his official calendar. 
He presented the plan of advance for his militant army and enthused all his 


_ subordinates with a passion for greater Christian conquest. 


Then came the Intensive Campaign that brought out our district and 
subdistrict teams to support Dr. J. E..Robinson and A. Wesley Mell in their 
presentation of the interests of the Commission on Finance. ‘The District 
Meeting came in May as a culmination of this splendid campaign, and as a 
result the district has adopted a comprehensive program of ten objectives. 
Splendid gains have been made in every item of*the goal and it is a pleasure 

. to state that in the item of the benevolences there are twice the number of 
charges in the all-star class than reported all claims full a year ago. 

The Epworth League convention at Sumas was a season of great profit 
to our young people. Our Bishop thrilled us with the opening address, and 
Dr. Brummitt proved himself master of methods and Epworth life. A defi- 
nite program was adopted for the coming year including the support of a 
deaconess student, Miss Ann Fry, and the purchase of a motorboat for a 
missionary among the islands of the district. Rev. Thomas Gambill, agent 
of the college, has already found the heart of our young people, and every 
convention of our Leaguers is a rallying ground for students for the College 
of Puget Sound. 


We are seeking to standardize the parsonages, and Fairhaven has gone 
a long way toward that delightful goal by paying off a troublesome old deht 
of nearly $800, and Darrington has completed an attractive bungalow for the 
pastor there. Several parsonages have been substantially improved, but many 
or ee charges are far from boastful of their accommodations for the pastor’s 

amily. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies continue to be the saving factor in about every 
worth-while enterprise undertaken in the least successful charge as well as 
by the $1,000 raised by the Garden Street women. The Woman’s Foreign 
and Home Missionary Societies keep up their vigilance though the Red Cross 
“work has become so popular, and several of our most delightful young ladies 
have turned in consecration fo the life of a deaconess. - 


It is fitting that we express our sorrow in the death of such stalwart 
laymen as Dr. Musgrove of Sultan and William Joy of LaConner. We can 
ill afford to lose such old-time Methodist leaders. The Laymeh’s Association 
can do no better than cultivate a new generation of Methodist men strong 
enough of heart to bear hardness as good soldiers with these old saints who 
are becoming all too few among us. ~ 

With the world on fire and the potency of the Cross at stake, we are 
now desperate for pastors dominated by the Master’s vision and laymen who 
will take more time to walk with their God. The leading laymen and the 
pastors are possessed of a growing conviction that the Bellingham District 
must soon place a more worthy offering upon the altar of the nation and the 
Church. What a heritage has overtaken us. Surely the new movements 
begun by the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension merit the 
strictest cooperation by this session of the Puget Sound Conference and the 
support of the Laymen’s Association in every phase of its great task open 
to us. ‘ . 


_ The Ferndale Camp Meeting this year was an uplift to all who attended 
This success is attributable to our pastors who still believe in spreading 
Scriptural holiness. Our policy was to mass forces and not allow this great 
means of grace.to be dissipated by any who prize the vocabulary of ecstasy 
more than the possession of its fountain. There is no better remedy for the 
pests now flourishing in our Lord’s vineyard than Methodist ministers and 
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members who strive to attain and seek to dispense the highest New Testa- 
ment standard of experience and life. 


The Pacific Christian Advocate has never: been more welcome than now 
and our young people say they just eat up Dan Brummitt. Nevertheless 
Methodist literature is too scarce among us, except in the Sunday School 
print. With salvation, present, free and knowable, as the great doctrine of 
Methodism, and in the light of Wesley’s truism—“Our people are not more 
holy because they are not more knowing,” and in a time when every trades- 
man and every zealot of every cult reads and spreads his papers, why can we 
not have a Church paper in every home and Methodist books upon every 
table? It would help a little for full-page advertisements to appear in the 
Advocates on spiritual life literature as well as on finance, new methods and 
sociology. The conviction is upon me that avaricious bargainings of the 
times have sold many a bright Joseph and “we are very guilty concerning 
our brother, in that we saw his distress of soul, when he besought us, and 
we would not hear.” 


Pastors who conform most nearly to the Disciplinary call, conduct, and 
fidelity of the ministry are most endeared to their flocks and most in demand 
among us. The pastors’ reports, the occasional items in the Pacific, and our 
new elongated tables will present the chronicles of the year. Our pastors are 
able men for the affairs of this life. In the Bellingham District are two 
modest pastors who were formerly upper railway employees, two lawyers, 
three merchants, four woodworkers, several teachers, all of whom are now 
receiving less by far than in their former vocation and none have so far 
declared a strike but seek rather to merit the Father’s blessing upon the 
shortweight loaf and also stir up the Churches to honest stewardship. 


Who knows but that we are called for strategic service for the King of 
Kings and his advancing Kingdom in the most pivotal hours of all the cen- 
turies! We who are very weak must be strong in His might; and none who 
have left all to follow the Christ shall fail in the hereafter, nor, bless His 
name, in this ominous present world. 


OLYMPIA DISTRICT

Bishop Hughes and Brethren: . 


We started our Conference year with four places to be supplied. Rev. 
N. S. Hankins, whose credentials from the United Brethren Church were 
recognized by our last Conference, was secured for Simpson Avenue in 
Hoquiam. We spent the first half of the year in paying old lumber and paint 
bills against our Trinity property in Aberdeen. Since then Brother Hankins 
has given them one service each Sabbath. Rev. H. P. Waldron has supplied 
Bethel, and Rev. C. W. McLaughlin has gone over from Sequim and done 
a good work at Dungeness. 

In June, Rev. T. T. Sharpe of Port Angeles and Rev. FE. O. Grimes of 
Cando, N. D., exchanged. Brother Grimes is a graduate of Baker University 
and of our Boston School of Theology. The official board of Port Angeles 
has unanimously requested his return for another year. 

C. A. Lindholm, because of a nervous collapse of Mrs. Lindholm, had 
to give up his work at Satsop and Porter, but Brother Lindholm has supplied 
Little Rock. Rev. Erle Howell, a graduate of Meridian College in Missis- 
sippi, was secured to take the Satsop and Porter charge. He is a young man 
of fine qualities. He has passed the entrance examinations and will be up 
for admission on trial at this Conference. 

We met the District Stewards and pastors in Olympia early in the year, 
and decided upon a plan of procedure for the District Superintendent. The 
first quarter was to be spent in getting acquainted and in starting the year. 
The second and third quarters were to be combined, and only one quarterly 
conference held in each charge. The remainder of the time was to be spent 
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in assisting the pastors, who serve difficult places, in evangelistic services, 
and in intensive and extensive campaigns. 

The fourth quarter was to round out the year, and secure first-hand 
knowledge of the immediate needs of this great mission field. As a result 
of this plan, I have preached three times and conducted three quarterly 
conferences in every charge. In some places I have spent one week, and in 
others two weeks. I have preached as many as eighteen times in one charge. 
I am convinced that if this plan is conscientiously worked it will, in six 
years, double the efficiency and greatly increase the membership and benevo- 
lent offerings of the district. i 

The district has had twenty-two successful revivals during the year. 
These meetings have been conducted in large measure by the pastors of this 
Conference. Rev. and Mrs. William Park assisted the pastor in Olympia, 
and the District Superintendent helped in seven places. In one place only 
. have we had a traveling evangelist. My conviction is that we should: do our 
own work, and not depend upon the professional evangelist; who knows very 
little or nothing at all, of our conditions and needs. -As a result of the 
meetings, together with the aggressive personal work done by pastors and 
people, we shall report an increase of about 300 members in full connection 
for the year. This is an increase of more than 12%. ; 

The Intensive Campaign, headed by the Commission on Finance, was a 
great uplift to the district. Dr. A. D. Angel, pastor of our First Church in 
Troy, N. Y., and a true man of God, did us fine service. Dr. KE. M. Randall 
and Rev. D. R. Martin represented the Benevolent Boards. Dr. J. A. Sutton 
spoke on Stewardship, and Rev. W. W. Switzer on the Church Press. The 
group meetings were largely attended. The “Carry Down” campaign was 
worked in detail. The results are now being realized by a number of our 
churches adopting the Disciplinary Financial Plan. 

The campaign helped us greatly in bringing up the salaries of pastors, 
which will increase at least $1,500 over last year. The interést of the people 
in our benevolent boards was aroused. I have found a number of Churches 
that think the benevolences are a kind of side issue, and that it is a pretty 
nice thing to give to our boards after our own needs are properly cared for. 
I have met more than one pastor who has complained in the Quarterly Con- 
ference that the apportionment was too high, and that the local Church was 
not being treated right. This is what many of our laymen like to hear. We 
must take our stand as ministers, in teaching our people to become tithers, 
and in instructing them to be loyal to our great Church. The Red Cross 
drive and the strike in the lumber industry will cut our benevolences down, 
but we shall have a good increase. 

The following churches and parsonages have been improved to the value 
of the amount given: 

Porter, $15; Port Angeles, $15; Port Townsend, $25; Shelton, $50, and 
$210 on indebtedness; Port Orchard, $90, and $36 on indebtedness: Hoquiam 
First, $500; Tenino, $25, and $110 on indebtedness; Aberdeen First, $583 ; 
Sequim, $50; Trinity, $331 on indebtedness; Chimacum, $100; Dungeness 
Circuit, $145; Elma, $74, and $50 on indebtedness; Crescent Harbor, $102: 
Silverdale, $190: Colby, $150, and $175 on indebtedness; Bremerton, $100 on 
indebtedness; Montesano, $145 on indebtedness; Cosmopolis, $273; Tum- 
water, $175; Coupeville. $528; McCleary, $2,700. This gives us a total of 
about $1,000 paid on old indebtedness and a little more than $6,000 paid on 
improvements. : 

The Ladies’ Aid and the Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies 
have done excellent work. We heartily commend them. 

The Pacific Christian Advocate represents loyally and whole-heartedly the 
Fee best interests of our Church, and is read in a large number of our 

omes. 


The interest of our people in the College of Puget Sound is increasing. 
More of our young people should be influenced to secure their education in 
our own school. i 


We have a few very good Epworth Leagues on the district, and some very 
poor ones. Sequim, Porter, Little Rock, and Silverdale have reorganized | 
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during the year. The subdistrict convention held in Tumwater in May was 
good. Dr. Dan Brummitt, Rev. J. H. Secor, and Dr. E. M. Hill gave inspira- 
tional addresses and sermons that were helpful. A “Booth Festival” held in 
Montesano on Labor Day was a success. Dr. M. H. Marvin was the accepta- 
ble speaker of the occasion. See 
_ Our Conference Epworth League Institute at Epworth Heights was a great 
inspiration to the young people of Olympia District, who won the pennant 
for attendance. 

The Sunday Schools of the district are doing admirable work. Rev. J. M. 
Weaver has organized a number of new schools during the year. Brother 
Weaver has spent much time on this district, and has done a fine work. The 


’ big drive headed by Dr. W. S. Bovard to put 5,000 men into the Sunday 


Schools of the Puget Sound Conference was to some extent successful with 
us. Dr. Trenery made a visit over part of the district in the interest of the 
extension department of the Board of Sunday Schools. = : 

On May 20 our resident Bishop led us in a great meeting in First Church, 
Aberdeen. Nearly $4,000 was pledged to go ahead with the finishing of the 
auditorium. Dr. Hill has had a very successful beginning. The Fourth 
Quarterly Conference voted unanimously to raise the salary to $1,800 for 
another year. ; 

During the year four new societies have been organized, and two reor- 
ganized. Malone was organized with seventeen members and will become a 
part of the Elma charge. Blyn has been organized with seventeen and Blue 
Mountain, with nine members. Dungeness has been reorganized with eleven 
members. ‘These three points will become the Dungeness Circuit, and should 
pay a man at least $700. Hadlock has been reorganized with twenty-four 
members, and will be part of the Chimacum Circuit. The Port Angeles 
Circuit has been organized with -twenty-five full and fifteen preparatory 
members. ‘ 

During the Christmas holidays we organized a Methodist Church in 
McCleary, and incorporated it under the laws of the state. The building, 
which had been used for union services for several years, was deeded, free 
of cost, to our denomination. It is easily worth $2,500. ‘The success of this 
enterprise is due to Rev. L. D. Cook, who for nearly four years has worked 
to bring this to pass. ; 

My report would be incomplete if I did not mention the work done on this 
district by the local preachers who have nobly supplied many of our hard 
places. They are a consecrated, loyal, and aggressive body of men. 

This has been the best year of my ministry. The pastors and I have gone 
out as a team of two to do the work of God in the various charges. Our 
ministers are good men, and the majority, of them are successful, I have 
traveled about 11,000 miles, preached 204 times, called into 667 business places 
and homes in the interest of the Church, and have, to the best of my ability, 
tried to make the year successful. Bishop Hughes, the District Superin- 
tendents, the pastors of the Conference, the officials of our Laymen’s Associa- 
tion, and the rank and file of the Church membership of the Olympia Dis- 
trict have sympathized with me and helped me. That the Holy Spirit shall 
lead us in all of our undertakings as a district and as a Conference is my 


_ prayer.

In presenting my third annual report of the work on Seattle District I 
desire to gratefully acknowledge God’s leadership and His many mercies. 

In my report last year I called attention to the serious illness of Dr. 
Harrington. He continued to fail until the tenth of November when he was 
not, for God took him. Dr. Harrington knew the Lord and was a faithful 
preacher of the Word for many years. He preached a full gospel, giving 
special emphasis to the doctrine of entire sanctification as taught by the 
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Methodist Episcopal Church. As pastor, presiding elder, and editor He was 
true to his convictions and had much to do in helping to lay the founda- 
tions of our Methodism and the Kingdom of God in this great Northwest. 
He suffered much during the latter months of’ his illness, but amid it all 
was patient and cheerful. It was a benediction to visit with him. He wel- 
comed the coming of the Angelic messenger and was borne away to his 
immortal home. . We can truly say of him: 


“Servant of God well done, 
Thy glorious warfare’s past, 

The battle’s fought, the victory’s won 
And thou art crowned at last.” 


Bishop Hughes, we have all greatly sympathized with you in the sorrow 
through which you have been called to pass during the year in the transla- 
tion of your beloved father from the earthly to the heavenly city. We pray 
God’s blessing upon you and your family, and we congratulate you on being 
the worthy son of such a noble man of God. 


Pastoral Changes 


It was found soon after Conference that all the time of the pastor of 
Shaw Memorial should be given to this Church. So J. M. Denison was 
relieved of the pastorate of Riverton, and E. E. Bergman of Auburn has 
supplied this place in connection with Thomas and the work at Redondo 
was discontinued. 

At the close of the first quarter the official board at Hillman decided they 
could not support their pastor, J. W. Kern, and he was released from the 
pastorate of the charge. A little later Rev. James Clulow and wife were 
secured to give what time they could to the charge. The most of the time 
Sister Clulow has supplied the pulpit very acceptably to the congregation and 
the people of Hillman would be very glad to have Brother and Sister Clulow 
serve the charge next year. 

An afternoon appointment was not satisfactory to Kennydale, and with 
my consent Brother Hartley discontinyed his visits and I have supplted the 
pulpit as best I could during the year. 

At the close of the first quarter R. L. Wolfe, pastor at Renton, found it 
necessary to relinquish his charge and move to Kent to make a home for 
his aged mother. His mother still lingers but is in a critical condition. He 
will ask for a supernumerary relation at this Conference. D. P. Henry was 
secured as supply for Renton and has done a good work and won the hearts 
of the people. The Quarterly Conference asked unanimously that he be 
continued as pastor for another year. 

Last Conference Trinity Church, Seattle, was left to be supplied. At a 
meeting of the trustees held soon after Conference it was decided to sell 
the property to the Deaconess Home Association for the amount of the 
indebtedness against the property. This action was approved by the Quarterly 
Conference and the trustees authorized to transfer the property. ‘This has 
been done. Most of the members have been transferred to other Methodist 
Churches and more than half of the number going to Queen Anne Church. 

Sixty-second Street is one of our small and struggling Churches that has 
been rather on the decline for several years. This church is only one-half 
mile from Woodland Park and about a mile from Foote Memorial and Gil- 
man Park.. It was voted at the Fourth Quarterly Conference to consoli- 
date with Gilman-Park Church if this met the approval of the presiding 
Bishop, and provided Gilman Park Church would assume the indebtedness - 
on the property. I would recommend that this be done or that Sixty-second 
Street be placed under the supervision of the city missionary and that the 
Sunday School be continued. 

Under the leadership of our wise and efficient city missionary, W. H. 
Leech,: lots were purchased at the western limits of the city and a new church 
erected. This gives us a property worth at least $1,500, and the only church 
on the Lake Burien car line for a distance of nine miles. We have a good 
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Surday School and the nucleus for a.Church with splendid opportunity for 
growth. 

At Des Moines Mrs. Mary C. Clayton, a member of our Church, purchased 
lots adjoining our church property at a cost of $1,000 and presented them 
to the Church. She also offers $1,000 more for an addition to the church 
building, which we hope to see built this fall. 

Our people at University Church have been ashamed of the condition 
of their church building for some time and felt something should be done. 
Under the leadership and inspiration of Dr. Lathrop, their new pastor, they 
decided. to make some radical changes and improvements. This has been 
done at a cost. of about $8,000. So great is the change wrought that we 
_ practically have a new church adequate and well equipped, of which Seattle 
Methodism may well be proud. Best of all, this entire cost has been provided 
for in subscriptions in the form of bankable notes. In addition .to this, 
they expect to cover the indebtedness on the property of about $4,000 in the 
same way. 

Rainier Beach Church has been improved by the addition of a basement 
at a cost of $500. This was made possible by the pastor, R. C. Hartley, and 
some members of the official board joining the shovel and wheel-barrow 
squad and removing the surplus earth. Hillman Church has received a 
much-needed painting on the exterior and redecorating on the interior. Cost 
$200. At Woodinville an addition has been made to the church for Sunday 
School work at a cost of $236. Bethel Church, Seattle, has purchased a piano 
during the year, which adds much to the musical part of the services. Grace 
Church has decorated the interior of the church, put in the indirect lighting 
system, painted the exterior of the building, and made other substantial 
improvements at an expenditure of $1,500. Dr. Baker has raised every 
dollar of this amount, paid every bill and not a dollar of debt has been 
incurred. Haven Church. has made improvements to church and parsonage 
to the amount of $320. 

I stated in my report last year that “men may come and men may go but 
church debts go on forever,’ but we are not going to have them go on 
forever on the Seattle District. The following amounts have been paid this 
year: = 
- Green Lake, in addition to the donation from the board, has paid $700 on 
debt; Calvary, $500; Gilman Park, $450; Sixty-second Street, $80; Lakeside, 
$77; Ronald, $150; Tibbetts, $53; Foote Memorial, $100; Kennydale, $35; 
First, $3,000. 

Under the able and consecrated leadership of Dr. Randall $4,500 of the 
debt on Gilman Park Church has been pledged on condition that the balance 
of the indebtedness is taken care of in our general campaign. 


The loan on the Kennydale property has been transferred to the Wash- 
ington Loan Association and a sufficient amount pledged monthly to take 
care of the payments in full. 

We are planning for a general campaign this fall to liquidate the indebted- 
ness on all our church property in the Seattle District. A central committee, 

‘consisting of the pastor and two laymen from each Church, has already been 
chosen. An executive committee of five preachers and ten laymen was also 
selected and has had many meetings for Conference. Dr. James E. Crowther 
has been chosen as executive secretary and has given and is ready to give 
much of his valuable time and consecrated ability to the work of directing 
this campaign. While it may take three years to clear off all our indebted- 
ness, we expect to succeed. 

Financially this has not been an easy year for the Churches. While it has 
been comparatively easy for men to secure employment and wages have 
advanced. the increase in wages has not kept pace with the advanced cost of 
living. The street car and lumber strikes have affected us in some measure. 

The multiplied calls for Red’ Cross, Young Men’s Christian Association, 
Belgian and Armenian relief, and other interests have undoubtedly lessened 
the contributions to the support of the Church and our benevolent causes. T- 
believe, however, there will not be any large deficiency in ministerial sup- 
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port, and I am expecting an increase over last year in our benevolent offer- 
ings. 

The failure of the Fremont Bank has tied up $135 of the benevolent offer- 
ings of Ashbury Church, and caught a number of the members of this Church 
for small amounts that has made it hard for some to pay as usual for the 
support of the Church and benevolent causes. 


The failure of the German-American Bank locked up more than $300 of 
the money belonging to our City Evangelization Union and embarrassed us 
somewhat in this work. 


We were not able to carry out in full our evangelistic program adopted 
at the beginning of the year, but many profitable meetings were held by the 
pastors and some were converted and added to the Church. 

I am*not able to state the exact number but our membership will show 
an increase over last year of approximately 150 full members. 

The group meetings that were held under the intensive campaign were 
very inspiring and helpful to our pastors and people. Dr. J. R. Robinson, 
who represented the Commission on Finance, gave a very practical message. 
Dr. Mell of the American Bible Society very ably, represented. the benevo- 
lent boards, and won the hearts of our people wherever he spoke, and cer- 
tainly gave them a broader vision of our world program. The pastors on the 
local teams all rendered valuable service. 

Our Citv Evangelization Union is doing excellent work. We are certainly 
fortunate in having as our citv missionary, Rev. W. H. Leech. He is indus- 
trious, faithful, and wise in his management of our city missionary work, 
_and is indispensable to that work. : 

The Sunday Schools of the district are in a healthy and growing condition. 
They are not, however, reporting as many conversions and additions to the 
Church as I would like to see. The visit of Dr. Bovard of the Sunday School 
Board was stimulating to our work. [ 

Rev. J. M. Weaver, our Conference Secretary of Sunday Schools, has been 
untiring in his labors and has done much to strengthen and build up our 
Sunday School work. : 

The Epworth Leagues have been active and loval in Church work. Our 
district cabinet is made up of wide-awake, consecrated. and progressive young 
people, and is furnishing worthy leadership in our League activities. Our 
Leas convention this year was the best we have had since I came on the 

istrict. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies have been abundant in labors. They have raised 
this year $7.902, visited the sick. fed the hungry, and clothed the needv, and 
fully exemplified their name as the helpers in all the activities of the Church. 

The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies are indeed splen- 
did agencies for the distribution of missionary literature and the cultivation 
of the missionary spirit. According to reports to the Quarterly Conference 
the Woman’s Home Missionary Society: has raised $2,080 this year. The. 
Woman’s Foreign Missionarv Society has raised $3,633. In addition to this, 
they are giving a consecrated young woman to the missionary work in China, 
Miss Mary Bedell of our University Church, who is a graduate of our State 
University and well equipped for her work. 

The Seattle General Hospital, under the careful supervision of Miss Hall, 
is doing most excellent work. During the past year $5,000 of free work 
has been done. 

Our Deaconess Training School, under the superintendency of Miss Mary 
B. Sweet, has done most commendable work, and the young ladies in attend- 
ance were of a noble type. As stated elsewhere, we have purchased during 
the year the Trinity Church property. This gives us a very desirable site, 
but we do sorely need a good building adequately equipped. I am sure such 
a building can be erected this coming year if we can have the cooperation 
we ought to receive from the Methodist people of the Northwest. 
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The work in the Deaconess Settlement is growing in interest and demands 
upon us. We have a Sunday School of about 180 and special work among 
the boys and women. The men of the community have asked for a Bible class, 
but we have had to turn them away because we had no place to’ put them 
and nobody to teach them. Are there not some of God’s stewards in the 
bounds of this Conference who will give us $10,000 for a new building? 


Personal 


The call of the country has found a response among the young men of our 
Methodist parsonages and. homes and our Sunday School and Epworth 
Leagues have felt the loss of these young men. Hardly a Church in the 
district but has lost some of its young men by enlistment or the draft. Our 
prayers should follow these young men as they go into active service. 

One young man has heard the call of God for missionary work in South 
America. John Herrick of Asbury Church is now in Cochabamba, Bolivia, 
engaged as a teacher in one of our schools. He is a graduate of the State 
University and is worthy and well qualified. 

There has been, as usual, some sickness among our preachers and their 

families, but death has not entered any parsonage home, for which we are 
grateful to God. 
' I felt it not only~a duty, but a great privilege to say a word about our 
retired preachers. Dr. Atwood, the nestor of our Conference and my first 
presiding elder, abides with us in such sweetness of spirit it is a real pleasure 
and benediction to be associated with him. 

Brother F. E. Drake has been seriously ill during the year, but the Lord has 
raised him up. It is an inspiration to any preacher to have Brother Drake 
in his congregation. His beaming face and quiet but fervent amen bespeak 
the glory that is in his soul. 

Brother A. H. Marsh is a regular attendant upon the preaching and other 
services of the Church, and is a loyal supporter of his pastor and of every 
good work. 

The health of Dr. E. E. Morris has not been very rugged, but the Lord 
has sustained him and his godly character and sweet spirit have been potent 
factors for good with all associated with’ him. ‘ 

Brother J. W. White has preached a few times and has been happy in the 
Lord while caring for his garden and chickens. His cheerfulness and 
optimism are refreshing to us all. 

Dr. Wilmot Whitfield has spent the year in Los Angeles. At one time he | 
was critically ill and had to undergo a surgical operation, but at last reports 
his health was somewhat improved. 

In addition to these of our own Conference I have mentioned, we are 
privileged to have with us as members of other conferences the gracious and 
sweet-spirited Bourns, the youthful and aggressive Foster, the humble and 
retiring Hall, the genial and discriminating McIntosh, the modest and kindly 
West, who has inspired and thrilled other people with his vision of the East, 
and the brotherly and sympathetic Calder. 

Brothers Arney, Franklin, and Fahs are among our non-resident members 
of the Preachers’ Meeting, from whom we have good reports. 

Permit me to sav in closing that to me personally this has been a good 
year. I desire to thank both pastors and laymen for the uniform kindness 
and courtesy that have been shown to me and Mrs. Landen. It is indeed a 
great privilege and pleasure to belong to the brotherhood of the Methodist 
ministry. I am glad to be one of your number. 


TACOMA DISTRICT

BisHop HucHES AND BRETHREN : 
The past year has indeed been a checkered one. The usual events and 


regular work belonging to a district in the Methodist Episcopal Church have 
been as many other years. I do not believe there is an auxiliary of the 
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Church that has not made some advance. The Ladies’ Aid Societies, the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Societies, and the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Societies have all done their usual good work, and their reports will tell the 
story of advance. The Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues have made sub- 
stantial improvement. 

The returns for salary and benevolences, at this writing, are not all in, but 
I believe an increase will be reported. The everlasting desire to prune mem- 
bership—with the purpose sometimes, I fear, to lessen the apportionment for 
benevolences—threatens to nullify a real increase in the membership of the 
district. 

During no year in my experience have I had so much disturbance in pas- 
torates. Dr. W. JT. Randolph, pastor of. St. Paul’s, underwent a serious 
surgical operation, happily resulting in full recovery. The death of Dr. W. 
H. W. Rees, pastor of Epworth Church, was a shock to all. This noted leader 
in our Church was suddenly stricken and passed away without regaining 
consciousness. Dr. Rees lived up to the limit of his stay with us and went, 
as any of us might well desire to go, almost directly from his pulpit to the 
home beyond. The unexpected death of Sister Gailey, wife of our pastor at 
Vashon, came as another distinct shock. She was a gifted woman, with a most 
attractive and strong personality. Proper memoirs of Sister Gailey and Dr. 
Rees will be printed in the Conference Journal. Dr. D. H. Trimble, pastor 
of First Church, and Dr. R. J. Reid, pastor of Mason Church, both forgot 
that from fourteen to sixteen hours of hard work each day, and, seven days 
each week of it, means shattered nerves. And so both these splendid men 
had to go to California for a somewhat long vacation. They both returned 
in full vigor and I hope each will hereafter follow my advice rather than my. 
example. My own serious illness came very suddenly. Four operations, one 
of which was a serious mastoid operation, with the attendant hospital experi- 
ence, gave me what I have not had for years—a complete rest from all work. 
I seem to be through now, and what is left of me ought to be good. I have 
been moderately free with my advice to Bishop Hughes because of his heavy 
and incessant work, and he suggested the perfect propriety of my consuming 
some of that advice on myself. And I did so, and am doing some of it yet. 


Kour preachers of the district—C. H. Wood, H. G. Earle, G. S. Helgeson, 
and Loren Sheffer—have gone into the army, Brother Wood to the army 
Young Men’s Christian Association and the other men to the regular service. 


Sunday, June 6, the beautiful new church at Summit View was dedicated, 
Dr. E. H. Todd officiating. The church is a credit to the community and 
the pastor, Rev. A. F. Stearns, and his heroic people worked hard. 


The dedication of Le Sourd Church, Tacoma, was a most successful 
affair. The Rev. E. N. Askey, pastor of Epworth Church, of which Church 
Dr. D. G. Le Sourd, for whom the Church was named, is a member, preached 
the sermon and the District Superintendent dedicated the church. ‘To the 
pastor, the Rev. H. E. Gardner, is due great credit for this church. 

In the way of church enterprises the completion and dedication of the 
beautiful and convenient First Church, in which we are now met, was the 
event of the year. One of the most signal victories ever won by a pastor 
and people was in the erection of this church. Dr. Trimble never wavered 
in pushing the enterprise and deserves the gratitude of Methodism for the 
splendid work he has done. Bishop Hughes officiated at the dedication, which 
was preceded by a week of program. 

A fine new church at Gig Harbor will be ready for dedication soon after 
Conference. The pastor, the Rev. C. D. Miller, and those who so fully sup- 
egried ne succeeded against obstacles that are ordinarily considered insur- 
mountable. 


If time afforded, I could well call attention to the good work done by all 
the auxiliaries of the Church. May I just say, they have all done galendid 
work, and no word of special mention from me could make that work better. 


I have but briefly touched upon the work of the departments of the Church 
so I might have time, though briefly, to notice a series of special movements. 
that promise much to the Tacoma District in the future. 
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Early in the year we grouped the charges of the district for special revival 
work. This was done with the deliberate intention of saving, as much as 
possible, the use of special evangelists and getting pastor and people enthused 
with the idea of actually doing revival work. Nothing in this was at all 
against the proper kind of special evangelists, but I consider it a sad day 
when any Church gets where it cannot hold a successful series of special 
meetings without having to call the help of a special evangelist. The group 
meetings were successful in reaching the purpose I had in mind; that is, the 
development of the local Church workers and the directing of both pastor and 
people to the best special evangelist I ever heard of—the Holy Spirit. 


We then held a central meeting of all the presidents and officers of the 
Ladies’ Aid Societies of this district. It was a day of storm and. snow, but 
sixty of our elect women gathered in Mason Church. The District Superin- 
tendent spoke on “Connectionalism,” and Mrs. W. P. Hopping conducted a 
consultation meeting and plans were formulated for mutual help and encour- 
agement. = 


This gathering was followed by the superintendents of the Sunday Schools 
of the district, held in Trinity Church. Following the plan of Mr. Alfred 
Lister, the successful superintendent of Trinity Sunday School, the evening 
was devoted to departmental meetings and an address on “Child Conversion,” 
by the District Superintendent. Plans were also made for mutual help and 
visits of officers. 

Then we had the presidents and officers of the Epworth Leagues of the 
district in a great meeting held in First Church. We followed the plan of 
departmental meetings, led by the respective district officers, and the Dis- 


trict Superintendent spoke on “Codrdination.” A social hour closed a very ~ 


profitable meeting. 


Meetings of this character will be held early in the next Conference year, 
so that plans can be made early for codperation and mutual help. The plan 
is to extend these meetings to other divisions of Church workers and thus 
get everybody acquainted with everybody and then go in for a year of good 
work. 


The establishment of what we call a “District Church Fund” I consider 

one of the most important moves of the year. The plan is to never build 
~ a church on Tacoma District that every other Church in the district has 
not contributed to the building. We started the plan by taking a free-will 
offering in every church for the Le Sourd and Summit View Churches. A 
substantial sum was realized for each Church. 


This report is already long enough and I close by saying it has been 
a good year, and I am under many obligations to both pastors and laymen 
for the fullest of codperation. Since my call into the United States Army 
I have had the full services of the Rev. James Pascoe, D.D., as genial and 
capable a brother as it has ever been my pleasure to work with. I have 
been so situated that I have been able to give much time to the district, and 
it is well that I could, for the work has been heavy and has required all the 
time of Dr. Pascoe and all the time I gave to the work. Despite the present 
marked improvement in business affairs it will be difficult to hold up to the 
reports of last year. The major part of the year was one of great business 
depression and almost complete paralysis of the lumber industry. The 
improvement came too late to help much in this year’s reports, but will be a 
material help to all the work of the coming year. 

I thank God for the privilege of the work of the year and the loyalty and 
‘faithfulness of both pastors and laymen. And, sir, I am sure I voice the 
unanimous sentiment of Tacoma District when I say that to your clear- 
leadership and indefatigable and efficient work we owe much of the spirit of 
true Methodism that characterizes the district, as well as whatever of advance 
that has been made.

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VANCOUVER DISTRICT 
T. E. Elliott, Superintendent 
BisHop HuGHES AND BRETHREN: 

I am thankful to God that I am permitted to bring this, my third, report 
of the Vancouver District to this Annual Conference. I desire to correct an 
error which occurred in last year’s annual minutes concerning that district. 
There was reported a deficiency in Ministerial Support of $2,902, whereas 
the total deficiency was $2,073—the least of any district in the Conference. 
If there has been one thing that has given greater inspiration to the men 
on the district than any other it was the Portland Areal Conference held 
last January under the leadership of our resident Bishop, Matt S. Hughes. 
A goodly number of the men on the district attended and every man who did 
so received an uplift and a vision that helped him through the year. This 
meeting was followed up on the district by group meetings, of which we had 
four. By this method we endeavored to see the last man. In addition to 
these, we organized the Clarke County men into two teams of six each. They 
held all-day and evening meetings in nearly every preaching point in the 
county. Where possible the Superintendent arranged the Quarterly Confer- 
ence so as to be held at the same time, thus securing a larger attendance at the 
latter. At these meetings the men took subscriptions to our Pacific Christian 
Advocate and incidentally boosted the benevolences. I am sure good was 
accomplished. Had it not been for the auto we could not have carried out 
this plan as successfully as we did. This modern vehicle is proving to 
be a great help in reaching the isolated points. We have ten preachers on the 
district who own autos, or “imitations.” The visit of Dr. W. S. Bovard 
was a real inspiration to the charges that he visited in the interest of the 
Sunday School. I am sure that good has resulted from his visit; the doctor 
is a live wire and J. M. Weaver, our Conference Superintendent, is a good 
second. The Sunday Schools on the district are improving; the most notable 
improvement is the added number of men attending. Our District Confer- 
ence was held in the month of May at East Mill Plain and was attended by 
all of the preachers save two. In connection with this, at old Vancouver 
the Epworth League district meeting was held the same week. This being 
but nine miles from the seat of the district meeting, enabled those who 
attended the one to attend both at the same expense. The addresses of our ~* 
resident Bishop and Drs. Brummitt and Marvin at the Epworth League con- 
vention were of a high order. There is room for improvement on the dis- 
trict in Epworth League matters, but we bring no note of wailing. The 
fact that thirty-five young people attended the Redondo annual gathering 
speaks well for the interest manifested. Personally, I was ill in bed at that 
time. We have had very little sickness on the district this year; but where 
it has struck it has hit hard. Sister Reddick lay for weeks in the parsonage 
at Randle, twenty miles from a railroad, in a condition that brought her near 
to death’s door. Thank God she has very much improved in health: but is 
not strong. The family of H. W. Mitchener at South Bend was quarantined 
for twelve weeks for one thing after another until they literally wore out the 
calendar of common ills. On the fifth of December the little nine-year-old 
daughter of Brother and Sister Smith of Chehalis was taken to the Better 
Land. I preached the funeral sermon at our church in Chehalis, and the 
body of little Margeret was laid to rest in the Tacoma cemetery. On April 
24 the Rev. D. M. Ellsworth, a retired member of this Conference passed to 
his reward. I asked him if he had any message for his brethren at the 
Conference; he raised his feeble hand and repeated, “Tell them that I am 
unspeakably happy. Jesus is precious, O, so precious. Give my love to all of 
the brethren.” The writer had charge of the funeral. The sermon was 
preached by his pastor, the Rev. E. L. Benedict; a goodly number of the 
brethren and preachers from Clarke County assisted and acted as pallbearers 
The body was laid to rest in the new cemetery at Vancouver, Wash I 
have, up to this point, given you the happenings on the district of a general 
character. | May I now be a little more specific? - On thirteen charges of the 
district Ministerial Support was increased from seventy-five to one hundred 
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and fifty dollars above that of last year. Ten of the charges had a “star” 
for raising their benevolences in full and another one lacked one point only. 
The only single preacher given us at Conference very soon after entered 
_ upon the “better way.” F. L. Pederson, who was stationed at Pe Ell, mar- — 
ried the daughter of Dr, F. A, LaViolette, pastor of the Queen Anne Church, 
Seattle. It is with a tinge of sadness that I have to report that this estimable 
young man had-to ask to be relieved from the charge because of illness, from 
which he has not yet fully recovered. Brother Pederson is now in Alaska; 
he is improving in health and asks to be left without appointment to attend 
one of our schools. This I recommend. The women’s societies, such as the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society, the Ladies’ Aid, are all very much in evidence on the district. At 
least one or two new organizations have been effected; in every case they are 
contributing their share to the success of the work. I have had more than 
my share of changes this year among the preachers. E. J. Boddy, J. F. 
Mobley, H. H. Rama, all “supply” preachers who were’ given work last Con- 
ference, have left us. A. G. C. Brown was placed at Skamokawa in the 
place of Mr. Boddy and he also departed. The case of Brother Pederson 
Ihave just recorded. W. J. Rule, our pastor at Castle Rock, received word 
that his father had died in Michigan; his aged mother was left alone. These 
circumstances only aggravated a condition of meager support and led him to 
go to Michigan, where he is now working in the same mines that he worked 
in twenty-five years ago. He writes me that he hopes this will be only 
temporary. W. E. Rossman, who was appointed to be assistant pastor to E. L. 
Benedict at Vancouver, gave up his work after serving but one third of the 
year. After Brother Rule left Castle Rock, I placed Brother Rossman in 
charge there, and he seems to be doing fairly good work. Thus you see 
seven preachers have left their work during the year. This has called for 
some careful planning and adjusting, yet with our system, which is sometimes 
severely criticised by other denominations and sometimes by our own dis- 
loyal adherents, we have been enabled to carry forward the work to the 
present hour not only without serious handicap, but, if I am not mistaken, 
we shall accomplish what we set out to do in the beginning of the present 
Conference year—bring to the session of this Conference the best reports 
that have ever come from the Vancouver District. May I now speak of the 
four factors by which our Church determines the success or failure of the 
work. First: The estimated salary was $1,337 above that of last year, and 
- while we may not reach that amount in actual*increase, because of having to 
double up some of the charges and one church cutting its salary, yet, I am 
sure, from reports that I have now, we shall make a good increase. 
Second: The benevolences will go a good way ahead of last year, and 
I have every reason to believe the increase in benevolences will be very 
gratifying, I desire in this connection to say that the man who makes an 
’ apology for failure because of the Red Cross coming in as it did, has a poor 
case at court. The drive for the Red Cross was not begun until June, and 
a wide-awake preacher should have his benevolences well in hand by then. 


Third: Property. The usual amount has been spent on improvements, 
_ but we have more than this to’ offer. We have purchased from the Baptists 
a church and parsonage at Menlo on the South Bend line. This gives us 
the only church in that little prosperous town, and when we get to the place 
where we can hold a good revival we shall see something doing. The prop- 
erty is worth $1,000. 

A new parsonage has been made out of an old church at Washougal by 
that indefatigable worker, V. A. Spicker. This has been done at a cost of 
$966 and all paid. Besides this there has been paid on the old debt $175. 
This gives us one of the prettiest little parsonages on the district. Besides this 
debt of $175 we have paid off the following: Centralia $250, Grays River $200, 
Orchards $400, Ostrander $680. This leaves the four places last mentioned 
entirely free from debt. Thank God. I do not like debts. There has been 
paid on the Randle parsonage also $175, about half what was owing thereon. 
I am sure the brethren interested will pardon me for not mentioning their 
names in every case: you all know them. 


148 PUGET SOUND CONFERENCE 


The greatest work under the head of property has been done at Felida, 
where the pastor, T. C. Newby, followed by as faithful a band of Methodists 
as I have ever seen, has caused to be erected a fine new church at a cost of 
$3,500. -We have nothing better on the district so far as the country charge 
is concerned. I preached the dedicatory sermon September 9, from the text, 
Isaiah 41:6, 7, to an audience that filled the church. The amount thus far 
secured is about $3,000, leaving a balance for which five men signed a per- 
sonal note at the bank of $500. All bills are paid to date. - 

This could never have been accomplished had it not been for a most 
gracious revival held there last winter, the best on the district, by three of 
our own preachers: R. B. Parcel, H. O. Cooper, and T. C. Newby the pastor. 
These three men helped each other at the different places. 

This brings me to the last of the “Four Factors’—Membership. I have 
been exceedingly careful at the fourth quarterly conference to get exact fig- 
ures as to the number received into the church this year. The figures I have 
are as follows: Received into preparatory membership 213, from preparatory 
membership 184, by certificate 332, other churches 91, a total of 607. There 
is, however, another side which we must also report: Dismissed by certifi- 
cate 185, deceased 25, removed without letter 24, withdrawn 15, total 249, 
leaving us.a net gain of 200 members for the year. 

I have secured one young man for the work who knocks at the door of 
this Conference for admission, EF. L. Albright, whose father is a minister in 
the Evangelical Church in this state. He has been at Skamokawa and Oak 
Point and has done good work. f 

- Our problems: Oh, yes, we have them. The greatest problem is support. 
Never have provisions been as high. There are different ways of solving’ 
these problems, such as enlarging the circuit. ° ; : 5) 

Missionary money needed, yes; but unless we can have much more I am 
ready to test, by the consent of the powers that be, the method of running 
one district in this West without missionary money. We have altogether too 
long depended upon this source of help until our individual pride has become 
well-nigh destroyed. We have been raising a sort of artificial kind of Meth- 
odists when we ought to have been developing stalwart men and women who 
now should have been ready to take this country for God. As an example 
take the other denominations who have been nursed on missionary money for 
years; now that it is being withdrawn what is the result? An absolute lack 
of support and a closing down of the churches. 

I have great faith in our Methodism, but I fear for that part of it who 
have to go outside for spiritual ‘supply and will sit and say “Amen” to the 
abuse heaped upon her by those who have left her altars for other sects 
whose chief stock in trade is a rehash of their own methods by which they 
failed in our church and were compelled to seek other pastures where the 
most eloquent are those who are most successful at scathing denunciation 

Personally, I have had a splendid year. I attended every meeting of the 
group character; every one of those held by Dr. Bovard, and all others 
Thank God for a chance to work in his Church. :

Reports of Standing Committees and Boards 


COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 


I. Board of Education.—As a matter of vital importance we urge upon 
all our ministers the duty of informing our people concerning the work of 
the Board of Education and the operation of the Student Loan Fund; also 
the Public Educational Collection. With the observance of Children’s Day, 
we request that the special purpose of the fund be emphasized. The Board 
of Education stands ready to respond to every request for information and 
assistance. 

We heartily commend the work of Dr. Abram W. Harris, Dr. John W. 
Hancher and Dr. G. Franklin Ream in their respective departments. 

II. College of Puget Sound.—The report of the chairman of the Board 
of Trustees and the president of the college show that the current expenses 
of the college have been supplied through the income, and that there has 
been paid on the endowment subscriptions during the year $34,947.05, making 
a total including Mr. Hill’s money and that collected last year, of $109,947.05 
of actually invested endowment. 

The attendance is 89% larger in the College of Liberal Arts than two 
years ago, showing a total enrollment of 193 in the college for the year. 

Mr. E. S. Collins has offered to pay $5,000 to start a $30,000 endowment 

for the Department of Religion. This department has been organized by 
placing Professor Ira A. Morton at its head. It is now in operation. 
. In view of the changed conditions caused by the war, the Board of 
Trustees, the president and the faculty are to be congratulated upon the 
excellent showing made during the past year. To meet this emergency grow- 
ing out of the war we ask that a special appeal for at least $2,000 be made 
to the Board of Education to assist in the maintenance of our college for 
the coming year. 

Our opinion is that $1,000,000 more should be added to the funds of the 
college at the earliest possible date. 

We ask that the pastors and District Superintendents give special atten- 
tion to paragraph 468, section 2, of the Discipline, relative to students. We 
urge greater diligence in securing the names of high school graduates and 
reporting vacancies for teachers in the public schools. 

We would further emphasize the Public Educational Collection, the 
collection of the regular endowment, -and the special endowment for the 
Department of Religion. j 


We pledge hearty codperation with the corresponding secretary of the © 


college, Rev. Thos. J. Gambill. - 

We wish to highly commend the efficient service of our president, 
Edward H. Todd. But for his abundant labors we would not have the 
present hopeful outlook for our college. His zealous labor, strategy in 
management and optimistic faith command for him our most hearty co- 
operation in this great work. ‘ 

We regret the loss through death of our beloved brother, Mr. A. P. 
Malloy, of the Board of Trustees, and nominate to fill the vacancy, Rev. D. 
Roland Martin. 

We nominate for the three-year term: Mr. W. L. McCormick, Seattle; 
Rey. Geo. A. Landen, D.D., Seattle; Rev. B. F. Brooks, D.D., Bremerton; 
Rey. S. S. Sulliger, D.D., Tacoma; Alfred Lister, Tacoma; James Newbegin, 
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nacoma ; Fred C. Harper, Seattle; A. E. Irving, Tacoma; Henry Shaw, 
acoma. 

We also announce for record that our Columbia River Conference has 
elected Rev. U. F. Hawk, Spokane, and Hon, Logan H. Roberts, A.D., for 
the three-year term, and Mr. Rufus Woods, Wenatchee, to fill the unexpired 
term of ‘B. F. Kumler, resigned, and that the alumni has elected Frank 
Babcock for the term of three years. 

We nominate for the Conference Board of Education for the term of 
three years: Rev. D. H. Trimble, Tacoma; J. G. Lawrence, Seattle; Profes- 
sor A. C. Roberts, Everett. 

III. Theological Schools—We commend to our young ministers our 
theological schools. It should be the aim of our young men to secure thor- 
ough college and theological training. We would call earnest attention to the 
Disciplinary rules concerning the education of those desiring to enter the 
ministry and declare that it is now time for this Conference to raise for 
itself the best standards of the Church concerning the education of our 
ministers. 

IV. Kimball School of Theology.—The Rev. H. J. Talbott, presi- 
dent of the Kimball School of Theology, has requested the Puget Sound 
Annual Conference to authorize the Bishop to appoint two of its members 
to act with a like number of members appointed by the various Annual Con- 
ferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the Pacific Northwest, for 

_ the purpose of considering the interests and the conditions of the Kimball 

' School of Theology. Your committee recommends that the request be 
granted, provided that the representatives so appointed shall participate in 
the consideration of and in the rendering opinions upon only such questions 
officially requested by the Board of Trustees of the said Kimball School; 
provided further, that the persons so appointed shall report all findings and 
facts learned concerning the school to the next session of this Conference; 
provided further, that the granting of this request shall not now add any 
further obligation than we now have.

REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES, 
COLLEGE OF PUGET SOUND 


Dear Brethren of the Puget Sound Annual Conference, now assembled: 


Four years ago the trustees and friends of the College of Puget Sound 
were discussing the advisability of closing the school, paying its indebtedness 
and abandoning the attempt to establish a Christian college in our great 
Northwest. All this because of the very meager support accorded the school 
prior to this time. At the session of the Puget Sound Annual Conference 
held at that time its members pledged themselves to attempt to raise $1.00 
per annum for each member of the Methodist Episcopal Church within its 
boundaries during the succeeding four years. This period is now closed. 
In no year during the time was the full sum raised but enough was secured 
to make possible the continuance of the school during the endowment cam- 
paign. If the full amount of $1.00 per member had been realized the college 
would now be entirely out of debt as well as being in a better position to 
continue its work unhampered, but it may be that a small indebtedness serves 
both to keep the trustees humble and to prevent undue expenditures in the 
management of the institution. To-day there seems no question as to the 
permanence of the school, but its permanence will be more like that of the 
inactive lake than the living and life-giving river unless an increased income 
is provided. The completion of the first unit of the endowment has furnished 
an income which is a valuable assistance but not sufficient to supplement the 
income from tuitions in meeting the needs of the school. It would be well 
if the college could recéive fifty cents per member for the Puget Sound 
Conference membership, and twenty-five cents per member for the member- 
ship of the church within the bounds of the Columbia River Conference 
during the next few years. This would enable the trustees to give their 
attention to the securing of the larger endowment of $1,000,000, toward 
which they have set their faces. The time now seems ripe for this effort 
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and its success should not be jeopardized by lack of a few dollars needed 
for its immediate necessities. I would, therefore, most respectfully suggest 
that each Conference take action looking to this end. © 

- The attendance of college students has increased 89% in two years. 
The academy department has been closed and the college is now strictly an 
institution of higher education, the only one under Christian influences west 
of the Cascade Mountains. The attendance during the coming year may be 
affected by the war situation, but with the united efforts of all the friends 
of_the school, especially the pastors, we believe the attendance may be 
slightly increased instead of suffering a loss. < 

The trustees have taken the steps necessary to make the ‘department of 
Religion a more important part of the curriculum and it is now purposed to 
raise an endowment of $30,000 to insure the support of this department and 
. make possible the instruction needed to make it helpful and character forming 
in the years to come. It has also become necessary to divide the department 
of Sciences into two departments, Physics and Chemistry, and an additional 
instructor has been secured for the new department. If there is sufficient 
demand for it the trustees are prepared to provide military training during 
the coming year or as long as there seems to be a necessity for such a 
course. 

The new corresponding secretary, Rev. Thos. J. Gambill, has been active 
in soliciting the attendance of new students and collecting endowment sub- 
scriptions, and in making the college better known to our friends. His 
eae has fully justified the trustees in creating this position and selecting 

im tor it. 

Let me again remind you that the College of Puget Sound is strictly a 
college; that its faculty is made up of men and women of the finest character 
and the highest standard of scholarship. ‘They have taken their college and 
- graduate work in such colleges and universities as the University of Illinois, 
Boston University, Brown University, Columbia University, Northwestern 
University, Ohio Wesleyan University, and others of like grade. In these 
days when we hear on every hand such slogans as “America First,” “Patron- 
ize’ Home Industry,’ and the like, shall we not add, “Make Methodism’s 
College, the College of Puget Sound, the Greatest Christian College in the 
West?” This is not a stupendous task if the efforts of all are directed to 
this end. Begin now and make the attendance during the coming year the 
largest of her history. Remember that the opening of the year has been 
delayed until October 1, so you still have time to secure students. Will you 
not permit me to add, “Get busy and do it now’? E. L. Brarne.

CONFERENCE EVANGELIST 
Brethren and Fathers: 


The last General Conference was not only wise in its selection of Bishops, 
but it did a good thing when it made it a law of the Church that evangelists 
make an annual report to the Conference to which they belong. At last the 
evangelist is taken from among the detached brethren who, when their names 
are called, are not asked to report their work, but their District Superin- 
tendents answer, “Nothing against them.” It seems to me, brethren, that 
every man who is given a special work to perform ought to be required to 
-report the same. 

To report a year’s evangelistic work in a few words is a very difficult 
matter. Some of the most precious things which happen would require pages 
to relate. Then again many of the best things cannot be reported. For who 
can tell of the far-reaching results of family altars erected, of spiritual 
house-cleanings which have taken place, the wrongs among brethren which 
have been made right, debts wiped out which have stood for years, renewed 
interest in Church work, prayer-meetings revived, and attendance increased, 
and Sunday School and young people’s work given a boost? Who can tell 
what the result will be when young men and women present themselves to 
God for service, and answer the call “Who will go?” with a glad “Here am - 
I; send me”? All this has taken place in our meetings many times during 
the past year. 

We conducted nine evangelistic campaigns during the year, four of 
which were union. There came to the altar in consecration more than a 
thousand church members, some of whom were definitely filled with the 
Spirit. Backsliders have been reclaimed, and nearly a thousand new cases 
were converted. These ranged in age from eight to eighty. We received 
‘$1,400 in cash. :

CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD 


It is with gratitude that we are able to report an exceptionally prosperous 
year ‘in the deaconess work of our Conference. The three institutions under 
the supervision of your board, namely, the Deaconess Children’s Home of 
Everett, the Bible Training School and the Deaconess Settlement of Seattle, 
are of first importance in practical Christian work in the Pacific Northwest. 
This can be better realized when we remember that the Bible Training School 
is the only Protestant school of its kind in this territory. This school is not 
merely for training women for the work of a deaconess, but for any form 
of Christian service, particularly foreign missionaries, Sunday School and 
social service workers. Our graduates receive the Advanced Teacher Train- 
ing diploma issued jointly by our Board of Sunday Schools and the Inter- 
national Sunday School Association. We urge upon our pastors the duty 
of calling the attention of our Christian young women to the opportunity 
offered for this splendid training. 

The one great need is suitable buildings for the Bible Training School 
and the settlement work. There is nothing more urgent than the work that 
can be done only by a deaconess or a woman who has had this special train- 
ing. Yet the work of training such women for their great life gift to the 
Master and the needed uplifting work of our settlement has long been 
crippled and limited for the want of necessary buildings and adequate equip- 
ment. For years a faithful few have kept this work alive and progressing 
by meeting difficulties and bearing burdens with a patience almost past heliey- 
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ing, while the major portion of our people have apparently forgotten this 
branch of the Church. It is now purposed with your approval to right this 
condition. The Seattle Deaconess Home Association intend to launch a 
campaign for a Building Fund. Fat 

Last December the association acquired title to the Trinity Church prop- 
erty. On a*part of this property there is a mortgage of $2,558; also a lien 
on the whole for paving of streets, payable in ten years. Including the lot 
on which the present home is located, there is a plot of ground 120x165 feet. 
On this acquired ground there is a modern parsonage, and also on the corrier 
a concrete foundation, practically complete, 70x90 feet, upon which it is— 

* intendéd to erect a building for school and dormitory purposes. A conserva- 
tive estimate of the value of this entire property is not less than $20,000. 

We recommend the following: 

1. That the trustees of the Seattle Deaconess Association proceed to 
raise a building fund of not less than $55,000, of which $15,000 shall be for 
the settlement. ; 

2. That each District Superintendent, in consultation with an authorized 
nee eee of the association, shall plan for the campaign throughout his 

istrict. 

3. That the time for the said campaign shall be in the months of March, 
April, and May of the year 1918, or at such prior time as shall accord with - 
the judgment of the pastor and District Superintendent. 

4. That we request the codperation of the other conferences and people of 
the Northwest. 

5. That we invite the General Deaconess Board and its executive secre- 
tary to render such assistance as they may find practicable.

CONFERENCE COMMISSION ON EPWORTH LEAGUE 
INSTITUTE 


This has been the greatest year in the history of the Epworth League 
Institutes; seven more were held than ever before and in nearly every case 
an attendance in the old ones of from twenty-five to one hundred per cent 
advance over preceding years. 

The fifth annual session of our Institute was by far the most. largely 
attended and in every way the most successful of all. The number of paid 
registrations was 350 and consecrations for lifework thirty-nine. The amount 
of money handled was about $2,000. All bills were paid in full and there is 
a neat sum in the treasury. The character and quality of the young people 
attending was most excellent, there was nothing to mar. 

As the League has been called the recruiting station of the Church, so the 
Institutes may be referred to as officers’ training camps for efficient leader- 
ship. We believe that the future will reveal an increasingly large number 
of the efficient leaders of the local and general Church as having had’ some 
special training and inspiration from our Institutes. 

It is with much joy that we regard the going this fall of Miss Mary Bedell, 
thoroughly trained and splendidly equipped, to China—who made her con- 
secration at our Institute two years ago—our prayers will follow her. Many 
other most promising young people have made their consecrations there 
and are diligently preparing for lifework in foreign and home field and 
in the ministry. 

Each succeeding year witnesses new and permanent interest on the part 
of the pastors, for which we are grateful. This Institute belongs to the 
whole Conference and we desire that its progress and success shall be shared 
by all.

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SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


We would call the attention of our pastors and Sunday School workers to 
the fact that with the end of this present year the Methodist Book-Concern 
will cease to publish any more ungraded Sunday School periodicals; but 
instead will publish the present International Uniform Lessons in a graded 
form under the title “The Improved International Uniform Sunday School 
Lessons.” Thus we will have the choice of these lessons and the present 
closely graded International Lessons. _ 

While we appreciate the splendid success which has attended the exten- 
sion work in our Conference area, we believe the time has come when our 
Conference Superintendent of Sunday Schools should devote more of his 
time to the efficiency work. We therefore recommend that he devote to each 
district of the Conference approximately one month of his time, in such 
manner as he with the Conference Board of Sunday Schools may determine. 

Resolved that while we will continue to press all the standards of the 
Board for our Sunday Schools, we will continue the campaign for men as 
launched by Dr. Bovard, and will emphasize especially teacher training and 
evangelism during the coming Conference year. 

We also request that those who will be in charge of the program for the 
next session of Conference shall, if practical, provide for a strong presenta- 
tion of the Sunday School work for that occasion. We heartily commend the 
work that the Rev. J. M. Weaver as Superintendent of Sunday Schools of 
the Puget Sound Conference has done and recommend his continuation.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


The various phases of the Sunday School work of the Puget Sound Con- 
ference presented so many problems during the past year that the Confer- 
ence Superintendent at one time was genuinely “blue.” He seemed to stand 
so much alone that he even asked himself the question, “Is this position really 
worth while, after all?” 

In doing his work he has cared for the Sunday Schools organized in 
previous years, most of which have either become churches or preaching 
places. He has also entered eighteen new places, five of which remain as 
Sunday Schools only; six as Sunday School with preaching; five as preach- 
ing places only, not being ready to be organized into Sunday Schools; one 
was organized into a church and one died. This is a very low rate of mor- 
tality for this kind of work. 

The policy of the Board of Sunday Schools is to undertake fewer places 
and. do more thorough work. The field men are not to organize unless there 
is prospect that the place can be developed and cared for. ‘To this end we 
consult with District Superintendents before entering a new field. 

Three of the general officers of the Board of Sunday Schools visited our 
Conference area during the year: 

First came our efficient corresponding secretary, the Rev. Edgar Blake, 
D.D., who made an itinerary of our Conference at the beginning of the 
Conference year, and much good was done. 

At a more propitious time came the visit of the Rev. William S. Bovard, 
D.D., superintendent of the Adult Department, who came in response to Dr. 
Blake’s arrangement with the laymen of our Conference to endeavor to put 
a large number of new men into the Sunday Schools. Dr. Bovard’s addresses 
were of an exceptionally high order. An interesting feature of the campaign 
was that while it was primarily a men’s movement, the women took up the 
slogan and actually outdid the men in the number of recruits to their classes. 

Just about one half of the pastors reported on the campaign. Figures 
from pastors show that 2,350 adults had been added to the Sunday Schools 
of the pastors reporting. A little more than one half of these recruits were 
women. 

Our Sunday Schools lost heavily by removals on account of strikes, and by 
the large number of young men enlisting and drafted for the army. Some 
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of our big Sunday Schools lost entire large classes in this way. But still 
the good work of recruiting for the Sunday Schools is going on. One 
pastor writes: “I have never preached to so many men before; and new men 
are joining the Brotherhood Class every Sunday.” : 

Our next official visitor was the Rev. Matthew J. Trenery, D.D., Superin- 
tendent of the Extension Department. He came to investigate the pioneer 
fields and give the struggling Sunday Schools a lift. This work is very near 
to the heart of Dr. Trenery, who is laboring hard and successfully to extend 
the Church into new places by establishing extension Sunday Schools. 

Forty-five adult Bible classes and fifteen teacher training classes were 
reported as having been organized during the year. It is impossible to tabu- 
late all the results of the year’s work. But the pastors are taking at least 
fifty per cent more interest in their Sunday Schools and have made them at 
least fifty per cent more efficient than a few years ago. Figures so far 
received would indicate that we have had more than a thousand conversions 
and accessions to the Church from the Sunday Schools during the past year. 

If the Methodist Episcopal Church is to advance the cause of Christ to 
the extent that God asks of her she must win some of her greatest victories 
in the Pacific Northwest. Yet we are losing much territory in the Puget 
Sound Conference which should be ours and have given up some that we 
once did possess. We are in danger of having the glory of pioneer work 
pass to a sister denomination which has six men in the field, several of them 
giving all their time to the extension work. We rejoice in their success, but 
much of it in fields in which we once had organizations. In at least four 
cases this denomination is occupying our deserted church buildings. Let 
us pray to the end that some way may be found to give these pioneer fields 
a more adequate development. 

These fields must be cared for by the Church because we find some of 
our very best people there deprived of the Gospel and hungering for Church 
- privileges. But perhaps a greater reason is that there we find a class of 
people who with their children and grandchildren rise up to contend against 
establishing those principles of piety and government which we hold most 
dear. We have in our Conference a town of 1,500 population so largely 
oer that there are not enough Americans to maintain a vigorous Sunday 

chool. 

An encouraging feature has been the way in which the laymen have 
rallied to our work. Last year the Laymen’s Association purchased a Ford 
automobile for the Port Angeles Circuit—a Sunday School proposition. ‘This 
automobile has rendered good service and figured in the organization of a 
new Methodist Church in Clallam County. Pastor MclIjaughlin at Sequim 
purchased his own car with which to care for pioneer Sunday Schools. We 
are now organized at all points along the Seattle, Port Angeles and Western 
' Railroad, running clear back to Twin Rivers. Pastors Liffiton and McLaugh- 

lin are caring for most of this work. Senator Troy, before his tragic death, 
had purchased a fine horse from the race tracks to enable Pastor Frederick 
of Chimacum to care for the Sunday Schools away back in the mountains, 
where even a Ford would not go. Thus we now have two Fords and a race 
horse, engaged in the Sunday School work of our Conference. Thus our 
laymen can help to bring the Gospel to places which our pastors cannot 
reach, and thus revive the services of the local preachers of another day. 

Again, I want to thank those District Superintendents and pastors who 
have given me such hearty codperation. Without their help much that has 
been accomplished would have been impossible. Some of the pastors have 
traveled many long, weary, wet, dark, and muddy miles in order to give 
these pioneer places preaching, and to call among the people. 

I am glad to have had the opportunities of service which have come to me 
during the year, and ‘am grateful to our kind Heavenly Father who has stood 
by and. has given me physical strength for the work. J. M. Weaver. 


TEMPERANCE, PROHIBITION AND PUBLIC MORALS 


We rejoice in the splendid achievements of the temperance reform. While 
the bill passed by the present Congress is not as dry as, in our judgment the 
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immediate needs demand, yet we rejoice in that it is a forward step and 
does prohibit the use of grain for manufacturing distilled liquor. 

We feel to congratulate ourselves and are proud of the part our own board 
a had in the victory under the splendid leadership of Dr. Clarence True 

ilson. 

We feel the results have proven the wisdom of putting the headquarters 
of our Temperance Board at Washington, D. C., and call upon our pastors 
and people to push the “building fund” that the board may have a permanent 
home as soon as is possible. 

We call upon our people to observe strict economy in foodstuff, and to 
a relentless war upon the economic waster, the brewery. Sie 
We are much encouraged by the efforts of the officials of the United States 
Army and Navy to better the moral atmosphere surrounding the enlisted 
men, and we raise a voice of protest against the movement on the part of 
tobacco commercialism supported by well-meaning organizations and individ- 

uals to create and develop the tobacco habit among the soldiers. 

We note with alarm the growing prevalence of the dance in our high 
schools and urge upon our pastors the utmost vigilance in abating this grow- 
ing evil by precept and by circulating such literature as Bishop Matt S. 
Hughes’s book on “Dancing.” 

We do not believe our nation could have held her high moral standing 
among the nations of the world and remained neutral in the present war, 
and we pledge our continued loyalty to our government, while we continue 
to pray for the overthrow of Prussianism, and the permanent establishment of 
democracy throughout the world.

So 
that we are only able to maintain last year’s annuity rate of $8.00 (only 
sixty-six per cent of the legal claim), by cutting down the necessitous claims 
and, also, owing to the fact that one claimant very generously relinquished 
her allowance of $288. 

In view of this deficiency, and the high cost of living, we feel that we must 
not do less in the future, and recommend that the present rate of apportion- 
ment for Conference claimants (seven per cent of the pastors’ cash salary) 
be continued for next year. :

WILLIAM SHAW HARRINGTON, D.D. 
By W. O. Benadom a 


_ The Rev. William Shaw Harrington, D.D., son of James and Charlotte 
Walrod Harrington, was born November 6, 1834, in South Berlin, Chenango 
County, N. Y., and died in Seattle, Wash., November 10, 1916, aged eighty- 
two years and four days. 

At the age of seven he sought and found a. definite Christian experience 
and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

At an early age he manifested a strong desire for an education and after 
finishing the common school course, he took some advanced studies in Dow’s 
Academy. 

At the age of sixteen he began teaching and taught for a number of years 
in the states of Illinois, Arkansas, and Missouri. 

In 1859 he was given both exhorter’s and local preacher’s licenses, which 
he used constantly. 


In 1862, with a class of fourteen, he graduated from the Garrett Biblical 
Institute of Evanston, Ill, and in the same year was admitted to the Rock 
River Conference, where for nineteen years he continued to preach, serving 
the following charges: Crystal Lake, Kaneville, Sycamore, Belvidere, and 
Rockford, and for four years he served.as presiding elder and for a time 
the Aurora Seminary. 


In-1872 he was elected a delegate to the General Conference and served on 
some of the most important committees. 


In 1881 he was transferred by Bishop Harris to the Oregon Conference 
and appointed to First Church, Seattle, Wash. After two years, he was 
transferred to the Oregon Conference and appointed to Salem—the Puget 
Sound Conference having been organized in 1884. These two pastorates 
‘were filled with great acceptability, after which he was presiding elder of the 
Portland District for four years. Gj : 

At the General Conference of 1888, to which he was sent as a delegate, he 
was made editor of the Pacific Christian Advocate of Portland, Ore., which 
position he occupied for four years, exerting a powerful influence for good 
over the whole of the Pacific Northwest. 

While acting as agent for the Portland Hospital he met with a serious 
accident which incapacitated him for one year and the building was lost to 
Methodism. | 
* After his recovery, he served Mount Tabor Church until transferred to 
the Puget Sound Conference and stationed at Trinity, Seattle, where he 
remained for four years. After three years of faithful service as Presiding 
Elder of the Whatcom District he was made Superintendent of the Seattle 
District, and in 1904 he was sent as delegate to the General Conference which 
convened in Los Angeles. 

As a poet and author Dr. Harrington possessed marked ability. In the 
cause of righteousness he was never found wanting. In.the matter of Meth- 
odist law he was an authority. For many years he served the College of 
Puget Sound as trustee and in his labors for the Deaconess Home. he was 
untiring and faithful. 167 
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In labors more abundant he passed a beautiful and useful life and in the 
eventide it was light about him. In his beautiful home surrounded by loved 
ones, in a good old age, conscious to the last he was gathered as a ripened 
sheaf into the home more beautiful. For him the gates of pearl swung 
inward and he entered to go no more out forever. 


By the side of her who walked with him through life his body is now at 
rest in Lake View Cemetery, Seattle.

W. H. W. REES, D.D.

Dr. W. H. W. Rees was born at Rock Island, Ill, March 19, 1849; was 
educated in the public schools and graduated from the Garrett Biblical Insti- _ 
tute of the Northwestern University, Evanston, Ill. He.entered the Des 
Moines Conference in April, 1869, and married Miss Jennie A. Kirk, April 
12, 1871. To them were born three children—Raymond, Warren, and Ruth. 
The sons are both members of the Puget Sound Conference and Ruth is the 
wife of Rev. E. H. Gebert, also a member of the Puget Sound Conference. 


For eight years Dr. Rees was corresponding secretary of the Freedmen’s 
Aid Society from 1892 to 1900. Then he resumed pastoral work and was in 
- charge of the Church at Adrian, Mich., during 1900 and 1901, going from 
there to the pastorate of the Smithfield Methodist -Episcopal Church at 
Pittsburgh, Pa. 1901 to 1905. Then he turned his steps toward the Pacific 
Coast and was pastor of the First Church, Seattle, from 1905 to 1910. It 
was during his administration that the handsome edifice of the First Church 
was completed. He was pastor at Everett from 1910 to 1913, going from 
there to Epworth Church, Tacoma,’ where he closed his labors January 18, 
1917. After having conducted revival services on Monday night previous to 
his death, using “The Choice of Moses” as his topic, Dr. Rees was stricken 
with apoplexy, from which he never regained consciousness. Dr. Rees was a 
strong preacher and a model pastor. He was loyal to the Church and its 
doctrines, emphasizing clearly the great fundamentals. He was greatly 
beloved by his people and held in the highest estimation by his brethren. 
Funeral services were held in the church where he closed his labors, his 
District Superintendent, Dr. S. S. Sulliger, in charge. Addresses were made 
by Bishop Matthew S. Hughes, Dr. F. A. LaViolette, and Dr. R. J. Reid. He 
closed his life as he had wished, going almost direct from his pulpit into 
the presence of the God whom he had loved and served so well. The lonely 
wife and children wait in patience until the Master shall say, “It is enough,” 
and they shall go to meet him where family circles are never broken.

REV. D..M. ELLSWORTH 


Rev. D. M. Ellsworth, a retired member of the Puget Sound Conference, 
passed away at Vancouver, Wash., April 24, 1917. He was converted early 
in life and entered the ministry in 1881, joining the Central Illinois Confer- 
ence, where he was received into full membership two years later. In this 
conference he served the following charges: Hamilton, Berwick, and Oquawka. 
In 1884 he was transferred to the West Nebraska Conference and while 
there was pastor at Delight and Arnold, Cozad and Ansley. He was made 
supernumerary for one year, and in 1891 he was transferred to the Puget 
Sound Conference and stationed at Bay Center and Oysterville. He also 
served Fishers charge very acceptably. 
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Brother Ellsworth became enfeebled in body and for two years held the 
supernumerary relation. Increasing physical disability, however, precluded 
the possibility of his taking up the active work again, and in 1897, much to 
his regret, he was retired. 

Just before his death his District Superintendent visited him and asked if 

he had any message for his brethren at the Conference. To this question he 
raised his feeble hand and said in reply, “Tell them that I am unspeakably 
happy. Jesus is precious, O, so precious! Give my love to all of the breth- 
ren.” 
The funeral services: were in charge of District Superintendent Thos. E. 
Elliott and the sermon was preached by his pastor, E. L. Benedict. A goodly 
number of his ministerial brethren assisted and acted as pallbearers. His 
body was laid to rest in the new cemetery at Vancouver, Wash. 


ERNEST SYLVESTER SPRAGUE 


Ernest Sylvester Sprague, son of Rev. and Mrs. R. L. Sprague of Ferndale, 
died November 18, 1916. Ernest was born at Ballard, Wash., October 17, 
1902. His heart was never strong and this weakness caused the parents con- 
stant anxiety. He was able to attend school only part of the time, but suc- 
ceeded in reaching the seventh grade in spite of the weakness. He early 
gave himself to God, and was a very earnest adherent of the faith. He was 
received into the Church at Orting, Wash., the occasion ot his reception 
producing a deep impression on the congregation. He was always sunny 
and cheerful and in the last illness was ever ready with a smile so long as 
it was physically possible for him to smile. His last illness continued for 
nearly six months. For the last six weeks he waited, eagerly longing to 
go home and be with Jesus. The departure was peaceful. While his life 
was short it was by no means unfruitful in the Master’s service. The funeral 
service was conducted by the District Superintendent, J. M. Canse, assisted 
by local pastors of Ferndale. Interment was in the Crown: Hill Cemetery at 
Seattle.

Proceedings of the Laymen’s Association 


Held in Tacoma, Wash., September 14 and 15, 1917, at the College of 
Puget Sound. 

The Association was opened by a devotional service conducted by Harry 
L. Brown, of Tacoma, Wash. 

Dix H. Rowland of Tacoma Local Church, gave the Address of Welcome 
to the Laymen, extending a hearty welcome because of the standards repre- 
sented and because of the uplift in various communities which is being felt 
by the Church. 

The address of welcome was responded to by F. L. Morgan of Hoquiam, 
Wash. He expressed the delight felt by all in being welcomed to Tacoma, 
not only because of a beautiful city with its environments but because of the 
characteristics set forth by the city, and brought out the fact that the Laymen 
came to prepare for some constructive service for God’s work. He asked 
the Laymen to put all there is of them in the work, for if the church must 
advance it may be necessary to scrap some of our old machinery, that new 
life and machinery must be used in the advance. 

The Address by the. President, Mr. A. S. Cory, of Chehalis, Wash., sug- - 
gested that the national benevolences have been placed upon the people of 
our church as well as our own work. In many instances the pastor’s salary 
has been kept down when it should have been advanced with the higher cost 
of living. This question of financial support is a national one. Also the 
labor problems must be faced and settled in some way and the church must 
take a stand in the question. 

A general discussion followed and the question of what our church is doing 
with the roll of honor for our soldier boys was brought up. Many sugges- 
tions were given. The question of Bible study in the schools was then ad- 
vanced, resulting in much discussion. 

An address was delivered by Rev. Jabez C. Harrison, District Superinten- 
dent of Olympia District, on the subject, “A Successful Layman.” He laid 
emphasis on the fact that the great work of the church depends upon spirit- 
ual loyalty and hard work, comparing the Laymen to our soldiers. As the 
soldiers want to get to France to get into the fray, so should we want to get 
into the activities of the church, helping our weaker churches in their 
financial plan, etc. using our sinews and strength in advancing the cause of 
Christ as the soldier must use his sinews and strength in the trenches. 

The afternoon meeting was opened by a devotional service led by Clint 
W. Lee, of Seattle, Wash. 

W. D. Lane, City Commissioner of Seattle, Wash., gave an address on 
“The Church and Labor,” setting forth that there can be no peace between the 
upper and lower classes without Christianity. Social ills must have a social 
remed 

Motion, that the article read by Mr. Lane should be printed in the next 
issue of the Pacific Christian Advocate. 

An address was delivered by Rev. J. W. Van Cleve, General Secretary of 
the Commission on Finance of the Methodist Episcopal Church, on the sub- 
ject, “The Benevolent Boards of the Methodist Episcopal Church.” It was 
intensely interesting and brought out the advantages of annuity bonds over 
wills, which aroused a general discussion. 

Dr. Fulkerson, of the Board of Foreign Missions, spoke a few moments, 
presenting the magazine, The World Outlook. 

An address was then delivered by Bishop Matt S. Hughes. His message 
to the Laymen was the demand that they get out of their minds that there 
are two classes with different interests in the church, the Ministry and the 
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Laymen. He invited their codperation and unity of spirit as that is needed 
to make a church powerful. : 

At 3:20 the business session adjourned to engage in the reception held in 
honor of Bishop and Mrs. Hughes, in the college halls. The receiving line 
was made up of President Todd, Bishop Hughes, Mrs. Matt S. Hughes, Mrs. 
E. H. Todd, Mr. T. S. Lippy of Seattle, Mrs. J. E. Crowther of Seattle, Dr. 
Ream, Assistant Secretary Board of Education of the Methodist Church, 
Dr. D. H. Trimble, Mrs. D. H. Trimble, Mr. E. L. Blaine, Chairman Board 
of Trustees College of Puget Sound, Mrs. E. L. Blaine, Mrs. A. M. Berry, 
President Women’s College League, Mrs. Thos. J. Gambill and Rev. Thomas 
J. Gambill, Corresponding Secretary College of Puget Sound, Mr. and Mrs. 
A. S. Cory, President of the Laymen’s Association. 

The main corridor of the Administration Building was decorated with 
palms, pennants and flowers. The recitation rooms were opened with the 
professors at their desks to entertain the Laymen and Ministers as they 
inspected the college. 

The refreshments, consisting of sherbet and wafers, were served under the 
cieenon of the head of the Home Economics, Department, Miss Sylvia A. 
Miller. H 

The whole affair was an occasion of great pleasure and the opportunity 
presented by President Todd in arranging the reception to meet the Bishop 
and his wife, was highly appreciated by members of the Laymen’s Associa- 
tion and members of the Conference. 

The college was found tidy and neat in appearance, its equipment in good 
condition and its faculty is well chosen. The Methodists of. this Conference 
can congratulate themselves on the progress made and the character of the 
school as it now exists. 


Saturday 


Saturday morning session opened with devotional services led by Mr. F. 
A. Hazeltine and a glorious and profitable class meeting was held. 

Following was an address by Mr. G. A. Mumaw on the new financial plan, 
showing the advantage of the new plan and the splendid success that can be 
accomplished through a well-organized work. An interesting discussion was 
then engaged in. 

Rev. Jos. W. Van Cleve brought out the fact that the Laymen are not 
collecting expenses for the maintenance of an organization, but for the pur- 
pose of educating people regarding the benevolent enterprises of the church. 
The splendid factor is the personal touch with humanity. Keep the church 
organization and you are building. The new financial plan works wherever 
you try it. 

J. W. Efaw, of Seattle, Wash., delivered an address on “Efficient District 
Organization.” 

Address, Mr. T. S. Lippy, “Our Church and the Army—What Our Church 

Can Do.”—The speaker tried to have a clear understanding with those present 
as to the object of the work being done by or through the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church for the enlisted men, the object being to clearly state that the 
work is wholly unselfish and not with a view primarily to advertise or in- 
crease the membership of the church. 
_ A statement was read which was published in our Methodist Church papers 
in connection with the call for $250,000 for denominational work in the in- 
‘terests of the enlisted men. Following this was the statement of the oppor- 
tunity for volunteer service in connection with the recognized institutional 
work of the church in the army camps and wherever men are gathered, of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association under the auspices of the National 
War Work Council. 

The real need the executive secretaries will have will be volun- 
teers who will assist in the whole program of the association, including the 
religious, social and entertainment and the recreational work for the men. 
A statement was read of the present scope of this Y. M. C. A. work for the 
men now under arms. Work is being carried on in 186 camps and for lesser 
groups in 245 other places. Two hundred and sixty-five buildings have been 
erected or are in the course of construction, 63 tents are in use, 111 new build- 
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ings have been authorized, 987 secretaries are now at work and 1,181 are yet 
to be assigned to work, though many of these have been chosen. This does 
not include 150 secretaries already at work over seas for American troops 
in France and England. 

Some denominational work is being undertaken aside from the Y. M. C. A., 
but most will be done through this recognized body. Suggestions were made 
as to the many ways in church services or social meetings. Briefly, by giving 
the glad hand, by making them acquainted with the young people of the 
church, the invitation to meetings, social gatherings, to homes previously 
arranged for, either for an evening or for dinner, where the men may get 
a touch of home life for which many are homesick. 

If Home Mission or Church Extension Societies provide men for the towns 
or cities near the camps, our work will be largely that of organizing social 
and religious entertainments for the men, and of the churches, is to meet 
the men and do for them. ; 

G. C. Squire, Manager of the Home for the Aged, at Silver Beach, Wash., 
stated that thirty-five years of Christian ministry has shown to him that 
a great place in our church is for the care of the aged. When Christ was on 
the cross, he requested John to care for his mother and that spirit should be 
carried out. We want to know of your old people. 

Rey. Carter presented the work of the Washington Children’s Home and 
the needs and opportunity of the institution, asking for codperation in main- 
taining the institution. 

Miss Sweet, of Seattle, presented the work of the Deaconess Board of 
our Conference, regarding the work in hospitals and schools. The speaker 
made it plain that the conception of the deaconess work should be inter- 
preted as the work of the church, because it is answering the call to the 
church of needy mankind. 


Report of the Resolutions Committee: ° 


Resolutions 


Resolved, That we commend Bishop M. S. Hughes in his endeavor-to pro- 
vide our. Districts and Pastorates with the highest types of Christian char- 
* acter and efficient types of leadership. 

In these days of rapid increase in the cost of living, we recognize again 
the woefully inadequate support of our ministers. We urge our churches 
to renewed and systematic effort in the adoption of a plan of weekly offer- 
ings and a substantial increase in all offerings. 

We rejoice in the high standards, the improved equipment, the growing 
prestige of the College of Puget Sound: We again urge our people to send 
their children to this distinctively Christian college where Christian faith is 
nurtured and Christian character developed under able leadership. We 
pledge to it our continued financial support. We hope the endowment may 
be early completed of the Department of Religion to which Brother E. S. 
Collins has already generously offered $5,000 toward an endowment of 

30,000. 

: As representatives of the Methodist Church, we are loyal to the govern- 
ment in this time of trial. The war we wage is just. The issues are clear. 
We want no premature peace so long as evil and iniquity prevail to oppress 
and despoil weaker peoples, and so long as cruel and ruthless military power 
threatens our own security and the democracy we love and for which our 
fathers have in earlier days fought and died. 

We rejoice in the spread of prohibition. We commend our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress for their consistent support of prohibition legis- 
lation. We urge the President not only to exercise the discretion given him 
as a war measure to seize and re-distil all distilled liquors, but also to stop 
the conversion of grain and grapes into beer and wine. We urge the gov- 
ernment to use its influence with the allied governments to prevent the sale 
of intoxicating liquors in the vicinity of American camps in foreign coun- 
tries. : 

Industrial unrest hampers business and religious activity. For that kind 
which has its origin in obstruction to the war, we have no sympathy. For 
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that kind which has an equitable basis, we invite careful and sympathetic 
study with a view to betterment of conditions. We believe the true solution 
is to be found in the application of Christian principles and a spirit of true 
brotherhood. 

Resolved, That the Methodist Laymen’s Association of this Conference 
request the Conference Program Committee to codperate with this Asso- 
ciation in planning the educational program at a joint.session for Friday 
evening of each annual Conference. 

Resolved, That the Methodist Laymen’s Association of the Puget Sound 
Conference ‘extend to the Board of.Sunday Schools of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, a vote of thanks for their kindness in sending to us Dr. 
Bovard to help in building up the Sunday Schools throughout our Confer- 
ence. 

Resolved, That this Methodist Laymen’s Association extend a vote of thanks 
to all those who have taken part in the program enabling us to make it a 
success, that we extend a vote of thanks to the College of Puget Sound for 
its hospitality in furnishing the use of the buildings for our services, and 
that we extend to Dr. Trimble and the First Methodist Church of Tacoma 
a vote of thanks for the care and hospitality received from them. That we 
express our appreciation for the dinners. that have been so well served by the 
church and, in general our thanks for all the services rendered to make our 
stay profitable and welcome while in the city of Tacoma.
